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born at his father's ſeat on the 1oth of March, 1573. His education was the 
beſt and moſt complete, which that age, or indeed any other, could have af- 
forded, to qualify a gentleman for the world, and for buſineſs. He was ſent 
from Wellclinſter. © Chrig- church in Oxford: and. Rauiüig fiuilhed his 
ſtudies, and taken his degrees, at that univerſity, he went abroad for his 


improvement; and, upon his return from his travels in 1600, was firſt re- 
ceived into the family of Sir Thomas Parry, ambaſſador in France, as his 


ſeeretary, and three years after into the, ſervice, of Henry earl of Nor- 


thumberland, in the fame capacity. He was not happy under the ambaſſa- 
dor's roof, whoſe behaviour was reſerved towards him, and his manners 
preciſe and formal, and who was much governed by a Hugonot ſecretary, 
one St. Sauveur. What ſhare he enjoyed in the earl's confidence, or why 
he left his ſervice, the Editor has not been able to diſcover, nor is it mate 
rial to the ſubject. As that nobleman had no intereſt with Cecil, who had 
been engaged in a correſpondence with King James before his acceſſion, in 
oppoſition to Northumberland, it is probable. that, Carleton did not think a 
connection with him the road to preferment. That great peer bore a con- 
ſiderable part in the intrigues, which were carrying on at the end of Queen 
6 N and had eminent 
qualities both of courage and learniug, particularly in the Mathematics. 


In the firſt parliament of King James, Mr. Carleton repreſented the bo- 


rough of St. Mawes in Cornwall. In the beginning of Aprib 1605, he 


accompanied the Lord Norris into Spain; from whence he returned through 
France, and was detained at Paris ſome months, on account of that Lord's 


indiſpoſition, till he was ſummoned to England, by a letter from the Lords 


of the Council, which gave him great apprehenſions, upon hearing that his 


former patron, the Earl of Northumberland, had been committed on the 


diſcovery of the gun-powder plot; and Mr. Carleton. himſelf, when he ar- 
rived in London, was put under confinement; but his innocence ſoon ap- 


pearing, he was honourably diſcharged. The Earl himſelf was long con- 


fined in the Tower, and a heavy fine impoſed on him in the Star- chamber, 


without any proof of his guilt, or any thing ſuſpicious appearing againſt 


him, except his admitting his relation, the conſpirator, to a place in the 
Band of Penſioners, without taking the oaths; but it is no wonder that 


Pierey was ſo diſtinguiſhed, as Northumberland had employed him in his 


ſecret negotiations with James. 


After long expectation of preferment from court, and the favour of the 


Earl of Saliſbury, to which he had early applied himſelf, Carleton was, in 


May 1610, appointed to ſucceed Sir Thomas Edmondes, his intimate

that employment. An hour was even fixed for his taking leave of the 
King: but a reaſon of ſtate intervened, and ſtopped his journey; for as the 
N Albert had recalled his ambaſſador here, it was thouglit proper, 
that he ſhould ſend another in the ſame character, before his court was ho- 
noured with one from England.

Mr. Carleton, 1 did; not loſe his en to a foreign ſoevioe ; 


but was immediately nominated to the embaſſy of Venice, and received the 


honour of knighthood from king James, before he ſet out, which he did iu 
September 1610, and arrived at his place of reſidence in November follow= 
ing. His letters, written during the courſe of this embaſly, are preſerved 
in the Paper-office, together with a complete ſeries of all his other diſ- 
patches; of which, great uſe will be made in the remaining part of this 
narration. Several of his Venetian letters are printed in Winwood's Me- 
morials; and it is eaſy to obſerve from them, that Sir Dudley Carleton im- 
mediately applied himſelf to a diligent and able diſcharge of his miniſterial 
functions; and that he muſt very ſoon have convinced his ſuperiors, that he 
was equal to any negotiation, however difficult or delicate, in which he 
might happen to be engaged. Whilſt he reſided in Italy, the war broke 
out between Charles fs. hg of Savoy, a prince of. great ſpitit and ambition, 
and Ferdinand duke of Mantua, on account of the former's pretenſions, in 
right of his daughter, to Montferrat. The prudent republick of Venice 
was greatly Med at theſe differences; being unwilling on the one hand, 
that the duke of Savoy ſhould aggrandize himſelf, at the expence of a weak 
neighbour; and apprehenſive on the other, that the councth of Spain, though 
at that time directed by an indolent and rapacious miniſter, the duke of 
Lerma, ſhould: build ſome ſcheme of farther acquiſitions or influence in 
Italy, on the ſpecious pretence of defending the rights of a diſtreſſed ally 

and vaſſal. For which reaſons, the Venetians readily interpoſed their _ 
offices, in conjunction with the courts of Rome, England, and France, to 
accommodate this quarrel. Sir Dudley Carleton was ſent from Venice to 
Turin, with an offer of his maſter's. — in June 1615. He found 
the duke of Savoy entrenched under the walls of Aſti; and the Spaniſh. 
army encamped on the plaiu, and endeavouring to force his quarters. After 
ſome conferences and journeys between the two camps, an accommodation 
was concluded, which was called the treaty of Aſti; by which Charles 
Emanuel obliged himſelf to diſarm, and to refer his pretenſions to the judge- 
ment of the Emperor, with other conditions not neceſſary to be mentioned 
here. One of the inſtruments of this treaty & was made out in the names of 
the Nuncio and the French ambaſſador, with a ſeparate artiele of gvarauty 
to the Gu ſigned by the Venetian miniſter; and another was ren em.

it verbatim; in which Sir Dudley's name was inſerted, inſtead of the Nuance, N 
and an engagement was annexed on the part of the king of Great Britain, to 


take the perſon and ftate of Charles, under his royal protection, in caſe the 


Spaniards ſhould fail in the performance of their conditions. We find Carle- 
ton returned to Venice in Auguſt; from which place he gives the following 
account to Sir Thomas Edmondes, at Paris, of the Piedmonteſe negotiation. 


* It ſeems you are no better ſatisfied with our peace in Piedmont, than 


they are in other parts, Italy and England only excepted. His Maje 
4 has approved the ſame, and ratiffed what was promiſed on his behalf; 


„ and over all this country, there continues a general Jubilee. Spain, they 


&« fiy, takes exceptions againſt the form of the peace, as too much to the 


„ honour and advantage of the duke of Savoy. Our friends in Germany

ir Dudley Carleton had for Gio time linpaticntly cen, to be relieved 
in his Venetian employment by Sir Henry Wotton, who was appointed to 
ſucceed him, and who had been alſo his predeceſſor in it. He returned te 
England about the end of 1615, where he found things in a very different 
ſtate from that in which he left them. The great Earl of Saliſbury had 
been dead above three years: The power of Somerſet, which had been for 
ſome time in its decline, was now entirely overſet by the diſcovery of the 
infamous murder of Sir Thomas Overbury. A new court meteor was 
ariſen, Sir George Villiers, who ſoon engroſſed to himſelf all the de- 
pendance, which perſonal favour, miniſterial power, and an accumula- 
tion of offices, could beſtow. The two ſecretaries of ſtate were Sir Ralph 
Winwood and Sir Thomas Lake, both educated in the ſchools of Cecil and 
Walſingham. To the former's recommendation Carleton owed his appoint- 
ment to one of the moſt important embaſſies in the diſpoſal of the crown, 
that to the States General, which was then vacant. Winwood was at the 
bottom a worthy and ſincere man; but, as his temper was barſh, and his 
behaviour rough, he did not, it ſeems, give entire ſatisfaction to his old 
friend in the manner of beſtowing it. From a hand, writes Sir Dudley 
4% 0 his intimate correſpondent; Edmondes, (fill rgiding at Paris where: 1 
4 promiſed myſelf much contentment, I had my ſhare of mortification; 
„ which notwithſtanding was welktempered betwixt ſour Jooks, eurſt words, 
e and good deeds, fo. as I have the leſs cauſe to complain.“ It does not 
however appear, that Carleton had the leaſt reaſon to reſent the ofage, which 
he received from Sir Ralph during the courſe of their correſpondence in his 
new employment; and the warns 8 n which ene in + October 
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la this Dutch embaſſy, Sir Dudley ſpent the moſt active part of his life, 
from 1616 to 1628, with the interval of à year only. He vas the laſt 
Engliſh miniſter, who had the honour of fitting in the council of ſtate for 
the union, a privilege wiſely gained by Queen Elizabeth, when ſhe under. 
took the protection of the United Provinces; and which was annexed to our 
poſſeſſion of the cautionary towns; but it was continued to Carleton, as 
matter of courteſy, during his reſidence at the Hague, after the towns' them- 
ſelves were given up. Upon his arrival, he was ſoon engaged in the diſputes, 


then raging with great violence in Holland, between the Arminians and the 


Contra-remonſtrants or Calviniſts 5 of which religion was made the pretence, 


though the mutual jealouſies of Prince Maurice and penſionary Barnevelt, 


and the conteſts for power between thoſe great perſons, were the real 
ſources. As the French ſupported the latter in an open and ſtrong manner, 
the Engliſh Ambaſſador was of 'courſe engaged in the oppoſite intereſt; and 


therefore his relations may be fairly ſuppoſed to be tinctured with partiality. 


But if ſome allowances are made for party violence and prejudices, there are 


no where extant ſuch elear, accurate, and intereſting accounts of this te- 
markable period of Dutch hiſtory, as in his diſpatches. There are hkewiſe

The Reader will find likewiſe, within the compaſs of this volume, the 
riſe and progreſs of the famous Bohemian war, till aſter the loſs of the 


battle of Prague; and muſt feel, with indiguation, the generous efforts of 


the States General, to animate King James in the ſupport of that great 
quar rel, in which both the religious and civil intereſts of this couutry were 


deeply concerned, repaid with neglect and ſilence; whilſt the Engliſh Am- 
baſſador was preſſing for inſtructions on this ſubje& for months together, 


and could receive none. It is no wonder if the tame cond

James, during the whole courſe of this quarrel,” and the cloſe connection 


with Spain in which he was entangled by the negotiation for his ſon's 


marriage, produced, by degrees, a ſenſible coldneſs between that Prince and 


the Republick of Hollanao.

Sir Dudley was uſefully and laboriouſiy employed at the Hague in ſup- 
plying Count Mansfield's army, which, by unſkilful management on the

reſult of Which was the framing of a league between the Kings of Great 
Britain and Denmark, and the States General, for the ends aboye- 
mentioned, The French Embaſſador, Monſieur D' Eſpeſſes, had no powers 
to treat, that Crown declining to be openly engaged againſt the Houſe of 
Auſtria, but promiſing the effe&t of a league in ſecret ſupplies to Count 
Mansfield, whoſe troops were then acting in Weſtphalia with thoſe of 
Denmark. The King of Sweden was expected to have ſent a Plenipo- 
tentiary to this congreſs, but was prevented by his wars in Poland. 
Much was: not to be expected from à Cantederacy, which, though right 
in its principles (as the. ſyſtem of Europe then flood), was unequal in 
ſtrength to the works which at was intended to perform; and nothing con- 
tributed 40 much to the diſſolution of it, as the conſtant miſunderſtanding 
between King Charles and his Parliaments, who, from diſlike to the fa- 
vourite miniſter, and his method of conducting the war, refuſed to con- 
tribute towards the ſupport of a great foreign meaſure, in which they had 
unanimoufly adviſed the Crown to engage. XX | 


In December 1625, ſoon after Sir Dudley Carleton's return to England, 
he was made Vice Ohamberlain of the Houſehold, and had an opportunity 
of diſplaying his talents for negotiation in France. He was joined in this 
commiſſion with the Earl of Holland, one of the moſt inſinuating courtiers 
and fineſt gentlemen of the age, at that time the principal confident of tbe 
Duke of Buckingham, and thought to be particularly acceptable to the 
French court, where, in concert with the Earl of Carlifle, he had concluded 
the marriage of Queen Henrietta Maria with K ing Charles the Firſt, 51 


Ihe points on which theſe two Embaſſadors extraordinary received theit 
inſtructions, which bear date the laſt of December 162 5, were, firſt, to preſs 
earneſtly for the reſtitution of the ſhips, which had been lent to Lewis 
XIII. and were employed againſt the Rochellers. This tranſaction had 
raiſed a great clamour in England, and was made, in the next ſeſſion of par- 
liament, one of the articles of impeachment againſt the Duke. Secondly, 
to inter poſe the good offices of King Charles to obtain a peace for the French 
proteſtants agreeably to former edicts; and, thirdly, to ſupport the inſtances 
af the miniſters of the allies, viz. the States General, Duke of Savoy, and 
the King of Denmark, for obtaining the French acceſſion to the treaty of 
It may further be proper to obſerve in this place, that from the original letters of the Duke of Bucking- 
ham which have fallen under the Editor's eye, and which are of any length, it appears, that he was 
not er the diſpatch of buſineſs; his ſtyle being very incorrect, and his manner of thinking 


indigeſt and haſty. It induces a ſuſpicion, that thoſe Speeches of his, which are entered in the Par- 
liament Journals, and printed in the Parliamentary Hiſtory, were not the genuine compoſitions of this

The plan of negotiation was gn laid, and difcreetly and diligently 


purfued by the Engliſh Embaſſadors; but met with obſtructions from dif- 
ferent quarters. Blainville, the French Embaſſador here, was on very ill 
terms with our court, and aggravated every thing by his difpatches, Several 
French ſhips had been condemned in our. Admiralty-courts, for having 


| Spaniſh goods on board; and the French council of ſtate, not admitting the 
captures. to be juſt, made repriſals on the Engliſh veſſels which came into 
their harbour. The reſult of many private and public conferences. between 
our Embaſſadors and the French miniſters was, that the French King ab- 
ſolutely refuſed to enter into any offenſive meaſures againſt the Houſe of

Auſtria, but promiſed ſubſidies ta the King of Denmark. Hin f 


Richelieu was fo far from thinking it a proper juncture to profecute the 
war againſt Spain, that he actually concluded a private convention with that 
court about the Valteline, at the ſame time that the Prince of Piedmont and 
the Venetian Embaſſador at Paris were preſſing for, and expecting a more 


vigorous ſupport of, the war in Italy. With regard to a peace with the pro- 
teſtants, the French miniſters conſented, that our Embaſſadors ſhould in- 


terpoſe, not a formal mediation, but their goad offices with the deputies of 
the religion, to bring about an accommodation. This was attended with 
ſucceſs; and an agreement was ſoon concluded, in oppofition to the endea- 
yours and offers of the Clergy, with the Cardinal Rochefoucault at their 
head, more advantageous. to the proteſtants (as the Earl and Sir Dudley 
affirm) than the treaty of Montpellier; for which they received the parti- 
cular thanks of the Queen-mother on one hand, and of all the proteſtant

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deputies on the other. They gave to the latter an a&, in both their names, 
containing a more favourable interpretation of ſome general words in one of 
the articles relating to the town of Rochelle; which ſerved as a proof at the 
ſame time, that they were authorized by the French miniſters to interpoſe 
in this treaty.

The Embaſſadors, before they took their leave, had the good fortune to 

obtain a general releaſe of all our merchants ſhips and goods, which had 
been embargoed in France; but on condition, as the edict expreſſed it, that 
reſtitution ſhould be made in England, within a limited time, of ſuch 
effects and merchandiſe, as ſhould. be proved to be French property. With 
regard to our ſhips, which had ſerved againſt Rochelle, they were imme- 
diately ſent home on the ſigning of the peace. One of them was the Van-

The Earl of Holland and Sir Dudley Carleton kad their audiences of 
leave on the tenth of March, and ſet out on their return homewards imme- 
diately after. They found the parliament fitting, inflamed to the higheſt 
degree at the miſmanagement of public affairs; and (as it uſually happens. 
in popular aſſemblies) when they found many things wrong, allowing no- 
thing to be right. Carleton was elected on a vacancy for the borough of. 
Haſtings, and took occaſion in the height of the proſecution. of the Duke 
of Buckingham, his patron, to endeavour to bring the Commons into a 
| better temper. The topics, which he chiefly dwelt upon in the * ſpeech; 
which he made on the eleventh of May 1626, were not ſuch, as the Houſe _ 
was diſpoſed to reliſh 3 nor in truth were ſome of them proper for a member 
of parliament, and a true patriot, to argue from at any time. He fore- 
« warned them not to make too free with the King's prerogative, left they 
« put him out of love with parliaments : That other countries had had ſuch 
« aſſemblies formerly, till monarchs, ſeeing their turbulent ſpirit, and find- 
“ing out their awn ſtrength, at laſt ſuppreſſed them.” He remarked from

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with giving reaſons for the King's commitment of Sir Dudley Digges, and 
SS pp Elliot, two of the managers againſt the Duke ; the one for uſing 
theſe expreſſions, ** that he forbore to ſpeak farther of the giving the

the other for uſing indecent and violent expreſſions againſt the Duke's perſon, 


tiling him the man, and comparing him to ſo deteſtable a character as 
Sejanus. A few days after, May 2oth, Elliot, being enlarged, took his 
ſeat in the Houſe, where he made a ſpeech in anſwer to Carleton's, whom 


he appears however to have treated with reſpect. The Commons were fo 


well ſatisfied with his apology, that they came to an unanimous reſolution, 


that neither he nor Digges had, as managers, exceeded the commiſſion, 
which they received from the Houle. e 


The vice Chamberlain conduct, though not pleaſing to the Houſe, met 
with a more gracious reception in another place, where he probably de- 
ſigned it ſhould carry its reward along with it; for on May the twenty- ſecond, 
two days after the vote before- mentioned, he was called up to the Houſe of 


Peers, by the ſtile and title of Baron Carleton of Imbercourt in the county 
of Surry. The new Baron was not permitted to ſpend the reſt of the ſummer 


inactive, but was employed in Auguſt and September in a very difagreeable

on his marriage; and at the delays of that court in reſtoring the effects be- 


longing to the Engliſh ſubjects.

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The Lord Carleton appears to have been much conſulted during his ſtay 


in 2 on the executive parts of foreign & buſineſs; and to have made 
ſeveral draughts of public papers; and had a large ſhare of the Duke of 


 Buokingham' s confidence. But as ſeveral incidents had ariſen during his 


abſence from the Hague, which produced ſome coldneſs between the Dutch. 
adminiſtration and ours, and the States began to be very uneaſy at the proſ- 
pet of a war between France and England, his Lordſhip was ordered, in 

reh 1625, to reſume his character of Embaſſador in Holland, What 
delayed his ſetting out does not appear; but in fact he did not return to his 


poſt till the middle of June. Lord Carleton found our intereſt in Holland 
declining apace +; and all his experience in buſineſs and knowledge of the 


country were requiſite, to preſerve it on a tolerable footing. He had not 
the ſame admittance into their councils as he enjoyed before, having during 
| his abſence been deprived of his ſeat in the council of ſtate, by a reſolution. 
of the States General, from which they would never recede; and indeed we 


had no other claim to it, than an article of the expired treaty of 1586. The 


Dutch miniſters, and particularly the Prince of Orange, were much difſatiſ- 


fied at our precipitate breach with France; and all the reaſons alledged by. 


the Enghth Embaſſador, in his ſeveral conferences, could never rang them 


to approve of ſo imprudent a meafure, They were apprehenſive of offending 
one or other of the two Kings, who were ſupporting them againſt the power 


of Spain, and to the ſervice of whoſe troops in. their armies they owed moſt 


of their ſuccefles in the field; and' were therefore determined to obſerve a 


ſtrict neutrality. The Prince of Orange was ſuſpected to have rather a bias 
towards France, which was imputed to the 5 which Hautrive, one 
of the French Colonels, had gained over him. The States had taken up 
confiderable ſums of money for the d of Count Mansfield's troops, 


at the requeſt of Charles 1; and his aſſador brought over with him nei- 
ther principal nor intereſt for diſcharge of the debt Two of the points 
which he had to negotiate with them, after bis firſt arrival, were not of a 
very acceptable nature; one of them, was to obtain the revocation of Coen, 
who was appointed Governor-general af their ſettlements in the Eaſt Indies. 


He was thought in Holland the moſt capable man they had in the affairs of 


that country ; but our Eaſt India Directors had very ſtrong objections to his 
being ſent thither, on account of his former conduct. The other point was

1mportance than either of theſe to the intereſts of this country, which gave 
the Lord Carleton a great deal of trouble. The French were then begin- 
ning, not only to purchaſe large quantities of naval aud military ſtores, but 
to buy and build ſhips in the Dutch ports. Four of conſiderable ſtrength 
were then almoſt ready in the Texel, and their agents had contracted for 
fourteen more. He remonſtrated againſt this proceeding, as ſoon as he 
came over; but the States took his propoſitions ad referendum, and would 
not ſo much as debate them with him. He endeavoured to alarm their 
fears with an apprehenſion (for which there were ſufficient grounds) that the 
Cardinal Richelieu and the Count d'Olivares were concerting a treaty for 
the junction of the French and Spaniſh fleets, the immediate object of which 
was to be the ſhutting up the port of Rochelle; but no one could foretell, 
how much farther this union might be carried againſt the Proteſtant powers. 
The States were at that time the leſs inclined to give way to theſe jealouſies, 
becauſe they were negotiating. a new ſubſidy treaty with France; their 
former one, concluded at Compeigne, being juſt expired, and large arrears 
-due upon it. Langerac, their Embaſſador at Paris, was a creature of the 
Cardinal's, and wrote nothing to his maſters but what was diQtated to him

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Lord Carleton finding, after ſome weeks negotiation, that he made no 
_ Progreſs in his buſineſs, determined on taking a journey to confer with the 
Prince of Orange, who was then employed in the ſiege of Groll, which 
ſurrendered on articles in the beginning of Auguſt, though the Spaniſh 
army under Count Henry Vander-Berg lay in ſight of the Dutch leaguer. 
He was the rather inclined to this ſtep, as-the news was then arrived of the 
Duke of Buckingham's deſcent on Rhe; and he was informed, that the 
Prince of Orange, and the States Deputies with him, had expreſſed a great 
diſlike of our having been the aggreflors. The Prince received the Engliſh 
Ambaſſador with the honours due to his character, and heard with attention 
what he had to offer in juſtification of the conduct of his Court; but could 
not help thinking our rupture with France very impolitick and unſeaſonable. 
Neither did he pay any regard to the inſtances,” which his Lordſhip made 
for the reſtoring our officers to their commiſſions, who had been broke, 
before he reached the camp, upon the firſt advice of the hoſtilities at 
Rhe. The Ambaſſador, on his return to the Hague, had an audience of 
the States; and inſiſted more ſtrongly than he had done before, on their 
ſtopping the French naval equipments, as being inconſiſtent with the cloſe 
connection between them and Great Britain.

The Lord Carleton had. better ſucceſs in preventing the ratification of a 
mew ſubſidy treaty, which Langerac had concluded at Paris without ſuf- 


ficient inſtructions from his ſuperiors, There were ſome articles in it, 


which the States could not give a ſanction to, as they would, if complied 


with, have obliged them to furniſh the French with an auxiliary. ſquadron, 
even againſt England itſelf, About this time likewiſe, viz. in September 


1027, the States appointed an extraordinary commiſſion, for the trial of the 
Amboyna Judges: and the Lord Carleton ſeemed to think, that they were 


fairly choſen. That buſineſs however was ſtill kept in ſuſpenſe by the 


ſeizure of three Dutch Eaſt-India ſhips at Portſmouth, and the demand 
made by the Commiſſioners in Holland, that the witneſſes, who had been 
produced in the Admiralty Courts here, ſhould be ſent over to the Hague, 


in order to be re-examined there, and confronted with their antagoniſts. The 
States took a reſolution in the ſame month of ſending extraordinary Em- 


baſſadors both to England and France, to offer the mediation of their High

The Lord Carleton, finding that a categorical anſwer to his memorials 
was ftill delayed, under pretence of the Prince of Orange's abſence, grew 
Holland, and preſſed in a very earneſt manner to

The States ſent deputies immediately to 


the Engliſh Embaſſador, to complain of this breach of the neutrality of 

their ports; and the French Embaſſador, Monſieur d' Eſpeſſes, talked in a 

very high ſtyle of the reſentment, which his Maſter would ſhew on the occa-

tained in his hands a remittance of money from France, which was due 
upon the treaty of Compeigne.

| miral in the Channel, to follow and attack the Spaniſh ſhips, wherever

| hampton as broken on the part of Holland. The States were very back- 
ward to take any ſtep, which might embroil them with France; but 
they could not avoid ſending orders to Dorp to join his Majeſty's fleet, 
in oppoſition to any attempts from the Spaniards; and to do all in his 
wer for the ſecurity of any part of the Britiſh dominions, which were 
then thought likely to be invaded.

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Towards the end of November, or beginning of the next month, there 
came accounts to the Hague, from all quarters, of the Duke of Buck- 
| ingham's ill ſucceſs at Rhe., The bad conduct of that expedition is in 
general ſufficiently known from our hiftories; but by private accounts 
amongſt the Lord Carleton's papers it does not appear, that our loſs in 
men was near ſo great as is commonly repreſented ; and the French, after 
the attack on our rear, were repulſed, our works regained, and the troops 
re-embarked without moleſtation.”

third-of February 1627. In this diſpatch was contained the ſtrongeſt ap- 


probation of the Embaſſador's conduct, in the following paragraph: The

* to him; and fo are your judicious and diligent negotiations and remon- 
e ſtrances with that ſtate well vouchſafed and eſteemed by his Majeſty ; and 
«© I am right glad I can with ſo much truth give you the knowledge and 


et aſſurance of it.“ 


The Lord Carleton, in purſuance of the orders which came to his hands 
by this expreſs, preſented a memorial to the ſtates the third of March, N. S.; 


the principal points of which were, That his Majeſty finding by expe- 
«© rience, that the ſubjects of the United Provinces id indifferently traffic 
* with the French, as well with wares that are prohibited, as with thoſe 


« that are lawful, was obliged to ſuſpend the permiſſion, which he had 
«« formerly granted them, of a free trade; and this not from want of good 
« affeftion towards them, but rather in conſideration of the mutual good 
of his kingdom and thoſe provinces. That his Majeſty the King of 

“ Great Britain having engaged his royal word to the Proteſtants, for the 
% obſervation of the laſt treaty between them and the French King, was 
e obliged in honour to reſent the violation of it, which had drawn him into 
acts of hoſtility againſt that crown; that the interruption of trade be- 
« tween France and Holland might bring the French King to a true know- 


« ledge of his condition, and to join, for the public defence, againſt the 
* common enemy, Spain. Laſtly, he required their High Mightineſſes 


not to aſſiſt the French with any proviſions of war or contraband goods; 
“ and gave them notice to prepare their quota of ſhips, which was a 
« fourth, to join with ſixty of the King's his maſter's againſt the common 


« enemy.” 


Carleton had likewiſe directions to prevail with the States, to favour a 


levy of 1000 German horſe, which were to be raiſed under the com- 


mand of Colonel Dolbier and Sir William Balfour, and were intended to 
ſerve in England. But they abſolutely refuſed to give it any countenance, 
pretending that it would interfere with the recruiting of their own cavalry. 


This levy was never completed; for the Parliament, when they met, con- 


demned the project, as dangerous to liberty, and the commiſſion was re- 


voked by the King. 


The States did not return a final anſwer to the Engliſh Ambaſſador's 


memorial, till the beginning of April 1628; and then it was ſuch, as he 
could by no means recommend to his Court as ſatisfactory. The purport 
of it was, That with regard to their trade with France, they had already 
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« by a placart forbid the exportation of contraband goods under ſevere 
« penalties; and hoped the King of Great Britain would be contented 
&« therewith, and not infift on difturbing their lawful trade with that of 
& any other nation; as their ſubſiſtence depended entirely on commerce, 
« and without it they ſhould be unable to carry on their war with Spain. 


That as the Spaniſh fquadron, which had joined the French, was with- 
« drawn, they hoped his Britannic Majeſty would not prefs them to commit 


« any act, which ſhould infringe their neutrality; and that he would till 
« leave it in their power, to employ their mediation in the good work of 
«© peace, with ſucceſs. That with regard to their quota of ſhips, they were 
« ready to comply with that article of the Treaty of Southampton, pro- 
« vided they were not deprived of the means of doing it, by the inter- 


eruption of their trade, and were previouſly informed of the deſign which 


« was intended againſt the common enemy.“ 


Theſe were the aft public offices, which paſſed between the Lord 


Carleton and the States. He had ſeveral private conferences with the 


Prince of Orange, and the Deputies for foreign affairs; but could obtain 


nothing further at their hands. He had received his letters of revocation in 
February ; but. as the time of making uſe of them was referred entirely to 


his diſcretion, he reſolved to continue at the Hague, ſo long as he thought 


his reſidence there was of any moment to his Maſter's buſineſs. That being 

now over, he took his leave of the States, and preſented his re-credentials on 

the 12th of April, 1628. It appears, however, that he was waiting for a 

_ paſſage at the Brill on the 17th of May, when he ſent. an account of the 

ſurrender of Stade, after a long ſiege, to Count Tilly, the Emperor's 
General.

Before we eoaelins on the bead at Frabch TOR it may not be proper 
to obſerve, that as it was underſtood on both ſides, to be the ſenſe of the 
articles of Suze, that all things ſhould be replaced on the ſame footing be- 
tween the two crowns, as they had been before the rupture, the French did 
not fail to inſiſt on the reſtitution of Canada and Acadia, taken from them 
in 1628, by the two brothers, David and-Lewis Kirk; which was the only 
advantage, that our nation had gained in the courſe of this ill- -managed 
quarrel. However, this was not a juncture, in which acquiſitions could be 
maintained; and thoſe infant ſettlements were accordingly given up to ene 
crown of France, by the treaty of St. Germains, f 80 in Oey 16 325 


whilſt Sir aac Wake reſided at Paris. 


The Lord Dorcheſter had the direction of the negotiation for a peace 


with the court of Madrid; the firſt overtures of which had been carried 


on, between Reubens the painter, by a private commiſſion from the Infanta 
at Bruſſels, and Baltazar Gerbier, Maſter of the Horſe to the Duke of 
Buckingham, before the affaſſination of the latter. The Abbe de Scaglia, 


an intriguing Piedmonteſe itinerant Miniſter, had likewiſe ſome ſhare in 
promoting the accommodation ; and it was brought to that forwardneſs by 
the end of 1629, that Don Carlos Colonna was appointed to repair hither 


on the part of Spain, and Sir Francis Cottington, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, was named Embaſſador to Madrid. He had been many years re- 


ſident there in the reign of King James I. and was always a friend to that 
intereſt ; for which reaſon he was diſgraced, when the Duke of Buckingham 
Was moſt violent in carrying on the war againſt Spain. The King was 
indeed engaged to check the ambitious views of that monarchy, by his 


treaty with the States, and to recover the Palatinate for his ſiſter the Queen 


of Bohemia and her children. But his domeſtic neceſſities over-ruled all 
foreign conſiderations ; and he thought it prudent to have peace with the 
moſt powerful of his neighbours, whilſt he was fixing his government on a 


prerogative baſis at home. The intentions of Spain were likewiſe pacific 


with regard to England; their deſigns of acquiſition were turned towards 


Italy and France; and the great object of the politics of Olivarez was the 


deſtruction of his rival Richelieu. 
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It is 3 not diticult to account for the honourable welcome, which. 
Cortington met with at Madrid; where he arrived the firſt of January 
1622, N. 8. He was received with open arms by the Count Olivarez, ad- 
mitted in appearance into the ſtricteſt confidences, and aſſured by him, 
«© that the King of Great Britain ſhould be the arbiter of their peace with 
« Holland; that his maſter would obtain the reſtitution of the Palatinate 
& from the Emperor and Elector of Bavaria; and that Commiſſioners from. 
« Germany were already on their way to Madrid, with full powers to de- 


66 termine that intricate affair,” 


The Lid of Spain, who was ſet out to attend his ſiſter the Queen of 
e to the place of her embarkation, was immediately ſent for back, 
and, when he returned, gave a private audience without any ceremony to. 
the Engliſh Embaſlador ; ; in which he confirmed the aſſurances of his firſt. 
Miniſter, and appointed Commiſhoners to treat with him for a final con- 
cluſion of the differences between the two crowns. It was ſoon diſcerned 
by the Miniſters in England, that if the reſtitution of the Palatinate was 
made the ſine qua non of the treaty, it would never be concluded. The 
Court of Spain had it neither in their power, nor indeed in their intention, 
to procure. the re-eſtabliſhment of the Palatinate-houſe. The arrival of 
German Commiſſioners at Madrid (which was the bait thrown out to bring 
on a treaty) was immediately changed into the meeting of an Electoral Diet. 
at Ratiſbon, where the King of Spain engaged to uſe his utmoſt endeavours, 
that the Imperial Ban ſhould be revoked, and to ſet the example, by giving. 
up that part of the Palatinate which was in his poſſeſſion. - But it was 
urged by Sir Francis Cottington, “that none of the German Princes would 
believe that their maſter was in earneſt, whilſt he pleaded far his ene- 
« mies; but if peace was once concluded with England, his inſtances would. 
« be made with a much better grace, and be more likely to take effect.“ 
The Engliſh Embaſſador having made an exact repreſentation of the ar- 
guments uſed by the Count Olivarez, and the other Spaniſh Commiſſioners, 
and Don Carlos Colonna having ſeconded it by a memorial at London, 
King Charles in a letter to Cottington, on the ſeventh of April, 16 30, ex- 
* himſelf in the following manner : + The greateſt matter of doubt

The Embaflador being thus empowered to continue the e 
proceeded to ſettle the terms of a treaty with the Spantſh Commiſſioners; 
and a draught of one being agreed to, he diſpatched it to England, by his 
Secretary Nic Arthur Hopton, with Jetters of the -wyenty Fourth. of Auguſt, 
1630. The Plan of it in general was a renewal of the former peace wWäth 
King James; but ſeveral variations from it having been 1nferted in the 
project, as it came from Madrid, the particular confideration of them took 
up ſome time here, and at laſt it was determmed to reject them all, and a 
diſpatch dated the twenty-ſeventh of September was prepared by the Lord 
Dorcheſter, in which the reaſons for adhering to the treaty of 1604, are 
enforced with great clearnels. The letter 1 is tt] extant, but as the points 


themſelves 
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themſelves ate not of the moſt intereſting kind, the inſerting it in this place 

would not afford any material information. Some farther delay was created 
by the debates, which our refuſal to admit of any alteration in the former 
articles, occaſioned between Sir Francis Cottington and the Spaniſh Commiſ- 

ſioners ; but at laſt, when both ſides had given ſufficient proofs of their 
ability in the polemical part of negotiation, theſe immaterial differences 
were ſettled to mutual ſatis faction, and the treaty was ſigned at Madrid, on 


the fifth of November, O. S. and proclaimed at London on the fifth of 


December, 1630 . Some private tranſaction there was between the two 


Kings with regard to the Palatinate ; aud the concludigg paragraph i in a 
letter from Sir Francis Cottington of November the twelfth relates to it; but

reign of his ſon and ſucceſſor; of which that elegant and intereſting hiſtorian

But Charles the Firſt had luckily 
m his councils a virtuous miniſter, who adviſed him to ſhun the ſnare, The 
convention in Spaniſh is publiſhed in the firſt volume of the Clarendon 
papers, and the tranſlation of it in the ſecond, together with an extract 
(communicated by the editor) of a remarkable diſpatch from the Lord Dor- 
cheſter to Sir Robert Anſtruther. For the further illuſtration of this dark 
tranſaction, it is thought proper to print at length, two very material letters 
relative to it. It appears from them, that the Spaniards diſcovered. this ſe- 
cret treaty to the Auſtrian miniſtry; and that Charles the Firſt abſolutely 
denied having any knowledge of the negotiation at Madrid, and would not 
even caſt his eye on the draught of it, when produced by Cottington at his 
return. It is however very fingular, and not eaſy to be explained, why 
Charles did not diſavow more ſtrongly the preſumption of his Embaſſador, 
in giving any countenance to ſo extraordinary a project, and ſuffering his 
name to be uſed in the preamble, and to be ſigned at the bottom of the in- 
ſtrument. Cottington was no novice in the forms and eſſence of buſineſs, 
and more likely to impoſe on Olivarez, than to be his dupe. ' He was all 
along, a notorious partiſan of the Spaniſh cauſe, in his politicks; and with 
regard to his religion, his noble friend, Lord Clarendon, owns that he 
changed it, during his firſt refidence at Madrid; 'then, with a ſcandalous 
duplicity, he conformed again to the Proteſtant, and finally was reconciled 
to the church of Rome, in order to ſecure a retreat and a penſion from Spain. 
When he came home from his embaſly in 1631, he ſays, in a private 
letter, * that he brought the Hoeing- born of the whole buſineſs with him; 
by which is plainly intended this ſecret treaty ; the court of Spain never loſt 
fight of it during their intercourſe with that of England, till the troubles 
broke out, and always conſidered it as an inſtrument regularly agreed upon, 
and ſigned by Olivarez and Cottington, and not, as the letter from Lord

In the courſe of the years 1629 and 1630, 
beſides the negotiations with France and Spain, he directed thoſe of Sir 
time parts af Germany. The former was ſent to the Hague, to explain to 
the States the motives of our treaty with Spain, and to ſound their diſpo- 
ſitions about, joining in it, under King Charles's arbitration. The latter was 
employed as mediator between the Kings of Sweden, and Poland; and when 
their, differences had been. compoſed by a trüce for a certain term of years, 
he reſided for ſome, months at Dantzick, from whence he was very inſtru-

mental by letters, in working up the heroic Guſtavus Adolphus to under- 


take his German expedition. In 1631, a more active ſcene was opened, by 
the rapid progreſs of that Prince in the Empire; and King Charles ſeemed

Palatinate, With this view, he granted a-commiſſion to the Marquis of 


Hamilton, to raiſe and command an auxiliary corps of-;6900 men, which, 
in Auguſt, was landed in Pomerania; and in September following, Sir Henry 


Vane, Comptroller of the houfehold, was appointed Embaſſador extraorgi- 
nary to the ang of Sweden; aud his inſtructions empowered him to ſettle 
the terms of, reſtoring the Elector Palatine. ta. his eſtates aud dignities, and 


to offer his Swediſh Majeſty a; monthly ſubſidy from Great! Britain, till,

the work was accompliſhed. It Was Ae for the ſycceſs of this 
affair, that Sir Thomas Rowe was not the inſtrument made uſe of to con- 


duct it®, He was well known to Guſtavus and his Chancellor Oxenſtiern, 


who had a particular confidence in him; and he had a zeal for the Proteſtant 
cauſe, and a happy talent in finding out expedients, which muſt have made 
him very acceptable to ſo gallant a Prince, and ſo wiſe a miniſter. Vane 


joined the King of Sweden, at Frankfort, in January 1632, N. S. but, 
whether it was for want of addreſs on his part, or the defect of his inſtruc- 


tions which tied him up too preciſely in the manner of negotiating, he was 
not able to bring things to any concluſion. The Lord Dorcheſter appears 


to have kept up a private correſpondence with the Queen of Bohemia, whoſe 


vigour of mind, and. vivacity of ſpirit, roſe ſuperior to her misfortunes; he 
uſed the beſt offices in his power to prevent miſunderſtandings between 
her and the King her brother, and when called upon, gave his advice 


with the freedom and ſincerity of an old friend and ſervant to her and her 


family.

HE ampleneſs of my former advices, which I have weekly preſented, 
X hath exhauſted all matter, ſave the encloſed papers, and the diſcourſes. 
and obſervations I have gotten into my hands with them. And I hope this.

and your Lordſhip ſhall perceive, that by this drawing of the curtain, the 
condition of our buſineſs as it is here, will lie open, without fard.

F ſuitable to their talk; and ſo intreated him to leave thoſe digreſſions, and 

3 - add his aſſiſtance, and that of the other Miniſters of the King of Spain, to 

| the interceſſion of my Maſter, to procure the accommodation of the Prince

Palatine, according to our ſuit; and thereby oblige him, who might after 
be a ufeful inſtrument to the Emperor, to work a general pacification in 
the Empire. Where he ſpoke of leaving the article of difficulty, and pro- 

ceeding to the reſt; I told him, it would have had the better ſavour, if 
the grace of annulling the Ban had, by their procurement, been granted at 

the 
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the beginning; but, that, neither having been done or offered by them, 
but kept up to be firſt talked of, and laſt put in execution; I was to perſiſt 
in my own way, which if they had ought to object againſt, or that there lay 
any true or material rub in the path, prayed they would ſhew it me, to the 
end I might employ my power, by removing it, to give the buſineſs free 
paſſage. This drew from him a confeſſion (inſiſting no more on the former 
points), that they do all ſollicit for us, but can obtain no other anſwer, 
than 8 we get) protraction or ſilence.

He ſaid, if their credit was not ſo great in this Court as we thought, or 
as it had been formerly, it was the leſs ſtrange, becauſe the Emperor muſt 
be wary of offending the EleQors, eſpecially Bavaria, whoſe preſent power 
and former merit challenged a great reſpect. To this I anſwered, the 
Emperor might eaſter ſhew grace without that, than judge or condemn 
without them; but fince I could not take all this for the true cauſe of our 
ſtop (for indeed I had light of ſome other which follow), I defired him 
earneſtly, according to the ſincerity I had juſt reaſon to promiſe myſelf 
from a perſon of his coat and quality, he would ingenuouſly declare the 
true cauſes and obſtacles; promiſing no leſs ingenuity in labouring to 
take them away; or, if they were above my preſent power, to advertiſe 
them home with all care and expedition. Whereupon, he ſaid, I have 
lately ſhewed you, by the Spaniſh paper (whereof I have alſo ſent you an 
extract), what hath paſſed in Spain; and therefore, both I and the reſt did 
verily believe, that your commiſſions were ordered with reference thereunto; 
becauſe it is above eight months ſince, that this paper was, by order of our 
King, given to Sir Francis Cottington in Madrid, and ſent hither to the 
Duke of Turſis, to be the rule of his carriage, concerning our buſineſs. 
This latter I knew to be ſo; becauſe Mr. Taylor had not long before told 
me, that the ſaid Duke had given him the peruſal thereof, but his memory. 
ſerved him not to give me every particular, 1 . 


I replied, that my Maſter's commands to me were of no other tenour, 
or of more reference to any ſuch paper, than I had formerly told him; 
and that I was (according as I mentioned in mine to your Lordſhip of 24 
ullimi to treat with the Emperor for the reſtitution of the Prince Palatine, 
by the afliſtance of Spain, and as my Paper and Propoſitions will ſhew, . 
whereof I have given them free communication; and that I expected this 
their aſſiſtance to have been the more valid and effectual, in reſpect of the 
late Peace between both Crowns ; wherein I preſumed, that all 9 | 
tending 
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tending to this affair were ſo adjuſted, as that my Maſter ſhould not need to 
ſend to this Court, to begin a new treaty with the Spaniſh muniſters ; and, 
For the Paper, it might well have been ſhewed to Sir Francis Cottington, 
as a memorial of things required by their King, before they were digeſted ; 
but that, being afterwards: reconciled, and voided before the conſummation 


of that treaty, was not now to be muſtered, or brought upon the ſtage 


again, to hinder our progreſs with Cæſar. To this he faid, that their 
Maſter's intent is, and was, that the reſtitution of his part of the Palatinate, 


and his interceſſion for the reſt, is no otherways to be underſtood, than as 


an effect of the ſatisfaction he ſhall receive from us, on the points con- 


tained in the Paper: that it was given to Sir Francis Cottington, hot as a 


Memorial, but as an expreſs Declaration, whereof they knew not whether 
their Maſter be yet ſatisfied ; and fince I can ſay nothing to it (it being the 


baſis of all their Inſtructions), nor have any power to treat upon it, they 
know not whether my Maſter will reje& or embrace it, and ſo are not to 
enlarge themſelves farther thereon. If, therefore, I would write home to 
my Maſter and our State about it, they would do the like on their fide; and 


that, if thereupon mutual power and inſtructions were ſent hither, we 
might come to treat farther on the matter. For the matter itſelf, he told 


me, that from the Emperor, the grace of annulling the Ban 1s all we can 
expect. For their part of the Palatinate, as it was their own, ſo they in- 


tended to make the beſt uſe of it. If England would aid them againſt their 
Rebels *, and join and concur with them in the other points of the paper 


for procuring a general Peace ; then we ſhall find them real to their con- 
tract; if not, they are not to be blamed for ſequeſtering the pieces (if they 
muſt leave them) into the Emperor's hands, or thoſe of ſome other Catholic 
Prince, their Ally, who would roundly comply with them in their deſigns. 


On thoſe terms, it hath been offered to Bavaria; but, by reaſon of the 
addition of that and ſome other conditional clauſes, refuſed; as I have 
formerly written. 


When, to this unexpected demand of aid againſt their rebels, according 


to the paper, he perceived I made no ſudden reply ; he entered upon qua- 


lification, telling me, it was not their intent to draw us to a direct rupture 


with any of our friends; but that, upon confiderations of conveniency, as 
they were deduced in the paper, and might be wrought with time and 


treaty, we might jump with them without diſadvantage; but told me not 


how, with any more particularity.

to hear from them. He promiſed to acquaint his Majeſty with it, and with 
my requeſt ; which I enlarged, praying him to put-to his helping hand, to 


bring the Emperor and Spain to agreement about our buſineſs ; without 


which, I plainly faw my negociation was in vain; but that done, we might 
the eaſier afterwards come to accord with Bavaria; that I doubted not but

vertiſements, or do ill offices to the buſineſs by precipitation; for I hope the 
time they gain will not be wholly loſt to our gracious Maſter ; who (ſeeing 
clearly what is expected) will doubtleſs apply it fitly to his own occaſions. 
I am ſorry only, that ſo great and ingrate a buſineſs as this hitherto hath 
proved is fallen into the hands of ſo weak an agent as I am, having the 


concurrence of ſo ſtrong a party in the place. 


For concluſion, my Lord, if the Emperor cannot give us anſwer 
without the Electors, God knows when we ſhall have our doom; for that 
Collegial Body is now divided bath in affection and action. And if the 
remedy muſt depend on the declaration from the Spaniſh fide, it is eaſier to

Now, I 
have charge from his Majeſty, to make a diſpatch expreſsly to your Lord- 
ſhip, wherewith I ſend your ſteward, who came over with your Lady, both 
for ſatis faction of her deſire, as likewiſe for carriage of ſomewhat that is 
proper to his charge, tor your proviſions, in which you have eſpecial obli- 
ation to my Lord Treafurer's favour.

the Emperor, in the King of Spain, and in his miniſters in Germany, 
touching the giving and procuring ſatisfaction to his Majeſty for his brother 
in-law.

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I have no more to add in the buſineſs itſelf, but for your ſatisfaction, in 
the jealouſy you may have of letters which come from other hands, with 
\different advertiſements (it may be ſometimes) from yours, that none of this 
kind have full credit with his Majeſty but yours, aud what is conformable 
thereunto. I muſt further let your Lordſhip know, his Majeſty doth well 
.approve the caution you uſed, of ſending your laſt diſpatch by no other 
hand than an expreſs ; becauſe all that is intercepted in Germany goeth 
ſtrait unto the preſs, be it of never ſo great ſecrecy ; which his Majeſty is 
ſo careful to preſerve, where it is requiſite, 'as that the letters to Turſis“ are 
not communicated to any but to himſelf; ſo as the perſon, by whoſe means 
vou made that diſcovery, may be ſecure, as well of fear as danger, that way.

QOME few days agone, ! received yours by this bearer, with the good 


news of the Queen's ſafe delivery, of which I am very glad. I heard 


of it before by Netherſole, and-have ſent letters congratulatory after Robin 


Honey wood, which will find him in England, though I hoped they ſhould 
have found him in Zealand, but he was gone before they came. The King 


hath ſo thoroughly anſwered your letters, as I can add little or nothing to it; 
only, I aſſure you, that he is very ſenſible of the wrong he ſeeth is done 
him to the King, my dear brother, in that he hath been informed, that he 


ſhould make any ſecret treaty, or do any ſuch thing, without my dear bro- 


ther's knowledge, which was never in his thoughts. I think, that them 


which reported, that he had 15,000 men, did ſpeak it, becauſe they thought 
it was fit he ſhould have it, and ſo fear he had them, than any thing elle ; 


none being ignorant, that of himſelf he is not able to raiſe them. I with 
that he had means to do it, with my brother's good liking ; for, J aſſure 
you, that my couſin and Count Mansfelt's examples would not much fear 
him. I am ſorry my dear brother did take exception at what I wrote to him, 


how I wiſhed him hereafter, he ſhould do otherwiſe than only to treat; for 


I affure you, my intention was not to difpleaſe him, but only to exhort him 
to do otherwife for us hereafter than by treaty, it being more than I knew, 


or do yet know, that he doth maintain the Marquis of Hamilton's troops, 
but only, that he did pay the levies, and ſending them over, as he himſelf 


writ to me he did only; ſo as that being but for once, and hearing of no 
more ſuccour, neither knowing upon what terms concerning us the Marquis of 
Hamilton went, nor what Sir Harry Vane's commiſſion was, it made me take 


that boldneſs to write ſo to my dear brother; which I pray let him under- 


ſtand: who now, I hope, doth clearly ſee, by what Hurſt doth)bring him, 


the ſcornful delays of the Emperor and King of Spain. As for the Elector 
of Saxe, I hope, he will have a better affection to us than heretofore, fince 


he is now unfooled, almoſt to his coſt, out of his fiding with the Houle of 


Auſtria ;

Auſtria z and now or never is the time for the King, my dear brother, to 
regain that loſs he hath heretofore ſuſtained by ſuch ſhipwrecks, ſo you 
term it; which he will better do by action in this good conjuncture, than 
he can do by theſe tedious treaties, which may hold as long as the world 
laſts as they do now, and be as far advanced as the firſt day, as you may 
clearly ſee. I have ſo much truſt of your affection, as, if my dear brother 
ſhould take any more exceptions to my free writing to him, you will help 
to excuſe it; ſince God knoweth it proceeds out of my love to him, and ne- 
ceſſity of our affairs, to let him know all the truth that I know; for if 
you did but hear what is here ſpoken, and what I know will be ſaid if he 
give us no aſſiſtance at this time, it would make you half mad; for the 
States ſay, if we ſpeak to them for to do any thing for us, C'e/ au Roy de 
la Grande Bretagne & commencer, et lors nous ferons ngſire mieux.

| May it pleaſe your Majeſty, December, 1631. 


IAviN G received your letters yeſterday morning of the 6th of this 
preſent (which came with more than ordinary expedition), I loſt no 


time in the delivering of your Majeſty's to the King, your dear brother, 


whom I found at St. James's, in the midſt of his antique rarities; no leſs 
ſeriouſly employed than I know your Majeſties are in like buſineſſes when 
Lk Rs © 
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you take them in hand, in placing and removing his Emperors heads, and 
putting them in right order; which work being ended, I beſought him, 
that, now he had done diſpoſing his Emperors, he would think of ſupporting 
of Kings (the King of Bohemia and the King of Sweden), whole intereſts 
began to be joined with each other, and both with bis Majeſty's. Here- 
upon, I delivered him your Majeſty's letter, which he read preſently, and 
attentively; as likewiſe that wherewith your Majeſty hath honoured me, 
which he read through in like manner; and called immediately for Sir Robert 
Honeywood, to expreſs his ſenſe upon both; which your Majeſty will have 
by Sir Robert: and there reſts no more for me to ſay, but that all is fully recti - 
| fied betwixt you; and his Majeſty is ſo far from excepting vin 
freedom of writing, that I know no pen from which he doth: more willingly 


and gladly underſtand the ſtate of affairs, than your Majeſty's own. It 


drawing towards dinner-time, and the Queen coming out (which is her 


firſt looking- abroad fince her lying-in), his Majeſty took the King's letter to 


me (with the note ſent Sir Robert Honey wood, containing the particularities 
of exception againſt the proceeding of the treaty at Vienna) to his own cuſtody, 
to peruſe at better leiſure, and adviſe well upon it, as I told him it merited ; 
and truly I cannot but think fo, it being written with ſo much judgement. 


Farther account I cannot as yet render your Majeſties of it, not having fince 


waited on his Majeſty, no more than I ſhall be able to do this day and to- 


morrow, when J ſhall be thrown into my bed by my wicked ague; but no 


change of affairs being happened 1n this ſmall time, fince his Majeſty's an- 
ſwer to your former letters, wherewith Sir Robert Honeywood is charged, there 


can as yet be no change of counſels and reſolutions. But give me leave to 
tell your Majefty, that we do very well apprehend. here, what you know on 


that ſide, that they ripen apace; for on the one fide, there is great ſubject of 
diſtruſt and diffidence (I will not yet ſay, deſpair, that is of treaty, which 


word I have known your Majeſty long out of love with); on the other ſide, 
there are ſtrong and fair invitations, by repreſenting the apt and proper op- 


portunity of action; but it is not enough to ſay, C' au Roy de la Grande 
Betagne au commencer, et lors: for things of this weight and importance 
muſt be concerted and ſettled betwixt Princes and States. And as your Ma- 
jeſties will find the King, your dear brother, doth expect better and more 


particularly to underſtand the States intention touching the Palatinate, by 


what Sir Robert Honeywood hath in commiſſion to ſay to your Majeſties; 
when the King of Bohemia ſhall receive a return of his ſending to the 
King of Sweden, it will be moſt neceſſary the King, your dear brother, be 


made acquainted with the anſwer, which, with Mr. Comptroller's diſpatches 
from that King (which we expect here with great devotion), will give a 
rife to ſuch reſolutions as will content both your Majeſties, as agreeable +

EIN G reſolved to ſend you to the ſtates of the United Provinces, who are 
our ancient allies and deareſt friends, to reſide with them in quality of our 
embaſſador ordinary; for which employment, both for the truſt which we 


repoſe in your loyalty and dutiful affection to our ſervice, and for the experience 


we have had of your ability and ſufficiency in other charges recommended to your 
care, we have made particular choice of your perſon: for your better carriage and 
more aſſured conduct in the whole courſe of your negotiation, we have thought good 


to preſcribe unto you theſe directions following: - 


Firſt, you are to underſtand, that in that place, where you are to ſerve, you 


are to bear a double perſonage ; the one, as our embaſſador reſident with the ſtates. 


general of thoſe provinces: the other, as our counſellor in the council of eſtates ; 


which latter quality you do hold by virtue of an antient treaty contracted between 
our crowns and thoſe Provinces in the year 15885. 


At your arrival at the Hague in Holland, which is the ordinary place of reſi- 


dence of the ſtates general, you ſhall, the firſt opportunity, demand audience of 


the preſident of the ſtates for the time being, and in their public aſſembly declare 
unto him your letters of credence : Which being read, as the manner there is, in 
public, you may ſpeak unto them to this purpoſe : that they beſt know and beſt 
underſtand the ſureneſs of amity, that long hath been between our crowns and 
their provinces; which how advantageous it hath been to the maintenance and ſub- 
fiſtence of their ſtate, and how fortunate to the advancement of their proſperity, 
as they with gratefulneſs do acknowledge, ſo we with comfort do record unto them. 
That this friendſhip and alliance perpetually may be maintained, and daily increaſed, 

not only to the particular good, but to the public benefit of Chriſtendom in general, 

we have made choice of you, as the fitteſt and moſt proper inſtrument to reſide 
with them, as our ordinary embaſſador, and as our counſellor in their council of 
eſtates. You may let them know how highly we do priſe and value their amity and 
alliance, and the charge you have received from us, for the performance of all good 


8 offices, by Jour care and induſtry to cORGUNE, conſerve, and confirm the ſame. 


And as on our part nothing ſhall be found defestixe, which either may weaken 


or interrupt the amity, contracted between us and them; ſo do we expect to receive 


from them a reciprocal interchange of all offices of kindneſs and courteſy, which 
may have regard either to the honour of our erſon, or to the benefit and contentment 
of our ſubjetts. And though we have, as“ likewiſe they have, many other friends 
and allies, nem! in reaſon of ſtate both we and they do cheriſh and embrace: yet

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the uniformity of religion, which we and they unanimely do profeſs, is a bond of 
that ſtrictneſs and aſſurance, as we both, without jealouſy or diſtruſt, confidently may 
repoſe ourſelves in the love and amity the one of the other. | 


Laſtly, you may not forget to inſinuate yourſelf into their favour and good opi- 
nion, by declaring how ready and willing you will be to do them the beſt offices, 


which ſhall depend on your power; and to give them aſſurance, that all your en- 


deavours and deſigns ſhall aim at no other end, but to maintain that good correſpon- 


dence and underſtanding, which for many years together hath been between our 


kingdom and their provinces. _ | 


You likewiſe ſhall have letters to our couſin the count Maunick. Him you may 


aſſure of our love and favour, and of the continuance. of our affection to the welfare 


of thoſe provinces, in whoſe conſervation and proſperity he doth hold ſo great an 


| Intereſt, Whereof as upon all occaſions we heretofore have been ready to give 
an ample and large teſtimony; ſo whenſover that ſtate ſhall have cauſe to make 
uſe either of our favour, or the ſervice of our ſubjects, we will make it appear to the 
view of the world, how much we reſpe& their amity, and how much we tender their 


happineſs and felicity. 


After you are to demand an audience of the council of ſtate, after you have deli- 


vered your letters of credence, you may ſay unto them, that that place, which we 
hold in that aſſembly, having been long vacant, you are ſent to ſupply it. You 


may pray them to receive you into their college, and to hold you as a member of 


that ſociety : which favour your painful and faithful endeavours for the advance- 


ment of the honour of their ſervice, and the eſtabliſhment of the welfare of their af- 
fairs, ſhall ſtudy to deſerve. Before they receive you, and give you /eance in their 
Council, the ſtates general will preſent you an oath, which all your predeceſſors having

Hitherto you are directed how to carry yourſelf in the point of ceremony. For 


matters of greater ſubſtance, which may concern our ſervice, though from time to 
time you ſhall receive by order from us directions ex re nat; yet by way of pro- 
viſion, theſe may ſerve for a ground-work, upon which you may found your judge- 
ment in the whole conduct of your negotiation. You are not ſuch a ſtranger to the 


affairs of thoſe parts (though you have lived in a more remote place) but that you 


will underſtand, that the ſtates of the United Provinces, almoſt two years ſince, 


did ſurpriſe the caſtle and town of Juliers; under which pretext the archduke ſent 
the marquis Spi xOLA with a powerful army to invade thoſe countries; who, finding 
no enemy able to reſiſt him, poſſeſſed himſelf of the principal places both in Cleves 


and Juliers, 


Me in our judgement foreſeeing, that if theſe differents were not ſpeedily accom- 
modated, the war again might break forth between the archdukes and the ſtates, 
to the diſturbance of the peace of Chriſtendom, were pleaſed to ſend an extraordinary 
embaſſador to the ſtates general, to move them to hearken unto reaſon, and to me- 
diate between them and the archdukes, that the places in the countries of — 

man Juliers, 
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Juliers, reciprocally poſſeſſed by their men of war, might be re-delivered into the 
hands of the two princes of Brandenburg and Newburg. Hereupon at the town of 
Zanten in Cleveland an affembly was appointed of all parties intereſted in this cauſe ; 
and at length a treaty concluded, the execution whereof hitherto had been made 
fruſtrate by unneceſſary diſputes, ſometimes of the one, ſometimes of the other party. 
What pains and travails we ourſelves have been pleaſed to take in our own perſon, 
we refer you to thoſe overtures, articles, and propoſitions, which we ourſelves with 
our own pen have ſet down, which in uprightneſs of judgement being drawn with 
that indifferency of reaſon and equity, without partiality to either party, ought to 
have carried with them ſo much weight and credit, as to have induced all parties to 
have embraced a peace, and made reſtitution of thoſe places they ſtill uſurp. Yet 
at length we prevailed thus far with the archdukes, that they were content to make 
reſtitution of the places they held, ſo that the formulary preſcribed by them might 
be indefinite; and the name of us, and of the French king, which in the former 
. were inſerted, might be omitted. We out of the zeal we have to eſtabliſh a perfect 
| peace in theſe parts of the world, preſuming of the intereſt we. hold in the friendſhip 
BH of the ſtates, having firſt adviſed with their embaſſadar, fir Nozr Caron, who re- 
= fideth with us, did undertake, that the ſtates ſhould accept the formulary, which 
the archdukes had conceived ; and the rather to perſuade them thereunto, did offer 
ourſelves to be a warrant and pledge, that the treaty of Zanten ſhould be duly ob- 
ſerved. Though we cannot ſay, that the ſtates do peremptorily refuſe to accept the 
archdukes formulary, and the offer we do tender them; yet, on the other ſide, we 
know not out of what ſcrupuloſity they do not accept it; whereby the treaty of 
Zanten is not put in execution, to the utter ruin and deſolation of the poor country of 
Cleves and Juliers. 1 e „„ 


Therefore our pleaſure is, that as ſoon as you are ſettled at the Hague, having firſt 
ſounded the affections of count MAuRIcE, monſ. BARNEVELT, and the principal of 
your. college in the council of ſtate, you demand audience in the aſſembly of the 
ſtates general; and after having remonſtrated unto them the care we have of the 
peace of Europe; the affection we bear to the advancement of their affairs, and the 
tenderneſs we have of their honour, which, you may plainly tell them, doth ſuffer 
much in the opinion of the world, in that they detain thoſe places, which they know 
of right appertain to other princes; you ſhall exhort them in our name to make an 
end of theſe troubles and differences, to accept of the formulary preſented by the 
archdukes, and of the offer, which we have made them for the aſſured performance of 
the treaty at Zanten : which if they ſhall refuſe to do, you may declare unto them in 
mild and modeſt terms, that if the peace they now enjoy ſhall come to be troubled, 

they only are to blame their own wilfulneſs; which is to be feared may draw upon 
them thoſe troubles and confuſions, from which' the countenance of their friends ſhall 
not have power to relieve them. You may likewiſe en paſſant touch the late expe- 
dition of count HExRT in the country of Ravenſbergh ; and ſhew unto them how 
much ill blood their courſes of violence doth engender, to poſſeſs themſelves of thoſe 
neutral places; though, as they pretend, under the advow of the Elector of Branden- 
burg; whereby the humours of their adverſaries are exaſperated, which never will be 
mollified untill they be ſatiated with revenge. ; MN

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What anſwer they ſhall make, you ſhall receive in writing; and accordingly, as 
dur fervice ſhall require, you ſhall receive ſuch further directions. In this cauſe 
you mall confer with the French embaſſador, who reſideth there, with whom our 
pleafure is, as with all other miniſters of our friends and allies, you hold good intelli- 
gence, You ſhall found him how the king his maſter does ſtand affected, that theſe 


_ diffexences for the reſtitution of all places on all fides may be determined, whether he

Beſides the common intereſt we hold with the ſtates, of alliance and mutual friend- 
ſhip, we have this particular, that we entertain two gartifons in their principal pro- 


vinces ; the one in Fluſhing in Zealand, the other in the Brill in Helland. As oc- 
6aſion ſhall be preſented, either by your own Vigilancy, or by the advertiſements of 
general and council of ſtate, 


our governors of thoſe towns, you ſhall preſs the ſtates 
where caufes of that nature ate ordinarily handled, that our cautionary towns may 
be repaired in their fortifications, and the captains and ſoldiers well treated; and 
dur treaties concerning thoſe towns in all pomts duly and juſtly obſerved. And be- 
cauſe we have of our ſubjects, in the ſervice of the ſtates, upon the point of 200 


companies, we cannot but be ſenſible of their good, and therefore recommend them 


to your care and protection, to aſſiſt them with your countetiance in all their lawful 
eauſes and purſuits ; and by your power to defend them from injurious and wr 


ful oppreſſions. And whereas the ſtates are bound by treaty and ſpecial obligation, 
to pay to us, during the time of truce, the ſum of forty thouſand pounds yearly at 
the feaſt of the Annunciation and Michaelmas ; in which payments we have hitherto 


found them flow and backward, though fempus interpellat pro homine ; yet you ſhall 
eivilly and gently admoniſh them, more carefully to obſerve the days of payment, for 
qui tardius folvit, minus fokvit.

In Holland there lately have been violent and fharp conteſtations amongſt the towns 
in cauſe of religion, which we fear are rather for the time allayed than quenched and 
_ extinguiſhed. If therefore they ſhould be unhappily revived during your time, you 

mall not forget, that you are the miniſter of that maſter, whom Gop hath made the 
ſole protector of His religion; and therefore, befides your affiftince, which we would 
have you give to the true profeſſors of the goſpel in your diſcourſe and conferences, 
you tray let fall, how hateful the maintenance of theſe erroneous opinions is to the 


majeſty of Gop, how diſpleaſing unto us their deareſt friends, and how diſgraceful to 


the honour and government of that ſtate. 


Some two years ſince there did ariſe between the company of our Muſcovy mer- 


chants and the merchants of Amſterdam a great difference concerning the naviga- 
tion of Greenland, und the fiſhing of the whales in thoſe parts. Our deſire is, that 


all good correſpondence may be maintained, as between our erowns and their pro- 
vinces, ſo between our and their ſubjects. Therefore whenſdever the ſubject ſhall

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proved, and in a manner without contradiction, that our ſubjects were firſt difca- 
verers of that navigation and that trade of fiſhing : that privately they were poſ- 
ſefſed of that iſland, and there had planted and erected our ſtandard, thereby to 
nify and notify to the world the property, which we challange; which our ſubjects 
by their induſtries having appropriated to themſelves, did not hold it reaſonable they 
ſhould be forced to communicate to others the fruits of their labours. You may ſay, 
that we ever did ſhew ourſelves ready, by the courſe of the carriage of our actions, 
to conſerve the mutual correſpondence, which is between our crowns and their pro- 
vinces; but without wrong to our honour, which we will ever be found careful to 
| 1 we may not neglect the welfare and proſperity of aur loyal and loving 
uhjess.

Some differences there have been between our brother the king of Denmark and the 
ſtates, Which, though they be appeaſed, yet there remains ſome relics of bitterneſs in 
the ſtomachs of them both; which, as occaſion ſhall ſerve, yet rather aliud agendo

The princes of the religion in Germany, namely our dear ſon the elector Palatine, 
as director of that union, ſhall have often cauſe to treat with the ſtates, and to ſend 
their embaſſadors thither, whom we do require you with courteſy to entertain, as the 
miniſters of our good friends, and aſſiſt them with your council and good advice, for 
the more ſpeedy and happy diſpatch of their buſineſs. 


The laſt year our ſon the elector Palatine, in the name of the princes in Germany, 
as director of the union, did make a league offenſive with the ſtates of the United 

Provinces, which was contracted for the ſpace of fifteen years; which league the 

princes of the union, unwilling to be embarked. in a war, make difficulty to avow, 
| becauſe it is of longer continuance by ſeven years, than the truce, which the ſtates 
have made with the king of Spain and the archdukes. Hereupon the elector hath 
made offer, the better to juſtify his own honour, to enter into league apart with the 
ſtates, and therein hath intreated by letters we bave received from him, the fayour of 
our mediation. If therefore, during your abode with the ſtates, any of the miniſters 
of our ſaid fon ſhall negotiate this affair with them; we require you to give them your 
beſt aſſiſtance, and to uſe our name to the ſtates to advance this buſineſs, which you 
may tell them, will be both honourable for their provinces, and very acceptable to 
us, and will at the end draw the reſt of the princes of the union to undertake the de- 
fence of the cauſe. FF 


Heretofore we have been engaged in the defence of our couſin. the count of 
Frieſland, whom our protection hath preſerved in his ſtate againſt the attempts and 
practices of the town of Embden : and therefore we do require you, if any of 
his miniſters ſhall addrefs themſelves unto you, to afford them in their juſt cauſes 
your lawful favour., The like you ſhall perform in the affairs of the duke of Savoy 
and the count of Oldenburgh, as you ſhall be requeſted by them or their miniſters, 
We underſtand, that our jr grove the duke of Brunſwick and the town itſelf have

I have been defrayed 
by the ſtate ever ſince the £4th of this month, that I came to this place; which was 
the ſame day I arrived at Rotterdam. Upon my entry into the council of ſtate, I in- 
treated them to ceaſe their trouble and charge in that kind. I was viſited by count 
MayRics the next day after my arrival, and the ſame day of my firſt audience delivered 
him his majeſty's letters, uſing ſuch ſpeech unto him, as I had order in my inſtructions; 
which he accepted very thankfully, with much profeſſion of his devoted ſervice to his 
majeſty. Monſ. BARNEVELT being returned the 17th of this month from a journey 
he had made to the marriage of the young count Van BxEDERODE (wherein by ſome 
diſorder he got his ſickneſs) came to viſit me the day following, and was very ample in 
acknowledging the antient obligations of this ſtate to his majeſty, aſcribing their ſub-

They are here much ſtartled with ſudden advertiſements from count ERxEST of 
Naſſau of the 5th of April, dated at Arnheim, which accuſe other letters of the 
4th from Meurs and other places there adjoining, that the archduke's troops are 
paſſed the Rhine, to the number of 7000 foot and 1500 horſe : that they have drawn 
out of Weſell ren pieces of artillery, with all ſorts of munſtion; whereof five are 
of that greatneſs, that they are drawn each of them with 25 horſe, all under the 
conduct of the count HEX RT VAnDENBERG, but with expectation of the coming 
from Bruſſels of rhe marquis SpINOLA. The common voice of thoſe parts is, that 
they go to poſſeſs themſelves of Zoeſt, Lipſtadt, and Dourtmondt, and other towns 
and places remaining neutral in the dutchy of Bergh, and county of Marche; but they 
are not thought of ſufficient importance for ſo great preparation ; in which regard it 
is rather judged they have deſign either upon Embden (which the Spaniards both 
before and during the whole time of the wars ever aimed at) or upon Bremen, to ſecond 
the pretenſions of the biſhop of Colen. This ſtate is far from apprehenſion of any 
danger to themſelves ; yet in all event they have reinforced their garriſons of Eme- 
rick and Rhees, cauſing all fort of powder and munition to be tranſported thither, 
with order to all their troops, both horſe and foot, to be ready upon the firſt com- 
mand.

The greateſt matter of importance, that I have to recommend unto you at this time, 
is, that you uſe all careful diligence, both with the ſtates in public, and in private 
diſcourſe with your collegues the council of ſtate, to accommodate the differences be- 
tween them and the archdukes, for the countries of Cleves and Juliers, whereof they 
know they are poſſeſſores male fidei; and that the places they hold reciprocally may 
be re-delivered and rendered in the hands of the true proprietaries, who by force and 
violence have been diſpoſſeſſed of them. Of this matter you ſhall do well to confer 


with the French embaſſador, by whom you ſhall underſtand, whether the king his 


maſter be now reſolved to join with his majeſty in caution or warrantiſe, that the treaty 


of Zanten ſhall be performed ; which if he will do, either the ſtates in honour are 


bound to render the towns, or elſe they muſt profeſs at firſt they did poſſeſs them- 


| ſelves of them with purpoſe ever to hold them. His majeſty hath reaſon to be earneſt 


in this cauſe, becauſe the ſtates did ever bear him in hand, that they did deſire no- 


thing more than to render thoſe towns, and re-eſtabliſh the princes into peaceable 


poſſeſſion. And now when by the induſtry and endeavours all obſtacles and excep- 


tions by the adverſe party are removed, if by the ſtates new difficulties, never thought 


on before, ſhall be raiſed, what can his majeſty think, but that he is deluded by his 


neareſt friends, in whoſe ſincerity he did repoſe moſt aſſured confidence ? I confeſs 
this is a buſineſs of a delicate nature, which tenderly is to be handled ; yet ſuch, I 
doubt not, will be your diſcretion, that you will be both careful to acquit yourſelf of 


your charge, and reſpectful not to give them any ſhadow of offence, 


The ſecretary of Venice is Domini femilis, for in the ſelf- ſame manner the embaſſador 


here doth treat and negotiate; ſo coldly and ſo courtly, that rather we muſt conjecture 


what he is afraid to ſay, than by his diſcourſe we can perceive what his true purpoſe 
and meaning is. Of FoscARINI, who, howſoever he was not the wiſeſt man, yet in 


his negotiations he did approve himſelf to be an able embaſſador. 


If we may believe the count ScARNAFF1s, the war in Piedmont will be renewed, 
who is ſo forward, that he hath ſummoned the king to the performance of his pro- 


| miſe, becauſe the treaty of Aſti is not obſerved. In caſe the differences between 
the ſtate of Venice and the houſe of Auſtria be not determined, whereof there is

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ſome hope, becauſe the ſiege is retired from Gradiſca, and that don PR DRO DE 
Tol E Do, the governor of Milan, ſhall with violence aſſail the ſtate of the duke of 
Savoy; you cannot do a better ſervice to the public good, than to put ſpirits into 
thoſe men, not to ſuffer the pride of the houſe of Auſtria with inſolency to domineer 
over free and abſolute princes. 


The bearer of theſe is monſ. BuxLamacnr, who is diſpatched over, as I under- 
ſtand, by fir Nox. Caron. The lords have delivered their reſolution, that, ſith 
the cautionary towns are held but precario, that at the end of 15 years they are to be 
rendered; that of the 40, ooo I. which his majeſty doth receive during the truce, 
26,0001. is employed for the payment of the pariſons; that the 14,000 I. which 
comes to his majeſty's purſe in 15 years, doth come but to 210,000 1. it is more for 
his majeſty's ſervice, upon honourable conditions, to render up the towns, than till 
to retain them. His. majeſty hath taken ſome few days to adviſe of it. What his 
leaſure is, doth remain yet lodged in his own breaſt, which when he ſhall diſcover, 
I will not fail to adyertiſe you, with all the circumſtances thereof depending. And

Yeſterday I conferred at large with monſ. pv Mavnizn, the French embaſſador, 
touching the point of perſuading the ſtates to accept the fotmulary propoſed by the 
archdukes, with the commiſſion of both the kings out maſters names, and offering 
both their majeſties as cautions for the faithful performing of the treaty of Zanten. 
Wherein he profeſſed unto me to have no ſuch authority from the king his maſter, 
without the which he could not join with me in this eourſe. Withal he made me 
ſo many doubts and difficulties, partly of the fraud and collufion of the Spaniard, 


partly of the ſtiffneſs and jealouſy of rhe ſtates, that on the one fide he judged the 
omiſſiens of the kings our maſters names to be done with a ſiniſter intent; on the 
ether, that whenſover we ſhould offer to engage their majeſlies names and words 


for the execution of the treaty of Zanten, they here would lend a deaf ear to us, 


which would be a prejudice to our maſters honour, By which diſcourſe of his and 


other arguments, 1 collect, that he hath authority out of France, though he profeſs 
the contrary : but the uſe of the ſame being referred to his diſcretion, he forbears to

BARNxEVELr, upon ſuſpicion that France 
would join with his majeſty in this overture, told the agent, who is reſident here for 
the prince of Brandenburgh, about a month ſince, that he ſhould advertiſe his maſter 
hat was an treaty; and in caſe that both their majeſties did concur together, that then 
this ſtate muſt yield.

tends to the impatronizing of the countries of Juliers and Cleves: And there is fur- 
ther added a fuſpicion of the levy, which is here on the archduke's fide of 4000 
Walloons and Bourguignons, under pretence of ſending them with the ſon of the mar- 
quis Spinola into Italy, miſ-doubting upon great appearance, that they are intended 
for their deſigns in theſe parts; it being without example to tranſport men out of the 


Lo Countries to the other fide of the mountains.

My Lord, Wy EFF ee , 
The uncertain proceeding of the treaty between his majeſty and fir Noz, Canon, 


for reddition of the cautionary towns into the hands of the ſtates general, is the cauſe, 
' that in none of my former diſpatches I have made W of the progreſs thereof. 


But now that it is concluded, which was not done before Tueſday in Whitſun week, 
I will make unto you a ſummary. relation ab ovo u/que ad mulum. Some years ſince, 


during my employment in Holland, fir Nozr Caron, in the name of his ſuperiors, 


made an overture to his majeſty for the reddition of thoſe towns upon reaſonable and 
honeſt compoſition : which being not hearkened unto, it lay aſleep until the month 


of December laſt; at which time fir NozL Caron being newly. returned from his 


ſuperiors, revived that motion, with earneſt inſtance ; and for that purpoſe expreſly 
demanded audience of his majeſty. It happened at the felf-ſame time, that the go- 


vernors of thoſe towns delivered unto me, to be exhibited to the lords, a complaint, 
that the garriſons had not received their pay for many weeks; the danger whereof the 
lords taking into their conſideration, the queſtion was moved by a great counſellor of 


eminent place, whether it were not better for his majeſty's ſervice to render thoſe | 
towns, than {till to hold them at ſo great a charge. To be ſhort, report being made 


to his majeſty at the riſing of the lords, that this queſtion. was moved in council, he 
acquainted them with the inſtance of fir No EL CARON, and then gave them charge 


2 ; 
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to adviſe and conſult therto?;: and to deliver-unto-him.their judgments. and reſolutions, 


what in a cauſe of this importance beſt might ſort with his honour and profit. 'The 
lords hereupon aſſembled, before whom the treaties were brought, which were viſited 
and peruſed. By the treaty of it was found, that theſe two towns. were merely 
cautionary, then to be rendered, when ſuch fums, which his majeſty had diſburſed 
for the ſervice of the ſtates, ſhould be reimburſed. By the treaty of 1608, when the 
truce - was made, it. was found, that his majeſty's debt being 890,000 J. was to be 
paid by 49,000 l. the year, during the cantinuance of the truce. Hereupon, after 


long and mature deliberation, by the general votes of the table, it was concluded, that 


it was much better for his majeſty's ſervice, to render up thoſe towns, than longer to 
hold them; ſo that his majeſty might receive from the ſtates. a fair and reaſonable 
compoſition. The reaſons in brief were theſe :_ that this debt of his. majeſty's was to 


be paid but by 40, ooo J. the year: That this 40, ooo J. was to be paid but during 


the truce: That of 40, ooo J. only 14,000 /. came clear to his majeſty's purſe, the 
entertainment of the garriſons yearly amounting to 26, ooo J. That in fifteen years, by 
the payments of 40,900 J. yearly, his majeſty's debt was wholly diſcharged ; and in 
fifteen years 14, ooo J. did make but 210,000 4 To this was added, that n 40,0001, 


was never duly paid at the day: That the garriſons were. not maſters of the towns, 


which lived there at the diſcretion of the burghers : That the towns were unfortified ; _ 
and that, if better proviſion. were not made, the governors, captains, and ſoldiers,, at 


the end of fifteen years, when the whole debt ſhould be diſcharged, would be caſt 


upon his majeſty's charge. 


After this reſolution of the lords, his majeſty did depute ſix of his council, to con- 
fider upon what terms and, conditions theſe; towns , ſhould be rendered. This was ſet 


down for a fundamental point, that the garriſons ſhould be erected into a regiment, and 


entertained by the ſtates ; only the governors, and ſome other inferior officers, ſhould 
have recourſe to his majeſty, for recompenſe of their ſervice. The debt then due was 
found to be - 600,000 l. the moiety whereof the deputies did demand to be paid in 


ready money 200,000 J. and the reſt by ſix and fix months. By order from his ma- 
jeſty this reſolution was imparted to ſir Nos, Caron, whib confidently delivered, 


that the ſtates his ſuperiars would never condeſcend to pay ſo great a ſum. His 


offer was only 200,000 J. to be paid in two years, proteſting he had no other charge; 
yet he would adventure ta exceed his charge for the ſum of 50,000 J. if that might 


be accepted. We attended three months. and more, | before we received the ſtates 
reſolution, which was, that they would be contented to pay in contenti-100,000 l. -and: 
150,000 J. by fix and fix months. By exprefs commandment of his majeſty, the lords 


did return [reſume] their former deliberation, and recapitulating the reaſons above al- 


ledged, perſiſted in their firſt reſolution. Notwithſtanding his majeſty took time to adviſe 
of it; and after.deliberation of ten or twelve days ſent his reſolution to the lords by a 
letter, wherein he required them, upon their duty and allegiance, in this cauſe of ſo 
important conſequence,. to give him that counſel, as both might have care of his ho- 
nour and profit, Upon this letter the lords affembled, and found no cauſe to vary 


from their former opinion. Soon after his majeſty came to Whitehall, and then in his 


ꝑreſence the lords did adviſe and confirm what amongſt themſelves they had upon 


mature deliberation reſolyed. This I have related unto you, that you might know, 
chat this buſineſs hath not been carried in hugger mugger, by the practice of one or 


two 
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two men; or that any man, to my knowledge (as the ſtate of affairs doth ſtand) in 
this. deliberation hath had any other end, but the ſervice of his majeſty ;. which, what 
hazard it might have run, if for want of pay the garriſon ſhould have mutinied or 
diſbanded, your diſcretion beſt: can judge. But it is not the leaſt unhappineſs, that 
falls upon them, who are miniſters in public. ſervices, to be ſuhject to ſlanders and ca- 
lumnies, which, bow falſe ſoever they are, their good friends are. moſt apt to take into | | 
their belief.

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The letters and copies, with which your honour did favour me by* WILLIAM 
Dixs rox (whom I could not ſooner: return for want of ſit ſubject) came very oppor- 
tunely for my inſtructions to give aſſiſtance to the new regiment of Engliſh, now en · 
tered into the ſtates pay; and the other two companies, which are 'ſeparated by the 
contract; here being certain difficulties in the manner of receiving them, partly in re- 
gard of their repartition, and partly in regard of their number; the fiſt of which 
points will aſk ſome time, in regard it depends upon the reſolution of thoſe of Zealand 
for the eſtabliſhing of the quotas,' about which here are commiſſions now daily'ex- 
peed. Mean time they muſt remain upon the generality for their payment: but 
I find the 1 goto the chief here is ſettled to have them repartited, as beſt for the 
ſtate, and moſt commodious for the companies. Touching the number, I have had 
ſome argument with monſ. BARNEVEL T and the council of ſtate, conceiving his 
majeſty's intent to be, that the companies ſhould be received and maintained in the 
ſelf· ſame Nate as they ſtood in his pay, though it be not particularly ſer down in the 
contract; that is, the companies of the two governors, each of them 200 heads, and

In conformity to my laſt of the 23d of June (which I ſent by an expreſs meſſenger 
my ſervant over land, and the duplicate by Johxsox the poſt) thoſe men, who were 
brought in wrongfully for pirates to Delft and Rotterdam, were delivered out of pri- 
ſon the day following, and re- conducted to the ſtates ſhip, which brought them in, 
to be carried back into Scotland, where if they juſtify themſelves for honeſt men (and 
ſuch I take them to be, and ſo have undertaken to the ſtates) whatſoever hath been 
taken from them, ſhall be reſtored unto them by inventory. They paſſed out of the 
river from the Brill (whither I ſent expreſly to view and ſee how they were treated) 
the 28th of the laſt, being uſed rather like paſſengers than priſoners ; but their con- 
ducting betwixt Delft and the ſhips gave me ſubject of much complaint, the ſoldiers 
ET. 8 being 
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being bound together in cords by the arms, and the enſign WESTcOATE led in ma- 
nacles ; which the ſtates excuſe as contrary to their order ; and the lords of the fiſhery 
(as they call them) whoſe priſoners they were, ſay they could not otherwiſe ſatisfy 
the people: but many reſted as ill fatisfied with their treatment; for if they were pi- 
rates, why were they delivered?

The ſtates have, after long debate about the buſineſs concerning mr. Boornzv,

My ſtaying in Liege being one night only in tranſilu, this is all the information 1 
could take in ſo ſhort a time of the Engliſh ſeminary of the Jeſuits there lately erected. 
It is now ſixteen months ſince the Jeſuits of Louvain and St. Omer were petitioners to 
the elector of Colen, as biſhop of Liege, for licence to have a college in the town; 
with promiſe to be no charge to him, nor burthen to the inhabitants : which being 
granted, they bought certain houſes joining to the rampart of the town on this ſide 
towards Brabant, cloſe to a convent of Capuchins, which coſt them four times the 
juſt value; and for the firſt ſix months they had a double proceſs, one with the Capu- 
chins for certain entries and paſſages; another with the town itſelf, which held it not 
ſafe to have ſtrangers poſſeſs the rampart of the town, by which an entry might be 
given at all times to the antient enemies of the houſe of Burgundy. Theſe differences 
being accommodated with money, they began to build about a year ſince, and have 
already raiſed the church to ſome perfection. Their college is likewiſe begun, on 
which they entertain always forty workmen, ſometimes a hundred, which are well paid, 
and for the moſt part with Engliſh gold. The rector is THOMPSON. Six other Jeſuits 
there are, who have as many names as they are men. The reſt, to the number of 
— | 15 thirty 
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thirty or thereabouts, are novices. Two of the moſt antient of them were here at 

my firſt coming, and are now gone to the elector of Colen about the affairs of their 

college, they finding new diſputes daily with the burghers of Liege, who are ill ſatis- 

fied with the ſudden intreaſe of ſuch a number, by ' reaſon of the ſtate of the houſe : 

And theſe quarrels are fomented by the Capuchins, who are as much troubled with 
their ill n 


What company I found here, with ſuch as are ſince arrived, and how they ſtand 
affected, your honour will ſee by the liſt I ſend herewith, to which I add a paper with 
certain articles, which by theſe new-come Jeſuits are put into the hands of the curate 
of the pariſh, that the lodging of ſuch, as are of a contrary religion to this, make no 
impreſſion amongſt them. At the firſt articles they make no ſcruple : but the laſt is fo 
much again their conſciences (to ſwear, that theſe, by whom they live, and whoſe 
converſation they ſee to be religious and honeſt, are immediately damned) that the 
Jaſt year (which was the firſt time this novelty was introduced) fix or ſeven families for- 
ſook this place, and now dwell at Amſterdam. And rhe ſame oath, being now pro- 
poſed to the patron of the hoaſe, where the counteſs of Pembroke lodgeth, he hath 
left his houſe to his gueſts, and is fled into Germany. 


By ſuch fpldiers, as are here from the places 1 we underſtand, that the 
ham of Anhalt, a cadet of that houſe near Zutphen and Daventer, who was a colonel 
in Cleve under Leopold, pretends to have commiſſion for the levy of one thouſand 
horſe ; for which he hath made choice of his officers : Bur it is not known, whether it 
be for the emperor's ſervice, or the _ of Spain's. s. He hath the title of gentleman 
of the emperor 's chamber. 5 


If the foafon will permit, our ſtay here will be yet thee weeks; aa in our return 
we ſhall be forced to take the way of Louvain, Mechlin, and Antwerp, by reaſon of the 
unſafe paſſage the other way without convoy, for which there 1 is no fit commodity. 


Of this I thought it my duty to give your honour an account, to the end 1 may 
receive your honour's commandments, if there be occaſion for his majeſty's ſervice in 
thoſe places. And though I do here chiefly /alutem curare, yet I hope to Karle ſuch 
correſpondency in Liege, that my journey ſhall not prove altogether unuſeful.

Although the Spa, where theſe will find you, is not a place for diſpatch of buſineſs, 
yet am I willing you ſhould there be advertiſed of the occurrences of this place : In the 
relation whereof I will begin with a memorable accident fallen upon the fortune of a 
powerful perſon in this ſtate, the lord chief juſtice of the King's Bench *. About a year 
ſince, his majeſty underſtanding of ſome differences between the Chancery and the 
King's Bench about the limits of their juriſdiction, called in private unto him the lord 
q chancellor and the lord chief juſtice ; remonſtrated how diſhonourable to them, and 
difſerviceable to him, ſuch diſputes would be; required them to eontain themſelves. 
| - within their ſeveral limits; and ſo moderate their courſes, that if any intricate queſtion 
ſhould ariſe between them, which among themſelves they could not determine, they would: 
refer to his cenſure, who would be pleaſed himſelf in perſon to decide it. Yet in Hilary 
term laſt many principal men, who have their dependence in the ccurt of Chancery, 
were indicted in the King's Bench of a præmunire. Shortly after a cauſe of the commen- 
dams being to be handled in the Exchequer-chamber before all the judges, his majeſty 
holding his prerogative to be intereſted therein, commanded the judges by order ſent | 
unto them by his attorney-general to defer the hearing of that cauſe : Yet the judges. — 
proceeded. Laſtly, fir RoRERT Rich and fir CHRIST OHRER HATTON offering to 
make preſent payment of that money, for which their land is engaged, through the 
debt of chancellor HATTON, by the examination of the debt it did appear, that the 
lord chief juſtice, in the time that he wies his majeſty's attorney-general, did bind fir 
CHRISTOPHER HATTON in bonds and ſtatutes to the value of 18,000 J. not to procure 
nor ſolicit the diſengagements of the land. Upon theſe reafons, by expreſs command- 
ment of his majeſty, he hath been convented at the council-table, and by his majeſty's- 
ſolicitor charged with theſe crimes, as by the incloſed paper will more plainly appear. 
In fine, he is ſequeſtered from the council-table, forbidden to ride this ſummer circuit, 
and commanded this vacation to reform his books of Reports, wherein are ſaid to be many 
extravagant paſſages, different from the antient laws and conſtitutions of this kingdom. 


The proceedings both of France and Spain in the affairs of Cleves and Juliers are 
variable and obſcure, fo as I cannot well judge what their concluſions will be; only 
this foreſee, that ſooner or later theſe differents will produce a bloody war ; which will 
not only rend in pieces thoſe poor countries, but infeſt alſo the confines round about, 
and withal diſquiet theſe other parts of Chriſtendom.

By letters from this place of the 2d of this preſent, I gave your honour an account 
of our being here, as now I thought it a duty to do the like of our departure, which 
ſhall be (Gop willing) on Thurſday next, and that way as in my firſt I advertiſed 
your honour, unleſs a diſorder committed by our convoy in their return make us 
unwilling to commit ourſelves into the hands of the diſorderly Liegois, who (as I am 
informed) have a ſecret purpoſe to ſatisfy themſelves upon our carriages. 


Sir Hon Ack Vink hath found great good effects of theſe waters, which for the 


© preſent ] cannot ſo much brag of, but hope for the beſt (as others do, which are 
ſubject to my indiſpoſition) a la lunga. 


Since our arrival at this place here have come few ſtrangers: Of Engliſh fir Ni- 
cHoL As TuFTON only, who hath left his lady with fir EDWARD CEciL, her brother, 
at Utrecht. Thoſe we found are for the moſt part departed. The counteſs of PE- 
BROKE remains ſomewhat weak of an ill effect, which was cauſed by theſe waters. In 


the liſt I ſent your honour there are ſome gentlemen, who came with fir ARTHUR 


Ixo RAM, particularly noted, whoſe frequenting this church cauſed ſome ſuſpicion ; 


but it ſeems by that I have ſince obſerved, they were carried rather by curioſity than 


devotion. 


Thoſe two Engliſh Jeſuits, who (as I adverſe your bononr) went froth hence to 
the biſhop of Col EN, about the affairs of their college at Leige, had a farther com- 


miſſion to obtain licenſe of the biſhop for the ſettling of a company of the Engliſh vo- 
taries of St. Omer's (whom they call Expedlates, and of which we had the governeſs in 


this place) in the town of Liege; wherein they are like to find no great dihculty with 
the prince, if they can as eaſily obtain the conſent of the people. 


The rector of ils Engliſh college of Jeſuits at Liege, who goeth under the name 


of THOMPSON, is (Jam well informed) that JaxRET or GERRARD, that eſcaped Out 


of priſon in Engiand, and hath ſince reſided oog at Louvain, 


It ſeems, that the levies, which are made in Burgundy for the ſervice of the king 
of Spain, will be far greater in number than was firſt ſpoken of; there being men 


fetcht from all places adjoining, and arms tranſported that way from Triers and 


Mayence for ſeven or eight thouſand foot. A company of horſe hath been raiſed in 


Liege, and they are marched away with great diligence, their rendezyous being at

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s ſmall- appearance, that their deſign is to paſs the mountains into the ſtate of Milan, 
as was pretended, the charge being ſo great for the conduct, and Italy abounding 
with horſe more than any other part. Beſides I hear, that thoſe, which parted from 
Liege, have carried with them horſes for artillery ; which is an apparen ſign they are 
not to paſs the mountains.

In ͤ our way to this place, which we took by Maeſtricht (whereby to avoid a doubt- 
ful entertainment, which was threatened us at Liege) and after by Louvain, Bruſſels, 
Mechlin, Antwerp, and Breda, we could not ſee the preparation for war any way 

anſwerable to the noiſe, which runneth on this fide : whereby it appears, that the Spa- 
niards ſent their terrors this way, and their forces another, to the end, that they may 
amuſe this ſtate, and keep it in quiet, whilſt they may have commodity to effect 
their defigns elſewhere. The archduke and the infanta were abſent from Bruflels, 
which gave us opportunity of making that ſmall ſtep out of the way, where we 
liaid only a dining-time, and at Antwerp and other places a night only.

Here I find them upon the point of the aſſembly of the ſtates of Holland, which 
ſhould begin this day; Monſ. BARNEVELT being come from a month's progreſs two 
days ſince, and the reſt of the deputies for the moſt part arrived. Their buſineſſes will 
be great, both concerning their differences in religion, as likewiſe their contributions. 


In the firſt of which Holland is divided within itſelf, and in the ſecond grown gene- 
rally backward by the example of Zealand. And both theſe tender points of their 


conſciences and their purſes mixed together do much diſtra& them. 


Your honour hath been advertiſed of a ſecretary of Venice, wha is here come, after 
their manner, with general inſtructions, to give account of their affairs. And if their 


troubles continue, he will have the quality of refident; for which purpoſe he is 
taking a houſe. And I find a diſpoſition in this ſtate. likewiſe to ſend one to Venice, 


wherein they defer their reſolution until they ſee how this man will be qualified, which 
is expected by the next letters. I fend your honour this firſt Propoſition in the aflem- 
bly of the ſtates general. 


Here is a fair preſent of ſix Spaniſh horſes, with blue velvet covers adorned with 
gold lace, conducted by PLEUVENEL from the French king; whereof four are for 
count MAuRics, and two for count HENRY. They were preſented on Sunday laſt 
with much ceremony, PLEUVENEL being brought to the court by the French em- 
baſſador in his coach, and a ſolemn ſpeech of the French king's and queen regent's good 


affection to the houſe of Naſſaw, and particularly to thoſe two princes, made by 


PLEUVENEL ; in the delivery of which the prince of Orange was preſent ; and news 


being come the day following of the prince of Conde's impriſonment at Paris, they 


do here already make an interpretation of this kindneſs to be aucupatio benevolentie 
againſt ſuch conſequences as may follow ſo * a reſolution, which may caſt 


France out of their fey er en cba mal. 


The French companies, which are here in ſervice of this ſtate, have not 10 many 
months together touched any money out of France, ſo as the burthen of their pay 


lying upon 1 theſe provinces, hath been fo heavy, that they have not been able to ſuſtain 


that, and give contentment to their own troops, which are much behind hand, and 
make no ſmall exclamations ; the ſoldier being not here ſuffered, as they are in other 
places, when they want their pay, to live @ la diſcretion ; and there being no other 
means left for their ſuſtenance. 


This is as much as I can collect in this ſhort time ſince my return, and more than 
your greater affairs will permit: Wherefore I humbly take leave, &c.

The agent of Brandenburg hath had audience of the ſtates general this laſt week, 
wherein he complained in the name of the elector of Brandenburg of wrong done 
him in Pruſſia by the Polonians, by ſolliciting his ſubjects, which profeſs the popiſh 
religion, againſt him; and deſired the ſtates would ſend an embaffador unto him to 
countenance his affairs. He hath order further to demand a levy of 120 horſe and 
200 foot in this country, to ſend by.ſea into Pruſſia; . which he forbears, attending to 
hear from Pruſfia, where the elector now is, in what terms thoſe affairs continue. 


In the name of the prince of Brandenburg he complained” of the tyranny (Which 
word he. often uſed in his propoſition) of the ſtates ſoldiers over the ſubjects of Juliers 
and Cleves ; which he deſired to be ſpeedily redreſſed, for fear of the conſequence. - 


He hath in private audiences intimated to the chief here the elefor's defire to 
come to this place, to treat with the ſtares touching the affairs of Juliers and Cleves; 

and the young prince's reſolution to leave thoſe parts to be governed by his council, 
and to go to his father in Pruffia. In both which monſ. BazxxzveLThath diſcoun- 
ſelled them; the father, in regard of pt cons he ſhall give to no purpoſe by this 
journey; and the ſon, in confideration of the prejudice his country ſhall receive, and 
the reputation he ſhall loſe in his abſence. e EE 


There is at this preſent a meeting at Arnheim betwixt his excellency the marquis of 
Anſpach and count of Solmes, who married the ſiſter of the marquis; the end 
whereof (for aught I can underſtand) is rather to diſcourſe of the common affairs, 


than to confult of any particular defign.

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Now in anſwer to your honour's of the 14th of this preſent received by Jonnson the 
20th, and to your other of the 2oth, which came to my hands the 2 5th by Hiy- 
DRICKSON, both chiefly to the ſame effect, concerning the revocation. of a placart 
publiſhed in this ſtate againſt the reception of our, dyed and dreſſed cloths, with other 
cirumſtances thereon depending; I took ſome time after the receit of your honour's 
firſt letter, and made a journey to Amſterdam under another pretence, whereby to 
give your honour more particular and certain information of thoſe. things, which 
you require; which I thought I might the better do, knowing it to be to ſmall 
purpoſe to ſtir in the buſineſs of the placart, untill the coming of other merchants, 
which were expected here about this time, and are accordingly arrived. I find all 
poſſible care and diligence. uſed in theſe. parts, and particularly in Amſterdam, to 
ſupply their wants of our Engliſh cloths. For which purpoſe particular men are 
furniſhed out of the common purpoſe for the ſetting up of looms for making of 
cloths ; each perſon, that taketh upon him to ſet up a loom, having 50 guilders, 
and 500 guilders lent to be repaid in ten years by even proportions. _ So as by this 
means there are are already in Amſterdam about 90 looms, which make go cloths a week, 
In Alcmaer, Rotterdam, and other places of Holland, there are 2 50 looms more; 
8685 being reckoned pro rato, there is made in this province about 200 cloths a 
week. „ 5 : | HET 


For wools to ſupply this work they have more than they have need of, partly 
in their own provinces of Holland, Frieſland, Overyſſel, Guelderland, and Utrecht, 
and partly from foreign parts, as the land of Cleves, Pomerland (from whence they 
have great quantity), and Spain. They have wools likewiſe by ſtealth out of England, 
there being two ſhips come to Amſterdam within theſe . three weeks paſt, laden with 
that commodity only, whereof the one was of Newcaſtle, the other conceals from what 
part it came, = 1111 e 1 5 


he wools they have from other parts beſides his majeſty's. dominions, do ſerve by 
mixture to make cloths from 101. to 261. a cloth, and not higher, except by choice 
of wools, and that very few. The moſt, which are made, are of the coarſeſt ſort ; 
and all, that they yet make, is not above the 15th part of that theſe provinces do 

need to maintain their trade of dying and dreſſing which they have formerly uſed. 


Beſides white cloths they have mingled coloured cloths, as pheaſants, and the like, 
and ſome in imitation of Northern and Weſtern kerſies. e | 
The people, that work herein, are of ſundry nations, as Flemings, Hollanders, 
Brabanters, and Engliſh ; but moſt of all are Liegois and of the parts thereabout, as 
Aquiſgran, and other places, from whence they are fled for perſecution in religion. 


They have within this fortnight eſtabliſhed in Amſterdam a hall in imitation of 
Leaden-hall in London, over which there are officers appointed, to view the goodnels, 
and rate the prices of cloths: which being ſold are not Jiable to that exciſe, which is 
impoſed upon all Engliſh cloth or kerfies, that do come into the land; which is 5 in 
the 100; this impoſition being for ſuch as are uſed in the land, and not for thoſe 


that are tranſported,

Notwithſtanding this diligence to make cloths in this province, and practice to 
hinder the ſale of ours, 1 do not perceive, that it is the purpoſe, either of the ſtate, 
or theſe country merchants (who have upon this occaſion combined themſelves in a 
ſociety) abſolutely to exclude our cloths, in regard the ſtate cannot be in ſenſible of 
the prejudice, which will enſue the rupture of commerce with their next neighbours 
and beſt friends. And the groſſers of cloth (who were the authors of this placart) 
find already by experience, how they have by this means ſhut themſelves in effect 
out of all trade. So as my hope is, that the intention of making this rigorous placart 
was only iniquum petere, whereby to bring ſome tolerable moderation in the ſale of our 
cloths. For it cannot be denied, but that a great miſery will fall upon numbers 
of theſe people, who only live by dying and dreſſing our Engliſh cloths ; of which 
the 15th part are not ſet on work by this new trade of making cloths; which will 
the more excuſe their proceeding, in caſe, now they are come to conference, they 
grow to any moderate concluſion : Wherein as my endeavours ſhall not be want- 
ing, with that reſervation as your honour doth preſcribe in your laſt letters, ſo my hope 
is, we ſhall ſee ſome good effect, as well in regard of his majeſty's ſervice and the 
good of his realms, as the welfare of theſe provinces, wherein his majeſty hath ſo 
great intereſt, e $7} e 


Your honour doth fo well apprehend the inconvenience of taking away commerce 
betwixt his majeſty's ſubjects and this ſtate, that I need not interpoſe my poor 

opinion. But nothing is more certain, than that both will ſuffer infinite prejudice 
for the preſent ; and the conſequence is very fearful, this people being naturally head- 
ſtrong. And what deſperate reſolutions they may take in deſpair of his majeſty's 
favour and correſpondency with his kingdoms (which have been for theſe many 
years both in peace and war, and ſo are for the preſent, their only ſupport), I hope 
will not be put to trial. The Spaniard faith, quando frerra une puerta, alira apre la 
fortuna: and theſe men are, that will not ſtick to run headlong into this Spaniſh pruerta, 

which will be always open unto them upon any conditions, rather than be deprived 
of commerce, the only ſupport both of their private and public . 


The queſtions in religion, whereof your honour requires a particular account, 
conliſt chiefly in admitting or refuſing a decree eſtabliſhed by the ſtates of Nolland, 
anno 1614, under the title of a Reſolution : by which they filence both parties in the 
high queſtion of predeſtination, for as much as belongs to the pulpit ; though they 
admit the diſpute in ſchools and amongſt the learned. Againſt this decree four towns 
were the oppoſite and ſo continue ſtill, Amſterdam, Enchuyſen, Edam, and Pume- 
ran. Dort gave a conſent ; but all the miniſters of that town and the precinct con- 
tinuing in their antient form of preaching, and all of one mind, there is no occaſion 
to put it in execution. Some other towns, as Rotterdam and this place eſpecially, 
uſe much rigour, ſo as ſome miniſters, which will not ſubmit themſelyes, are 1i- 
lenced ; whilſt the preachers of the other faction (who have changed the queſtion 
from the point of predeſtination to a diſpute concerning the validity of this decree 
or Reſolution) do under the authority of the magiſtrates dominari in concionibus. At 
the Brill there were five days fince 12 miniſters of that iſland convented before cer- 
tain deputies of Holland appointed at their laſt aſſembly, unto whom the Reſolution 
was read and urged to be admitted by ow ; which they refuſed, in regard of many 


opinions 
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opinions fprung up and maintained by theſe novelliſts, contrary to the antiently-pro- 
feſſed doctrine. Whereupon they proteſted againſt communicating with them, as 
will appear unto your honour by a copy of their tranſlated account; ſo as the matter 
now reſteth. between theſe two factions, on the one ſide to have the authority of the 
temporal magiſtrate, as well in ecclefiaſtical matters as civil, to be acknowledged; 
whereby the Reſolution is generally to be admitted: on the other fide they withſtand 
the temporal authority in thoſe caſes; and the rather, becauſe there are amongſt them 
contrary voices and opinions, though the plurality hold for the Reſolution. They 
ſay, that in theſe caſes ponderande ſunt ſententiæ, non numerande ; and for end of all 
controverſies require a ſynod, either general or national; the decrees whereof being 
authoriſed and publiſhed by the ſtate of the provinces, the eccleſiaſtical power hath 
his true place, and the temporal authority is likewiſe preſerved. Mean while they 
require the ſilenced miniſters ſhould be reſtored to their functions. - 


Both parties are vehement under pretence only of zeal and religion ; but ſome 
charge them with a mixture of temporal reſpects; on the one fide to increaſe their 
authority, by having abſolute rule of the church, as they have of the commonwealth ; 
which comes in effect to one hand: On the other, to augment their humber of people, 
and by conſequence their country, by receiving into their new town at Amſterdam 
ſuch, as will leave their habitation in other places, rather than ſubmit themſelves to 


this Reſolution, And this is apparent will be the event, in caſe this ſchiſm do ſtill 


continue, there being in this town towards the number of 500, who, refuſing to com- 


municate with thoſe of all other factions, go every Sunday to Ryſwick to a church, 
where there is a miniſter of their profeſſion : and out of Rotterdam likewiſe after the 


ſame manner to a place adjoining. 


I may not omit to let his majeſty know, that both theſe parties ſtrengthen them- 


ſelves by his authority ; the one prevailing itſelf of a letter from his majeſty to the 


ſtates general under the date of the 6th of March 1613; whereupon they ſay the 
Reſolution was grounded, as concurring with his majeſty's opinion: the other ſaying, 
the letter was obtained upon ſome indirect information of the ſtate of the buſineſs, 
they aſſuring themſelves, that their conſtancy in refiſting of novelties, which multi- 
ply daily, will be agreeable to his majeſty's liking ; which they conclude the rather, 


| becauſe they maintain or require nothing, but what doth concur with the profeſſion 


and practice of the Engliſh and other reformed churches ; and are herein the more 
confirmed, in remembrance of his majeſty's declaring himſelf againft VoxsTivs; who, 

though he have opinions by himſelf, whereof theſe, who go under the title of Remon- 
ſtrants do not participate, yet they concur one with another in common council, both 


by letters and otherwiſe, he having been few days paſt at Rotterdam, in ſecret con- 
ference with ſome of that faction againſt the time of the aſſembly, in which the ſtates 


of Holland are now again met. 


As any thing elſe doth farther ſucceed, I will not fail with all diligence to adver- 
tiſe his majeſty. Mean time I mult beſeech your honour to inform his majeſty, if 
there be any thing in this long diſpatch (for which I muſt crave pardon) fit for his ſer- 


vice, or worthy his knowledge. And ſo I humbly take leave, &c.

© Since my laſt unto you, fir WII IAM Cocxaynt, governor of the new company 
of the Merchants Adventurers, hath made Known to the lords, that the ſtates general 
have written a letter to mr. WHEELER, the deputy at Middleburgh, to invite him, 


accompanied with ſome other of that ſociety, to come to the Hague about the 4th of 


October „lo novo, where there ſhould be a conference between them and the merchants 
of Holland, for the accommodating of the differences now in queſtion, both for the 


dyed and dreſſed cloths, and for the juſt length and breadth of their cloths, which 
with them is called north: Our merchants did deſire, that the lords would addreſs 


a letter unto you, authoriſing you to affiſt them in their negotiation; but after ſome 
debate, this only was accorded, that our merchants,” as of themſelves, might ſend 


their deputies to treat and confer : That you, as his majeſty's embaſſador, ex icio, 


might join with the merchants to do them all good offices to facilitate their negotia- 
tion; but not to receive expreſs warrant by authority of the fate to take notice of 


their treaty, much leſs to intereſt yourſelf therein: for it well may be doubted what 


may be the iſſue of this conference; and what may be the end or ſcope of the ſtates 


deſign, who perhaps aim at nothing elſe, but to gain time, and to draw their confe- | 
rence into length, rather to ſeem to have a defire, than a purpoſe to continue the en- 


tertainment of our commerce; and the poſſibility is ſmall to accommodate the differ- 
ence, when as there is no medium in the demand of either party; for nothing is more 
certain, than that his majeſty's reſolution is firm and ſolid, though not at once, yet by 
degrees, only to ſuffer to be exported out of his realms dyed and dreſſed cloths. Our 
merchants will demand a revocation of the ſtates placart, which I fear will not eafily 
be granted: ſo this will be herere in limine; in the firſt entrance of the conference 
they both will be at a ſtand, unable, if I miſtake not, to proceed further. But if the 
ſtates intend nothing but for their own advantage, it is reſolved here to beat them 


with their own weapon; and whilſt this treaty ſhall be in handling at the Hague, it is 


| reſolved to withdraw our merchants out of thoſe countries, and either to find a new 
mart town for vent of our cloths, or elſe to tranſport them all to Hamborough. A 
motion hath been made to find out a new trade for our cloths into the duke of Savoy's 


country by the port of Nitza to Villa Franca: but I fear this is but an idle fantaſy; 


and will vaniſh away much like a dream. Thus you ſee what the difficulties are, 
wherein we are intangled. Perhaps our ſtate might have been wiſer than to have plot- 
ted this project of dying and dreſſing; and the ſtates general might have ſhewed more 
diſeretion than with ſuch precipitation to have publiſhed their placart againſt our dyed 
and drefled cloths; which if they will revoke, I hold that means the moſt proper to 
determine this diſpute. Herewith I thought good to acquaint you, not doubting but 
you will make the profit thereof, to rhe honour of his majeſty, and ſervice of his ſtate, 
And ſo J take my leave, and reſt, &c.

Engliſh merchants touching the ſale of our cloth in theſe parts was not taken until 

Tueſday laſt ; notwithſtanding that our men were aſſiſted by three. deputies of the 
town of Middleburg, and had my beſt furtherance. Veſterday the reſolution was de-

I found by monſ. BARxEVELT, that they are jealous of his. majeſty's purpoſe, he- 
profeſſing unto me, that in the ſpace of forty years, wherein he hath had the managing 
of public affairs (in which time there have been differences betwixt our merchants and 
theirs) he never met with ſo great difficulty as at the preſent, in regard of a con- 


ceit ſpread amongſt their merchants, that as formerly about an hundred years ſince 
we had excluded them from making of cloths, which was a trade of the Seventeen 


| Provinces, we would now deprive them of dreſſing and dying: which being the laſt 


means of their livelihood had made their minds (to uſe his own words) fort-ulcerez. 


In the queſtions of religion, the ſtates of Holland are once more ſeparated without 
concluding any thing, but intend to aſſemble again the 15th of the next month for

During this laſt aſſembly of the ſtates of Holland, the French embaſſador-monſ. pv 
Mavsiex demanded audience of them (a courſe very unuſual in my ſmall experience} 
and with much earneſtneſs debated a cauſe betwixt the religion of the Chartreux, and 
one PayL RayoryRE, who hath been formerly of that order: the ſtate of which I ſent

ject or conceit only for the quiet of the church, becauſe it was never conſented unto 


of that decree have been deprived or ſuſpended, be again reſtored to their former 
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your honour in a paper apart, with my letter of the r of June. The embaſſador, 
by a particular order from the king, declared himſelf in favour of a prior of the Char- 
treux, who came hither expreſsly about three weeks fince, accompanied with the king's 
letters to remove the cauſe from this court, where it now depends, to the court of 
- parliament at Paris, pretending it was there commenced before it was begun here. 
The ſtates found ſo ſmall ground in this pretence of litis:pendence, that they took a re- 
folution to continue the cauſe here before the great council, to which they wrote their 
particular letters the 18th of this preſent for expedition thereof; and at the ſame time 
ſent four deputies to the embaſſador to make their reſolution known; with which he 
was ſo ill fatisfied, that by a ſecond inſtance and mediation of monſ. BARNEVELI 
(who brought the cauſe from the queſtion of juſtice to a matter of ſtate) he obtained 
a ſurceance of the proceeding for the ſpace of a year, which RAvoyvRE ſuſpects will 
turn to his ruin, in that his gaining of time will give liberty to the Chartreux (who 
are affiſted by the Jeſuits in France) to obtain new letters of recommendation from 

the French king, and, by the help of this embaſſador, to overthrow his cauſe. He 
hath often repaired unto me for countenance in his affairs, which I the more ſparingly 
give him, in regard the French embaſſador hath ſo openly declared himſelf in his 
maſter's name; yet I have aſſiſted him the beſt I may with advice, in regard he hath 
acquainted me with a ſettled purpoſe he hath of changing religion, and making a ma- 
nifeſt of the motives; which will be of very good uſe, he being a man, by long 
practice, very well and particularly acquainted with the corruptions of the court of 
Rome. | 


The 28 of this preſent, the French embaſſador had likewiſe audience of the ſtates 
general by particular order from the king ſent by an expreſs courier, wherein he com- 
plained of one JoaNsoN, a captain of one of the ſtates men of war, who with his ſhip 
lay before Rochefort in aſſiſtance of thoſe of Rochelle againſt the duke D*EspxrNnon, 
and by ſtratagem had taken divers priſoners, the duke's followers, whom he had ſent 
into Rochefort. Herein he required ſpeedy redreſs with exemplary puniſhment of the 
captain of the ſhip. He likewiſe demanded ſhipping for aſſiſtance in the fiege of 
Blay near Bourdeaux, pretending, that the governor of that place is not only entered 
into actual rebellion againſt the king, but that he takes great and extraordinary im- 

oſts of all ſuch ſhips as paſs to and from Bourdeaux. In both which he is like to 
receive ſatisfaction ; but hitherto the ſtates have not directed their anſwer. 


_ Here came lately a certain Italian from Bruſſels accompanied with letters from the 
French king to his embaſſador, whereby he was required to move the ſtates to grant 

aſſage to a certain ſhip furniſhed with arms at Antwerp for the ſervice of the marſhal 
Fe which the embaſſador hath excuſed, and ſent back the Italian upon this 
reaſon, that not having a certain liſt of the arms, he knows not how to frame his pro- 
poſition; and that it will be now needleſs, ſeeing matters being compoſed in France, 
there will be no more uſe of thoſe arm. e 


The laſt letters out of Germany advertiſe, that the prince of Newburg, having 
been a long ſolicitor in the emperor's court, is finally excluded in both his pretenſions, 
firſt of the inveſtiture, and next of the ſequeſtration of the countries of Juliers and 


Cleves: the former of which being done by the emperor, in contemplation wet 8

duke of Saxony, who hath had an inveſtiture heretofore, and is one, whom the em- 
peror will not willingly diſpleaſe: the latter in favour of the houſe of Auſtria, there 
being a purpoſe (as is advertiſed) to reduce matters to the former eſtate, and to ſettle 
the archduke LEOPOLD in that country under the title of ſequeſtration, out of which he 
was expulſed by ſtrong hand; the emperor taking new encouragement by example of 
Aquiſgran, as if the affairs of the world had in this ſhort time taken a reyolution to

We attend with good devotion 
to underſtand what iſſue the negotiation will have between the deputies of our mer- 
chants and the merchants of Holland: but what concluſion ſoever they make, his 
majeſty can have no contentment, unleſs the placart of the ſtates general be firſt re- 
voked ; and I doubt the intercourſe of commerce will not he re-eſtabliſhed to the 
former luſtre, unleſs the ſtates ſhall reſolve to ſend over into England ſome com- 
miſſioners to treat with our merchants, whereby all differents may be reigled, and 
a better reglement for trade hereafter ſettled. In the mean time the bearer hereof, mr. 
HENRY MISSELDEN, an able and diſcreet gentleman, who hath been of the old, and 
now 1s of the new company of Merchant Adventurers, doth come over (not without. the 
knowledge of his majeſty) to no other end, but to do good offices with his friends 
and acquaintance, for the more ſpeedy accommodation of all petty differences, and to. 
inform himſelf of the ſtate of theſe affairs; that by the report, which he ſhall make at 
his return, his majeſty may take a more abſolute reſolution in this important buſineſs, 
which ſo much doth concern the good of his people, and the welfare of his kingdoms. 
Although the coming of this gentleman cannot be concealed, yet the good of his.

Touching the demand of aſſiſtance by ſea for the fiege of Blay by Bourdeaux (for 
which purpoſe the embaſſador received five ſhips of war) they have «thereto :conſented;

The embaſſador of Baſil, who hath reſided here for the ſpace of ſix months, ſuing 
for certain antient pretenſions of debt for aſſiſtance given by certain ſubjects of that 
ſtate in the beginning of theſe Low Country wars, is now upon his departure by way 


of Bruſſels, where he hath another pretended errand; for ſo is his employment in- 
terpreted to be, whereby in theſe times, which threaten alteration of the general peace, 


to obſerve how in theſe parts they ſtand*inclined.

The ſtates. of theſe provinces have' been lately much buſied in accommodating cer- 


tain antient difficulties and differences amongſt themſelves, chiefly concerning the 


quota, wherein Zealand, by reaſon of decay of trade and intercourſe, hath in place 


of eleven in the hundredth contributed of late years eight only, whereby the land for 
the other three parts hath been charged with intereſt. 2 8 


There is now a moderation ſet down by his excellency and the council of ſtates, to 


whom of courſe ſuch differences are committed, when the provinces cannot otherwiſe 


agree, that for the money paid his majeſty for the redemption of the cautionary 
towns, Zealand ſtill contribute after the wonted rate of eleven in one hundred; for 


all other charges, nine in one hundred; and this to look back for three years paſt, 


and to continue for one now enſuing. The other two parts are to be diſtributed 
amongſt the provinces. This is hitherto but a part only, yet ſuch as is likely to be 
accepted by Zealand and the reſt of the provinces, though Frieſland will make ſome 
difficulty: and this being ended, the ſtate of war will be perfected, and all the com- 


panies repartited, whereby the ſoldiers will be better paid (of which they have of late 


much complained) and the country be much eaſed. 


There hath. been likewiſe a reſolution lately taken by the ſtates general in an antient 
difference betwixt Frieſland and Groningen, touching both the government and ſove- 
reignty of Delftzyel; the one of which they refer proviſionally to the appointment of 
count WILLIAM, as governor of Friefland, according to ſuch order as ſhall be given 
him by the ſtates general: The other they adjudge to belong to Groningen, in that 
manner asit ſtood. before the war.

T have been written unto by monſ. py PLEssEN, a counſellor of the prince Pala- 
tine, to put the ſtates in mind of the. prince's pretenſions to certain fiefs in Juliers, 
whereof Heimback, a ſmall caſtle and town near Gulick, is in the ſtates poſſeſſion :

Before the receit of cheſe letters the ſtates had given charge to their embaſſador in France, 
monſ. LANGERACK, to move the French king and his council in favour of the duke of 
Savoy, ſaying, that it was contrary to the late king's maxims to ſuffer that duke either 

to be won by fair means, or force, to the Spaniards; he judging it much to import 
the ſafety of his crown, to keep him in devotion towards France, and to alienate him 
from Spain. To which the council in France hath made an anſwer, wherewith the

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when the late queen's miniſters did abſent themſelves, it was upon octaſions, which

That I had obſerved very lately, that in two affairs, one of the quota, wherein

I told him I would herein expect their anſweer. i . e 
Betwixt eleven and twelve mr. HuyGENns came to me again from the council, let- 
ting me know, that though his excellency and count HENRY were both there pre- 
ſent, as expreſsly called, yet they had reſolved not to treat of that buſineſs, until 
they had new order from the ſtates general, whoſe minds they would know touching 
my aſſiſting in council upon this occaſion. Mean time they left me to my liberty, 
whether I would come or not, which I excuſed for that day, the time being then ſo far 
paſt: and this I did the more willingly, becauſe, howſoever I would not fail of what 
belongs to my. duty in his majeſty's ſervice, yet it ſhould appear unto them I was not 
more curious 3x ' aliend republics than was fit. This long narration I make to your 
| honour, to che end you may not be unacquainted with the proceedings, whatſoever 
be the conſequences. Some have a conceit, that ſince the time of redeeming the 
cautionary towns, they have meant gradatim to eſtrange his majeſty's miniſters from 
their council: which jealouſy hath made me the more earneſtly diſpute this occafion ;

they purpoſed under this colour to draw in a treaty of renewing the truce with this 
ſtate; which grows towards expiring. Moſt are wedded to a conceit, that if the 
Spaniard do leave the places, it is but reculer pour mieux ſauter; and he ſhall no ſooner 
be gone in contemplation (as he will now ſeem) of his majeſty, but the fortifications 
of Juliers, Emmerick, and Rees, being demoliſhed, will return again under title of 
the emperor. All conclude, that if there were ſincere meaning in the Spaniard, he 
would have put the treaty in execution at firſt, without this long delay, and therefore 
they are now more jealous of the ſudden offer, than the former refuſal, 33 


What judgment to make of their reſolution herein is very doubtful; for it is plain, 
they are nothing ſorry, that the difficulty of executing the treaty hath hitherto riſen 
from the Spaniards, whereby to have a colourable pretence for the retention of the 
places they now poſſeſs : and if any ſtop may be made by others, whereby to avoid 
the reproach of uſurpers (and hard it will be to remove all difficulties, where ſo many 
are intereſted) no doubt they will prevail themſelves of the occaſion. This I gather 
out of their ſuſpending their anſwer, ſome adviſing to hear firſt out of France, becauſe 
that king is joined in this buſineſs of the treaty with his majeſty : ſome to have firſt 
the anſwer of the elector of Brandenburg, who is now in Pruſſia ; ſome to have the 
matter communicated firft to the provinces; and ſome counſelling all thoſe courſes, 
whereby to gain time. Bui J have let them know, that thofe would be taken as ter- 
giverſations, in that France is ſo buſied at home, that it cannot attend theſe foreign 
affairs. The elector of Brandenburg is ſo far off, that in two months an anſwer can 
hardly he returned from him. Now no more was required, than that as Spain had led 
the way, the ſtates ſhould anſwer for as much as depends on them. And touching 
farther references, the treaty having been framed by their deputies with thoſe of other 
princes, who had full authority, it was not now needful to be remitted anew to the 


This reference to the provinces, in regard the buſineſs hath fo long flept, and fo 
much of rheir' money hath been ſpent in the 'fortifications of the towns they hold in 
Juliers and Cleves, to the value of 100,000 crowns, and upwards (as they account) will 
hardly be ' avoided. z G2 | 


As for Brandenburg and Newburg likewiſe, it feems the matter is already well 
prepared, they being both weary of their ſeveral yokes, which bath cauſed them by 
{ecret miniſters to treat betwixt themſelves of a private agreement, by means of a pro- 
viſional partition of the country in controverſy : to which purpoſe monſ. Sricchius, 
agent for Brandenburg, here reſident, met about ten days fince at Amſterdam ſecretly 
with one Woxszix, lieutenant for Newburg at Duſſeldorp. | Be 


This ST1Iccnrys is now gone to Cleve, being called thither by che prince of Bran- 
denburg, to relate what paſſed betwixt him and Wos EIN at Amſterdam : at whoſe 
return, Which is expected within two or three days, the ſtates will take fome reſolu- 
tion. Mean while they will defer their meetings, and by .conſequence-protradt their 
anfwer under colour of their afſembiy of Holland, which is now here much bufied 
about their queſtions of religion; wherein I ſee no great likelihood they Jhould gro-

The occurrents of theſe parts I continue to advertiſe through the hands of mr. ſe. 
cretary WIN WOOD, whereby to eaſe your majeſty of that often trouble. This occa- 
fion, which now preſents itſelf (an anſwer of the ſtates to a propoſition I made in your 
majeſty's name the 23d of the laſt, touching the buſineſs of Cleves and Juliers) I 
thought not unworthy your majeſty's view; the proceeding therein depending wholly 
upon your authority, without the which theſe countries muſt remain in perpetual 
thraldom; and therefore is it the more proper ſubje& for your princely. conſide- 


ration. 


Yeſterday monſ. BARNEVELT, accompanied with one of the ſtates of Guelderland, 
came unto me, as ſent by the ſtates general, from whom he delivered me this meſ- 
ſage ; that the ſtates did acknowledge their infinite obligations to your majeſty, and 
particularly for your care in reducing the uncertain and litigious affairs of Cleves and 
| Juliers into a ſettled eſtate, which they perceived by your former endeayours, and now 
by your recommending the execution of the treaty of Zanten. That the ſtates did 
concur in the ſame defire ; but that there were many important conſiderations, which 
made them ſuſpend their reſolution ; as firſt, becauſe their number here was not com- 
plete, moſt of the ſtates being abſent, and all of the province of Friefland. Next, be- 
cauſe the matter was firſt to be communicated to the elector of Brandenburg and the 
prince his ſon, in whoſe right they held what they now poſſeſs in theſe countries; 
and not only the eleQor, but the palatine of Newburg (whoſe conſent muſt be had 
likewiſe) being ſo far remote, it would aſk much time, and more than the laſt of 
February, which is limited, to have their ſeveral anſwers. Laſtly, becauſe they had 
now more reaſon to be jealous of the purpoſe of the Spaniards, than when the treaty 
was made, they having ſhewed their ill intentions by their poſſeſſing themſelves by 
force of the neutral places of Zoeſt and Lipſtadt, and having it in their power, when- 
ſoever Juliers, Emmerick and Rees are rendered, and the fortifications demoliſhed 
(according to the treaty of Zanten) to ſurpriſe thoſe places in an inſtant, the people, 
which are there inhabitants, being for the moſt part popiſhly affected, and the Spa- 
niard having places ſo near adjoining on both ſides of the Rhine, as Berck, Linghen, 
Wacchendonck, and others, where they may have in readineſs out of the ordinary 
garriſons eight or ten thouſand men for any ſudden attempt. To this he added a fur- 
ther conſideration of the preſent proceedings of the Spaniards in Italy, where, if they 
were forced from this diverſion, rhey would jointly employ all their forces; and 
having ſo great ſtrength together againſt thoſe weak princes, would in all appearance 
make a ſhort end of thoſe wars, either by bringing the ſtate of Venice and the duke of 
Savoy into abſolute ſubjection, or forcing them to accept diſhonourable and diſadvan- 
tageous conditions of peace, and afterwards would march into Germany to accompliſh 
their deſigns there, where they could find no great reſiſtance ; and in conclufion ſeek 
to follow their fortune with a rich and victorious army in theſe countries, where the 
muſt always make an account of the Spaniard as a mortal enemy: And therefore it 
would be un pas de Clerc to give up the advantage they now have without very good 
aſſurance, that the princes ſhould be put in quiet poſſeſſion, free from all danger to

Theſe reaſons they defired me well to weigh, and to refer them to your majeſty's 
princely conſideration, profeſſing how much they attribute to your wiſdom and autho- 
rity, which they would ſhew by good effect, in caſe this matter proceeded further; 
| Fl that the ſhort time limited by the Spaniſh embaſſador (wherein he made profeſſion 


proper poſſeſſion) did not cut off all further treaty. 


To this I anſwered, that ſeeing your majeſty's intentions and theirs concur in the true 
and faithful execution of the treaty of Zanten, which was the main ſubje& ; I made no 


doubt but the difficulties they alledged might be ſo well ſatisfied, that the intervening 


accidents betwixt the time of the framing of the treaty, and now that the execution was 
required,- ſhould rather quicken their reſolution than otherwiſe. For their having a full 


meeting of the ſtates, the time would very well permit it, if their will be as good to expe- 


dite the buſineſs. And for communicating the matter to other princes, which were inte- 
reſted, it was a thing very neceſſary ; . that your mien had already per formed the 
ſame by letters, ſo as no more was required, than that as the king of Spain had led the way 
by his embaſſador's declaration of his purpoſe, ſo they would anſwer categorically, for as 


much as depended on them (they two being in effect the princes poſſidents, and the other 
the pretendents) and refer the buſineſs afterwards to be executed by deputies ' in the 
ſame manner as the treaty was made. That the neutral places the Spaniard had taken 
| lince the treaty, howſoever the ſurpriſe of them could not be excuſed, the effect of 
| rendering them ſhould be the willingly embraced :. And for the commodity he hath 

of lodging men in the frontier towns, whereby to be ready upon any attempt; for 


the affection of the people of the Romilh religion; and finally for their doubt and 
diſtruſt of the emperor's authority; theſe circumſtances were no more conſiderable 
now than at the framing of the treaty, wherein they did aſſiſt by their deputies, and 
had a chief part : And if they thought they might proceed ſafely then, they might be 


as well ſecured now; and ſa much the more, by how much the Spaniard, being now. 
buſied on the other ſide of the mountains, could the leſs intend to enterpriſe any thing 


in theſe parts. That their conſideration of thoſe princes in Italy, and care of their 
preſervation, was very laudable ; but that they muſt take heed, leſt this their diverſion 
did not prove a converſion of the torrent of the wars from the courſe it now had down 


the Po to the Rhine, of which Gop of his providence had delivered theſe parts after 


many years great effuſion of blood; the ſtage for thoſe tragedies being now removed 
to the other ſide of the mountains, where they ſtood always like quiet ſpectators, 


whilſt they here were actors; and it ever proveth by experience, that the war of thoſe. 


parts is the peace of theſe ; ſo e converſo. Hereupon I defired them to. obſerve the 


preſent conjuncture of three great affairs in Europe, which all in effect are managed by 


the king of Spain, and all three depend upon execution of treaties: That hetwixt the 


archduke FERDINAND and the Venetians, on the treaty of Vienna: That betwixt the 


duke of Savoy and the governor of Milan, on the treaty of Afti: And this here on- 
the treaty of Zanten. This being rep embaraſſer for one prince, be he never ſo. 
| en powerful, 


th to fortify and maintain the places they now hold in thoſe countries as their own 
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powerful, it may be well conjectured he doth firſt make offer of aceommodation here, 
where his honour is leaſt engaged. But this failing, no doubt but thoſe other treaties 
would be put in execution, and this here remain to be tried by the ſword 3 wherein 
I told them plainly they would have this diſadvantage, to be left ſingle to themſelves, 
without aſſiſtance of their antient friends, whoſe aid they could not juſtly demand or 
expect, when they had wilfully drawn a war upon their own necks, - po tude 


To many other conſiderations, - which were alledged in diſcourſe by monſ. Bazxx- 
' VELT of the Spaniſh fraud and ambition, I thought not fit. to be an advocate of that 
nation in a time, when they give the world fo much jealouſy, and plead their ſincerity 
and temperance ; but deſired him to think, that ſuſpicions and jealouſies were equal 
on both ſides, and lighted as well on new rifing commonwealths, as upon other princes ; 
the Spaniards doubting as much a purpoſe in the ſtates, by means of theſe differences, 
to add an eighth province to the ſeven, which are now united, as they could ſuſpect 
the Spaniard with increaſing the number of thoſe they now. enjoy in theſe countries. 
Wherefore it ſtood them as much upon to juſtify their proceedings by the effects, now 
the matter is to come to the laſt trial, as it did the Spaniard: and it would now ap- 
pear to the whole world, who proceeded fincerely with the princes pretendants, and 
who abuſively. oa 


They defired me hereupon to make a good report of their intentions, which to your 
majeſty as an upright judge they would render very juſtifiable ; and likewiſe to ſend 
their anſwer in writing, as made only for the preſent by way of proviſion, until, their 
number being full, and anſwer being received from the princes, who are chiefly in- 
tereſted, they might give a more determinate reſolution. + 


Under humble correction, I do not ſee how anſwers may be had from the elector of 
Brandenburg, and the palatine of Newburg, with the conſent of the provinces, which 
they Ka 3 45 to have upon their anſwer, and then to have time ſufficient for the 
execution of the treaty before the end of February next, they having now diſpatched 
an embaſſador to the elector of Brandenburg, who cannot arrive in Pruſſia until the 
end of January, or the beginning of February. Wherefore, if the difficulty reſt 
only in ſome ſmall time, more or leſs, it may the better be allowed them, conſidering 
the nature of their government, which inforceth them in all important affairs to have 
the aſſent of their provinces, ſo as they cannot take a ſudden reſolution like an abſo- 
lute prince. That this may be the better admitted by the Spaniſh embaſſador with 
your majeſty (who, it ſeems, hath power to limit the time) I have moved both his 
excellency and monſ. BARNEVELT, that there ſhall be nothing more done in Juliers, 
and other places, in matter of fortifications ; but that they ſhould reſt in ſtate as they

The day follow- 
ing fix of their company, whom they had deputed for their affairs, were called before 
the provincial council; and being there handled with ſome rough terms by the preſi- 
dent, and willed to deſiſt until the next aſſembly of the ſtates of Holland, refuſed ab- 


ſolutely, not fearing to return as high language, both in their own defence, and diſ- 


grace of their adverſaries. The council hereupon had recourſe unto his excellency, 
and firſt deſired of him part of bis guard to keep theſe men in devotion until the 
next aſſembly ; which he excuſing, they required, that he would ſend for ſoldiers 
from other towns, wherein they prevailed as little with him, he ſaying the one was 
for 
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for the guard of his perſon; the other for the defenee of the frontiers againſt their 
enemies; and therefore ſhould not be employed for offence of their friends. The 
magiſtrates of the town, having been with him to the ſame effect, had the like anſwer. 
The Friday and Saturday following, which were the 2d and zd of this preſent, all 
other affairs ceaſed, to attend this their high court of juſtice, their provincial council 
and the chambre des comptes being all aſſembled together in the council chamber of 
Holland, where the firſt day they debated the matter amongſt themſelves, and the next: 
in the morning ealled his excellency to their meeting, where the buſineſs being laid 
open unto him in favour of the remonſtrants, and diſgrace of the contra-remonſtrants, 
they deſired his advice. Whereupon he called for the regiſter-book, wherein his 
oath was ſet down, which he took in the year 86; at which time he entered into the 
charge he now holds for the ſerviee of the ſtate : which being read in all their pre- 
ſences, and therein this article noted in particular, that both he and the ſtates do 
mutually bind themſelves, even to the laſt drop of blood, for the defence of the re- 
formed religion, which was the firſt ground of their quarrel; and for which his father 

Joſt his life; this oath (ſaid he) will I keep whilſt T live, and this religion will I de- 
fend. This cauſed much argument amongſt them, in that all . poſſible endeavoun 
was uſed to perſuade his exeellency that the introduction of theſe new opinions was 
no change of religion, they being ſuch, as might ſtand - with the: antient profeſſion:c 
and in opinion they had left him well edified, gave him full authority to call the 
deputies of the contra-remonſtrants' before him that afternoon in the chamber of the 
provincial council, where fitting in the ſame chair whieh was anciently the place of 
the counts of Holland, and where he firſt took his oath as governor general, or 
lieutenant of theſe provmces (and to this place lie hath not been called before this 
time ſince the year 86) he required of them by way of adviee and intreaty, that for 
the next day, which was the communion Sunday, they would, to avoid diſorder, go 
to Ryſwick, promiſing them, upon his word, that the Sunday following, they ſhould 
have not only a houſe, but the ehief church itfelf for their ſermons, with a preacher 
of their o choice at ſuch convenient hour, that the remonſtrants likewiſe might 
have their turns: with which they reſting ſatisfied, went the next day a great congre- 
gation more than ordinary to Ry ſwick; where, the ſermon being ended, they made 
preſently an election of deacons and elders amongſt themſelves : which precipitation 
gave advantage to their enemies to accuſe them of ſehiſm; and being called beſore his 
excellency the next day, they maintained their act with a conſtant aſſeveration, that 
they would have no communication with the remonſtrants, either by hearing their 
preachers, or admitting any officer of the church, whieh ſhould be of their number, 
ſaying for themſelves, that whilſt they were at Ryſwick, the alms, which were collected 
in the church of the remonſtrants, were not diſtrtbuted to any of the poor of their ſo- 
ciety; ſo as in this they were but led by example. Much conteſtation grew hereupon 
berwixt the chief of the remonſtrants (who are the chief in authority here) and his 
excellency, they ſaying, that he was now freed of his word for giving the contra» 
remonſtrants a church, ſince they manifeſtly tended to ſchiſm ; and he perſiſting, that 
he was bound to make it good, they grew then factious to an inrolling ef their num- 
bers, and comparing of their qualities; and it appeared the greater part of the Hague, 
and the better ſort of men, to be remonſtrants; which made the matter the more con- 
ſiderable in laying ſo great an aſperſion upon ſo many of ſo good quality as unfit men 
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to be thought members of the true church. Whereupon a reſolution was taken to 
ſend expreſs meſſengers to all the towns of Holland, and to call the aſſembly of the 
ſtates preſently, which was appointed in March next; and proviſionally order was 
taken by conſent of his excellency, whoſe authority prevailed with the contra-remon- 
{trants, that they ſhould have liberty to preach this laſt Sunday in our Engliſh church, 
with the deacons of the other part for collection of alms; which was accordingly per- 
formed without interruption to our ſervice, in that they began early in the morn- 
ing, and had done by ten of the clock. The day before I had my conſent required 
for their preaching-place, by certain deputies from their three councils united, 
who uſed this argument to me, that they had thought of this way as an expedient 


1045, 


to make peace in their church: which gave me both ſubjet and opportunity to re- 
commend the ſame, as pleaſing to Gop, agreeable to his majeſty (who had done, as [ 


remembered unto them, many good offices to prevent theſe inconveniences), and neceſ- 
{ary for the preſervation of their ſtate. With his excellency I have had ſpeech during 
this debate, and gave him the beſt comfort I could in ſupporting a good cauſe, which 
was found needful againſt ſo ſtrong oppoſition. What will be the iſſue of this buſineſs 


is hard to conjecture, both parties remaining ſtill violent, and each of them animated 


by daily letters and meflengers from all the other towns of Holland ; z to Which the pro- 


TCeedings here will ſet the law. 


The Brill at the ſame time was in the like diſorder; and with ſome more violence: 
but there is a ſurceance until their aſſembly. It was happily foreſeen and well pre- 


- vented, that the contra-remonſtrants might not have their elders and deacons apart 


(though there is no advantage to be wiſhed to their adverſe party) in that ſo abſolute a 
ſeparation would have made the two factions irreconcilable, and no end to be hoped 
for without the ſuppreſſion of one of the factions, whereof here.) is yet much Range: - 


I here take the relation out of my ſecretary” 8 hand, to advertiſe at large, and 
with more freedom, the ſtate of this buſineſs, to the end, that his majeſty being made 
acquainted therewith, I may from time to time give your honour- notice of the ſuc- 
ceſſes, without breeding new trouble by an unneceſſary repetition... Yet to ſet down 
a preſent ſtate of the queſtion betwixt theſe factions is very hard, they having changed 
the ſame often, and the worſe cauſe having the better patrons. Litigando jus acqui- 
ritur ; the advantage reſting on the remonſtrants fide by yielding to authority of the 
ſuperiors, and againſt the contra-remonſtrants for oppoſing the ſame; which finally is 
brought by artifice and tract of time to be the diſpute: and by this means I know 


many grave and diſcreet perſons amongſt them (I will name your honour's friend, the 


treaſurer DE BYE, for example) who, being beaten by long and continual aſſault from 
the firſt ground, and viewing only the preſent face of the buſineſs, ſhew themſelves 
directly ee and violent againſt that party, with wen they otherwiſe concur in 


opinion. 


The original cauſe of this W is eaſily 1 to be Arminianiſm: the effects 
will be faction in the ſtate, and ſchiſm in the church, if it be not ſpeedily, even at this 


preſent aſſembly, prevented, 


The 
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Ihe factions begin to divide themſelves betwixt his excellency and monſ. BRN E- 
VELT, as heads, who join to this preſent difference their antient quarrels; and the 
ſchiſm reſts actually between UTEnBoGARD and Rostvs, whoſe private emulation and 
envy (both being much applauded and followed) doth no good towards the public pa- 
cification. | „ 3 20 4 a | | | 

The provinces are thus divided; Zealand, Frieſland, and Groningen, are abſolutely 
for the contra-remonſtrants ; Utrecht as abſolutely, and that province only, intire for 
the remonſtrants. Guelderland and Overyflel divided ; but the two thirds for the 
contra-remonſtrants. Holland likewiſe divided; but the two thirds for the remon- 
ſtrants; yet in the towns where the magiſtrates ſtand that way affected, or by practice 
are gained, the people for the moſt part are oppoſite, as in Dort, Leyden, Harlem, 
Alcmaer, the Brill, and others. Rotterdam, both magiſtrates and people (a ſmall 
number only excepted) are remonſtrants, and the greater part (as I ſaid) here of the 
Hague; againſt which are Amſterdam, Enchuyſen, Edam and Parmeran abſolutely on 
the contrary part: and the villages, as well of Holland as the other provinces, univer- 
ſally for the contra-remonſtrants. =, | | 


If I ſhould now enter into the diſcourſes and rumours of theſe free-ſpoken people 
upon this ſubject, I ſhould never end, they gong ſo far, both on the one fide and en 
the other, to lay to the charge of the adverſe party a deſign to change the govern- 
ment; the remonſtrants imputing to his excellency Leiceſtrana conſilia, as they ſtile 
them; and the contra-remonſtrants to monſ. BARNEVELT and his party, the bringing 
in of popery. For my part, I cannot wade fo far in my conjectures, but think his 
_ excellency's aim to be, beſides, the maintenance of the common cauſe of religion, ra- 
ther ad deſtructionem than edificationem, in oppoſition to monſ. BARxEVELT's authority, 
which he hath long practiſed with much diligence to encreaſe by introducing theſe 
new opinions, and creating magiſtrates in all places that way affected, and excluſion 
of others; which I think to be his greateſt ſcope. Yet this may be noted in con- 
firmation of the vulgar opinion, that thoſe places, where popery is moſt frequent, 
as Utrecht for a province, and Rotterdam for a town, the remonſtrants are abſolute, 
and generally the papiſts hold with that faction. Some conjecture (and this is his 
excellency's. opinion) that all this is done by monſ. BaxneveLT by way of prepara- 
tive againſt the'time, when the renewing of the truce, or changing it to a peace, ſhall 
be brought into treaty, wherein it being likely the king of Spain will inſiſt upon mi- 
tigation of the firſt article concerning the ſovereignty of this government, and upon 
toleration of popiſh religion in theſe provinces, the oppoſition to both which will only 
grow by the proteſtant party, he intends to prevent this difficulty by ſuppreſſing that 


faction. 


I cannot omit a popular vanity of prognoſticating change upon the coming here on 
ſhore of three whales 60 feet or thereabouts in length, and 3o in compaſs ; whereof two 
of them being ſtranded upon the Brill iſland, and one here by Scheveling, in the very 
places and * 5 time of theſe tumults, they cauſe the more ſurprize; the rather be- 
cauſe it is remembered, that at the firſt breaking out of theſe country wars, there 
were two of the like bigneſs driven on ſhore in the river of Schelde below Antwerp, 
and at the framing of the truce one here 1 Holland. But theſe are effects 5 the 
ws 4 long 
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long and continual ſtorms we have had here at the Weſt, which have cauſed likewiſe 
many wrecks upon this coaſt. 8 | 


The ſtates of Holland are atready arrived; and have theit firſt meeting to-morrow, 
I ſhall make uſe of that liberty his majeſty gives for the tranſport of arms, as ny 
be beſt for their ſervice whom it concerns, and will ſpeedily procure thoſe your ho- 
nour writes for by your letters of the 3 iſt of the laft, for the ſervice of. my lord 
CHANDOS. 1 ELL 9 


The duke of Boũillon employs both his friends credit and purſes likewiſe for 
proviſion of arms from hence : and I hear of a levy of horſe making here in theſe 
* and the lower parts of Germany, to the number of 2000, for the ſervice of 


the princes in France. 


The baron D*Oyoss of Guelderland, who hath been formerly in their ſervice, doth 


. undertake for a great part of theſe horſe, being aſſiſted with private loans of perſons 
which are here affected to that party. Thus I bumbly take leave, &c.

here followed in their high court of Juſtice betwixt him and the Chartreux, till, the 
matter being brought to ſentence, the Chartreux, by interceſhon of the French king, 
have a ſuſpenſion thereof for the ſpace of a year. Cum Deus wnus obeſt, fert Deus alter 
opem; and the hope he hath, that a letter of recommendation of his majeſty may 
ſet him again rectum in curid, hath made him take a reſolution to go into England; and

By a diſpatch of the 14th of this prefent (which I ſent by Johxsox the poſt) I ad- 
yertiſed your honour at large in two ſeveral letters of the occurrents of theſe parts; 
and therewith ſent a copy of my ſecond propoſition, which J made the day before in 
the aflembly of the ſlates general, touching the buſineſs of Cleves and Juliers, by con-

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formity. to your honour's letters of the 3oth of the laſt. The anſwer whereunto was de- 
ferred until yeſterday, and then brought me only by word of mouth from the ſtates by 
monſ. Ma6nus of Zealand, and of Utrecht, and was to this effect, that 
the ſtates having ſent my former propoſition of the 3d of December to their ſeveral 
provinces, from which the latter did little differ in ſubſtance, fave only in reſpe& of 
the time for the reſtitution of the towns, which was prolonged to the ſpace of a 


month, all they could do, according to the conſtitution of their government, was to 


ſend this my ſecond propoſition likewiſe into their provinces, which they had done 
the day after I had made the ſame: and until they receive more expreſs order from 


their principals, they were to reſt upon their former anfwer, wherein they declared 


their good intentions to accommodate this buſineſs, ſo it might be with ſafety to them- 
ſelves, and ſatisfaction of their neighbours: and herein they were to expect the reſo- 


tation of the elector of Brandenburg, from whom the time did not yet ferve to know 


his mind. Mean while they humbly beſeech his majeſty to make a g Ne.

I was the day before with monſ. BARNEVELT (who is preſident this week) to ſolicit 
their anſwer, who excufed himſelf upon the ſmallneſs of their number ; many of the 
ſtates being abſent, and of two provinces all the deputies ; ſo as to give a determinate 
reſolution, according as was required, they could not; and to make anſwer in general 
terms, ſince his majeſty reſted not ſatisfed with the former, he doubted another of the 


ſame kind would leſs pleaſe him: fo as it ſegms this meſſage, in Place of an anſwer in 


writing, proceeded from his counſe. 


By diſcourſe both with him and thoſe which came unto me, upon this ſubject, I 
find their diffidence of the purpoſe of the Spaniard rather increafed than otherwiſe, 
upon the news of levies intended on the archdukes fide to the number of 9ooo foot, 
and 1000 er 1200 horſe: and their delay is taking a determinate reſolution no 


way diſſuaded, but rather counſelled by all other princes, who have intereſt in this 


buſineſs, their embaſſador at Paris having advertiſed them by reiterated letters, that 
don PEDRO DI SARMIENT O's offer to his majeſty, touching the execution of the treaty 


of Zanten, is abſolutely diſavowed by both the kings of France and Spain: and 


this French embaſſador, monſ. pv Mavkitr, having made it appear unto them, that 
at Bruſſels they have the ſame conceit of it, as a thing done without authority. Be- 


fides, the princes of the union have written lately expreſs letters to the ſtates, wherein 


they perſuade them to extraordinary vigilancy upon the Spaniards, and particularly 
upon this buſineſs of Cleves and juliers; the tranſlated copy of which letter 1 ſend 
your honour herewith ; and the prince of Brandenburg being young himſelf, and 
having his council divided in opinions, doth nothing abſolutely without reference to 
this ſtate. And here when I put them in mind, how they themſelves were the au- 


thors and framers of the treaty of Zanten, they ſtick not to ſay plainly, tempora . 
tantur & nos; ſo as I am daily more and more confirmed in my former opinion, 


that there is no way left to accommodate this buſineſs but by a private agreement be- 

twixt the princes pretendents, which is {till endeavoured by their miniſters: but Sr ic- 
entus, the agent of Brandenburg, being abſent at Cleves, I do not hear how this ne- 
Sotiation proceeds. e m 
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Amongſt other particularities, which paſſed in diſcourſe betwixt monſ. Mo xus and 
myſelf, I inſiſting upon reſtitution cf the towns, as the means to prevent an imminent 


war upon this quarrel ; he aſked, to whom they ſhould reſtore them, unleſs the princes 
were agreed; and that they might know which of the princes ſhould receive them, 


and whom they ſhould have for their neighbours. Whereby it appears this courſe will 


on this ſide remove all difficulties, 


It is advertiſed hither by monſ. LANGERAck, the ſtates embaſſador at Paris, that 
the apprehenſion they had in that court, to have this buſineſs: ended without the 
French king's intervention, cauſed monſ. DpE RErucEs to be ſummoned: to make 
another journey expreſsly hither, in regard he had formerly the managing thereof, 
notwithſtanding that monſ. DE LA Noük was already named for this extraordinary 


_ embaſſy. But Rervcss excuſing himſelf upon his indiſpoſition, ſent all his memo- 


rials of what paſſed, when he was here, in the treaty of Zanten, with his private 
opinion upon the whole matter, to ſerve as an information to LA Nous. By other 


letters of the 28th of the laſt, monſ. LancGzrack hath given this ſtate many impor- 


tant advertiſements ; as firſt, that he hath obtained of the French king a continuance 
of the ſuccours of the three regiments of foot and two troops of horſe af that nation 


for one year longer, notwithſtanding the oppoſition of the Spaniſh and archdukes 


embaſſadors, who adviſed the recalling of them upon occaſion of the preſent troubles 
in France: That there is order and aſſignation given for 120,000 crowns towards 


the arrearages of their pay. That a reſolution is taken in that court, by the advice 


of the new counſellors, contrary to the opinion of the old, to proſecute the princes 
by war, and maintain the king's authority henceforward by force. That to this 
effect the king deſires the ſtates ſhould perform their promiſe of ſending towards the 


river of Bourdeaux five men of war. That he likewiſe requires of them (in conformity 


to the laſt treaties betwixt that crown and this ſtate) an aſſiſtance of men to the 


number of the French, which are here in ſervice, under ſome good commander : but the 


French themſelves the king will not have, for fear, when they ſhall come into France, 


of their revolting to the princes. That he demands free paſſage through theſe coun- 


tries down the Maeſe and the Rhine of 3ooo foldiers with their arms, which are levied 
by the count JoHN Giacomo BELIOVYSsA in Luykland, and thereabouts; and ſhipping 
to tranſport them into France. All theſe particulars were moved unto him (as he 
writes by the marſhal D'ANCRE: to which he adds, that the king is ſo much incenſed 
againſt the duke of BoviLLon for ſeeking to this ſtate for protection by thoſe letters 
whereof I advertiſed your honour in my laſt, that there is a reſolution taken to de- 


clare him criminel de leſe Majeſte. 


Thoſe grants are ſo ſcant, the continuance of the French troops in the ſervice of the 


| ſtates being but for a year only, and the payment of them arriving only to the tenth 
part of what is already due, that they here interpret them to proceed from the marſhal 


D*ANCRE, pour tenir (as they ſay) le bec en Peau and the demands are ſo large and 
extravagant, that they are thought iniquum petere, ut æquum ferant ; whereby on the 
one fide to keep this ſtate in devotion to the French king, and on the other to prevent 


the like requeſt of the princes: for there is ſmall appearance they will give paſſage to 


ſo many men through their country, armed and commanded by an Italian, who 
hath born arms againſt them, and is married into the archdukes country; and when 
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jt comes to queſtion of ſending forces of their own thither, it is like they will find 
as good excuſes for that point, as they have hitherto done for the ſending of the 
ſhips, now three months ſince promiſed, and till ſolicited. For howſoever the chief 
perſons here have been long particularly intereſted and engaged (as your honour BEES 
by near dependance on that crown, I find them of late very much alienated, in con- 
ſideration that it is ſo much governed by Spain, which in the end they apprehend will 
turn to the ruin of this ſtate. | 5 5 | 


In France they are jealous of this coldneſs, and have of tate expoſtulated the matter 
with monſ. LANGERACK, as if they here did incline to the princes, there being a 
bruit raiſed in Paris, that count MaukicE would go in perſon to their aſſiſtance: 


whereof the queen regent was very ſenſible: but I do not find here, that there was any 


ground for that report. 


Here hath been lately a fame ſpread and nouriſhed; by ſuch as deſire to weaken the 
correſpondency betwixt his majeſty and this ſtate, that his majeſty, is in near terms of 
matching our prince with Spain: which report is now the more credited by an advice 
out of Spain from a ſecret miniſter, this ſtate entertains there under colour of ſoli— 
citing merchants cauſes, that this match hath been there by order of the king of Spain 


debated in the inquiſition, and. judged neceſſary, in regard it would ſerve for intro- 


duction of popery into England. This I find to be the remora of my chief affairs with 
this ſtate, my preſſing the reſtitution of the towns in Cleves and Juliers being thought 
by many of the jealous people to hang of this thread, as a thing very acceptable 
and agreeable at this time to the king of Spain, and much advantageous in this preſent 
conjuncture to his affairs; and my inſiſting upon their ſending commiſſioners to his 
majeſty in the buſineſs of our merchants they apply the ſame way, as if the opinion, 
which two hold, be conceived of this embaſſage (that, howſoever merchants affairs 


were pretended, the chief intent were to play Davus in comedia), ſhould, according to 
the uſe of nitimur in vetitum, rather Kindle than quench the deſire of the Spaniard, and 


draw the match to a more ſpeedy concluſion. | 


At my laſt being with monſ. BaRxEVELT I did expoſtulate the ſtates delay of ſend- 
ing commiſſioners to his majeſty upon this occafion, as neither anſwerable to fir Noz. 


Canon's word and promiſe to his majeſty, nor to, which from his mouth I did ad- 


vertiſe your honour of, the ſtates inclination in general, and the reſolution in particular 
of this province of Holland. To which he anſwered me, that with much difficulty 


and oppoſition he had obtained the aſſent of Holland; and that now the matter reſted 
with Zealand: but he doubted, that his majeſty's reſtoring the old company of the 
- merchants would make a ſtay of any farther proceedings, as now leſs requiſite; 


howſoever that fir Nos. Caron hath written, that notwithſtanding this change, he 
thought the ſending of commiſſioners very neceſſary.

The queſtions here about religion reſt in the ſame ſtate as I advertifed your honour 


in my laſt, the aſſembly of Holland being ſeparated until the end of February, fila 
novo, when they are to meet again. Mean while a proviſional order is taken, that 
the contra-remonſtrants ſhall continue their preaching in our Engliſh church, which 
they have accommodated with ſcaffolds to make it more capable of _

There was much queſtion in this aſſembly, whether his excellency ſhould be preſent 
or not; but in the end he was called by the major part of voices, contrary to monſ. 

BARNEVELT's opinion; and his authority overſwayed the matter in favour of the 
contra- remonſtrants, for the continuance of their preaching, which it was propoſed 
to hinder by ſome violent courſes. By example of this place there is the like provi. 
ſional order taken for preaching at the Brill and Rotterdam; and certain of the 
burghers eſtabliſhed in Tergow, who were put from their trade and commerce for their 
expoſtulating with the magiſtrates upon the quarrel. 1 | 


I have been deſired by particular perſons well affected in this canſe, to procure à let. 
ter from his majeſty to his excellency, whereby to comfort and encourage him in his 
zeal for the maintenance of the true doctrine and the profeſſors thereof againſt theſe 
novelliſts and their opinions: which I muſt humbly refer to his majeſty's wiſdom, in 
caſe he judge this office neceſſary, whether it be fitter to have it done by meſſage or let- 
ter; the former of which will be of greater virtues, but the latter leſs ſubject to croſs 
* conſtructions of the Arminian faction, which your honour knows how potent it is here 
amongſt thoſe, who have chief rule in the ſtate. Thus I humbly take leave, &.

I here is nothing farther occurred in the buſineſs of Cleves and Juliers, which was 
the chief ſubject of my two laſt diſpatches of the 14th and 24th of the laſt, fave only, 
_ that the poor town and church of Weſel have preſented their requeſts to the ſtates 
and his excellency for their deliverance out of their preſent thraldom, and their hum- 
ble thanks to his majeſty for his princely endeavours in their favour ; which will beſt 
appear by their own letters to me; and therefore I ſend the original herewith to your 
honour. The ſtates and his excellency have made them -courteous anſwers; and I for 


their encouragement have aſſured them of his majeſty's perſeverance in this good 


The 29th of the laſt monſ. DE La Noüz had his firſt audience in the afſembly of 
the ſtates general, and two days after gave up his ſpeech in writing; whereof I ſend 
your honour a copy, as ſoon as I could poſhbly recover the ſame, in hope it may ar- 
rive in good hour to acquaint his majeſty of the baron Dt LA Tovr's errand before 
his audience, 1t being very likely, that theſe extraordinary embaſſadors, diſperſed at 
this preſent out of France through all Europe, are ſent to ſet the ſelf-ſame gloſs 
upon the affairs of th:t kingdom; this being in effect a diſculpa of the queen regent 
for the government, both during the time of the king's minority and fince.

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I have ſeen a copy of an affociation amongſt the princes in France, which was 
ſhewed me by a chief confident of theirs in this town: the ſubject whereof is a com- 
bining themſelves by folemn oath to take arms for the hberty of the king and king- 


dom againſt the tutele and oppreſſion of ſtrangers; and the arguments in all matters of 
moment oppoſite to this embaſſador's apology. 


How the ſtates here reſt pagati with theſe fair words and no money (for as yet, 
notwithſtanding what lately paſſed betwixt the marſhal d' AxcRER and monſ. LAN E- 
RACK, nothing appeared) your honour can eafily conjecture. The Venetian reſident, 
SoklAx, hath letters at this preſent from Par Avix, the agent of that ſtate with the 
Griſons, wherein it is advertiſed, that the French embaſſador with that people, GA - 
FIER, did ever covertly, and now openly, oppoſe the league betwixt the Venetians 
and the Griſons, notwithſtanding the expreſs letters, which were obtained from the king 
by Orraviax Don at Paris, for the furtherance thereof, and this embaſſador putting 
that act au lin de conte amongſt the ſtrict obſervances of "the antient alliances of that 
crown. I find his majeſty thrice mentioned in this ſpeech ; firſt, as an approver of 
the match betwixt France and Spain; next, as a ſuitor at this preſent to Spain for the 
like alliance, and that avec paſji ion: laſtly, as if he had lent a deaf ear to the much 
with France, which was (as is there ſaid) on that ſide ardemment deſire. 


The reſt I account obs reipublice ; but cannot ſo let paſs the ſecond point, which 


concerns his majeſty, there being nothing more prejudicial to the good correſponJence 
betwixt his majeſty and this ſtate, than the þelief of matching our prince with Spain; 
which, I advertiſed your honour in my laſt, was no {mall croſs to my negotiations 
with this ſtate : and it being likely to take greater impreſſion by this embaſſador's ſo 
_ conſtant aſſeveration, I ſhall be glad to remove the fame upon better warrantiſe 


_ my private opinion only, in caſe it 10 agree with his majeſty's pleaſure and 
ervice. 


I find they have laid by the purpoſe of Gnding commiſſioners to his e touch- 
ug the merchants affairs; which the more 1 ſtir in, the greater are their croſs. con-

in readineſs for that king's ſervice, which puts Hamburgh and Lubeck into much

There being here lately made a Joan to the king of Swede het ae a for 


a payment to the king of Denmark in conformity to the articles of peace betwixt 
thoſe kings, the money came ſhort at the day appointed to Hamburg; yet the ſame 
_ otherwiſe provided by the King of Swede, and paid to Denmark, this money of 
the ſtates was there received to the king of Swede's uſe, for which he is bound, as well

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for the pricipal as the intereſt, to give ſatisfaction to this ſtate in copper, a commodity 
wherein his country abounds. 


| That king hath given order for a levy of 2000 men in theſe provinces, ſome part of 
1 which he deſires to have ſea-faring men for his ſhips; and to this effect hath remitted 
hither to his embaſſador 40, ooo dollars. 


M | Here is arrived a gentleman from the count de Leveſtin, a German, to defire 
paſſage of the ſtates through theſe provinces for 3000 of his nation for the ſervice of 
the Venetians, as likewiſe to ſuffer him to hire ſhipping at Amſterdam for their tranſ- 
port by ſea ; which if he can obtain, he intends to have his men in readineſs to imbark 
by April net.

| The levy, which was made by count Joan ExnzsT of Naſſaw, and hath been im- 
barked ever ſince November laſt, remains ſtill wind-bound in the haven, by reaſon of 
a4 a conſtant and ſtiff gale betwixt the Eaſt and South; which hath held in. that quarter 
for theſe three months paſt, and ſo ſtill continues, having brought us up another whale 
fiſh at Catwick, and one in Frieſland, ſo as now thoſe monſters ceaſe to be wonders; 
yet they are thought to prognoſtique both famine and plague in this country, though 
they are rather part of the effects of this unſeaſonable time, than the cauſe of the 
conſequences, the failing of their wonted froſts at this time being contrary both to the 
health of their bodies, and fertility of their land. „ = 


Of one of theſe we begin to feel the ſmart already, the plague being entered into 
four houſes here in the Hague ; which is more neglected than belongs to ſo great a 
danger. Of the other the ſtates are careful and provident, having recalled many ſhips 
from the Texel by public order, which have there long lain wind-bound laden with 
corn. 5 1 e 5 


Here happened at the Brill on Friday laſt ſome ſmall tumult about theſe differences 

in religion, the magiſtrates having, contrary to an order of the provincial council (which 
had ſuſpended all proceedings, as well there, as in this town and other places, un- 
til the next aſſembly of the ſtates of Holland) made ſearch for a preacher of the contra- 
remonſtrants; and to this purpoſe put both the burghers and garriſon in arms; but 
miſſing to find him, the complaint came the next day to this town, where both parties 
found their patrons, his excellency blaming the captains and officers with ſharp terms 
for going into arms without his or the ſtates order; and monſ. BARXEvEL T main- 
raining they did but their duties; the garriſons (as he ſaid) being placed in the towns 
for the ſervice of the land, and therefore were to be commanded, according to occa-

Upon this queſtion depends the deciſion of the cauſe ; for the magiſtrates being in 
moſt places on the remonſtrants fide, if they may diſpoſe of the garriſons, they will 
ſoon bring the country to obedience. On the other fide, if the garriſons may not ſtir 
but by commandment of his excellency and the ſtates, the contra-remonſtrants (who 
exceed the other in number) will bave the advantage. 2 l

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It is very conſiderable in this queſtion, that the magiſtrates of moſt of the frontier 
towns (if not all) by the induſtry and practice of the chief here in government, are 
remonſtrants; the remonſtrants for the moſt part Arminians; and the Arminians, if 
not (as they are ſuſpected) inclining to popery, yet in caſe matters come to the extre- 


mity (as often it falls out in popular: tumults) to call in foreign allſance, it is eaſily 
ſeen to whom that faction muſt have recourſe. 


GroT1vs hath been dealing ſince, the laſt aſſembly with * contra · remonſtrants of 
Rotterdam, ſeeking to bring them to treaty; but they anſwer they. can do nothing

twixt two preachers of the two factions, wherein the contra-remonſtrant prevailed, but 
is ſilenced for hereafter upon penalty by the magiſtrates.

DE LA 
Noün's firſt propofition, which was the ceremonious part; and herewith goeth his 
ſecond, which is the ſubſtance of his embaſſage. Herem your honour will obſerve, on 
the one fide, a demand of ſuccours for the French king; and, on the other, a pre- 
vention either of aſſiſtance or interceffion in favour of the princes. To which he can 
yet procure no anſwer, though he do earneſtly ſolicit the ſame ; all the provinces, 
Holland only excepted, lending a deaf ear to his inſtance; and in Holland what the 
effects, will rather be by the means of ſuch, as are particular devots. of that crown, 
than by the publick inclination ; which notwithſtanding” is drawn many times by arti- 
fie to reſolutions contrary to the minds of the generality.

By fir Nokl Carox's laſt letters to the ſtates general they had large advertiſements 
of many particulars, which had newly paſſed betwixt his majeſty and him at an audi- 
ence; and amongſt others, that his majeſty, reſting no ways ſatisfied with the preſent 
government of affairs in France, defired, that the ſtates, either by an' expreſs em- 
baſſador, or by their reſident at Paris, would concur in a neceſſary office with his 
miniſters to the rectifying of the preſent diforders in that kingdom; of which having 
knowledge, I laid hold upon another occaſion to found moni. BaxntverT, how he 
ſtood affected this way; but found him very averſe: And though he be ſenfible enough 
of the preſent miſgovernment in that ſtate, and of the conſequence thereof to this, 
yet it appears by many arguments, that he for his particular 1s reſolved to run a courſe 
with the queen regent, and thoſe who have the preſent managing of affairs in that 
kingdom, and to diſpoſe this ſtate the ſame way, as much as lies in his power. 


His declaring himſelf ſo openly, and perſiſting ſo peremptorily in this reſolution, 
notwithſtanding all reaſon, which in this preſent conjuncture is alledged to the contrary, 
cauſeth men to ſearch more deeply into his defigns : And here be, that call to mind 
| how the preſident JE AxxIN at his return from thoſe parts into France, after the fram- 
ing of the truce, related, that he had the word and promiſe of the chief here in go- 
vernment, that in ſhort time the free profeſſion of popery ſhould be tolerated in this 
ſtate ; and hereupon infer, that his protecting the Arminians with ſo much heat and 
paſſion hath aſpect this way, as if he would effect that by degrees, which he could 
not attain unto tout d'un coup. The authority, which he ſo ſtrongly contends for in 
theſe queſtions of religion, gives greater ſubje&t for this ſuſpicion ; it reſting in his

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On Saturday laſt, in conſideration. of the tumults lately happened at Aniſterdam,

quarrel, that a moderate courſe now. newly. eſtabliſhed in Guelderland, and publiſhed 
in print (whereof I ſend your honour a tranſlated copy), might be here received in 


Holland: but to that ill conſtitution, is this province grown by theſe diſtempers, that 
it can neither ſuffer the diſeaſe nor the remtdy. e ² 


I have had long ſpeech this laſt week, both with his excelleuey and monſ. Ban- 


NEVELT, upon occaſion of theſe accidents. With his excellency I had formerly 


ſpoken upon the ſame ſubject, and found him at both times, and fo left him, very 
well edified in the buſineſs for the ſupport of the better cauſe ; and yet well diſpoſed to 
that moderation, as, without prejudice to the true religion, might tend to the prevent- 
ing of diſunion to the ſtate, of which he is very apprehenſive. | ; 


To monſ. BARNEvErT I ſaid, that howſoe ver I came inſtructed from his majeſty, 
when I had the honour laſt to kiſs his hands, to omit no fit occaſions, which might 
reconcile theſe differences, his majeſty in his ' princely wiſdom foreſeeing, that they 
were rather covered for a time than quite quenched; yet I had forborn of late any 
whit to ſhew myſelf herein, finding amongſt ſome in this place a croſs conſtruction 
made of his majeſty's good intentions, as if he ſought to put ſicam in alienam meſſem. 
But now ſeeing the matter grow to extremity, I could no longer upon nice reſpects 
torbear this neceſſary duty, offering myſelf hereupon as a miniſter of that prince, 
whoſe confederation with this ſtate was chiefly ſtrengthened by the bond of religion, 
to do thoſe friendly offices, which betwixt ſuch, as are parties in this difference, may 
be required of a third for the peace of their church.

He acknowledged in anſwer the obligation of the ſtate for his majeſty's continual care

them many ſects and religions: that of theſe la plus ſaine (as he ſaid) & plus riche par-

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tie was the papiſts: that the proteſtant was not the third of the inhabitants; and theſe 
he divided into puritans and double puritans (for ſo he ſaid we held them in Eng- 
land:) that theſe remaining thus ſeparated, the papiſts would be the ſtronger : that 
to prevent this inconvenience, the ſtates did endeavour to ſettle and eſtabliſh ſome 


certain form of government in the church; which being compoſed of divers perſe- 


cuted churches, ſuch as in the beginning of the wars had their refuge hither, that, 
which during the wars could not ſo well be done, they now thought ſeaſonable for a 
time of truce; and therefore would ſhew their authority in preventing the ſchiſm of 
the church, which would follow the ſeparation- of thoſe they call remonſtrants and 
contra-remonſtrants. | 


I told him hereupon, how I underſtood the ſtate of the cauſe ; and firſt let him 


know, that thoſe, who are termed Puritans in England, cannot be fo called here; 


they being there ſo eſteemed, becauſe they oppoſe the received and ſettled church- 


government. But here their church conſiſts only of ſuch, who may be as well ſtiled 
good proteſtants as thoſe in France, or other reformed churches ; and theſe we account 


to concur with our church in profeſſion ; the difference of cuſtoms and ceremonies in 
ſeveral provinces' making no cifference in the ſtate of religion. Touching the go- 
vernment they would now-eftabliſh in their church, if it tended to the prevention of ſe- 
paration and ſchiſm, I ſaid they ſhould have begun to exerciſe the fame, when An- 
MINIUs began the firſt ſeparation by introducing new opinions. Now the queſtion 
being, whether thoſe, who out of ſerupuloſity of conſcience cannot communicate with 
the Arminians (whom they call remonſtrants) ſhould have their preachings (according 
as they deſire) apart, or be ſilenced, the uſing authority in upholding the Arminians, 
and ſuppreſſing their oppoſites, would ſeem a novelty in this ſtate, and cauſe the law- 
fulneſs of this authority to be diſputed, as in effect it is. I wiſht him hereupon not 


to ſtrain it too far until it were better ſettled ; and then in ſuch differences as theſe, 


but now chiefly, to have recourſe to the uſual remedies exerciſed in all churches of 
provincial or national ſynods. — — 1 e 


He would no ways yield, that Agminivs was the firſt, that brought in theſe di- 


putes: but I maintained unto - him, that he was the firſt, that did openly profeſs them 


in theſe parts: for proof whereof I ſaid, thoſe of his opinion were denominated by 
him. I concluded with him, that things were grown too far to be now diſputed 


in theſi, ſince that hitherto they had argued pro aris, but now they began to fight pro focis. 
Wherefore preſent remedies muſt be applied to deſperate diſeaſes; wherein I renewed 


the offer of my beſt ſervice. 


The thanks he gave me were accompanied with this circumſtance, that, according 
to occaſions, the ſtate muſt likewiſe make uſe of meſſieurs DOE La Noũg and pu Mav- 
RIER, both zealous profeſſors (as he ſaid) of the religion: but of both theſe I mult let 
your honour know here is prejudice ; La Nou having ſubſcribed in the late aſſembly of 


the ſtates in France to the council of Trent, and pu Mavk1ER having declared him- 
ſelf partial on the Arminian fide ; ſo as his mention of theſe I take as a prevention 


not to have any ſtrange princes, or their miniſters, intereſt themſelves in their affairs: 
for ſuch aſſurance and confidence doth he retain, notwithſtanding theſe imminent 
dangers, that to one, who offered the like in behalf of the prince Palatine, he anſwered,

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that this ſtate ſhould neither climb mountains, nor croſs ſeas for that, as belongs 
to goverment. | 


I have, as matters fall to my pen, entertained your honour long on this ſubject, con- 
ceiving it will not be diſagreeable to his majeſty to be acquainted with all circumſtances. 
What this new aſſembly of the ſtates of Holland (which began on Friday laſt) will pro- 
duce, I will advertiſe with all diligence. .

My lord, TE 
His majeſty hath ſpared ſo much time from his more ſerious occupations, that he 
hath been pleaſed to read your laſt letter of the 14th of the laſt month, from the be- 
ginning to the end: and although many years fince, when Voxsrivs firſt was 
brought into Holland to be public profeſſor of divinity at Leyden. he did foreſee the 
miſeries which would enſue, to the danger and diſhonour of that ſtate, by the ſchiſms, 
which then were riſing in the moſt eminent towns in. Holland; yet he had well hoped, 
that the providence of the: governors, who fit at the ſtern of that commonwealth, 
could have been ſo watchful not to have ſuffered the ſparks of diſſenſion to break forth, 
to their ſhame and diſgrace, into an open combuſtion. I know well the ſtate of this 
cauſe, wherein if God's providence had not protected me, and the: gracious aſſiſtance 
of the king my maſter, I had ſuffered ſhipwreck of misfortunes and reputation.. I 
have been acquainted with the: humours of thoſe great ones, who have been the anti- 
ſignani of the new-fangled doctrine preached. and publiſhed in theſe parts. I can- 
not deny, but that univerſal grace is a plauſible learning to fleſh and blood.

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His majeſty is of opinion, that the contra-remonſtrants, which profeſs the antient and 
received doctrine acknowledged by an unanime conſent of all the reformed churches, 
ſhould not give place to the factious opinions of VorsTiUs and ARMIxIVs, againſt 
which the more ſtrongly they ſhall oppoſe, the more honour they ſhall gain; and ſhall 
alſo more clearly manifeſt to the world, as well the truth of their profeſſion, as their 
zeal for advancement of religion. But if they ſhall become ſubordinate to their adver- 
ſaries, whoſe malice hath neither brim nor bottom, and whoſe inſolency is inſupportable; 
what can they expect in lieu of remedy and relief, but ſcorn and contempt; and at the 
end not only they themſelves in perſon, but the doctrine they profeſs, to be chaſed out 
of thoſe provinces? You are ſur les lieus, and therefore are beſt able to adviſe what 


is to be done for the honour of his majeſty and the maintenance of religion. And you 


remember the preciſe inſtructions you received from his majeſty, by your painful and 
induſtrious endeavours, to give all countenance to the common cauſe. And as occaſion 
ſhall be miniſtered, if not upon expreſs purpoſe, yet aliud agendo, you may peaceably 
treat with monſ. BARNEVELT, whoſe conſcience muſt tell him, if he would have been 
but an indifferent judge, and not have made himſelf the patron of the party, theſe

You underſtand how the new company for dying and dreſſing is diſſolved, and that 
the old company of Merchant-adventurers have aſſumed that charge upon them;

Your honour will obſerve, that whereas in the latter propoſition, there was a pre- 
occupation of the ſtates intereſting themſelves in the cauſe of the princes, by way of 
mediation with the king; in the anſwer to that point, the ſtates are careful not to bind 


their own hands; but to preſerve their liberty, according as by the princes themſelves, 


or by ſuch others as favour their cauſe, they. ſhall be required, adding a word of 
advice, rather to proceed in thoſe affairs by way of friendly accommodation than of 


extreme rigour. 7 


The diſputes in the aſſembly of the ſtates of Holland are earneſt in the differences 
about religion; and nothing hitherto concluded, the chief of the remonſtrants uſing 
their wonted practice to play alla ſtracca, whereby to have the advantage both of 


the time and the impatience of their adverſe party. But if they part once more re 


infectd, theſe next Faſter holydays cannot paſs without notable diſorders in their chief 
towns, there having been in Amſterdam, nowithſtanding very diligent watch, which 


is there continued both night and day, divers fires kindled, ſome - caſually, and ſome 


of malice, as is thought; and in ſome parts of the town have been found bags of 


oun-powder with matches faſtened unto them, for ſome fuch miſchievous intent.

The excuſe made in the latter, for the delay of anſwering until the aſſembly of the 
ſtates were complete, gave me ſubje& to viſit monſ. BARNEVELT, and to require 
of him an anſwer to my propoſitions in the buſineſs of Cleves and Juliers, which was 
protracted upon the ſame reaſon: at which time I defired to know of him likewiſe, 
what was the ſtates reſolution touching the ſending of deputies to his majeſty about 
the differences betwixt our merchants ; becauſe, as I told him, the change of the 
company of our Merchant-adventurers at home did no ways change the condition of 
our trade in our foreign parts. He being preſident at the ſame time, propoſed on 
Sunday laſt theſe two points in the aſſembly of the ſtates general, with ſome other 
particular affairs concerning his majeſty's ſubjects, both ſoldiers and merchants : to 
all which I had a verbal anſwer ſent me by their ſecretary AERSSE NS the day fol- 
lowing. Touching the firſt, that howſoever all the ſtates were now preſent, ſome of 
them had as yet no order from their principals, there having been no aſſembly in their 
particular province ſince I made my propoſitions, as it is true indeed for Guelder- 
land and Overyſſel, where they aſſemble this next week. For the ſecond, that his 

majeſty's journey into Scotland was a hindrance to that, which was otherwiſe their in- 
tention. In other affairs I cannot complain of their anſwers; only a poor Scottiſh 
merchant, CARMICHAEL, touching whom I received your honour's letters of the 2d 
of the laſt, finds ſmall fruits of his long attendance, and the belt affiſtance I can give

he ſtates at my requeſt have given licenſe to STEPHEN GERRITs, merchant of

There is liberty granted by the ſtates to the count LEVIS TIx to hire ſhipping and 
all other proviſions at Amſterdam for the tranſport of his men to Venice: but he is to 
imbark them at Embden, without paſſing through theſe provinces. 


Here is arrived the ſenator Moxrhoxk from the duke of Savoy without title of 
embaſſador, or other qualification. He had audience of the ſtates general the 14th 
of this preſert, wherein he demanded (upon thoſe reaſons which your honour will ſee 

in the copy of his propoſition) a ſuccour for his maſter of 4000 foot, and 400 horſe, 
and a quantity of munition of all ſorts, with ſome pieces of artillery, preſſing herein 
expedition, becauſe he defires to return into Germany (from whence he now comes) 
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to be preſent at the afſembly of the princes of the union, which will be the 25th of 
this preſent. Yet if he have no reſolute anſwer at the preſent, he purpoſeth to go 
that journey, and return hither again. I have fignified unto him the charge I have 
from his majeſty by your honour's laſt letters, to give him my beſt aſliſtance ; 
whereof I ſhall not fail, though there is ſmall hope of obtaining ſatisfaction in ſo high

The duke of Boürl Lox hath written again to the ſtates for ſuccours, and is recom- 
| mended by the prince Palatine ; the copy of which letters I ſend your honour. They 
came accompanied with a packet of letters intercepted near Paris ; whereof I ſhall be 


able to give your honour a more particular account within two or three days. So for 


this preſent I humbly take leave. 


P. S. I have at the cloſing of theſe received your honour's letters of the firſt of this 
preſent ; to which I ſhall not fail ſpeedily to return anſwer by the ſame bearer.

I write theſe by expreſs order from his majeſty ; and therefore you ſhall firſt under- 


ſtand, that his majeſty, not without cauſe, hath reaſon to complain of the froward pro 


ceeding of the ſtates, who engaged, by the yromiſe of their embaſſador ſolemnly made 
both to himſelf, and to ſome of his principal miniſters, to ſend over commiſſioners into 
England to treat and compound the differences now in 2 between our merchants 
and theirs, ſhould now palinodiam canere, and hold it ſufficient to make a ſhew to per- 


form that which never was intended, or to lay the fault upon the remote and upland 
provinces; when as only Holland and Zealand are intereſted therein, for the continuance 


of commerce, and ad vancement of their trade. | 


This you may repreſent to monſ, BARXEvELTT, and to any other of the ſtates, as 

occaſion ſhall be miniſtered : And you need not to be dainty to let them know, that 
this kind of proceeding doth argue a coldneſs and reſpectleſs care in them to conſerve 
and maintain the antient amity and alliance, which long hath been continued betwixt 
his majeſty's crowns and their provinces. And this I will be bold to add, that if ſome 
of them who now hold part in the managing of his 1 affairs had carried them- 
ſelves with the like indifferency and inſenſible careleſſneſs, the old merchants at this 
time had not been reſtored, much leſs re-eſtabliſhed in the town of Middleburg. 


Ja that point of your laſt letters, wherein you require to underſtand what language 
you are to hold concerning his majeſty's purpoſe and reſolution to treat a marriage 


between the prince his ſon and the ſecond daughter of Spain: Firſt, you may ſpeak 
with confidence, that his majeſty, directly nor indirectly, by himſelf nor by his mi- 
niſters, did never ſeek to make that match; much leſs did never ſeek it with paſſion, 
as the embaſſador of France hath aſſumed the liberty faſely to affirm., True it is, 


that the embaſſador of Spain here reſident hath often made that overture; .wherennto 
though his majeſty, in reaſon of ſtate, hath not held it convenient to lend a deaf ear, 
yet he hath proceeded therein plumbers — wherein he is ſo little advanced, that 


as 
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as yet it neither hath been imparted to his council, neither had my lard Roſſe, who 
extraordinarily was ſent into Spain, either charge to ſpeak in it, or inſtruction to re. 
turn any anſwer, if that matter ſhould be propounded unto him, either of purpoſe, or 
by chance; and nothing can be more uncertam than what will be the iſſue of this ne- 

otiation. But this in his majeſty's name you have charge to aſſure the ſtates, that 
if he in his princely wiſdom and judgment ſhall hold it neceffary to go forward in this 
treaty, from time to time he will acquaint them with all the particular paſſages of his 
proceedings: Neither will he determine or conclude any thing without their privity, 
counſel, and advice; for his majeſty's purpoſe is to deal clearly with all his friends 
and allies, to let them know the ſtate of the cauſe, and the reaſons, which may move 
him to hearken to this match. He likewiſe will haye patience to hear all exceptions, 
which may be alledged againſt this treaty, wherein he will ſhew himſelf ſo impartial 
and indifferent a judge, that he will be willing to ſubmit his pretenſions to be weighed 
in the balance of reaſon, And if it ſhall be found, that the match ſhall bring with it 
either prejudice to the religion we now profeſs, and weaken in any fort the alliances 
his majeſty holdeth, either with the ſtates of the United Provinces, or the princes of 
the union, or the body of the religion in France, his majeſty profeſſeth, though with 
good-manners he cannot reject the treaty, yet he will forbear ever to conclude it.

A third point there is, wherein you defire ſome directions. With theſe you ſhall 
receive a letter to the count MauRics, and withal the copy thereof.

BARNEVELT, how and in what manner they purpoſe to carry 
themſelves in the troubles of France; whether they will be orig ſpeftatores, as the 
baron DV Tov doth adviſe his majeſty ſhould be; or whether they will declare with 
force againſt the princes, as monſ. DE LA Nove hath exhorted ; or whether they will 
not take the middle courſe : to which his majeſty doth ſeem to incline ; that is, by 
entremiſe and intervention to endeavour to pacify and oppoſe theſe rroubles, and by a 
friendly mediation to re-unite the princes to the king, and by good counſel and advice

The Baron po Tov is 
now going away. In ſum this was his meſſage, to juſtify the preſent government of that 
ſtate, and to perſuade the king, as before I have ſaid, not to intermeddle in favour 
of the princes. In the firſt he hath nothing gained; for againſt the preſent govern- 
ment the king doth openly declare. As for the ſecond, his majeſty doth let him know, 
that being, as he is, perſuaded, that the princes are willing to render all duty and ſervice 
to the king, and that they aim at nothing but the good of the public, and at the 
welfare of that crown, he never can be wanting to do all good offices, that theſe 
troubles may be accommodated, the affairs of that crown better ſettled, and a good 
underſtanding fully confirmed' between that king and his ſubjects. Mr. comptroller 
is the man, who at his return into France, which ſpeedily will be, ſhall put in exe- 

eution his majeſtyꝰs purpoſe and deſign; which being ſo full of honour and juſtice, his

Before I come to the anſwer of your honour's letter of the 1ſt of this preſent, 
which 1 received the 7th by this bearer, Iwill with your licenſe acquit myſelf” of 
what J promiſed in my. laſt of that day's date, touching a packet of letters inter- 
cepted near Paris, which was ſent hither by the duke of BoülLL ox, to be communicated 
in ſecret to his private friends: the chief of which are from theſe French embaſſadors 
DE LA Noüxk and Du MAavukIER to the French king and queen regent, and the new 
ſecretary DE LucoNn : Others to them likewiſe from the extraordinary embaſſador DE 
SCHOMBERG in Germany, and the reſident PERIcarD at Bruſſels; and ſome from the 
Spaniſh embaſſador in the emperor's court to the duke de Monteleone at Paris, and 
the French agent there to monſ. DE .Lugon. Thoſe from hence, beſides the relation of 
monſ. DE. La Noug's public audience (whereof your honour: hath the copies with my 
former diſpatches) contain both the embaſſador's private negotiations, wherein they give 
large aſſurances of the abſolute adherence of the body of this ſtate to the French king, 
ſtiling the princes in ſcorn les reformateurs, towards whom they ſay il n d veine qui 
tende. From generalities they come to theſe particulars: That count Maukice is a 
good patriot, chiefly inclined to the intereſt and preſervation of this ſtate, but well- 
affected likewiſe au bien de la France, and to the king's ſervice : That the princeſs dow- 
ager of Orange hath une telle paſſion for the ſervice of the king, that ſhe deſerves better 
payment of her penſion, which hath been kept from her theſe two or three years:

he deſires the command of the troops, if any be ſent from hence to the king's aſſiſ- 
tance : that monſ.

Heſſen ; all 
which he is ſo confident that he hath left well edified of the French king's proceed- 
ings, though he found them otherwife diſpoſed, that he faith to Lale, Lvugon, ye 
vous aſſeure, monſ. que maintenant ceux qui mont out, me croyent. To the duke of Saxe 
and other princes he goeth not, but negotiates with them by letters, having receiyed 
order from the king, and 14,000 crowns in money to levy himſelf 1000 Lanſquenets, 
and to give the count Rhinegrave a commiſſion for 1200 Reyſters, which he promiſed 
to conduct to France by the way of Mentz in the beginning of ſpring. | 


Monſ. PER TIOARD writes how much the principal men at Bruſſels are ſatisfied with 
the king's reſolution of eſtabliſhing his authority par la force; leur conſeil (faith he) 
ayant toujours eſt de ſuivre ceſte voye.

FERDINAND and the Venetians ; which though the Spaniſh miniſters fay is like to 


proceed, they notwithſtanding make levies of 2000 foot and 1000 horſe for the rein- 
forcing -of the archdukes army. The reſt of thoſe letters are in cypher. 1 


Monſ. LANGERACK hath advertiſed the ſtates from Paris, that the baron dv Tour 
hath aſſured the French king by his letters, that his majeſty will not interpoſe him- 
ſelf-betwixt the king and princes, but leave them to Gop and their good fortune. 


By this it appears, that theſe extraordinary embaſſadors, LA Noüx, SCHOMBERG, 


and Du Tovs, do both ſpeak and write in the ſame ſtile, from which the reſidents do 


little differ. Since therefore the fire, which is now kindled in France by thoſe, who 
ſerve as boutefeux about the king's perſon, is blown from all parts (as if it were by 
common conſent by particular inſtruction) by the foreign miniſters of that crown, his 
majeſty may make the more certain judgment, ſeeing the poor young prince thus be- 
ſieged, and all avenues ſtopt, whereby he might receive ſuccour of good counſel and 
advice of the deſperate reſolutions, to which he is carried; and how that ſtate is like 


to continue the courſe of violence; which hath made me think theſe particularities 


not unworthy the ſearch and advertiſement. 


Now touching the point of your honour's letters to this purpoſe (ſince the receit 


whereof I have ſpoken both with his excellency, monſ. BaxNeveLT, and others) I do 


not find the inclination of this ſtate anſwerable on the one ſide to theſe embaſſadors 


deſires here, and advertiſements into France, either in regard of the generality, or the 
particulars (the two penſioners only excepted); nor, on the other, to carry that hand, 


as is fit, in the preſent affairs of that kingdom ; though they generally approve his 
majeſty's princely reſolution of interpoſing himfelf by way of friendly mediation be- 
twixt the king and the princes ; whereof they underſtood in their full aſſembly by 
fir NozL CAROxN's laſt letters; they making a difference betwixt his majeſty as an 
abſolute and great monarch, and their ſtate as a fmall republic, which muſt be daint 


| BB 
(as they ſay) in giving offences: and monſ. BARXEVEIT would ſeem to fear, 


that any diſtaſte they ſhould here give the king, and the queen regent, would make 
France conjoin itſelf with Spain and the pope to their utter ruin; which he ſaid was 
the late prince of Orange's greateſt apprehenſion, and that, which he counſelled this 


ſtate chiefly to avoid. The truth is, qui beneficium accipit, libertatem vendit; and the 


money, which they have had fince the truce out of France, and the arrearage of a 
great part, which hath been furniſhed by this province of Holland to the value of a 


million and a half of florins, is as great a tie in proportion, to this ſtate, as the king 


of Spain's debts are to Genoa. At leaſt this conſideration, joined to the words of 
the laſt contract, wherein they are bound in general terms to aſſiſt the French king 
in his wars, with 5000 men and certain ſhips paid by this ſtare (though the article 
be ſubject ro conſtruction of the nature and condition of the war) doth ſerve as an ar- 
gument to an uſual advice with republics, far @ vedere, and to. take counſel of the 
„ i wee e ee pe e | 


Monf. BARNEVELT told me, that ſir NozL CARON had promiſed from his ma- 
jeſty 
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jeſty to aequaint them with mr. comptroller's inſtruftions, whereupon, he ſaid they 
would adviſe. This cannot be otherwiſe received than as an argument of great con- 
fidence, and may make good effects dum ægritudo eff recens; which may appear by 
one point of the French embaſſadors laſt propoſition, wherein they deſired as well to 
ſtop the ſtates mouths, as to tie their hands from aſſiſting the princes: and the anſwer 
thereunto was once compoſed, that they would herein give full ſatisfaction; but upon 
better advice they changed the ſame, and retained (as I noted to your honour in m 
laſt) their liberty: by which it appears, that there is diſtraction betwixt the general 
judgment and the affection of ſome particulars; and even they (as I have obſerved) 
do fuctuare ſometimes upon this occaſion ; ſo as this courſe may be to very good pur. 
| Poſe: only this danger there is, that ſome here may value themſelves the more to. 
wards thoſe who have now the authority in France, in ſnewing what invitements they 
refuſe in their contemplation. 5 3 5 


I may not omit the judgment, which monſ. BakNEvELT made unto me in diſcourſe 
of thoſe who are now in place about the French king, that he thought the marſhal 
D*'ANCRE Sp:niſh, the ſecretary pE Lugox Romiſh, and in Mancor (whom he 
knew here with the duke of BoülLLO VW) he ſhewed no great ſatisfaction; which made 
bim the more apprehend the danger of their joining the French king with the king 
of Spain and the pope, upon any of the leaſt ſnew of conjunction betwixt his ma- 
jeſty and other princes, in oppoſition to the Erench king's deſire; and therefore he 


| wiſhed, that the two kings of Denmark and Swede were drawn into union with his 


majeſty and his other confederates; in which caſe they might ſpeak the more boldly. 
This laſt diſcourſe of his, I told him, was too long a work for this preſent buſineſs, 
which required expedition; and the right judgment he made of the diſpoſitions of 
thoſe about the French king ſhould be an incitement both ſpeedily and ſeriouſly 
to intend the preſervation, of the princes and antient officers of the. crown, whoſe. coun- 
ſels and courſes did run always even with the antient allies thereof; and that he might 
be well aſſured; that the diſaffection he noted in their enemies, as no friends to this 
ſtate, would be put in execution, when they had ſuppreſſed the princes; and that 
there would never be wanting pretence, where there was will and power. I added 
farther, that this conjunction, which we talkt of betwixt his majeſty and this ſtate, 
was a conjunction of counſels, not of force; and that being grounded upon good 
reaſon would merit thanks in place of giving offence, and could not but be of 
great authority, when his majeſty's miniſters and theirs hold not only the ſame lan- 
guage, but ſhould concur in the ſame office; whereas being ſeparate, they would be 
expoſed to the artifice of theſe new. miniſters of that crown, which we ſee daily prac- 
tiſed, both at home and abroad, of mans falſe. relations of what is ſaid and an- 
ſwered. Upon much diſcourſe to this ſubject I- found he could well have ſaid; vdo 
meliora proboque ; I hope the reſt will not follow. | „ 


He ſeemed very glad to receive the aſſurance, of which the ſtates were formerly 
advertiſed by fir NoꝝꝶL Caron, of his majeſty's being hitherto no ways engaged in 
the match with Spain, and of the care his majeſty hath of the intereſt of this ſtate 


and the reſt of his allies, which are of the ſame profeſſion in religion; and profeſſed, 


that the ſpeech, of that match, which was here ſo generally divulged, and had made 
ſome impreſſion, he believed was un enfant de Bruſſelt, but nouriſhed at Paris.

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The change of reſolution in ſending commiſſioners to his majeſty upon occafion | 
of our merchants, which I put home to him as an argument of coldneſs in the wonted 
amity and alliance on their part betwixt his majeſty's crowns and their provinces, and 
ſo taken by his majeſty, he was very warm in excufing, laying the fault upon the de- 
lay of thoſe of Zealand, who made not their atifwer until this laſt month of Feb- 
ruary, when it was too late for them to refolve to ſend commiſſioners well inſtructed, 
in regard of his majeſty's journey into Scotland: but at his return, he ſaith, there 
will be no difficulty, in regard Holland and Zealand will defray the charge, which 

was the point the other provinces ſtood upon, in that they have intereſt in the occa- 
ſion of the embaſſage.

In all theſe points I treated with his excellency, and received much ſatisfaction 
from him, though he could give me no encouragement of likelihood in this ſtate to 
concur with his majeſty ; for in interpofing themſelves betwixt the king and the 
princes in France, he remembered, that in the former troubles the like being propoſed 
here by fir HEX Y Worrox, was excuſed; and yet he ſaid the affairs were 
ſince much changed, both here and in France; the pay of che French companies 
being no longer continued fave in words and promiſe only, and the antient officers of 
that crown (with whom the chief perſons here had them and till hold particular cor- 
reſpondence) being removed, ſo as there was now much more reaſon than before. 


He deſired to know, whether he might publiſn in their aſſemblies what I had com- 
municated unto him touching the match with Spain, in conformity to your honour's 
letters, becauſe he judged it neceſſary for his majeſty's ſervice ; wherein I made no 
difficulty, but left it to his diſcretion, conceiving it to be written unto me to that 
effect. VVV N 


In the delivery of the letters from his majeſty to his excellency (which I received 
with your honour's laſt diſpatch) I took that courſe which was preſcribed me, ſhew- 
ing him firſt the copy thereof, and. uſing ſome ſpeech to aſſure him of his majeſty's 
affeQtion always, and now of as great increaſe as could poſſibly be added by the 
ſatisfaction he received in his wiſe, pious, and conſtant carriage of himſelf in theſe 
queſtions of religion. He expreſſed much contentment in finding his majeſty ſo well 
ſatisfied in his proceedings, which he ſhould continue (as he faid) with much more 
aſſurance and alacrity, ſeeing the cauſe, wherem he was imbarked, not only approved 
by his majeſty's judgment, but ſupported by his authority : yet took he the liberty 
I gave him, not to receive the letter itſelf, becauſe, it being a public buſineſs, he could 
not conceal it; and the divulging thereof, he doubted, would be prejudicial, both to 
the cauſe and himſelf, he being already calumniated in their open aſſembly of the 
ſtates of Holland, as if he ſerved himſelf of this cauſe to ambitious ends; and that he 
leaned to foreign princes ; which he retorted as an accuſation to be juſtly laid upon 
his accuſer. He therefore would content himſelf for his own particular with the know- 
ledge he hath of his majeſty's mind; but to the end the fame might be put to that 
uſe, which is requiſite in this important occaſion, and not remain unprofitable, he 
tell upon a point, which he had formerly moved unto me as a thing of ſingular ad- 
vantage (in his judgment) to the re-eſtabliſhing of religion and re-union of the Rate, 
the one of which he confeſſeth to be far grown into ſchiſm, the other into fa&ien.

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He thinks this aſſembly will part this week re infectd upon occaſion of Eaſter, 
which is, according to this ſtyle, Sunday next; and that after the holidays they will 
meet again to put tima manus to their buſineſs, which is come to that extremity, that it 
will ſuffer no longer delays. He therefore judgeth that to be the fit time, and all that 
is left for his majeſty to ſhew himſelf again in this cauſe, which he wiſheth to be done 
either by expreſs letters, or meſſage accompanied with particular letters of credence 
both to the ſtates general and thoſe of Holland, to this effect; that whereas here are 
already in this land two letters of his majeſty upon theſe occaſions, the one touching 
Voksrivs, wherein he delivers his opinion of ArMINI1vs and his erroneous doctrines; 
the other ſimply touching the point of predeſtination and the .dependencies thereof, 
which thoſe of the Arminian faction draw in conſequence not only to the five points 
here controverted, but wreſt the ſame to a farther toleration contrary to his majeſty's 
meaning, as it may appear by GroT1vs's oration at Amſterdam, and all the other 
books of that faction, wherein they advantage themſelves (as they do likewiſe in their 
aſſemblies) of this letter written only proviſionally and in general terms; and ſuppreſs 


the mention or memory of the former, wherein his majeſty did clearly expreſs his 


mind, finding the diverſity of opinions hereby increaſed, which proceeds to ſchiſm 
and faction, and cannot there ſtay without hazarding the everſion of the ſtate, doth 


in friendly manner adviſe them not part from the antient doctrine expreſſed in the 


confeſſion of Heidelberg, which is received and acknowledged by the unanime con- 
ſent of all the reformed churches, nor ſuffer thoſe to be oppreſſed, which are zealous 


in profeſſing thereof, in whoſe contemplation and protection the amities betwixt his 
majeſty's crowns and theſe provinces were framed, and which are chiefly tied by that 


bond of religion. But in caſe theſe ſpeculations of VorsT1vs, Arminivs, and their 
ſectaries, have taken ſuch root in this ſtate, that they cannot be removed without a 


determinate deciſion, which of them, either the old or theſe new opinions, are more 
| agreeable to the word of Gop, that then his majeſty adviſeth them to refer the matter 
to the deciſion of a ſynod lawfully called; a courſe in ſuch accidents put in practice 


at all times throughout the Chriſtian world, and to reſolve of the ſame with expedition, 


to prevent the dangers, which may come by delays. 


To this purpoſe the deputies of Frieſland and Groningen have order from the 
whole aſſembly of-thoſe provinces to treat with the ſtates general, and after with thoſe of 
Holland apart, as have kkewiſe the deputies of Zealand from the council of that pro- 
vince; all which are referred to his excellency, to take the time he will appoint, 
which he defers until the like order from thoſe of Guelderland and Overyſſel, who 
aſſemble this next week: ſo as it is to be imagined, that if his majeſty's declaration 
concur at the ſame time, it will porter coup, and the more, if it be made not only with 
the ſtates general, but with thoſe of Holland in particular; for which monſ. pv 


MavuRIER's. audience not long ſince in the afſembly in the cauſe of Paul Ravorrt 


(whereof I advertiſed your honour) is a precedent ; and the leſs it appears to be recher- 
che, but to proceed of his majeſty's own princely and religious motive, it will be of 


greater force. 


| I cannot without trembling ſet down the impious opinions, which they have here 
the boldneſs to publiſh in print: one comparing the reformed religion in a table to 
the Turkiſh alcoran ; but the author is concealed ; another by name VENATOR, a 

e = miniſter 
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miniſter of Alemaer having printed a book intitled Theologia vera & mera; which 
divinity he profeſſeth to have been wanting in the world 1400 years; for which he 
was this week called to an account before certain committees appointed by the ſtate, 
and a queſtion put to him, for which his book gave occaſion, whether he believed 
Cnxilsr was the Son of Gop ? Though he took not diem ad deliberandum, it was three 
hours before he would anſwer; and then ſeeing , them ready to proceed to ſentence 
againſt him, he confeſſed that point (as it ſeemed to his judges) rather out of fear than

This man of war was expreſsly employed to carry à conſuf from the mer- 
chants of this ſtate to Algier, to make a contract with the pirates of that place and 
Tunis, not to touch any of the merchant: ſhips of theſe provinces, which they bave 
conſented unto conditionally, that they will ſtrike fail to the pirates, and ſuffer them - 
ſelves to be ſearcht for Spaniſh goods, which they will only take as good prize. 


I have ſpoken with monſ. BARNEVELT at large in conformity to your honour's 
letters of the 14th of this preſent, touching the reducing the matter of tare to the ſame 
terms as it was at the time of the diffolution of the old company of our merchants, 
from which I find him not averfe.

it doth) in a very happy conjuncture, I hope it will work thoſe effects, which ſhall 
be anſwerable to his majeſty's princely and pious intention.

There is at this preſent a difference broken out betwixt the magiſtrates and people of 
Harlem, where a miniſter of the remonſtrants fide having changed his party, hath 
this laſt week made a folemn recantation in the pulpit, as if he had been reclaimed 
from ſome notable error, and hath diſcovered much practice, which is uſed in gaining 
of perſons to that faction. But their main queſtion is touching their elaſſical aſſem- 
blies, which the people require to hold with the wonted liberty; but the magiſtrates 
will permit no meetings without their knowledge and preſence. Both parties having 
made their complaints two days ſince in the aſſembly of Holland by their deputies, 
thoſe from the magiſtrates (which came firſt) were preſently ſent back with letters to 
uſe force, if need were, and conſtrain the people; which the others underſtanding, 
went in all diligence back of themſelves with a reſolution vim! vi repellere, ſo as it is 
doubted we ſhall hear of ſome uproar in that town. The like is expected to ſucceed _ 
in Leyden, Delft, and other chief towns, this being a common cauſe; fo as the diſ- 
eaſe being grown to ſuch ripeneſs, the remedy can be no longer deferred; and both 
parties in their aſſembly ſeeing the imminent danger feem-to incline to a ſynod ; which 
makes his majeſty's letter much the more ſeaſonable. |

And he is ſaid to have put the embaſſadors in this way 
of treating with Holland apart, whereby to haſten the reſolution. His excellency

ſion of the treaty, Whether they would unfeignedly keep their word and promiſe or 
not, they anſwered in plain terms, they would not, becauſe 3 they) if we ſhould 
keep our faith, we ſhould be ſuſpected by the Turks for Chriſtians. 1 believe in this 
point his majeſty will receive full ſatisfaction of this ſtate, ſo as he will be pleaſed to 
make known unto them his refolution before they take theirs; which is uſually in the 
month of May, for their ſea-expeditions of the whole year. The report of thoſe cap- 
tains, Which have been this laſt year abroad upon this ſervice is, that for the whole 
year (the four months of winter only excepted, which in thoſe parts is all they 
allow to that ſeaſon) it is no hard matter to block up the pirates two principal havens 
of Tunis and Algier, by lying at anchor continually before them in that manner, as 
during the war with Spain they were wont to do before Dunkirk; and this they 
eſteem the beſt courſe.

By a diſpatch of the 13th preſent (Which I ſent by captain PRoupE) Tadvertiſed your

honour what progreſs the French embaſfadors had made in their demand of ſuccour 
for the French king againſt the princes, by having obtained the conſent of thoſe of 


Holland. The 14th they had audience again in the aſſembly of the ſtares general, 


where they gave a peremptory ſummons to have a categorical anſwer to their demand 


within the ſpace of two days; or elſe they would take any longer delay for a'denial, 
and advertiſe the king their maſter, that he ſhould no longer truſt to the alliance of 
this ſtate, in that they did infringe the treaties. This office was paſt in a time, when 
of thoſe deputies, which, I advertiſed your honour, were then here preſent, one, who 
was known to have a negative voice, was caſually retired, ſo as yeſterday by plurality 


of voices the ſuccour. was granted to be ſent with all convenient diligence, which ſhall 


conſiſt of 20 French companies and 20 of this nation, and Walloons, to be paid by 
the ſtates. The chief commander is not yet named. Count HENRT is till required 
by the embaſſadors, and, in caſe he fail, count Exxesr. Count Joan Nassav, bein

Here was much diſtraction touching the ſuccours, which were earneſtly preſſed by 
the French embaſſadors, and in the end obtained after that manner, as I advertiſed your 
honour by my two laſt of the 13th and 17th of this preſent; wherein both parties do 
now much glorify themſelves; thoſe, which favoured the ſending of the ſuccours, as 
having ſhewed a readineſs in aſſiſting the king; and thoſe, which were oppoſite, as 


having diſtinguiſhed the intereſts of the king from thoſe of the marſhal p*AxckE and bis 


creatures. And now to value the endeavours and counſels of the former, a propoſition

the Spaniſh miniſters make ſome ill impreflions on the young king's mind, though

Your honour will receive herewith certain copies of his majeſty's letter, which I 
was forced to have printed at Delft, whereby to correct a falſe copy, which was firſt

Here are certain deputies expreſsly ſent from Zealand (whereof monſ. Marne is 
one) to treat not only with the ſtates general, but particularly likewiſe with thoſe of 
Holland, concerning thoſe differences of religion, which they have charge to ſpeak 
plainly and openly in, as a matter of dangerous conſequence to the welfare of the whole

Hitherto they have had no anſwer: to their propoſitions, thoſe of Holland being 
divided in their opinions; the Arminians deſiring to avoid the matter by ſaying, 
that theſe diſputes about predeſtination are not new in theſe provinces, but of 
forty years continuance ; and that it was not now queſtion of religion, but authority, 
The contrary part proteſts againſt this evaſion, naming the authors by whom, and 

the times wherein, theſe new opinions were introduced, and ſhewing how this queſ- 
tion of authority is ſuperinduced, as an. acceſſory, though now by artifice brought 
to be the principal of their diſpute. So as here they do herere in limine, after fo long 
conteſtation, not yet agreeing upon the ſtate of the queſtion.

In Oudewater (a ſmall but well-peopled and ſtrong place near Utrecht) 
the magiſtrates have been forced by the inhabitants to ſubſcribe to an act of admiſſion 
of a preacher agreeable to their liking, At Hueſden, a frontier town upon Brabant, 
the church-doors have been broken open this laſt week by the people, and a preacher 
put into the pulpit contrary to the minds both of the magiſtrates and the governor 
likewiſe, who is of the Arminian faction. The like would happen in moſt of theſe 
towns of Holland, fave only that they are kept in devotion upon expectation of the 
event of this preſent aſſembly, the ſuſpicion whereof hath cauſed Rotterdam to levy a 
company of 200 ſoldiers, expreſsly for the guard of the magiſtrates ; and the like 1s 
intended in Leyden, Harlem, and Delft; but hereby they will rather kindle than 
quench the fire, this novelty ſerving only to ſtir jealouſies amongſt the people, without 
ſufficient ſtrength upon any commotion to ſuppreſs them.

For example, of the violence, with which this buſineſs was carried (ſince your ho- 
nour can be content to underſtand more particulars) the queſtion being moved in the 
aſſembly of the ſtates general touching the ſuccours, a ſufficient gentleman, well 
known by your. honour, diſcourſed of the prefent condition, as it then ſtood, of the 


treaty; wherein he was taken up very ſharply, * * * ſaying he never expected ſo much 
impudency in any one of that aſſembly, as to call their treaties ſo lately concluded:

Since the accident of D*Ancre's death, thoſe, who moſt favoured the ſending of PER 
cours, were the loudeſt trumpets in- publiſhing the news, and were ſo far from ac- 
knowledging a fault in their former counſels, that on the contrary they endeavoured:

which. notwithſtanding took no place. 


For the fact itſelf, it is here univerſally applauded as a ſubje& of much joy, though 
for the manner of it, ſome, whoſe good zeal otherwiſe may excuſe the error of their 
judgments, howſoever they hold the taking away ſuch a perſon to be of ſingular uſe in 
this preſent conjuncture, yet they do condemn it as rem peſſimi exempli, and think it 
may be well ſaid to the young king, as a friar counſelled one of the houſe of Florence, 
who told him in confeſſion he had a purpoſe to kill the duke, non li avezzare. 


I find none much depreſſed with this accident but the poor old princeſs of Orange, 
who is viſibly to every man's obſervation much changed - and decayed therewith,

Our extraordinary French embaſſador monſ. px LA Noiis is more diſappointed 
thereby than any elſe, he having built ſuch caſtles in the air of the new world, that at 
his coming hither he neglected ſo much as to take leave of the old officers, though 
with monſ. VILLEROY he had particular acquaintance; and in a long apology he hath 
left here in writing, which goeth from hand to hand for his ſubſcribing to the council 
of Trent, which he made whilſt D'AxcRE was then living, one may well obſerve am 
bitionem ſcriptoris, He returned towards France on Tueſday laſt by ſea. to Dieppe, 
having a chain of 4001. for a preſent. , | 0 


The reſident monſ. vu MAuRIER, though he had more particularly addreſſed him- 


ſelf to p*ANcRE, yet he continued a correſpondency with. monſ. DE ViLLEROY, where- 
of he now. reaped the fruit, having all the king's diſpatches addreſſed to him ſince 
D'AxckzE's death, with much negle& of monſ. DE La Noük. But his making a bon- 
fire before his houſe the firſt night, of the news ſeemed ſtrange to thoſe who Bad ſeen 
the copies of his letters to D'ANCRE intercepted and ſent hither by the princes; as 
likewife here hath been a ſubject of ſome merriment at his double diligence ſince, he 


having ſent an expreſs meſſenger with a public order from the ſtate here to Amſter- 
dam, to ſeize upon certain goods, which were -emballed and ſent from Paris to be 


conveyed to Florence, ſuſpecting them to belong to the marſhal y*Ancre or his wife; 


but the inventory was returned under the hand of a public notary, of pots and pans 


and ſuch like maſſarity, which were packt up by a Florentine merchant and his wife; 
who are removed by land from Paris to Florence, leaving their goods to be ſent by 


ſea; which-is the truth of this great treaſure, whereof there is much ſpeech, that it 


ſhould arrive to half a million of crowns. 


L have made a. more particular inquiry touching an advertiſement, which eſcaped 
my pen to mr. comptroller, upon what I had then newly underſtood from an old ac- 
quaintance of his and your honour's, and find he borrowed of the truth, as he is 


charged often to do, there being no more than ſuch advertiſements concerning mr. 
comptroller's inſtructions as were collected out of common diſcourſe. . 


Before monſ. MalAE departs, I ſhall. let your. honour know how he doth anſwer 


the ſmall refpe& hath been ſhewed fir Joh BENNET in his paſſage: of which I have 


ſpoken with his excellency for the intereſt he hath. in the province of Zealand, having 
no opportunity to ſpeak with MALRE himſelf, unleſs I ſhould expreſsly go unto him: 
which I forbear to do, in that for the ſpace of three weeks and more, which he hath 


ſpent in this town, he hath failed of that courteſy towards me in performing ſo much 


as a ſimple viſit, whereof he was not wont to be ſparing to my predeceſſor.

My lord, 
1 am ſorry to find by your laſt, that your confufions in matters of religion do ra- 
ther multiply than diminiſh; which is the more to be lamented, becauſe there is no 
preſent hope of ſpeedy amendment. They moſt are to be blamed, who carry amongſt 
you the greateſt authority, who, if they were governed with reaſon and diſcretion, 
and not tranſported with paſſion and animoſity, could not but foreſee, beſides the 
ſcandalous imputations of hereſy and ſchiſm, which are caſt upon their ſtate, that it 
is much to be feared, a diſſolution will follow in the union of their provinces: and! 
cannot but marvel, that ſeeing almoſt in every town of Holland daily do ariſe new 
opinions and diſſenſions, to the ſhame and diſhonour of their government, what 
ſhould be the cauſe, that your great maſters, who fit at the ſtern, and hold the helm 
in their hands, are ſo far from pacifying and appeaſing theſe troubles, that, by the 
countenance of their authority, they are ſaid to ſuffer them and maintain them. 
Howſoever that ſtate long may ſtand (and that it may long ſtand I unfeignedly 
wiſh and pray), the honour of it is eclipſed, and long it will be before it recover the 
antient luſtre, by this erroneous doctrine of Arminivs and VorsTivs, Which now in 
every town is preached and publiſhed, either out of faction, or out of deyotion : and 
whoſoever he be, that ſhall withſtand the aſſembly of a ſynod, which is the only 
ordinary means to rectify theſe miſunderſtandings, he muſt give me leave to ſay, he 
is neither a good Chriſtian nor a good politician. 0

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I have not ſpoken with any of our merchants ſince I received your laſt, and therefore 
J cannot tell what ſatisfaction they receive in the anſwer from the ſtates concerning 
the tare :. but to me it ſeems very ſtrange, that, ſeeing his majeſty hath been pleaſed 
to reſtore our Merchant-adventurers to the exerciſe of their antient trade, and to 
ſuſpend the execution of the proclamation for dying and dreſſing of cloths, the ſtates, 


after ſerious inſtance made unto them, ſhould be ſo froward and perverſe, as not to 


re-eſtabliſh the merchants /tatu quo prius, that they might reſume their trade in the 


ſelf-ſame towns, and upon as good conditions, as they left it. I pray you fail not, 


both in public and in private, upon all occafions, to let them know how diſtaſteful 
this kind of proceeding is to his majeſty, and to the whole ſtate; and that thereupon 


we build this reſolution of the little eſteem thoſe provinces make of the continuance of 
our amity, and of the coldneſs of their affection longer to hold with us good quarter 


and correſpondence.

I think in ſome of my former I have written unto you out of the freedom of my na- 


ture, and out of the honour J bear to the welfare of that ſtate, how ſhameful and diſho- 
nourable a thing it is, that they ſhould treat and contract any confederation with the 
pirates of Algier, where I underſtand they have a conſul, who is now impriſoned in the 
baſſa's houſe. The pirates grow ſo powerful, that, if preſent order be not taken to ſuppreſs 
them, our trade muſt ceaſe in the Mediterranean ſea; nay they will ſhortly grow ſo inſo- 
lent and preſumptuous, that they will adventure to poſſeſs our ſeas, and aflail us in our 
forts. We have a project to raiſe a conſiderable ſum of money for the ſeiting forth of 


a powerful armada; which if it ſucceed, Whereof I make no doubt, I hope the 
ſtates will join with us in ſo worthy and important a ſervice. In the mean time 1 


pray you treat with the ſtates, that they give defence to all their men of war, not to 


furniſh the pirates with powder and ammunition ; an. offence ſo notorious, that all 


Chriſtendom ſpeaks ſhame of it. 


Sir JohN BENNET is upon his return, but brings with him no hope of contentment. -

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My lord embaſſador, . 


I received your lordſhip's letters of the 25th of the laſt the 4th of this month at 
Edinburgh, his majeſty being newly returned from a hunting journey, which he made 
fifty miles farther into the country immediately after his arrival here. I have acquainted 
his majeſty with it, who liketh well your part done therein; but thinketh it a 
- ſtrange contradictory, that they ſhould have made their way with the pirates, and yet 
be willing to concur with his majeſty for ſuppreſſing of them; for that other nations 
now receiving hurt, and they prove but their trade being free, his majeſty doth ſcarce 
believe but they will be willing to let it reſt, ſo little caring for others harms, ſo as 
they reap benefit. 5 : 


For the matter itſelf of proceeding againſt the pirates, his majeſty hath it in very 
ſerious conſideration, as a work of honour for him to be the firſt 'moyer and leader in 
ſo Chriſtian an enterpriſe. Before his coming forth he had conference with ſome prin- 
cipal perſons of his council, and at his departure recommended it to ſuch of them as 
remained behind, to conſider of ſome ſolid way of proceeding, upon conference had 

with the officers of his navy, and other expert captains in marine affairs, who have 
ſpent ſome time in it, and advertiſed his majeſty, that to ſuppreſs them utterly will 
require a war of two or three years continuance : That the king of Spain muſt be dealt 

with, for the uſe of his ports on the coaſts as well of Afric as of Spain, for watering, 
repairing, ſuccour againſt ſtorms, and all other caſualties ; and that without that 
there is great hazard in the attempt. That the charge is to be carried by a contribution 
of money or ſhipping from all princes and ſtates, who are intereſſed in the loſs ſuſ- 
tained by their ſubjects: That none ought more liberally to contribute than the king 
of Spain, as being nearer the danger, and having moſt felt of it. Whereupon inſtruc- 
tion is given to fir JohN DicBy now going into Spain, to move there, and to preſs 
it earneſtly, as well for uſe of the ports, aſſiſtance of his people, and contribution of 
money, which is thought the fitteſt help to be had from him, for that the ſhipping of 
England and the Low Countries is thought more meet for this employment than the 
ſhipping of Spain. There is order- likewiſe given to move Venice and Savoy, and to 
deal with the French king for contribution, and ſo with you, who being near at 
hand, it is conceived, when we ſee others diſpoſition, will be moſt convenient to urge 
to you, eſpecially the anſwer of Spain, which mr. vice-chamberlain is directed to re- 


turn with all ſpeed, that his majeſty may diſcern what ſtrength is meet to be provided 


againſt the time ſerve; for it is doubted much by the ſeamen, that it will be late to 
do much this year. ts PT 


The Londoners have offered liberal contribution of 20, ooo J. yearly for two years 
and more, if need be. Whether my lords at London, to whom the matter is com- 
mitted, have yet been with monſ. Caron, I cannot tell you; but they purpoſe to 
do, and to fend to your lordſhip alſo; for ſo they are directed. = 2 


For matter here, there is little to write of from ſo remote a place. We are fixed 
for a time in this city till the parliament be paſſed, which beginneth the 17th of this 
month. In the mean while his majeſty is in conſultation by way of preparation to- 
wards his ends, which * * # A * *; that is, to procure better maintenance than the 
miniſtry here hath, and ſome conformity between this church and ours in England 
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in the public ſervice ; whereof of the firſt it is hard to gueſs the ſucceſs, ſo many 
great men are intereſſed in the tythes. Towards the other his majeſty hath ſet up his 
chapel here in like manner of ſervice, as it is in England; which is yet frequented well 
by the people of the country.. 


When the parliament is paſſed, our journey homewards beginneth, which we lon 
for, although we have here very kind and magnificent entertainment: But we would 
fain have ſome pleaſure of our own homes this ſummer. 


I have nothing elſe to trouble you with, but your old acquaintance Mr. Tosy 
MATTHEW hath by the favour of my lord of Buckincnam obtained leave to come 
home for a time; and, if he will take the oath, may, I think, ſtay longer, as his be-

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Touching the pirates in the Mediterranean, ſea, he confeſſeth, that true it is the

I thought this a fit time to put him in mind of his. majeſty's laſt letter to the ſtates 
concerning their differences about religion, which, I told him, I prefumed; they would 
neither leave unſatisfied nor unanſwered; which they could not longer do without 
peril to themſelves, and diſtaſte to his majeſty, in ſhewing a negle& of his wholeſome 
counſels 


To this he anſwered, that he held it fit, an anſwer ſhould be ſent his majeſty ; 
but that they were in that ſtate, they knew not what to reſolve or anſwer, becauſe of 
the praQtice of ſome amongſt them on the one fide to take the authority from the 
' magiſtrate, and put the ſame wholly into the power of the eccleſiaſtics; and on the 
other, to rule all by popular faction, and not by that hand of ſovereignty, which be- 
longed to the nobility and ſtates of their province, which he was well affured was not his 
majeſty's mind, knowing, that his majeſty did cheriſh the union of their ſtate, and 
not the ſchiſm and faction into which many. would caſt them: and therefore when 
his majeſty ſhould be well informed (which point he touched often, as implying the con- 
trary) of the ſtate of their affairs, he doubted not but that he would approve their en- 
deavours, who did ſtand firm for the maintenance of due authority belonging to 
Juperiorse: =; — 5 e FT 


I told him, he might well make this judgment of his majeſty's mind by all his pro- 
ccedings both in his own kingdoms at home, and with his friends abroad, and parti- 
cularly by his laſt letter, wherein he made it appear in what deteſtation he hath ſchiſm 
and faction; and in that regard how neceſſary he thought it for the welfare of their 
| ſtate, and prevention of farther miſchief, to have them call a national ſynod, whereby 
the authority of the magiſtrate would be preſerved, without which a ſynod would 
not be lawfully called ; and in the execution of what ſhould be reſolved in ſynod, their 
authority would be again employed, without which the reſolutions of ſynods could 

| | have 
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have no force. I faid farther, he might well note, how his majeſty in his letter did 
particularly recommend unto them the uſe of their authority in protecting the true re- 
formed religion; and not to ſuffer under that title the ſame to be oppreſſed: but ſee- 
ing their queſtions of religion and authority were ſo mixt and multiplied, and even 
that aſſembly itſelf of the ſtates of Holland, which he would have in force, divided 
within itſelf, the matter was too far gone to be helped by any ordinary means; and 
therefore they were to have recourſe to this extraordinary, but uſual courſe in ſuch 
caſes, which was recommended by his majeſty, and counſelled by the greateſt part of 
their provinces. 


He replied unto me, that the eccleſiaſtics of theſe parts were ſo prepared, that no- 
thing concerning theſe queſtions could be propoſed unto them, wherein their judg- 
ments were free; and therefore that a ſynod could not be admitted: and in this ar- 
gument extended himſelf ſo far, and with ſuch heat different from his cuſtom, that 
I perceive he ſtill remains not only alienate, but oppoſite to this courſe ; wherein it 
is very evident, that his private intereſt doth ſway his judgment in the public, in that 
no eclipſe of the authority of the magiſtrate, of which he is jealous, can ſucceed with- 
out abridging his particular authority, which he hath long executed, and ſo might (till 
| have continued without oppoſition, if it had not been by this trop #braſſer, which 
he now ſeeth either he muſt go through withal, or /uccumbere, which is againſt his 
nature, 3 5 | | 


He hath propoſed theſe two days paſt in the aſſembly of the ſtates of Holland a 
forcible courſe of reducing this church of the Hague again into one congregation, as 
an example to the other towns, which are in like manner divided; wherein he was 
| ſeconded by all thoſe of his faction, but oppoſed by the other five towns. Whereupon 
he fell into a paſſion, ſaying he found they were grown into diſtaſte of his perſon and 
ſervice; and therefore deſired, in reſpect of his age, he might retire himſelf from 
the farther managing of their affairs; wherein no anſwer was made any way to diſ- 
courage him. 1575 


In the aſſembly of the ſtates general the 5, of this preſent the four provinces of 
Guelderland, Zealand, Frieſland, and Groningen, having had their audiences by 
their extraordinary deputies concerning a national ſynod to the ſame effect, and almoſt 
in the ſame words, of thoſe ſpeeches I ſent your honour the 19th of the laſt, which 
they uſed in the aſſembly of thoſe of Holland, an order was conceived according to 
a tranſlated copy, which I ſend herewith; wherein your honour will obſerve a dif- 
ference betwixt Guelderland and the reſt, the deputies of that province being divided 
amongſt themſelves, and therefore ſpeaking more faintly. But now that province hath 
ſent expreſs order by new deputies to conjoin in the ſame reſolution as the three others, 
both for their meeting in the midſt of Auguſt next, and calling of a ſynod, with thoſe 
circumſtances which are contained in the order. * 1 


Overyſſel hath at this preſent an aſſembly to treat of the ſame point; but it is 
doubtful what they will reſolve; Deventer and Campen being oppoſite, the firſt of 
the contra-remonſtrants faction, the other of the remonſtrants, and Swoll divided: 
but howſoever there are four provinces againſt three. Now if this buſineſs muſt £

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carried by plurality of voices, N as the remonſtrants do inſiſt in the aſſembly 
of the ſtates of Holland, there being four voices againſt three for a ſynod in the aſ- 
ſembly of the ſtates general, either the plurality there muſt take place, and oblige 
them; or elſe they muſt no longer inſiſt upon their plurality of voices in the ſtates of 


Holland, where, the faction of the remonſtrants being the ſtronger, they overſway the 
reſt numerando ſententias non ponderando. | 


With thoſe of Holland there is ſometimes a propoſition made of ſeparating them- 
ſelves, and every town to govern itſelf after their own manner; in which caſe the five 
towns, which ſtand for the contra-remonſtrants, profeſs they will conjoin themſelves to 
the four provinces, which, if no better.can be effected, is like to Fo the reſolution ; 


and thoſe provinces and towns at the time of the next meeting about two months hence 
to call a ſynod apart. |

Mean while thoſe of Holland draw on their aſſembly in length, leſt now in the 
time of their fairs, which run by courſe through their chief towns, the people, being 
vino plenus & ird, ſhould fall into fury, from which it is with much difficulty de- 
tained : and here in this town it is every Sunday expected the chief church ſhould be 
ſeized upon. 5 . 1 


On Sunday laſt there was danger of a new tumult in Oudewater, by catching at a 
word; LyD1vs there ſaying in his ſermon, that the Indianen did worſhip the devil, 
which ſome of his jealous hearers miſtook for Arminianen. N 


From Alkmaer we hear, that an Arminian preacher was free from any ſuch danger 

of being intrapped, he having poſſeſſion of the chief church, but no audience on a 

Sunday in the forenoon but ſome few of the magiſtrates; and in the afternoon none but 

his wife. This is made a ſubject of merriment; and I write it to ſhew your honour 
how the people fall daily from that party. e

The French embaſſador monſ. DV MAuRIER hath been put in mind, out of France, 
of the leave he aſked to go thither before the marſhal D'AxcRE's death; and is accord- 
ingly gone that way yeſterday, leaving behind him his wife and family, as gages of 
his return.

honour for as much as ſucceeded in that ſmall interim. | 


Since here is advertiſement from the ſtates extraordinary embaſſador STr1ckx, who 
is now in Pruſſia with the marquis of Brandenburg, that the town of Elbe is again 
bandited by the king of Poland, in which reſpe& the town for ſecurity hath united 
itſelf to Tornigen and Dantzick, which together do levy men for the defence thereof. 


The king of Poland hath ſent his embaſſador to the marquis of Brandenburg at 

Berlin, by whom he demands paſſage for his ſoldiers, ſuccours both of men and money 

for his wars, commodity for the building of four ſhips, and promiſe to declare all thoſe- 

of the reformed religion incapable of government in Pruſſia: Which extravagant 

demands do ſhew an intention in that king to make war in thoſe parts; the doubt

And here a propo- 
ſition was made on Friday laſt, at the preſentation of theſe letters of their embaſſador

Upon the firſt propoſition, after the ſenator pz MoxTove's return out of Germany, 
the council of ſtate being called before the ſtates general to deliberate thereupon, 2 
general inclination was there declared to aſſiſt the duke nemine contradicente. After- 
wards thoſe of Holland made difficulty, excuſing themſelves upon their divifions in 
religion, which hindered their refolutions. And though this, being a buſinefs of ſtate, 
and belonging to a foreign prince far remote, had no imaginable reference to thoſe do- 
meſtic troubles, yet there was hold laid upon it by thoſe who have the chief ſway in 
the aſſembly of Holland, to inforce a conſent to their particular deſires, or elſe to make 
1t appear, that nothing but what pleaſed them, ſhould paſs concerning the public, 
But finding, that this could not take place, and likewiſe perceiving an advantage, .

which being two days fince declared by monſ. BARNEVELT in the aſſembly of the 
ſtates general, thoſe which were moſt forward before (as the deputies of Guelderland 
by name) and were now to contribute pro rata, flew back, as if they had no ſuch 
ample authority from their principals.

By my two laſt diſpatches of the 16th and 22d of June your honour will have ſeen 

what delays and alterations a public buſineſs concerning the ſuccours of Savoy did 
ſuffer by reaſon of our private diſtractions; which appears likewiſe in the concluſion, 

there being no reſolution therein until the 2d of this preſent; and that, which was 

then taken, differing both in quality and quantity from the former inclination of the ſtates, 

they having now thought it beſt to give the aſſiſtance in money only by zo, ooo gilders 

monthly, beginning with Auguſt next; and this for the ſpace of four months, but 

conditionally, that the war of Piedmont continues ſo long. They account (as will ap- 

pear to your honour by the copy of their anſwer) that this ſum will pay 4000 foot 

and 400 horſe ; which according to the bon meſnage of this country may ſo hold out, 

but will fail by the one half of the rates of Italy, if they reckon as well the charge of

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Here is newly returned out of the Eaſt-Indies one SpIL BE RO of Zealand, who hath

laſt by the Weſt through the ſtraits of Magellan. : 


He hath brought with him one La Mex, fon to a wealthy merchant of North Hol- 
land, who not being of the Eaſt-India company hath made a voyage in the nature of 
an interloper with two ſhips paſſing by the Weſt-Indies, and ſo arriving three months 

before Sp1LBERG in the Eaſt, One of his ſhips he hath loſt by caſualty of fire in Bra- 
ſil: with the other he pretends to have diſcovered a new paſlage into the South ſea 
betwixt 60 and 70 leagues beyond the ſtraits of Magellan in the height of 55 degrees 
and a few minutes, the paſſage being 7 Dutch miles in breadth and no more in length, 
ſo as in leſs than one day it may be ſailed through ; whereas the ſtraits of Magellan 
require betwixt three weeks and a month, by reaſon. of the length of the way and.

Here is little for the preſent worthy of an expreſs diſpatch; our greateſt And I 
may ſay the only buſineſs of moment (which is the queſtion about religion) remaining 
ſtill in Feri, and nothing in facto to be advertiſed ; yet are the degrees, by which we 
proceed, ſomewhat conſiderable, here being much artifice uſed by the Arminian 
faction to avoid the ſcandal of refuſing a ſynod, and yet as ſtrong a perſeverance con- 
tinued as ever in oppoſing the fame: for this they know to be a rock, on which an 
fl cauſe cannot touch without ſuffering ſhipwreck, though that, which is good and 
ſtrong in itſelf, and can (as we ſay) hold out water, runs no hazard. They therefore 


decline whatſoever is, propoſed to conduce to this end, and make other oyertures, ſpe- 
cious in ſhew, but indeed hard, if not impoſſible, to be effected. 5 | 


The national fynod recommended firſt by his majeſty, and afterwards defired and re- 
ſolved upon by Guelderland, Zealand, Frieſland, and Groningen, the major part of 
the ſtates of Holland now preſently aſſembled (who ſtand. affected as your honour well 
knows) do utterly reject, under pretence, that it is not for the dignity of this pro- 
vince, which hath ſo long given the law to the reſt, now to yield, and be overruled by 
them: and even thoſe amongſt them, which with well to the common cauſe, are not 
a little drawn the ſame way with this punto d Honore, ſo as in place hereof they are now 

in deliberation of a provincial ſynod, which they would ſeem to intend as a way to an 
ecumenical council of all the reformed churches (a thing wherewith they judge his 
majeſty wilt be well pleaſed, as formerly wiſhed by him); and this provincial ſynod 
they require to be performed by two deputies of every claſſis with aſſiſtance of ſome of 
the ſtates : The election of the deputies for the ſynod to be likewiſe made in preſence 
of four of the magiſtrates, and the double number of deputies to be choſen, that is, 
four for every claſſis, the rejection of two whereof ſhould be in the hands of the ma- 
giſtrates. | | 


The form of this election is oppoſed by thoſe, who obſerve the fame not only to be 
different from all former cuſtom, but likewiſe to carry with it the inconvenience: of 
having all the deputies either declared Arminians, or that way affected, becauſe the 
magiſtrate will have ſo great a hand therein. Wherefore the manner is more ſtood 
in than the matter (which few or none do gainſay), a provincial ſynod being thought 
neceſſary, as ſerving well for a preparative, if not for a perfect remedy to cure theſe 
diſtempers: and herein, by reaſon of the ſtiffneſs on the one fide; and jealoufies on the 
other, they are yet far from agreement. > . 


In two other points they have taken a reſolution ſince their laſt meeting: tlie 
one to make a proclamation againſt ſpeaking, ill of the magiſtrates; the other to ad- 
moniſh their miniſters by a letter to forbear invectives in their ſermons; both matters of 
good appearance, yet ſuch as carry with them a tacit condemnation. of the contra-

There hath been lately a queſtion in the town of Nimeguen touching the intro. 
ducing of a contra-remonſtrant preacher, wherein the governor and garriſon ſhewed 
themſelves oppoſite to the Arminians, threatning to put themſelves in arms; anq 
thereof came complaint to the ſtates general, which was a whole forenoon's buſinek, 
the 1oth of this preſent, his excellency and the council of ſtate being called thereunto 
by ſeven of the clock in the morning: but the governor being there preſent acquitted 
himſelf well, and was licenſed without ſo much as a reprimand. The queſtion about 
the miniſter was remitted to the province of Guelderland, of which Nimeguen. is a 
part, contrary to the opinion and earneſt endeavours of 174 and 213, who would 

have commiſſioners ſent in the name of the ſtates general to take knowledge of the 
matter, whereby to draw the ſame from the ſtates of Guelderland, with whom the 
party of the contra-remonſtrants is the ſtronger. . 


This repulſe went ſo far to the heart of 174, that he ſickened preſently, and fo re- 
mained for two or three days, when, as if he had recovered new ſtrength, he came to 
192, and there beginning with a preface, that though for age and weakneſs he rather 
deſired to retire himſelf, yet in ſuch extremities of 181, he would not abandon their 
ſervice.

We do by his majeſty's. commandment write this letter to your lordſhips to acquaint 
you with an inſolence and affront offered by the ſtates of Holland fiſhing upon this 
| coaſt. The cauſe is this: I the duke of LENOx, as admiral of Scotland, knowing, 
that there was an antient duty payable by the fiſhermen. uſing their trade upon this 
_ coaſt to his majeſty as in right of his crown of Scotland, called the fize-herring, did the 
laſt year, by direction of his council and his majeſty's commandment, ſend one Jonx 
| Browne to the fiſhermen, to. acquaint them with that duty, and. to demand the ſame, 
| which was peaceably paid. And becauſe I heard, that the payment was miſliked in 
| Holland, I did this year ſend the ſame JonN Browne again, with his majeſty's ſhip 
which attended this coaſt, to make the like demand in his majeſty's- behalf, but gave 
him inſtructions to avoid all offence and violence; only to make his demand, and, if 
the duty were paid, to receive it; if not, to take witneſs of the denial, and fo to re- 
turn. Which Browne accordingly performed his charge, and coming aboard one of the 
ſhips, and making his demand, he was anſwered by the. maſter, that they had order 
from Holland not to pay it: to which he replied, he had no more to ſay, but to take 
notice of the refuſal in writing. And while he was occupied thereabouts in that ſhip, 
there came aboard the maſter of another ſhip of Holland, and ſeeing him, demanded 
his name: which when Browne had told him, the other replied, © If you be he, I. 
* have order from Holland to ſeize upon you, and to carry you priſoner thither.” 
BROWNE ſpake to him very diſcreetly ; told him what his errand was; and wiſhed 
him to be adviſed what he did. Notwithſtanding the maſter inſiſted ſtill, that he had 
order to arreſt him, and keep him priſoner. Whereupon Browne wrote preſently to 
the maſter of his majeſty's ſhip, advertiſing him of his caſe, but wiſhing him withal 
to offer no violence for his reſcue, but only to certify, as ſoon as he might, his ma- 
jeſty of it. This affront his majeſty is very ſenſible of; and having acquainted us of his 
council of both kingdoms, who were here preſent, therewith, he delivered likewiſe this 
direction, that your lordſhips there ſhould preſently inquire, if there were any ſhips of 
the United Provinces in the river of Thames ; and, if there be, to arreſt the maſters of 
two or three of them, or as many as your lordſhips ſhall think meet, and commit 
them priſoners : and that your lordſhips ſend for fir Noꝝ L CAR ON, and acquaint 1 
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with the caſe, and the direction his majeſty hath given, letting him underſtand it in a 
round manner, and requiring him to advertiſe the Kate of the matter, and to let them 
know, that his majeſty expecteth a reparation of his honour from them. And his ma- 
jeſty's farther pleaſure is, that your lordſhips do likewiſe by your letters to his embaſſador 
in Holland ſignify what the caſe is; what direction his majeſty hath given here; what 
you have done with fir NozL Caron ; and to require him to do the like in his ma- 
jeſty's name with the ſtates general, and to demand ſatisfaction from them for this 
inſolence offered to his majeſty. And ſo we recommend your lordſhips to the pro-

My duty to your lordſhips moſt humbly remembered. After the ſigning of this let- 
ter by my lords, mr. ſecretary and I ſpeaking with captain Murray; who was captain 
of the ſhip, found by him ſome particulars, which we thought fit to be made known 
to your lordſhips: as: that the captain of the admiral of the Hollanders, whoſe name 
is ANDREW CLIFFE, after the refuſal of the payment, would have ſent BRowWNE 
back again: but Joun ALBERTSON, captain of a-ſhip of Enchuyſen, who was the 
man that came aboard, inquiring if this man were Jean Browne, and the ſame who 
the laſt year received the duty, being told it was, he faid he had a warrant from the 
ſtates, which he produced there, to arreſt him, and carry him priſoner into Holland: 
which we take to be very material, for we were doubtful at firſt whether the ſhips 
had not done it of themſelves, and might be diſavowed by the ſtates. But this ſpeech

After our very hearty commendations. By the copies- of the two letters which 
herewith you . ſhall receive, you- will underſtand, firſt with what audacious boldneſs 
and inſolency (authorized, as they pretend, by their ſuperiors). the captains of certain 
ſhips upon the coaſt of- Scotland lately have proceeded againſt a ſervant and public 
miniſter of his majeſty's, whom, in a fair and civil faſhion demanding ſuch dues as 
in right appertained to the crown of Scotland, they have arreſted and violently carried 
priſoner into Holland. Then you will ſee the directions we have received from his 
majeſty, and the charge we are commanded to impoſe upon you; for performance 
whereof diligent inquiry hath been made what ſhips of thoſe provinces are in the 
port of London; and by report of thoſe who have been employed, being men of 72

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dit and experience, there are no ſhips of Holland at all in that port, notwithſtandin 
the lord high admiral hath order, ſo ſoon as any ſhip of merchandiſe out of Holland 


' ſhall arrive in this port, to arreſt and ſeize upon two of the. maſters, and to detain 


them priſoners. : 


Sir Not CAron, upon our inſtance, preſented himſelf this day in the aſſembly of 
council, to whom we declared firſt the fact; then remonſtrated the indignity of this 
diſgraceful affront ; laſtly required him to advertiſe his ſuperiors, how ſenſible his 
majeſty is of this their injurious and ſcornful carriage; with this aſſurance, that he 
expecteth a preſent reparation of his honour, both by acknowledgment of the offence 
committed, and for ſatisfaction of the parties ſo unjuſtly aggrieved, .. Sir NotL Carox 
returned us this diſcreet and modeſt anſwer, that he ſhould be exceeding ſorry, if 
the ſtates general, his ſuperiors, or any particular province, ſhould carry themſelves 
towards his majeſty, or any of his ſubje&s, otherwiſe than ſhould become. them in 
duty and reſpect. For this particular fact, he pleaded ignorance, and perſiſted he 


was not acquainted with any ſuch warrant for the apprehenſion of that man, who 


now is priſoner ; promiſeth preſently to diſpatch a meſſenger with advertiſement of 
the particularities of this proceeding z and preſumeth, that his majeſty ſhall receire 
with all diligence ſpeedy ſatisfaction to his full contentment. Howbeit he infiſted 


long, that, before his majeſty's departure into Scotland, he did move his majeſty, that 


for this year there might be a forbearance of that right of taking the : fize-herring; 
and that all differences in queſtion might reſt until the moving of the commiſſionets, 
which only do attend the return of his majeſty. The charge, which we are to impoſe 
upon you, is this; that though this offence proceed from the ſtates of Holland, if they 
have given any warrant for ſuch an exorbitant attempt, which we are not eaſily 
willing to believe, or from their ſubordinate miniſters, whoſe fact is theirs until 


they diſavow it; and diſavow it they do not, until they puniſh it exemplarily, and in 


ſo public and open a faſhion as that the world may take notice of it : yet becauſe 
the ſtates general are the repreſentative body of all the United Provinces, and are 
they with whom his majeſty hath treated and contracted amity and alliance; you, up- 


on receit of this, with the firſt convenience, ſhall demand audience in the aſſembly 


of the ſtates general: to whom having repreſented the indignity of this fact (too 
ſhameful and ſcornful with connivance to be paſſed over, much leſs with patience 
to be digeſted) you ſhall require in his majeſty's name ſatisfaction, which you may 


ſay he expecteth to be ſuch, as may hold a juſt proportion with the inſolency of the 


grievance. This moreover. we add, that you ſhall do well to repair to the count 
Maukice, who is high admiral of thoſe provinces, and ſo likewiſe to the principal 
miniſters, who carry the greateſt ſtroke in the management of the affairs, eſpecially 
of Holland, and in fair and moderate terms treat with them to employ their beſt and 


moſt powerful endeavours, not only that ſatisfactory reparation may be made for 


cancelling this error, which his majeſty hath reaſon the more grievouſly to exagge- 
rate, becauſe it ſeemeth to proceed rather en gayetẽ de ceur, out of bravery and pre- 
ſumption, than out of any ground of pretended reaſon; but alſo that hereafter their 


affairs in this kind may be carried with that moderation, that the like inſolencies be not 


committed, to the diſturbance of that good correſpondence, which by experience they

My lord, 


No man can be more ſorry than myſelf of the oecaſion of this diſpatch, which 
now you ſhall receive from the lords: for as my endeavours ever have aimed at this 
end, to preſerve and maintain all good correſpondence between his majeſty's crowns 
and thoſe provinces; ſo when unhappily any thing hath happened to croſs or over- 
thwart this good underſtanding, my ſtudies have been to remove thoſe obſtacles, or 
at leaſt to qualify them. For I know how much it concerneth the good of thoſe 
' provinces, how ſtrong foever they are, and powerful by themſelves, perpetually to 
be ſeconded and renforced by the ſupports and countenance of the king of Great 
Britain : and withal I confeſs, that ſo long as, the crown of Great Britain doth ſtand 
in good terms of amity and alliance with the United Provinces, there is no cauſe it 
ſhould have to fear the proud attempts of any incroaching enemy, Upon theſe conſide- 
rations both parties ſhould be careful and wary not to give juſt cauſe of offence the one 
to the other; but ought to cheriſh and — all good occaſions, which may maintain 
and increaſe mutual amity. Which makes me the more marvel, that the ſtates of 
Holland, who in all their other proceedings are ſo wary and cautelous, ſhould in 
this action be ſo. precipitate and adventurous; which muſt argue a great confidence 
they have of their own worth and valour, or a great negle& and contempt they have 
of our weakneſs. - For had it not been ſufficient for them to have given charge to the 
maſters of their ſhips.to have refuſed the payment of this tribute? Gr, if they 820 held, 
by the demand of it, their ſovereignty to be abridged, could not they, either by re- 
monſtrance from their embaſſador, or by extraordinary legation, or commiſſion, have 
demanded reaſon or reparation of this grievance? Hath the friendſhip of England 
been fo fruitleſs unto them, that it doth deſerve no longer to be entertained ? Or are 
we become ſo contemptible, or are they ſo powerful, that, without cognizance of 
cauſe, they will be their own carvers, and ſo ſuddenly take fire, that upon any 
light pretext there is no more but a word and a blow? Tempora mutantur. I have 
known the time, when there was more ſtayedneſs and adviſedneſs in their proceedings ;

I was of opinion to reſerve the buſineſs of 10, 33, 23, 29, 20, 47, 65, 67, to the 
relation of fir EDWARD HARwOOD and captain BuxRowEs, without giving your ho- 
nour the trouble of my letters in that ſubject. But underſtanding by them upon farther 
diſcourſe, that in confidence this ſtate will concur willingly and readily with his majeſty 
in the deſign, it may be farther proceeded in than it otherwiſe would be, I have 
thought beſt to advertiſe your honour in general what we have done therein, leaving 

the particularities unto theſe gentlemen, when they ſhall return to your honour. 


Upon their firſt arrival, and divers times fince, I failed not to repreſent. to his excel- 
leney and monf, BARNEVELT the juſtice, honour, utility, and neceſſity of the enter- 
prize, leaving the facility thereof to fir EDWARD Harwood and captain BuxROWEVS, 
which they expreſſed in my hearing to monſ. BARNEVELT to very good purpoſe, inſo- 
much that he ſeemed to reſt well ſatisfied; and with his excellency they treated at 
large by themſelves. But in concluſion we find them to inſiſt upon certain difficulties, 
firſt in regard of the place that is to be aſſailed, the deſign being to take it by famine; 
and in ſhort ſpace, any miſinformation of the ſtore of the town, or any ſmall ſhip, 
which ſhould enter by ſea, would overthrow it: and next in reſpect of this ſtate, 
which being a commonwealth, and ſo compoſed as your honour beſt knows, they 
cannot undertake ſuch a matter without communicating the ſame to the provinces, 
both in conſideration of their trade in the Levant, which being ſo lately ſettled, they 
cannot fo ſuddenly break off, and revoke their merchants with their goods, without 
their firſt acquainting the towns; as likewiſe of the charge, which each province 
muſt agree to contribute, Now in theſe two things the conſent of the provinces cannot 
be had without communicating the deſign; and the communication of a mn n 
| | | uc 
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ſuch ſecrecy cannot pak fo generally, as it muſt do, yithour giving advertiſement to 
the enemy. 4: . te 


In anſwer of the firſt of theſe objections concerning the magazine within the town, 
and the victualling it from abroad, the credit, Which is to be given to thoſe which 
were upon the place, and the good guard, which would be kept by the multitude of 
our ſhipping during the ſiege, was all I could alledge. But touching the communi- 
cation of the deſign to the provinces, I remembered many extraordinary. enterprizes, 
both of great coſt and hazard, which, unleſs they had been reſolved of and executed 
with ſecreey, could never have taken place; and in participating matters of this na- 
ture J ſaid there magis & minus, ſo as with ſome intelligent and confident perſons, I 
thought his majeſty would be content it ſhould be communicated, that diſeretion being 
therein uſed which is requiſi te. CCC 


In this caſe I demanded of monf. BARNEVEL T his opinion of the diſpofition of the 
ſtates, adding farther, that though they did communicate the ſecret to confidenr per- 
fons, it was not needful to diſcover more in general, than that were to concur with his 
majeſty for the ſuppreſſion of the pirates: wherein that, which they now ſpend with- 
out fruit in three or four years, would be requited to very good purpoſe in one; and 
either the town would be taken, which would fully defray the charge, or, that failing, 
the pirates ſtippiug would be undoubted}y burnt and conſumed: which in three or 
four years ſhould not be raiſed again to that firength/ at which they now are. And it 
was not to be queſtioned, bur that in af events his majeſty would from that time 
forward maintain an equal rate of ſhipping: with them ; whereby the one half of the 
charge, which they have been at for theſe late years, they would be freed of hereafter.

prize by example of CHARLES V. who failed thereof. His exeellency told me plain- 
ly, that having talked with monſ. BARXEVREL T of this buſineſs, he found ſmall ap- 
pearance, in this time of diſtractlon and domeſtic troubles, to obtain a conſent of the 
provinces to concur in ſo great a foreign boſineſs: and therefore he wiſhech his ma- 
1 would be pleaſed to defer the ſame until another year, when there might be 

ope of a better union a {| them. Mean time they here reſolve to continue 
their wonted preparations againſt the pirates, to which they now return theſe five ſhips, 
which were ordained for the aſſiſtance of the king of Swede, with addition of one more 

(which make twelve in all witk theſe which are already abroad) and thefe are now 
ſetting (ail towards the Straits, with order to uſe alk manner of hoſtility againſt the 
pirates, whereſoever they can encounter them. This ſhews the diſpoſition of this 
ſtate in general, howſoever that for this particular enterprize I do not find, either by 
his excellency or monſ.

be more proper than his majeſty's demands to LIOxELLI, firſt, why they had not 
acquainted fir HENRY WorTToN with the bufineſs ? and next, why they ſhould expect 
a declaration of his-majeſty in their quarrel with Spain, when they had not declared 
themſelves ? But their natural umbrageouſneſs and fear makes them ſparing in com- 
municating a ſecret with one public miniſter, for doubt of giving jealouſy to the reſt:

Monſ. BARNEVELT, now at the meeting of the ſtates, is retired to Viana and his 
poſſeſſions about Amersford, under. pretence of changing air for his health.

of his majeſty's ſhips, in which he was expreſsly conducted, having his majeſty's letters 
patents, which he fhewed to make his quality known, and could not be miſtaken by 
2 pretence of ignorance: Theſe wrongs, I told him, were ſo general, and of ſo high 
a nature, that in no part nor no port his majeſty's ſubjects could be free from the in- 
folencies of their men; and therefore was no longer to be ſupported. Wherefore [ 
deſired him, as he tendered the preſervation of the amity betwixt his majeſty and this 
Fate, not to remit us (as uſually they do in fach caſes) to their Eaſt Indian company 
with their admiralties and fiſheries, but to take that courſe, as was fit for reparation of 
honour to his majeſty, and of damage to thoſe which were intereſſce.

The commandment I have received from your majeſty by letters of the 12th of 
July from St. Andrew's to aſſiſt the prince elector Palatine's miniſter, when he ſhall

: To give your majeſty farther light of the nature of their aſſembly and reſolutions, 
you may pleaſe to underſtand one accident, which happened at the very breaking up 
of their laſt meeting, when there came deputies to the number of fifteen or more, in 
the name of the whole province, to count Mavrice, count HENRY, and the princeſs. 
dowager of Orange, defiring them ſeverally to aſſiſt the magiſtrates in maintenance of 
their authority. To which count Henry and his mother made preſent anſwers in 
general terms; but his excellency ſaid, that, to underſtand their minds more in parti- 
cular, he would come the next day to their aſſembly; which he accordingly did, and 
there told them the intent of his coming was to be better inſtructed in a matter of ſo 
great conſequence, as that which concerned the repoſe of their conſciences, and ſafety 
of their perſons : wherein monſ. BARNEVELT took upon him preſently to declare the 
mind of the aſſembly, that they expected at his hands, as governor of the province, 
to aſſiſt the magiſtrates in execution of their authority, and particularly in thoſe 
things they had determined at this laſt meeting: whereof he began to make the 
recital, but being in the midſt of his ſpeech, he was interrupted by the burgo- 
maſter of Amſterdam, who ſaid, that this indeed was the advocate's deſire with 
ſome others; but that his excellency muſt not take it as the conſent of them all. 
This croſſing put monſ. BARNEVEZLT into diſtemper, and the burgomaſter was no 
whit more calm; ſo as leaving the matter, they fell to comparing of lineages and 
other conteſtations, which his excellency was fain to moderate, and to end the ſtrife 
told them, that when he firſt took his oath as governor of the province, they were 
all good friends, and at agreement, eſpecially in this one point, to which he was ſworn, 
that he ſhould to his laſt drop of blood maintam and preſerve the true reformed reli- 
gion.

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factors themſelves, CLI FF and AL BERSON, as unknown perſons to him as admiral; 
and not captains in ſervice of the ſtates, but ſuch as are expreſsly hired and employed 
by their fiſhers for their convoy. 


I muſt likewiſe advertiſe your lordſhips, that AL BERSOx, upon his Grſt coming ta 
Enchuyſen, when he brought mr. BRowXNE. thither, was there ſharply. reproved by 
the magiſtrates of the town; and mr. Browne well treated, being there defrayed, 
and from thence conducted to this place by one of the chief of them: and here he 
hath no cauſe to complain; having bad eſculenta & poculenta ſufficient, and ſeventy 
double Jacobus pieces preſented unto him by thefe maſters of the fiſhers for: a viati- 
cum; which he refuſed not, becauſe count Maurice adviſed him to accept it, as 
being in lieu of the charge of a ſhip, which otherwiſe they muſt furniſh to reconduct 
him into Scotland. | | 


I do not find by mr. BRowW E, that at ſuch time as ALBzRsQN ſtaid him upon 
CLIP F's ſhip, there was any warrant ſhewed for this apprehenſion, according as capt. 
Murray doth inform; but that only ALRERSON ſaid, they had warrant for what they 
did, and that it was, contained in their commiſſion, which they produced, but did not 


Ina caſe of this nature I would not omit any circumſtances, which may give light to 
your lordſhips judgments. So in all humility I take leave, &c.

Upon occaſion of the return of mr. RoBERT AsHILEY, who brought me your honour's 
former letters, and of whom I find favourable mention in your laſt of the 24th of 
Avguſt, which accompanied thoſe from the lords of the 23d, I would not fail by 
expreſs letters, as likewiſe by the copy of my propoſition: in the aſſembly of the ſtates 
general, to give their lordſhips. an account what I had done in obedience to their com- 
mandments concerning the complaint of the affront offered his majeſty in the wrong- 
ful apprehenſion of mr. BRowNE, and demand of ſatisfaction: which when ſhall re- 
getve, at leaſt what anſwer ſoever I ſhall have concerning this ſubject, I will ſpeedily . 
advertiſe their lordfhips. Mean time finding the ſenſe their lordſhips and your ho- 
nour in particular hath of this accident, which in itſelf is very ill, but would be of far 
worfe digeſtion if it were any ways authorized from hence, I muſt again confirm 
what advertiſed your honour by my laſt of the 13th of Auguſt, that it is not only 
here diſavowed, but, by as many as I have ſpoken with concerning the ſubject, ge- 
nerally condemned: and if to their profeſſion I may add my private opinion, I be- 
yeve it was done without commiſhon, either by word or writing: for not only here, 
but likewiſe at Rotterdam and Enchuyſen, upon the firſt news thereof, thoſe, wo 
bad eommitted the fact, were much blamed. But this will appear more by the ſa- 
disfaction they give his majeſty, in their exemplary puniſhment. The delay of their 
anſwer your honour will ſoon anſwer, when you know, that monſ. BarNEveLs is ab- 
ent, from whom they fetch the chief light of their eounſels : but now they know

There hath been an aſſembly about ten days ſince of the chief of the Arminian fac- 
tion at Utrecht, as well of church as laymen, there being fifteen of the firſt ſort, and 
amongſt thoſe 178. and 179. and of the latter 174. 176. 177. 213. 32. 10. 61. 52. 
29. 37. 17+ 45+ 50. 19. one of the 190. 216. 25. 39. 23. 20. 47. 12. 19. 51. 63. 
one of the 195. with ſome others, and the chief of 184. who are all for the moſt part 
that way affected. The ſecret of their conſultation is not yet known; but this I under- 
ſtand, that they had in debate what anſwer ſuch miniſters of Guelderland ſhould make 
to what is injoined them in that province, and a preciſe day appointed, concerning the 
five points here ſo much debated, and of the dependencies on them: And for the reſt, 
how they ſhall maintain ſuch reſolutions as go here under the name of Holland. 


The laſt, which was taken by plurality of voices in their late aſſembly, I ſend 
your honour herewith, with, a placart, which was immediately publiſhed thereupon, 
and ſome particular exceptions which are taken againſt the ſame, there being five 

towns, whereof Amſterdam and Dort are the chief, which do openly proteſt againſt 
the reſolution and placart: And four, Gorcum, Medenblick, Menichedam, and Sche- 
dam, which hold themſelves neutral without avowing or diſclaiming the ſame, 


The extraordinary deputies of Zealand arrived not here till Friday laſt, The day 
following they went into the council of Holland, to ſecond an office made the begin- 
ning of the week by mr. Joacaimt, one of rhe ordinary deputies of that province, in 
the name of his principals; which was, that for important cauſes they would re- 
aſſemble the ftates of Holland: to which the anſwer they made to Joacuimi was, 
that their number was not ſufficient, in the abſence of the advocate and others, to re- 
ſolve of calling an aſſembly: And to theſe extraordinary deputies, that if they had 
any new matter to propoſe, when they knew the ſame, they would then conſult whe- 
ther it deſerved an aſſembly of the ſtates or not, and accordingly take a reſolution : - 
But if it were the fame which they had treated formerly concerning a national ſynod, 
that therein the reſolution of the ſtates was already known and publiſhed. In caſe 
they perſiſt therein not to admit of any further treaty, the four provinces will infallibly 
proceed with a ſynod apart; in which the five towns of Holland will join with them; 
but hitherunto they forbear to ſend their depuries hither for that purpoſe, until they 
tee whether the ſtates of Holland will affemble or not. And this upon very good 
counſel, not to make any ſhew of ſeparation from the reſt of the provinces, until they 
are driven unto it by neceſſity. In Leyden, according to their laſt reſolution, they 
are now raiſing 400 men, to be there in garriſon for the ſervice of the magiſtrates. 
There was this laſt week in Delft an uproar in the church, where an Arminian preacher 
by order of the magiſtrates ſtept into the pulpit; but upon the firſt ſight of bim, in 
place of a pſalm, he was cried down by the voice of the people, and hardly eſcaped 
their fury. The like accident happened not long before in a village near Rotterdam, 
where the magiſtrates of that town came as judges. to hear two miniſters diſpute; and. 
about 1000 people were there aſſembled as auditors: But before they could agree 
upon the queſtion, or upon the form of their argumentation, the tray was 3

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they do in Fleet: ſtreet, with clubs, the people falling together by the ears, ſome with 
daggers, and others with knives, and happy was he, even of the magiſtrates themſelves, 
that could ſave his ſkin. Things being actually in this diſorder, and likely day by 
day rather to grow worſe than better, and now the other provinces being ſenſible of 
the danger, having here extraordinary deputies, men of great ability, to conſult of a 
remedy in that which the public and every mar's particular hath ſo much intereſt 
in, it is much marvelled how monſ. BARNEVELT, notwithſtanding that his preſence 
| hath been here much and often required, doth only upon excuſe of change of air ab- 
ſent himfelf. Some conceive it is with a purpoſe wholly to retire himſelf from the 
managing of public affairs: Others, that he doth reculer pour mieux ſauter, when in 
ſuch weighty occaſions, as are now in handling, he hath valued himſelf magis carerids 
quam fruendo, But I conceive his intent to be to ſee the uttermoſt of this difference, 
which he will have perſiſted in according to the laſt reſolution of thoſe of Holland by 176 
and 177, with the reſt of the 211; and according to the event will then return, as one

the ſtates to meet with others, that the archduke ſhall name, to treat concerning the

I gave your lordſhips an account by letters of the firſt of this preſent, and by the 
copy of my propoſition annexed, what I had then performed in the aſſembly of the 
| ſtates general, in conformity to your lordſhips letters of the 1 3th of Auguſt, with ſuch 
other circumſtances as I thought material, touching the taking mr. Bxowne on the 
coaſt of Scotland, his conducting hither, and treatment ſince his arrival. He now 
returns charged with thoſe to your lordſhips, which are accompanied with the ſtates 
anſwer to my propoſition, the information of the chief officers of their ' fiſhery, and 
certain atteſtations of fome ſeveral perſons taken under oath to extenuate the quality of 
the offence ; which (according as I advertiſed your lordſhips) will appear both by the 
ſtates anſwer, as likewiſe by the information of thoſe of the fiſhery, ro be diſavowed ; 
and the deputies of the ſtates (one of Holland, and another of Zealand) who this 
day brought me theſe papers, did deliver the ſame unto me, with ſolemn proteſta- 
tions in that particular, with much other ſpeech to the ſame effect as their anſwer in 
writing; adding, that the time, when his majeſty did revoke a placart concerning 
the payment of tribute by the fiſtiers on the coaſt of Scotland, at the inſtance of the 
ſtates (which is ſpecified in their anſwer, but no time named), was in the year 1610; 
and concluding with a requeſt, that his majeſty would be pleaſed to take in good part 
their anſwer to ſet at liberty ſuch of their ſubjects as are reſtrained upon this occaſion, 


and that for the time to come thoſe of the provinces may be permitted, as heretofore, 
to continue their fiſhing without moleſtation... 1 


To this I anfwered, touching the firſt of diſcovering the fact as done without theirs 
or any other public commiſſion, that his majeſty and your lordſhips, in confidence 
both of their friendſhip and wiſdom, did believe as much, notwithſtanding the captains 
of their ſhips, at ſuch time as they made ſtay of mr. Browne, had averred the con- 
trary; and now upon this aſſurance both by meſſage and writing would (I made no 
doubt) reſt ſo much the better ſatisfied. Howſoever f told them, that I underſtood

Concerning the promiſe they pretend to be made by his majeſty anno 1610 of free- 
dom from that .

ance of any ſuch thing, ſince no more was required of them than of other ſtrangers 
and of his majeſty's own ſubjects; all particular exemptions in ſuch eaſes being 
uſually N by letters patents; and that ſir NoEL Caron had no ſuch thing to 
alledge to your lordſhips at his being lately at your council-table upon this ſubject:

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Touching their requeſt”. of procuring by good offices his majeſty's ſatisfaction, and 
by conſequence the releaſe of ſuch as are impriſoned upon this-occaſion, I told them, 
the ſame did depend upon their farther proceeding in this buſineſs; wherein hitherto 


nothing was actually done, but much ſaid for diſavowing the fact. And fince they 


had brought mr. BxowNs into theſe parts, whom they had examined at Enchuyſen, and 
afterwards at Delft, I told them, they could do no leſs than ſend CLI FF and ALBERSOx 
as priſoners into England to be examined there, ſince they uſed recrimination ; and that 
upon the validity of the informations their farther puniſhment or releaſe ſhould de.

In mr. BooTapy's and Suvrn's buſineſs, I will remember to your honour, that 
having had a letter from your honour in behalf of mr. BeLL to join his ſuit with 
theirs for reparation of loſſes received by the pirates, I found thoſe new pretenſions 
(whereof the ftates had knowledge from other hands) much to croſs my endeavours 
for BooTHBy : whereof your honour being advertiſed, I received in December laſt a 
letter from your honour's ſecretary, mr. 7700 Mos, as written by your order, to 
proceed, as I had done before, without hindering the one by mixing their ſuits, and 
not profiting the other: but until I did give the ſtates ſome light, that BzLr could 
not well make the ſame claim as BooTaBy, I could not draw from them any reſolu- 
tion; and until likewiſe I told them my private opinion, that, giving contentment to 
BooTHBY and SMYTH, this matter would ſo end. Whereupon they took the reſolu-

Since whoſe departure 
the captain of the ſhip of war, who brought him to Enchuyſen, abſenting himſelf, is 
diſplaced, and another put into his charge by the ſtates of Holland. Which courſe 
will be taken with the other of Rotterdam, when he ſhall return; and ſuch other re- 
ſentment ſhewed, as may give his majeſty ſatisfaction; for ſo have ſome of the chief 
of Holland affured me to be their intention, with whom I have ſpoken ſince mr. 
Brown's departure, and ſhewed out of his anſwers the ſmall appearance of truth in 
thoſe diſcourſes, which were delivered upon this. ae 


Now in anſwer to your honour's letters.of the 27th of Auguſt I have dealt particu- 
larly with ſome of the chief of thoſe three provinces, which oppoſe the national ſynod, 
without ſhewing myſelf openly in the other part, to the end it might appear, that 
the courſe they take is by their own _— not by the inſtigation of others: and ;

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find them all to come as well pro as contra with limited inſtructions from their princi-

might be authoriſed not to proceed with the national ſynod, the proteſt was not to be 
admitted: ſo as the buſineſs is now in this ſtate, the four provinces have taken a deter- 
minate reſolution for a national ſynod, and are accordingly upon nominating deputies 
to appoint time and place, with other circumſtances : and the other three are in queſtion, 
whether their oppoſite proteſts ſhall be admitted or not. | Ye. J 


I have remembered to ſome of the chief of the four provinces to have a regard of 
the time of their ſynod, to appoint it in that ſort, that the other provinces may have 
both day to deliberate and to conjoin with them, if they ſo think good upon better 
advice : whereof they will have care, and the time 1s like to be appointed in April 
next. They, on the other ſide, have moved me, under pretence of calling for an an- 
ſwer to his majeſty's letter, written unto the ſtates general in April laſt, in com-

I told them his majeſty did not ſo much require to have the parties puniſhed, as to 
have his honour repaired ; which by ſending them into England would be done to his 
majeſty's contentment, and without their farther puniſhment than to go and return;

humiliation ; and the * . of theſe perſons being diſavowed by the ſtates general 
(upon which they all inſiſted), by theſe of Holland, and by the maſters of the fiſhery 
_ themſelves, they had the more reaſon to ſend them, as thoſe who (as much as in them 

lay) made a breach into the common alliance.

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This I ſhewed them to be agreeable to the laws of all nations both antient and modern, 
againſt which they could not plead N unleſs in their amities and alliances they 
would have a privilege apart different from all others, as well kings as common- 
wealths. And for the example of their own princes in times paſt, I remembered unto 
them, that it held not in this caſe, becauſe privileges were only to be pleaded with thoſe, 
of whom they received their privileges. SS 


5 The buſineſs chiefly concerning thoſe of Holland (of whom there are at this pre- 


ſent few or none in effect in the aſſembly of the ſtates general) they have forborn 
hitherunto to take it into deltberation : And I find by them it will be referred firſt to 
the aſſembly of the ſtates of Holland, which is like to be held the beginning of this 
next month; and knowing, that, in caſe I ſhould now make the demand publicly in the 
aſſembly of the ſtates general, 1 ſhould have no anſwer for the preſent, Bae by way of

If, upon view of theſe heads in the project of the ſynod, his majeſty judge it fitting 
to have any thing added or altered, upon knowledge of his pleaſure, there will be 
means left to frame it accordingly, it being very likely the orders from the provinces will 
not be ſo ſtrict, as to leaye nothing to the diſcretion of the deputies. ” 


The committee-council of Holland with much diffieulty have been induced at the 


length to promiſe the aſſembling of the ſtates of that province, which they ſay ſhall 
be the firſt week of the next month; until which time monf. BarneverLT reſolves to 
abſent himſelf, to the end that being folemnly required by the ſtates of this province

His excellency hath of late aſſembled the nobleſſe of Holland (who have all but 
one voice in the ſtates of the provinces) and ſhewed them the many inconveniences, 
into which they for their particulars were running by thoſe diviſions ; whereof they were 
very * , but to ſmall effect, ſince the advocate is their mouth, and this is the firſt 
time of many years ſince that body hath been aſſembled, without the advocate.

Sir NoxL Cazox hath carefully and laboriouſly treated both with his majeſty and 
the lords of the council, that the poor mariners impriſoned in this town for the in- 
ſolency committed upon Joun Browne, might be releaſed and ſet at liberty. And 
the better to induce. his majeſty. and the lords to hearken to his requeſt, having firſt 
made it appear, that the ſtates general, the ſtates of Holland, and the brotherhood of the 
Peſcherie do diſavow this fact, as not authoriſed by them beforehand, nor approved poſt 
fallum, he hath made this fajr offer, that the delinquents ſhall be called in queſtion in 
your preſence, and receive ſuch puniſhment, as the nature of ſo high an offence duly 
doth require. He doth alledge, that the privileges of thoſe countries directly do forbid, 
that the natives and burghers ſhould: be tranſported for any offence they have com- 
mitted, to receive puniſhment in a foreign country, But his majeſty doth perſiſt 
fort &' ferme, that theſe delinquents ſhould be delivered into his hands. And I could 
wiſh the ſtates would fo well underſtand the good of their own affairs, not to make 
any ſcruple to fatisfy his pleaſure therein. But if they ſtifly ſnall ſtand upon their 
punctilios, that in regard of their privileges they may not permit theſe men to be ſent 
over to receive puniſhment at his majeſty's diſcretion (if he ſhall think fit to infli& any 
upon them) the beſt iſſue can be expected hereof is this, that there will be continually 
nouriſhed a heart burning and diſcontents between his majeſty and the ſtates, which 
ill- affected perſons (to the good correſpondence and alliance, which long have been 
between theſe kingdoms and thoſe provinces, whereof the number is great, and daily 
will grow greater) will employ their baſe endeavours (and think therein they do Gop 
and their country good ervice) to multiply and increaſe.

Since my laſt of the 13th of this preſent by HERMA the poſt, I have not failed of 
all fit endeavours to diſpoſe the ſtates to give his majeſty ſatisfaction in ſending over 
into England the two captains of their ſhips, CLire and ALBERs0x, ta ſubmit them- 
felves to his majeſty's mercy for the inſolence they lately committed on the coaſt of 
Scotland : to which I find upon better conſideration ſome to be well inclined, who 
at the firſt made much difficulty; thoſe of Rotterdam (of which town CL1Fs is an in- 
habitant) having conſulted the matter in their aſſembly of magiſtrates, and found it 
reaſonable ; and I expect the like for AL BERSON of thoſe of Enchuyſen,. with whom 
their neighbours of Amſterdam have promiſed me to deal ſeriouſly ; fo as theſe towns, 
which are chiefly intereſſed, having once conſented ta this courſe, I ſhall then hope a 
reſolution will be taken herein to his majeſty's contentment; and the rather, becauſe 
monſ. BARNEVELT, who is newly returned hither, and with whom I have already ſpoken 
concerning this buſineſs, ſhews no alienation from it. 5 

In the queſtion about a national ſynod (touching the which I treated likewiſe with 
him at large) he continues the ſame averſeneſs as ever ; and now picks new argument 
out of the forwardneſs of the other provinces, as if they would give the law to Hol- 
land, which he profeſſeth he cannot give way unta; and diſputing out of his long ex- 
perience and knowledge the power of particular provinces, even from before the paci- 
fication of Ghent, he takes all authority from the ſtates general in affairs of religion, 
ſo much as calling a ſynod; which he makes matter of diſtinct ſovereignty for every 
province to diſpoſe therein ad libitum: which is (and ſa I tald both him and GroTivs, 
who maintains the ſame opinion) to diſpute queſtions of their ſtate with the ſame ſub- 
tilty, as their miniſters do their points in religion, and will breed in the end as great 
diſunion in the one, as there is diſtraction in the other. 


He excepted much both againſt the ſubſtance of a propoſition I laſt made upon 
occaſion of calling for an anſwer to his majeſty's letter; and likewiſe the publiſh- 
ing thereof in print: the latter of which was much againſt my mind, and proceeded 
not from me, but from the ſtates themſelves, of whom I deſired him to demand an 
account thereof, and to prevent the like hereafter, as an ill practice and a great in- 
convenience to- the ſtate, The former I defended as well as I might; and though 
not to his contentment, nor thoſe of that party, which continue aback and (tiff in 
their opinions, I have had good allowance thereof, and expreſs thanks from all the well- 
affected towns and provinces, who are now returned by their extraordinary deputies ; 
and the project of the ſy nod (whereof I ſent your honqur a copy with my laſt) is by 
them all ratified, with change of ſome words only, but no conſiderable circumſtances.

they could not draw Delft, Gorcum, Schedam, Munichedam, and Medenblich ; 
which, though they formerly concurred with them, now matters come to declaration,

Monſ. pu MaAuRIER returned hither by poſt through Brabant on the 23d of this 
preſent, and the day following had audience in the aſſembly of the ſtates general;

Count WIL LIAu of Naſſau, governor of Frieſland and Groningen, accompanied 
his excellency in this journey; his brother count Hexry excuſed himſelf upon ex- 
pectation of embaſſadors ſent here to the ſtates from the landgrave of Heſſen, whole 
errand is chiefly concerning bis marriage. | . 


The embaſſadors, being two in commiſſion, had their firſt audience in the aſſembly

I have received no direction to write any thing to your lordſhip upon. your - laſt let- 
ters, his majeſty being at Newmarket, to whom I fent them; but we hope here, ma if 


no great conſequence can follow; for many will not be there, and others will be bound 


or any other, hoping they have got the ſtart of all others, and aſſuring themſelves 


This I write chiefly to gratify fir EpwarD Cxc1L, and to convey his letters, who 
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libellous pamphlet, which is newly publiſhed in this Netherlands language here, terme d 
a Wergh Scbael, that is @ balance, wherein are put at great length many falſhoods and 
calumnies, to overfway a fhort and true recite I made lately in a ſpeech to the ſtates 


general concerning the beginning, 7 and preſent ſtate öf theſe differences; and 


the factious and violent proceedings of the Arminian party in Holland, being therein 
balanced likewiſe with his majefty's prudent and peaceable government in church af- 


fairs, as well in England as Scotland. As it made me more ſenſible of the wrong done 


herein to his majeſty, ſo have I thought fit in all event to ſet down in writing the 
whole carriage of the buſineſs, not knowing whether it will here reſt, or have further 
conſequence (as happily it may) which may much import the whole ſtate of this pre- 


- 


ſent controverſy in religion. 


Having had expreſs order from bis majeſty by letters from mr. ſecretary Winwoad 
of the 27th of Auguſt, to treat with theſe ſtates, and induce them (if it were paſſible) 


to concur unitely in the reſolution of a national ſynod (to which four of them, Guel- 


derland, Zealand, Frieſland, and Groningen, had then conſented) and this in regard, 


that the union of Utrecht being grounded upon religion, could not in a cauſe, as this 


is, of religion, permit a ſeparation; I did accordingly ſpeak with the deputies apart af 
the three diſſenting provinces, Holland, Utrecht, and Overyſſel; and having no 
anſwer, nor finding any effects thereof for the ſpace of a month, no not ſo much as 
that they had reported what 1 ſaid (though therein 1 uſed his majeſty's name) to their 
principals (which was too great a neglect), I demanded audience in the aſſembly of 
the ſtates general the 6th of October, where, in conformity to his majeſty's laſt letters 
to the ſtates of the zoth of March laſt paſt, his former in the cauſe of Voxs ius, his 
commandments then newly renewed by thoſe from mr. ſecretary, and the preſent ac- 
currences, I ſpoke that I thought moſt material, and concluded with requiring an

My ſpeech was well accepted, and anſwered for the preſent by the preſident of the 
aſſembly with words of compliment, and the copy thereof was by him required of me 


in the name of the reſt, but all the particular urging (as being preſent I might well 


obſerve) of thoſe of Holland; which I promiſed to fend them (as I did the next day) 
more for their ſatisfaction than mine own. St | _— 


In the preſenting thereof the next day, GroT1vs, the penſioner of Rotterdam, 
moved in the name of Holland, that it might be ſuppreſſed; which the deputies of 
the other provinces would not conſent unto, ſince at his inſtance it was required; but 
cauſing the ſame to be tranſlated into Dutch, ſent it in both languages to their prin- 
cipals, and in both languages it was printed and publiſhed within few days after; but 
by whom or where it is not known. oth 


GRoT1vs hereupon counterfeiting ſickneſs, retired himſelf to Rotterdam, and Uszn- 
BOGARD, the chief chaplain of the court, and Coryphæus of the Arminian preachers, 
under the ſame pretence kept cloſe for many days here in this town ; which gave ſub- 
ject then of ſuſpicion, and ſince it is in a manner evident, that they were ſick of a

Monf. BaxwzveLT both then and after ſeemed cold in the apprehenſion of the 
matter; but the preſident complained thereof to the ſtates general, who ſent unto me 
the ſame day their greffier AxRSs ENS, promiſing to give his majeſty before long a 
ſatisfactory anſwer to his letters and my office, and diſclaiming this book, of which

Touching their anſwer to his majeſty, I deſired the greffier to tell his maſters, it was 
their buſineſs chiefly, and therefore I would attend their commodity ; and ſo they would 
anſwer his majeſty's good and wholeſome advice with correſpondent effects, it was 
that his majeſty moſt deſired : But for as much as belonged to me (in finding my- 
ſelf perſonally and publicly written againſt for that, which by order of his majeſty E 
ſpake in their aſſembly d huis clos, and of which I had not delivered the copy but at 
their inſtance) I deſired them to excuſe me, if I expected ſome further ſatisfaction 
anſwerable to the quality of an embaſſador, and the offence of a libeller, which, without

Hereupon they took a reſolution to write to the ſeveral provinces, not only to have 
the books ſuppreſſed, but to have ſearch made likewiſe for the printer and author: But 
this ſatisfaction being private, and the wrong ſo public, I demanded audience in their 
aſſembly the 4+ of this preſent, where I manifeſted at large the points (as there are 
many in this book) wherein the reformed religion, the conſtitution. of this ſtate, his 
majeſty's actions in the church government of his kingdoms, and my own reputation (as 
his unworthy miniſter) were unworthily traduced. 


Touching religion, the book aſketh, fol. 46. upon the point where his majeſty ad- 
viſeth the courſe of ſynod (auguel, faith his majeſty in his letter, de tout tems on a eu 
recours en la Chreſtienté) whether LurHER or CaLvin had recourſe to a ſynod ? and 
whether by ſynod the reformation began in England? Which, I told them was one of 
the Papiſts common objections; and therefore the common anſwer muſt ſerve both 
them and the Arminians, that Gop did work in ſuch caſes ſometimes by means ordi- 
nary, and ſometimes by means extraordinary: That in a general corruption (as that 
of popery) he wrought the refarmation by extraordinary means: but where a church

was planted and ſettled, and that therein either hereſy or other novelty was ſpringing, 
the ordinary means of the ſynod was ever uſed for trial of the truth. So as either the 
Arminians muſt confeſs not to be of the reformed church in theſe provinces, and make 
profeſſion of a new religion; or elſe ſubmit themſelves to the accuſtomed orders of his 
church in particular, and the other reformed churches in general. 


Concerning this ſtate, the author will not allow the reformed religion to be any way 
conſiderable in the conſtitution thereof, which, as I proved by their treaties with the 
late queen of happy memory, by the oaths of their commanders in the wars and other 
officers in the government, by the conditions impoſed upon ſuch towns, as they got 
from time to time by conqueſt, by the concourſe of ſoldiers of all nations, which did 
divide themſelves in their wars betwixt them and their enemies, according to their pro- 
feſſion in religion, and by the title of their quarrel, which they ever ſtiled God's cauſe, 
to be an apparent falſhood., So I ſhewed them how (if this belief ſhould once take 

place) their provinces and towns would be arena fine calce, and would not only be aban- 
doned by friends and people in reſpect of conſcience, but for having had aliud in ore, 
aliud in corde, be forſaken of Gop himſelf for diſſimulation and ingratitude. 


There are many ſeditious incitations ( feſtinate, viri, &c. fol, 30.) and contemptuous 
words of the people (who are termed Canaille through the whole book) which I omit- 
ted not to note, as dangerous in a commonwealth to make profeſſion of pride and

In that part, wherein his majeſty's government in church affairs (from his firſt 
happy reign in Scotland till now his laſt being there) is ripped up and miſconſtrued 
and applied in this manner, as if the ſtates of Holland did rather imitate his majeſty's 
example than follow his counſel; I ſpared not to make them ſenſible, firſt of the 
wrong in general in playing the ſyndic of the actions of ſo great a prince, which are 

juſtified in the effects of the bleſſed peace and tranquillity both of church and ſtate in 
all his majeſty's kingdoms (whereof we have in this ſtate a contrary experience) and 
next in the particular miſapplications of many things, which cannot be done other- 
wiſe than videns & ſciens to abuſe the people; wherein I chiefly inſiſted upon two 
things: The one, that whereas in the whole book, that, which is collected out of his 
majeſty's writings and ſpeeches againſt Puritans, is applied to the contra-remon- 
ſtrants in this ſtate (beſides the different reaſon of the Puritans being the oppoſers of 
the received church-diſcipline in England, and the contra-remonſtrants being the 
ſettled church here, which 1s oppoſed by the Arminians) I alledged his majeſty's own 
declaration, printed at the end of the Apology pro juramento fidelitatis, wherein he 
fnews his meaning in plain and expreſs terms, that this author, who can no ways (as 
appears by his work) pretend ignorance, can as little eſcape the condemnation male 
_fidei. The other an example of his majeſty's proceedings at Hampton-court, in the 
diſpute betwixt the biſhops with other learned perſons and Dr. ReinoLps with thoſe 
of his party; with which the author, I think, was helped by our chief man in this 
ſtate ; for he hath often in diſcourſe alledged the ſame unto me, as a proof, that ſince 
his majeſty rook that cauſe to his own hearing and determining, the ſtates of Holland 
might do the like betwixt the remonſtrants and contra- remonſtrants: wherein I firſt 


ſhewed 
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ſhewed the difference of proceeding to be obſerved betwixt matters of external diſci- 
pline and points of doctrine; and next the direct contrary courſe the ſtates of Hol- 
land take from that, which was obſerved by his majeſty, in that whereas his majeſty 
at that hearing did not find it convenient to embrace the remonſtrance of thoſe who 
did ſeek to trouble the church (which was after diſputed and confuted in divers ſyno- 
dical aſſemblies, to which thoſe remonſtrants were referred, and I could witneſs it to 
be rejected by the parliament, to which they had their laſt recourſe, as not being n9ftr: 
fori) the ſtates of Holland, on the contrary, yea, though there was queſtion of points 
of doctrine, admitted the remonſtrance of the Arminians, printed anno 1610, and 
ever ſince by countenance and authority, and now lately by force of arms (having 
made expreſs levies upon this quarrel only), would ſettle that doctrine in the church : 
Whereas, if herein they had followed his majeſty's example, by rejecting the remon- 
france (as by many of the ſtates of Holland themſelves it was then and hath been ever 
ſince deſired), or at leaſt by referring their remonſtrants to their claſſes or ſynods, thoſe 
troubles, wherewith the ruin of the ſtate is threatened, had been ſmothered in the cradle, 
and both church and commonwealth continued in the wonted quietneſs. _ 


| Touching myſelf I ſaid, though I ought only to give account to his majeſty of my 
proceedings, yet there being more ſtrict amity betwixt his majeſty and them than any 
other prince and ſtate in Europe, I would uſe no reſervedneſs; and therefore told 
them, that this bufineſs of religion was my firſt charge; and that his majeſty gave it 
me in chief commendation, when I had the honour laſt to kiſs his hand, with his word, 
d Jove principium : That for the ſpace of a whole year after, though the occaſion did 
often require it, I did never moleſt them in that ſubject : That at the preſentation of 
his majeſty's letters unto them in March laſt, the few words I uſed, without delivering 
3 thing in writing, might argue my unwillingneſs to be too much ſeen in this buſi- 
neſs: That from March until October I attended their pleaſures for their anſwer to the 
ſaid letter, and ſo had ſtill done, ſave only for the expreſs charge I then had to quicken 
them in their inclination to ſynod : That what I then ſaid was by order from his ma- 
Jeſty, and with his allowance ſince: That the copy thereof being preſented to them 
the next day at their requeſt, they were to anſwer for the printing thereof, and not I: 
That whereas ſubject of writing this book againſt me is taken, becauſe I did not move 
the ſtates to have my tent p (and this point ſuch'of the ſtates themſelves, 
as are backward in giving me ſatisfaction, did much inſiſt upon), this I thought fitter 
for them to effect than for me to demand: That my ſpeaking ſo particularly in favour 
of the orthodox (which the book condemns of partiality, and the French embaſſador 
in a ſpeech he uſed in the aſſembly of the ſtates general, at his laſt coming out of 
France, glanced at as a point of indiſcretion) was by the rule nan eadem omnibus de- 
cora, more excuſable in his majeſty's miniſters than thoſe of other princes, in that his 
majeſty having the titles of defender of the faith, and protector of the reformed re- 
ligion, which was only profeſſed in his kingdoms, was to favour and further thoſe of 
the ſame profeſſion; whereas that prince, who had two religions publicly profeſſed 
in his ſtate, might with more reaſon be neutral. But what prince ſoever was an enemy 
to the reformed religion, could not be accounted a friend to theſe provinces. That in 
regard his majeſty had done nothing from the beginning of theſe differences, until this 
preſent, miſbecoming a religious prince, and their beſt friend and ally, nor myſelf any 
Thing, which 1 could not well juſtify, 1 prayed them for concluſion, well to yen —5 
e alance 


for other regards as this; that 
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balance itſelf by this obſervation, that when any thing is put into it (as there are divers 
malicious paſſages) in excuſe of his majeſty, the blame is laid on the informer, wherein 
am ſpared, my inſtructor is condemned: the one of which reflects upon his majeſty's 


- miniſters, from whom it is to be preſumed he hath his information, the other on his 


majeſty himfelf, from whom we receive our commandments. 


Now ſince nothing is or hath been done in the whole courſe of this buſineſs unworthy 
of his majeſty or his miniſters, though their proceedings therein are recited and con- 
futed in this libel 4/qze ab ovo, I adviſed them to ſhew in this cauſe themſelves (as being 
the repreſentative body of the provinces in this ſtate) worthy to have embaſſadors of ſo 
great princes reſident in their court, by protecting both their maſters honour and theirs 
(as this was a common intereſt of all embaſſadors), ſhewing them by examples of leſs 
moment what courſes they have formerly taken for ſearching out, and puniſhing of- 
tenders, Whereupon (though the uſe be in that aſſembly always to give up ſuch 


ſpeeches, as are there made in writing, - yet that it might appear unto them I was not 


fond of appearing in print, to which this might likewiſe have been ſubject) I gave them 
only a ſhort memorial (whereof I ſend your honour a copy under the ſame date as the 
day of my audience) concluding with this ricerde, which I thought neceſſary, as well 

1455 his majeſty was in this preſent conjuncture (as he 
hath had the happineſs to be always) careſſed and ſought unto by moſt princes and 
ſtates, even the moſt remote of Europe, and that by the ſubjects of this ſtate (of which 


his majeſty hath better deſerved than of all others) many affronts are daily offered both 


by ſea and land, that they would without favour or connivance make every one bear his 
own burden; or elſe they might in the end draw a heavy diſpleaſure on their own 
necks, making particular offences the cauſe of the public. e 


The deliberation hereof held them long after my departure, GroTws playing the 
advocate as earneſtly as if it had been his own cauſe, but in the name of thoſe of Hol- 
land, to draw the judgment thereof from the ſtates general; and not being able to pre- 


vail that way, he propoſed to have a placart generally made againſt libellers, wherein he 


was followed by thoſe of Utrecht and Overyſſel: But the major part of the provinces 
rejecting that overture, and concluding I ſhould have ſatisfaction according to my in- 
ſtance, he deſired time till the next meeting; in which interim he undertook to ſpeak. 
with me, and to perſuade me to reſt contented with what was already done, 


To this effect he came to me the next day, accompanied with the burgomaſter of. 
Dort, from the committee-council of Holland, deſiring me in their names, either to 
reſt. ſatisfied with what was already done, or to refer the matter to the aſſembly of 
Holland, which now approacheth. Againſt which I alledged, that this buſineſs be- 
longed no more to Holland than any other province, unleſs the author and printer of 
the book were known and declared to be Hollanders; and yet in that caſe having my 
firſt letters of credence directed to the ſtates general, and all my addreſſes ſince to that 
aſſembly only, and having made the ſpeech (of which there was now queſtion) to them 
likewiſe, it was of them 1 muſt expect reparation, 


This anſwer (miſdoubting fidelity in the report) I ſent the next day in writing to 
the ſtates general, according to the copy of my memorial under the date of the 27th 
3 
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of November; and the ſame. being read in their aſſembly, a reſolution was there 
taken for my full ſatisfaction, as your honour may pleaſe to ſee by a tranſlated abſtract 
out of their regiſter : but the execution hereof hath been deferred hitherto by the 
practice of the Arminians, who labour in this cauſe as if fortune Græciæ lay upon it: 
and what iſſue will be thereof I. cannot promiſe, but upon the next change of the pre- 
ſident, which will be within two days, I ſhall have juſt ſubje& to beſeech his majeſty, 
either to give the ſtates thanks upon this occaſion, or to add it to the number of other 
grievances.

Your honour's letters of the ſame date came to my hands by mr. CromweLL three 
days ſince, the one of which chiefly ſerved to give cover to his majeſty's letters con- 


cerning general Cecir, there being one to the ſtates of Utrecht, and another to myſelf, 
by which I have commandment to move thoſe ſtates. of Utrecht to revoke what they 
have done in giving a company of general Cxcir's regiment to a young gentleman 


belonging to another colonel, contrary to all: order: which not knowing how to per- 
form, unleſs I ſhould go expreſsly to Utrecht (which is. not pro dignitate upon ſuch an 
occaſion, and would be ſubject to many jealouſies in this diſſenſion of the provinces, 
and fruitleſs, becauſe young OGLE, to. whom the company is given, is actually in the 

ſſeſſion thereof), J have preſumed to ſuſpend my proceeding therein, until I under-

But the hope and expectation of thoſe well-affe&ed provinces 
and towns, who have inſiſted hitherto with ſo much zeal and conſtancy in advancing the 
ſaid ſynod, is thus grounded; that either the adverſe provinces will be in the end induced 
as in reaſon they ſhould) to concur with the reſt; or elſe, if they ſtill remain obſtinate, 
and the national ſynod (with aſſiſtance of learned and religious perſons from the reformed 
churches in foreign pe proceed without them, they will be forſaken of their towns, 
who are miſled by falſe appearance and miſts caſt before their eyes by certain factious 
and ſchiſmatical perfons, ſome of them magiſtrates, other miniſters, but chiefly the ſecre- 
taries (called penſioners) of the towns, who, to abuſe the people, do mix reaſons, or 
rather, as a Spaniard calls them, fin racones de ſtato, with church conſiderations ; and any 
declaration by a ſynod of that, which is the received opinion in other reformed churches, . 
touching the points here in controverſy, will give much ſtrength to the one party, and. 
diminution at leaſt to the other, if not an abſolute reducement to the right way. 


The apprehenſion hereof makes the Arminian faction endeavour at this preſent to 
divert by practice what they cannot oppoſe by force, they ſeeking to make that pro- 
vincial, which others would have national; and they are in a fair way to attain to their 
deſire, they having (as 1 formerly advertiſed) ever proteſted againſt all reſolutions of 
the ſtates general in this ſubject, inſomuch that they have ſometimes riſen an uproar, 
and forſaken the aſſembly; and now ſhewing an inclination in the particular aſſembly 
of the ſtates of Holland, there to treat and conclude the queſtion by way of provincial- 
ſynod, with proteſtation notwithſtanding to have no reference at all to the national 
ſynod. And to this courſe the well- affected towns of this province are ſo far gained, 
that I find them willing to conſent, but with reſervation of their former reſolution in 
concurring with the other provinces in the national ſynod, in caſe they cannot deter- 


mine the matter within their own province. 


This is the true ſtate of this buſineſs to the beſt of my lender judgment; which as 

well in regard of his majeſty's particular ſervice, for many important reſpects, as in 
conſideration of the common cauſe of religion, I wiſh may be rightly underſtood ; and 
though reckoning by numbers the Arminian party is (as I advertiſed your honour) far 
the weaker, yet they are in ſuch ſtate, conſidering their opiniatrity, that they deſerve 
rather to be condemned than contemned.

Truſty and well-beloved, we greet you well. This gentleman, the embaſſador of 
the king of Sweden, hath been. with us, and delivered at length all which he had to 
ſay; and from us hath received ſuch anſwers to his deſires, as both he and the king his 


maſter have reaſon to hold themſelves contented with. Amongſt other things, he hath 
SD requeſted, 
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requeſted, that whereas in his paſſage through theſe countries, he left part of his nego- 
tiation unfiniſhed, which now in his return he intendeth to purſue again, we would 
recommend the ſame to the ſtates general, who, he thinketh, would for our reſpect the 
ſooner come to a reſolution, The matter we are very willing to further, and wiſh he 
had ſatisfaction in it, which we conceive to be an aſſiſtance of men to be granted by the 
ſtates, in caſe wars ſhould break out betwixt the king of Pole and him: but the 
manner of proceeding therein is of weighty conſideration, in regard of the great traf- 
fics, which our ſubjects of this iſle, both Engliſh and Scottiſh, have within the domi- 
nions of Poland, Wherefore we have forborne to recommend his ſuit by any ſpecial 
letter to the ſtates, becauſe we know not how things may come to light, and have 
rather choſen to let you know privately how well we wiſh to the good ſucceſs thereof, 
and commend to your diſcretion and induſtry to further him to his ends in our name 
by all ſuch means, as you ſhall think convenient, and may have opportunity to uſe, 
without public manifeſtation of our name againſt the king of Pole. For as in re- 
card of the cauſe of religion, we put a great difference in our affection betwixt both 
the perſons and cauſes of the two kings; ſo yet the due care, which we ought to have 
of our ſubjects good, adviſeth us to carry our deſire ſo, as may further the embaſ- 
ſador's purpoſe, and not procure unneceſſarily to our people ſuch hurt, as by an 
alienation of the king of Pole they may receive.

Your honour may pleaſe to advertiſe his majeſty, that the aſſembly of the ſtates of 
Holland being broken up the 21ſt of this preſent, ſtilo novo, againſt this holy time, 
at their departure each party having framed a project for the ſettling theſe differences 
about religion, gave the ſame to each other in writing, the contra-remonſtrants re- 
quiring a provincial ſynod as a preparative to the national, according to the project, 
which his majeſty hath ſeen; and the remonſtrants excluding the national, with a de- 
lire to have all ended in the provincial ſynod, and that to be iparti, half remonſtrants 
and half contra-remonſtrants, and in caſe they cannot agree (as there is ſmall appearance 
they ſhould with equal ſtrength and divided affection), they then require to have the 
points in controverſy referred, not to a national of theſe provinces only, but to an uni- 
verſal ſynod of all the reformed churches _

We ſhall expect hereupon their laſt reſolution at their return the 1oth of the next, 
Hilo novo, which time is appointed ſooner than was once determined, to the end they 
may reſolve of their affairs before the aſſembly of the extraordinary deputies of the 
provinces, which have concluded of the national ſynod, and for that purpoſe have 
already framed their writs for ſummons, and made draughts of letters to his majeſty 
and other princes of the reformed religion, to intreat the aſſiſtance of ſome grave and 


learned perſons, which are (by appointment at their laſt meeting) to be ſent out of the 
beginning of February next, 
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The reſolution concerning the ſending to his majeſty the captains of ſhips, wha 
committed the inſolency lately on the coll of Scotland in the apprehending of Jonx 
BROWNVE, was taken in the aſſembly of Holland the day of their breaking up; and 
accordingly the deputies of Enchuyſen (ta which town one of the captains belongs) 
came to me expreſsly to acquaint me with their purpofe : but the execution hereof 
being referred to.the committee-council of Holland, they, in preſenting thereof to tlie 


Rates general, have entangled it with ſome difficulties, which will yet aſk ſome few days 


before we ſhall ſee the iſſue thereof. 


The deputies of Enchuyſen, with thoſe of Amſterdam, and the other well. affected 
towns, were with me likewiſe at the breaking up of the aſſembly, to diſcharge them. 
ſelves, that they were no ways culpable of the croſs reſolution, which was taken the 
day before by the Arminian faction, not to obey the order of the ſtates general in 
publiſhing the placart, whereof my former letters have advertiſed : and I find, that in 
this province, Utrecht, and Overyſſel, the libel hath ſtrong patrons, though in the 


other four it is publicly decried, and one BRIxIus, a deputy of Guelderland. in the 


ſtates general, hath had a reprimand from his maſters for his paſſionate carriage of 
himſelf againſt. their minds in this cauſe ; which will appear to his majeſty by the 
tranſlated copies of two letters from thoſe of Guelderland to this purpoſe, one to him- 


ſelf, another to the ſtates general. 


Count WILLIAM parted from hence two days ſince towards his governments of 
Frieſland and Groningen, where we hear there are certain Arminians, which begin to 


diſcover themſelves; and in this regard he doth haſten his journey. 


They graw here very apprehenſive of the common danger of pirates, who (as is 5 
advertiſed by letters of the 15th of the laſt from Algier) went about that time out of 


that port with forty-feven fail in one fleet well furniſhed with victuals and munition, 


and 4000 ſoldiers, beſides mariners: and though the ſtates have a kind of contract 


made by their conſul at Algier with thoſe pirates, that their ſhips ſhould paſs un- 


touched, they find ſmall uſe thereof, fave only that their men going with more ſecu- 
rity, are more fabject to danger, and no whit ſpared, when they are met with: in 


which regard they begin to bethink themſelves of ſome courſes, jointly with other 


princes and ſtates, for ſuppreſſion of the pirates, wherein his majefty is like to be 
moved by them before long. 0 

The reſident of Venice had an extraordinary courier on Tueſday laſt from his 
maſters, by whom they advertiſe how the gulf is moleſted by the duke of Oſſuna, 
and in doubt of a rupture thereupon with Spain. They begin to prepare themfelves. 
m time both by ſea and land; and letters go by this bearer to the Venetian embaſſador 
ConTARINT, to deſire of his majeſty licence for the tevy of ſome men, and hiring of 


certain ſhips for ſervice. 


I will hereupon put your honour in mind of a young gentieman, who is now in 
England, mr, FaIRTAR H; touching whom I received charge from his majefty, by let- 
ders from your honour (when his majeſty was in his journey towards Scotland) to 
procure his preferment : for which here being few opportunities during —

this journey to Venice comes ſeaſonably for him, if his commiſſion for a company be: 
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ſpoken for in time: and he hath often expreſſed unto me his deſire to be employed 


that way. 


The Engliſh ſhip, which the Venetian reſident complains of, in Zealand, to belong; 


to one ALEXANDER Ros E, and to be bound for Naples, for the ſervice of that viceroy- 
acainſt the Venetians, is ſtayed thereupan : bur the captain, one Harvey, is come. 
hither, and profeſſeth to have another deſign to Guiana, which he cannot fo well make 
appear, as to be free from trouble. | |

Truſty and well-beloved, we greet you well. We have peruſed your letters written: 
both to ourſelf and to our ſecretary, one of the 4th, and two of the 8th, of this month. - 


And for. our anſwer to ſuch points of them all, as do require anſwer, you ſhall under- 


ſtand, firſt, to that which concerneth the beſtowing. of the company in ſir Epwarp: 
CxciL's regiment, concerning which we wrote unto you, we like well, that you forbear 
farther to preſs the removing of him which is poſſeſſed ; becauſe it is like to be with- 
out effect; and do withal approve your opinion of making ſuch a remonſtrance as 
yourſelf write of, becauſe it may make them ſenſible of the error committed, and. more 


obſervant hereafter of the old courſe of diſcipline in their troops. 


To the points of your letters of the 8th we have thonght it fit, as you wiſhed, to 
write our letters of thanks to the ſtates general, for their care ſhewed to give ſatisfaction. | 
in the matter of the book called The Balance, for that the ſcandals therein contained do 


redound in you to ourſelf, if there were no touch in it but of yourſelf. But having 

lanced at ourſelf, and miſreported and traduced our actions, it was reaſon. we ſhould 
be ſo much the more ſenſible of it. But for the declaration, which you deſire to be con- 
tained in the ſame letter, of our courſe of proceedings in matters of the church, we have

only thought fit at this time to mention it in general terms, as a matter miſreported 


amongſt them, both in that book, and, as we hear, in other men's ſpeeches, and to 


require you, for ſo much as you know the certainty of, to maintain and aſſure it out 
of your own knowledge; and for ſo much as you are not well aſſured of, you ſhall . 


have inſtruction from the lord archbiſhop, to whom we have given order to ſet the 


ſame in writing exactly; and that ſhall be ſent to you for a ground, out of which your. 
may reply to all calumniations or miſreports, which ſhall be made of our proceedings 


in matters of religion. : 


Touching the report, which fir NozL Caron: hath by his. letters made of the 
ſpeech we had with him about the provincial ſynod of Holland, and likewiſe of the 
five articles, we muſt fay plainly, that he hath doubly miſtaken us. For firſt, im the 
matter of the ſynod provincial, as it is true, that the ſame being by him propoſed to- 
us, we did not, miſlike it, but did rather approve ſuch a courſe; fo-it is as true, thar 
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he hath failed to tell the whole of our diſcourſe z which was to approve the provincial, 
as it ſhould have relation, and ſerve for a preparative to the national, which was ever 
in our intention, as it firſt proceeded from our motion. Next he hath miſtaken us, 
in reporting our ſpeech touching the five articles; for it is true, that we told him, 
that the articles (at leaſt four of them) as they were delivered to us in writing, were 
perhaps not greatly to be miſliked: but we ſaid withal, that they were expreſſed with 
cunning and art to make a ſpecious ſhew, but that the doctrine commonly delivered 
there was not correſpondent to theſe articles; ſo as the articles ſerved but for a bait to 
ſwallow doctrine, which was of more danger than the articles would pretend. This 
being the truth, you may ule it for furniture, to anſwer all reports which you ſhall 
hear | to the contrary. 


Concerning that, which you write in your letter to our - ſecretary, of the French 
embaſſador's "addreſſing himſelf to the particular ſtates of Holland, and deſire to 


| know our pleaſure, whether you ſhould do the like upon any direction from us, or 
upon any occaſion, that ſhall occur to yourſelf in theſe matters of differences: in the 


general we do miſlike it, as well, becauſe we think you ſhall have to do with a com- 
pany of harſh and froward men, and averſe from our ends and purpoſes, as alſo for 
that we doubt it may move a jealouſy on the better affected provinces of neglect of 
them; and withal, we are no friend to the introduction of new courſes in general in 
government ſettled. But yet we do not ſo tie you to the general, but that when you 


hall find any neceſſary cauſe given, either to propoſe matter, which doth more par- 
ticularly concern them, or to oppoſe any thing moved by other public miniſters, which 


you ſhall think not to ſtand with their common good, we can like well, that oa ſuch 
matter, and upon ſuch occaſions, you do uſe your diſcretion, 

Inſtructions ſent to fir Dvptey CarLETON touching the wrong done to general Cron.

Only I am willed to add one thing, that whereas you note ſomething in 
MavsitR's ſpeech, which ſhould glance at his majeſty and his actions, his majeſty 
having ſeriouſly peruſed the ſame, doth not collect any ſuch thing; and therefore would 
have your lordſhip write in what part of his oration, either to the Hollanders alone, or 
to the ſtates general, you conceive that to be intended. | 


For ſir EDwAR D Cec1..'s buſineſs, his majeſty leaveth you to your opinion delivered

Sir Nozr Caron either is, or ſeemeth to be, very little advertiſed of the affairs there, 
for he was with me yetterday only to know what was heard, pretending it was a good 
while ſince he received any letters. | 


ALEXANDER Ros E hath been dealt with by my lords at the council table, and I 
think the advertiſement will prove to be rather out of jealouſy than ground; for he is 
owner of no ſhip, only a factor, and the ſhips are belonging to very honeſt men, 
whereof the chiefeſt is my lord of CanTERBurY's brother, mr. ABBoT ; and they have 
aſſured my lords, their ſhips ſhall not be uſed by the Spaniards but by violence; and. 
therefore will not diſcharge in the-port of Naples, but elſewhere near hand. If they 
ſhould be imbarked, we know not how to ſtay it; for the Venetians have done the 
like to Engliſh ſhips found there, and made them. unlade their goods, and ſerve that 
ſtate againſt Oſſuna. I. 


Il pray Gop ſend your ſynod good ſucceſs; but I look for none; but, if it were 
poſſible, to put the queſtion to ſilence were the beſt way; for I do believe the Armi- 
nians will never be bound by any thing the ſynod ſhall do: and for the carrying of it 
by plurality of voices, it will not work much, becauſe the world ſeeth, that that is the 
drift of the ſynod already.

Rotterdam was the firſt town, which ſignified, by GrxoT1vs the penſioner of that

Theſe thinking it a ſufficient diſcharge for their province to have ſhewed their readi-

| as the two towns had put their men into the hands of the ſtates of Holland, thoſe of 
Holland would in like manner put them into the hands of the ſtates general, but with 
condition, that they ſhould warrant the ſafety of their perſons.

3 This being refuſed as a thing they could not undertake, and yet they deſiring his ma- 
1 jeſty's ſatisfaction ſhould be no longer deferred, they wiſhed thoſe of Holland to effect 
the ſame of themſelves, without making_the buſineſs general, which belonged parti- 
cularly to their province. At this the deputies of Holland ſtuck with me, and to make 

yet a farther trial, whether his majeſty would not receive ſome other kind of ſatisfaction:

| by means of this; yet there being no farther difficulty de re, I do not well ſee how 
| the performance thereof can be avoided, in caſe the Hollanders, who are now pri-

ſolicited, howſoever that I have here aſſured them his majeſty is too deeply intereſted 
in honour to hearken to any ſuch requeſt, until he have that ſatisfaction, which he ſo 
juſtly requires.

Count MavRice is gone this day in perſon towards Nimeguen to ſet order in ſome 
difference in that town touching the election of magiſtrates, the nomination of which 
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by expreſs article at the winning of that town belongeth to his excellency. And though 
he hath for ſome years neglected his authority, he now reſumes the ſame again, becauſe 
the Arminians have there gotten the upper hand, and would make magiſtrates of 
that faction, whereby to diſtract the reſolutions of the province of | Guelderland, of 
which that town with the dependencies thereof is one of the quarters. 


What trouble there is in other parts your honour may ſee by a letter I newly received 
from Oudewater, written by an Engliſh captain there in garriſon; the like whereof, 
touching the admiſſion of preachers, and election of magiſtrates, is in other places, 
though not altogether in ſuch extremity. Since the writing of this letter from Oude- 
water we hear of a houſe wilfully ſet on fire in that town by one of the Arminian 
faction, which he doth only anſwer by the accuſtomed excuſe of this country, being 
vino plenus & ird, 


The reſident of Venice hath moved the ſtates for liberty to hire twelve ſhips of war 
for the ſervice of his maſters; offering them all contentment for the ſhips which 
belong to the ſtate, in caſe they will ſuffer any of them to go. Whereupon letters are 
written to the ſeveral admiralties, to know in what ſtate their ſhipping now is; and 
it is likely, that there will be ſome of the ſhips of the ſtate ſent out upon this oc- 
caſion, and others of the merchants to the full number which is required; and this 
the rather, becauſe if theſe wars with Spain proceed not, they may have ſhips in thoſe 
ſeas againſt the pirates. 


The ſhip, of which I advertiſed your honour in my laſt of the 19th of this preſent 
to be ſtayed in Zealand upon complaint of the reſident of Venice (he doubting that it 
was there prepared for the ſervice of the king of Spain againſt the Venetians) is 
releaſed by an expreſs letter from the ſtates general to the admiralty of Zealand, they 
finding ſmall ground of this ſuſpicion : and though it were true, they could in right 
no more hinder them than others, who ſhould go to ſerve the Venetiatis againſt 
the Spaniard. | 5 | 


I have been twice viſited within theſe few days by expreſs deputies from the ſtates 
general, concerning the affairs of the count of Eaſt-Frieſland, who being complained of 
here by certain of the nobility of his country, the ſtates have an inclination to ſend 
deputies to Embden to rectify ſach diforders, as reſt betwixt the count and the plain- 
tiffs : but the count, conceiving that this courfe will rather augment than diminiſh the 
number of malecontents, hath ſent hither his deputies expreſsly to vert the ſame: 
tor which purpoſe they have addreſſed themſelves unto me, and upon the whole mat- 
ter (which is full of long and intricate queſtions) I have this day adviſed the ſtates to 
forbear ſending ; and rather for this time to expreſs their minds by letters, admoniſh- 
ing both the count and his nobleſſe to agree amongſt themſelves ; which will be the 
| beſt expedient; but becauſe ſome of the ſtates are linked in e with ſome of theſe 
plaintiffs, and others deſire the employment, I do not yet know what iſſue it will take. 


Touching the book intitled The Balance, which hath been the chief ſubject of my 
laſt letters to your honour, howſoever that I have expoſtulated in private with monſ. 
BaRNEVELT the wrong, which is done his majeſty by thoſe of Holland (of whom 

| TIO TTY Utrecht 
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Utrecht and Overyſſel take example) in refuſing to publiſh the proclamation of the 


ſtates general; yet I forbear ſpeaking thereof in public until I receive his majeſty's 


commandments for that purpoſe ; which I expect with great devotion, as that which, 
being delivered by expreſs charge, will be of more authority than any thing done ex 
officio.» And ſo beſeeching your honour in this point to favour me with an anſwer, I 
humbly take leave, &c.

Since my laſt to your lordſhip, wherein I ſent you his majeſty's letters in anſwer to 
yours of the 4th and 8th of this month, monſ. Caron having ſpoken with his ma- 
jeſty this day, I have received commandment to ſignify to your lordſhip, that now 
his majeſty can interpret him by himſelf ; for that he confeſſeth, that not only his ma- 


jeſty's ſpeech to him was of the provincial ſynod, with relation to the general or 


national, but that it was his own ſpeech to his majeſty, that the provincial was but to 


be as firſt, and by way of preparation to the national; and fo he did ever conceive it. 


Thus much his majeſty commanded me to ſignify to your lordſhip forthwith, leſt in 
purſuing his directions by his own letters ſent, you might ſpeak of Sir NoeL Caron 
more harſhly than his majeſty findeth there is cauſe; and that to ſuch, as ſhall alledge 
monſ. Caron, you may diſavow them out of his own mouth. 


I find this to be the ſcope of this diſpatch to your lordſhip, becauſe his majeſty 
would be loth either to have his name uſed to a contrary ſenſe, if Caron had writ- 
ten it; or Sir NozL Caron: traduced or taxed by his majeſty, if he have not written 


ſo, as himſelf doth affirm that he hath not. 


We have ſince received your lordſhip's of the 19th, and till I fear the ſynod, and 


like not the faſhion of the proceedings of Holland. 


There is a great ſpeech here of a book printed at Harlem, as it is ſaid, wherein 


the emperor and the king of Spain are prayed for; and the king of Spain as their lord. 
It was delivered to his majeſty by my lord of Canterbury; but ſpeaking of it with ſir 


NoxL CR ON, he telleth me, that if there be any ſuch thing in any book printed 
amongſt them, it is only that they are prayed for, that Gop would convert them, but 
not in any ſenſe of acknowledgment. I pray your lordſhip inquire, if there be any 
ſuch thing, and what it is. „%%% PLE De ED, 


ALEXANDER Ros, of whom your lordſhip writeth, hath upon your letters been 


_ convened before my lords of the council, as he was once before upon a complaint of 


the Venetian embaſſador for the ſame purpoſe. He denieth to be owner of any 
ſhip, but only a factor: that he hath no contract with the duke of Oſſuna, but only 
was ſent to furniſh the city with fiſh, whereof they were like to be in want. The ſhips 
are found to belong to very honeſt and ſubſtantial merchants, who are not like to be 
addicted to the duke of Oſſuna, one of them being brother to my lord's grace of Can» 
terbury. Proof we have none but the Venetians ſuſpicion, They have received 
commandment upon their allegiance, that they ſhall not ſerve the king of Spain or 
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any of his lieutenants. And the Spaniſh embaſſador here hath aſſured me, being ſent 
unto him from his majeſty, that he will write to the viceroy of Naples in ſuch ſort, as 
he ſhall not uſe his majeſty's ſhips againſt the Venetians. 


It ſeemeth by your letters from Venice and from Savoy, that the peace in Italy 
goeth ſlowly on; both Oſſuna and D. Pzpro giving many occaſions of jealouſy: 


and yet the Spaniſh embaſſador pretendeth at Venice per la ſacra hoſtia, that the peace 
ſhall be obſerved. BY 


We are in expectation of ſome new officers this Chriſtmas, as that ſir Henry Cary 
ſhall be comptroller; my lord Worrox having received compoſition for his place; 
and ſo fir Thomas Epmonpes ſucceeding to be treaſurer, and fir HENRY Caxv in his 
place, fir RoBERT NaunTon ſhall be ſecretary and my collegue. So I recommend 
your lordſhip to almighty Gop, &c.

That, which your lordſhip hath written of in one or two of your letters touch- 
ing one ALEXANDER Ros E, an Engliſh merchant reſident in Naples, who was ſup-

ABBoT, my lord 
of Canterbury's brother, and other perſons not like to be willing to put their ſhips into 
the duke of Oſſuna's hands; and to be done againſt their will, it is againſt an expreſs 
article of the league between Spain and us. And for farther caution, his majeſty hath 

both cauſed the Spaniſh embaſſador here to write his letters to the ſaid duke, and 
doth write to him alſo himſelf to require him to obſerve the treaty, that none of his 
majeſty's ſubjects ſhips may be uſed againſt the Venetians his friends. And the em- 
baſſador hath undertaken, that the duke ſhall perform it. Theſe letters ALEXANDER 
Rosz doth carry: and touching the ſhip, which your lordſhip writeth of to be ſtayed 
there at Texell, Rossx diſavoweth to have any thing to do with her; ſo as his majeſty 
is of opinion, and hath willed me to ſignify to you, that it is convenient ſhe be ſtayed, 
except the ſtates ſhall receive very good ſatisfaction, that ſhe ſhall not be put into 


the hands of the duke of Oſſuna. And fo much have I delivered from his majeſty to 
monſ.

Some conſiderations, which belong hereunto, wherein his majeſty's ſervice 
is much intereſſed, I will remit to another occaſion ; this ſerving only to accompany 
one, whom thoſe of Middleburgh have employed expreſsly for this purpoſe into Eng- 
land, with a word of recommendation, that your honour will be pleaſed to give him 
acceſs to yourſelf, and ſuch farther addreſs, as is neceſſary in ſuch a caſe, to have his 
reaſons well weighed.

The reaſon of this difference of deſire amongſt. theſe towns is partly an unwilling - 
neſs to draw envy upon themſelves, and partly a conſideration of profit, they thinking 
to benefit themſelves more by the interlopers (whom the company by their reſidence 
here would ſuppreſs) than they ſhould by the merchants themſelves.

theſe towns, from which that province hath been free. 


Theſe circumſtances of my private obſervation (his majeſty's ſervice, ſecurity of 
goods, health of mind and body) I thought it my duty to. remember to your lordſhips 
in this deliberation : but if the reſpect of ##ze (which is chiefly conſiderable in matter 
of merchandiſe) muſt fway this buſineſs, I then humbly refer it to your lordſhips 
wiſdoms, whether it be not fitteſt for the company ta continue their chief ſtaple ſtill 
at Middleburg, and to eſtabliſh a factory in ſome good town here in Holland, by 
which means our ſhips of burden arriving in Zealand, and our cloths being 
after tranſported from thence by example of the Eaſt-Indian merchandiſe, in. ſmall 
bottoms into this province, the hazard at fea will be avoided ; the provinces of Zea- 
land will have leſs ſubject of complaint than if it were wholly abandoned, and be till 
retained in devotion to his majeſty.

tertain count Mavrice at his return from Nimeguen (where he had been in perſon to 


rectify ſome diſorder in the election of the magiſtrates) with a moſt agreeable welcome. 


For howſoever he never doubted (as he freely profeſſed) of his majeſty's conſtant reſo- 


lution in perſevering to yield his princely ſupport and countenance to ſo good a cauſe, 
wherein he hath long ſince declared himſelf by manifeſt demonſtrations of his well- 


wiſhing both to this church and ſtate (which run a fortune the one with the other);

ing the matter was reſumed, and the well- affected prevailed to have a copy ſent to every 
province; which was accordingly done by the deputies of Guelderland, Zealand, 


Frieſland, and Groningen, but forborn by Holland, Utrecht, and Overyflel ; which 


ſeems ſtrange to thoſe of the orthodox party in Holland, that being at that time pre- 


| ſent (as they ſtill are) in the aſſembly of the ſtates of the province, they might not be 
made acquainted with what was done in an upper room, eſpecially in an argument,

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This brings upon us a flood of confuſion, our finances being hereby diſordered , 
which cannot well ſtand with a continual courſe of expence: to which is added a new 
charge of extraordinary levies in particular towns, which ſerve in the nature of ſatel- 
lites for the guard of the magiſtrates; and in Leyden (where all theſe diſorders, both 
in church and ſtate, had their beginning) they have preſented a new oath of allegiance 
to the inhabitants; which, if it ſhould paſs into example in other towns, would make 
as many fovereignties as there are corporations. | | 


For remedy of all theſe inconveniences, they treat of ſynods, which the orthodox 
require to be national, the Arminians provincial ; betwixt both which a temperament is 
propoſed, of beginning with a provincial ſynod : to which both parties give ear, the one 
underſtanding the ſame only as a preparative to the national; the other as a perfect cure 
without paſſing any farther. But when they come to the nomination of the deputies 
(which the one party would have choſen by the claſſes, the other to be pricked out of a 


double number by the magiſtrates), I believe they will berere in limine, and find as much 


difficulty in the provincial ſynod, as they forge in the national, to which the Arminian 
party will by no means condeſcend, for fear of a ſentence of condemnation, 


His majeſty's counſels, both by letter and meſſage, have always tended to this courſe 
of national ſynod, which is ſo harſh a ſound to many of theſe men here (and thoſe 
none of the meaneft), that for the part I have had in this buſineſs, I may ſay to them 
with.the apoſtle, inimicus factus ſum vobis vera dicens.

Declaration of his majeſty's proceedings within his dominions in church affairs. 


When any matter concerning religion is by the king thought fit to be declared 
or determined in the church of England, the king's majeſty by his writ doth call 
together a ſynod or convocation of his biſhops and clergy, aſſigning them the time and 
place of meeting, and intimating unto them in general what it is, whereof they are to 
treat; giving unto them alſo licenſe under his great ſeal to debate and handle the 
ſame. Then doth the biſhops and others of the clergy in their ſacred houſes of con- 
vocation diſpute and determine thoſe points, which are in queſtion, out of the ſcriptures, 
councils, and fathers; which they do apart, none other ſitting with them but them- 
{clves. Wherein when they have refolved, they humbly. preſent their canons, arti- 
cles, or other determinations to the king's majeſty, which if upon mature deliberation 
he ſhall think fit to approve, then are they ratified under his great ſeal, and fo they are 
of force and authority. Then doth the king by his writ prorogue or diſſolve that 
convocation, as it ſeemeth good unto himſelf, ne

BAR N EVELT, as a moderator betwixt 
both), with which I hold it needleſs to trouble your honour. n 

In expectation this courſe will take place, thoſe towns, which have hitherto held u 
their contributions, have given way to the accuſtomed proceedings, which muſt a9 


farily precede the collection of them; yet do retain their full conſents, until they be 
well aſſured no new difficulties will be raiſed. | | 


The other provinces, being all about this time to hold the aſſemblies of their ſtates, 
forbear to proceed with the national ſynod, until upon knowledge what is done here 
in Holland they may accordingly govern themſelves. But whether their project of a 
national, or this of a provincial ſynod, will take place, is yet full of uncertainty. Mean

The book, of which I have ſo much complained as ſcandalous to his majeſty, and 
ſeditious in reſpect of this ſtate, is tranſlated into French, with addition of a ſatirical 
preface and a ſcornful prefixion of the motto of the garter; which hath forced me once 
more to ſpeak to the ſtates general in this ſubject, according to the copy, which I ſend 
herewith; wherein your honour will obſerve the uſe I made of the writing I had lately 
from your honour touching his majeſty's proceedings in eccleſiaſtical cauſes, with ad- 
dition of ſomewhat more, which I thought neceſſary to be ſpoken concerning the con- 
ference of Hampton-court, which the Arminians do here abuſively alledge in all their

Here hath been this laſt week a pleaſant embaſſador from the archduke's ſide, one 
AvcusTino HevyDiNnG, an appointe in thoſe troops, who motu proprio without com- 
miſſion came hither and preſented a remonſtrance to the ſtates general thus directed, 
A meſſeurs les eſtats d' Holland & Zealand & autres provinces de leur union; the con- 
tents whereof were, that ſince the truce was granted theſe provinces by the king of

Since the coming of the Palatine of Newburg to Duſſeldorp we have had many 

complaints of his violent proceeding in poſſeſſing himſelf of certain neutral places in 
Cleves and Juliers; of which they would be here more ſenſible, if they were not 
otherwiſe diſtracted with their domeſtic diſputes, theſe ſmall accidents being thought 
forerunners of ſome greater matter intended, we having news daily of couriers to and 
fro betwixt Duſſeldorp, Bruſſels, and Spain.

trade in the Eaſt-Indies; a third about the biſhopric of Bremen, to which that king 
doth pretend for his younger ſon: all which the ſtates lay by them till the return of 
the bearer; and mean time they are in deliberation of preparing a folemn embal- 
ſage into Denmark, to breed better correſpondency with that King than hath been 
of late years. | 


By the embaſſador of Sweden here reſident, I have received a letter from the king his 
maſter to his majeſty, which I fend your honour herewith, The 
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The French embaſſador hath made known to the ſtates a reſolution taken by the 
king his walter, to continue the entertainment of the troops, which are in their ſervice 
of that nation, and to begin with the diſcharge of the remainder of the year 1615, 
which amounts to 27,000 1, ſterling, of which their embaſſador Lanorack hath: 
aſſignation for 9ooo. The reſt he expects will follow within few days; and though 
this be. no conſiderable ſum in account of the great arrearages ; yet it is important, in 
regard it ſtops the current of thoſe, who upon this occaſion did aim at the diſcharging 
of ſtrangers, which, if it had begun with the French, would not have ſtaid there. 


The Venetian reſident hath been this laſt week at Amſterdam, where he hath 
agreed with the admiralties for twelve ſhips of war for his maſters, the leaſt of 400 
tun, at the rate of betwixt go and 600 J. for each by the month, they being to have 
in every ſhip no mariners, and to carry 1000 ſoldiers, which go upon another. 
account for their diet, It will be the midſt of April before they can poſſibly be in 


readineſs.

Of the prince of Orange's death, and the ſtrange manner thereof by his ſervant's 
fault in playing the part of an unſkilful apothecary, your honour will have heard 
from the other ſide. On this fide here is no ſmall joy at the news we have this laſt 
night from Bruſſels, that his will, being opened in preſence of one expreſsly ſent 
thither from count Mavrics, was found to be perfect, and thereby his excellency 
declared heir of all his poſſeſſions, as well on the father's fide as the mother's; and he 
dying without heirs, count HENRVY to be his ſucceſſor. There was ſome ſtratagem 
uſed in favour of the dowager, to obtain for her the lands in Brabant belonging to 
the houſe of Naſſau, and 60,000 crowns in money, by way of codicil; which not 

being ſigned is not judged of validity, though here is ſpeech of a word drawn from 
the prince before witneſs towards his laſt gaſp in approbation thereof. | 


I have omitted in my former letters to advertiſe your honour, that the ſending of em- 
baſſadors from the ſtates to Embden, which the count of Eaſt-Frieſland apprehended 
to be prejudicial to his affairs, is ſuſpended, to ſee whether the count, and thoſe of the 
nobility, with which he is in difference, can agree amongſt themſelves. This courſe 
the ſtates were willing to hearken unto at my mediation, according as by three of 
their deputies they declared unto me; and herewith the count's embaſſadors are 


returned well ſatisfied. 


During the aſſembly of the ſtates of Holland, I was viſited from them by three 
of their deputies, the penſioners of Dort, Rotterdam, and Enchuyſen, who ſignified 
unto me the reſolution they had finally taken to ſend CLI and ALBERSON into Eng- 
land; the delay of which they imputed to the difficulties, which were made by the 

ſtates general: and now we expect ALBERSON daily from Enchuyſen, the letters 
being ready for them both to his majeſty and fir NoxL Caron, to whom they are to be 
directed. That to his majeſty is only in civil and reſpectful terms in favour of theſe 
men. The other to fir NOEL Caron gives him commiſſion to uſe ſome words touch- 
ing the matter itſelf of their pretended liberty of fiſhing on the coalt of Scotland 


without payment of any rights.

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To the end his majeſty may be well informed of the carriage of this buſineſs, your 
honour may pleaſe to call to mind a former advertiſement I gave you, that the difficulty 
conſiſted in the aſſembly of the ſtates general nella maniere di porgere, not in the mat- 
ter itſelf, the committee council of Holland requiring of them an aſſurance, that theſe 
men ſhould not ſuffer any thing in England.

I hope his majeſty will receive contentment in both theſe affairs, and not let the 
matter ſuffer for the form, though this 1s different from their wonted proceedings, but

Inſerts the declaration of the king's manner of proceeding in eccleſiaſtical cauſes : 


That in the conference at Hampton-court the king was not concerned quietare mota, 
there being no occaſion for this in a peaceable church; but to hear the demands and 
_ reaſons of ſome perſons, who endeavoured movere quieta, and to diſturb the tranquillity 
of the church. But that the queſtion was not about doctrine, but merely external 
things, as the ceremonies long received and practiſed in the church. And at laſt the re- 
monſtrance of thoſe who wanted to introduce ſome novelties into the church, having 
been maturely examined by the biſhops and other. eccleſiaſtical perſons called together 
for that purpoſe, was condemned and rejected by. them, and their judgment ratified

This gentleman had ſome farther matter (as I am informed) in commiſſion than ce. 
remony only; for being a confident of monſ. Luynzs, and he aiming at the princi- 
pality of Orange, he hath procured this commiſſion of the French king, whereby to 
{ound, whether it may be had by purchaſe, or any other condition. But he will return 
with ſmall contentment in this point, his excellency not admitting ſpeech of any ſuch 
matters, no more than did the prince now deceaſed about five years ſince, when he was 
moved to the ſame purpoſe, being then at Paris, by the biſhop of Orange in the name 
of the pope, who ſought to annex that principality to the ſtate of Avicxon, 


We underſtand here (and his majeſty is thereof advertiſed out of France), that the 
nuncio at Paris BexnTivocL1o had incited that king to look after that place, leſt thoſe of 
the religion ſhould poſſeſs themſelves of it, and turn out the maſs again, where it was re- 
_ eſtabliſhed by the prince laſt deceaſed. But this pretence will ceaſe, when the order his 
excellency hath given (and therewith hath ſent an expreſs meſſenger to the governor of 
Orange) in conformity to the teſtament of the late prince, is known, that there ſhould 
be no change nor alteration in matter of religion, but liberty for both in ſtate, as it 
hath been of late years. I 


The governor of Orange is a papiſt, and one, who hath ſerved on the archduke's 
fide, but is accounted a man of honour ; and therefore there is a good opinion of his 
_ preſerving the poſſeſſion of the place for the right inheritor. 


The ſtates of Holland do now again aſſemble about theſe differences in religion. 
His excellency is upon going to Arnheim to the aſſembly of the ſtates of Guelder- 
land, which begins within theſe three days to ſettle that province, which is ſomewhat

and according to his reception, and the contentment which will be given therein to 


the ſtates, there is great appearance they will ſeek to diſpoſe thofe of Bremen to ac- 
cept the duke FREDERICK, hoping by that bond of amity to draw the king his father 
into the allance of the evangelical princes and ſtates; and to relinquiſh his corre- 
ſpondencies with the emperor and the two kings of Spain and Poland, which are 


udged here to be entertained by thoſe great princes to abuſe the forward ſpirit of that 
Lis and to convert the ſame by perſuaſion and practice to the prejudice of this ſtate, 


Here are letters from Lubeck advertiſing the king of Denmark's purpoſe, and ad- 


viſing this ſtate to aſſiſt thoſe of Bremen as their allies in caſe any thing ſhould be at- 
tempted par voye de fait: and it is likewiſe written from one VI RRV, governor for 
the ſtates at Hildeſſen in the county of Ravenſburgh (where they hold garriſon in the 
right of the elector of Brandenburg), that the king of Denmark hath ſent a commiſſary 


to Mynden, a place thereunto belonging, with commiſſion to levy 3000 foot (over 


which one Marcus Pens is to be colonel) and 200 horſe. The prince of Orange 
doth advertiſe likewiſe from Arnheim, that he underſtands from ſeveral parts, there 


are levies of horſe making in Lukeland and Gulick under the name of the king of 


Denmark, ſuch being taken into pay, as were lately in the confines of France under 


colonel GENT, and others, which were in the ſervice of the French king and the 


princes. All which alarms found ill in theſe men's ears, who would gladly have the 
buſineſs of Bremen carried by way of negotiation: and whether (if they be called upon 


by the Hans towns, to whom they are joined in confederacy) they will ſtir or not, 


is very doubtful; and it is rather to be believed yea than otherwiſe; becauſe a failing 


tberein will weaken their alliance with thoſe towns both in effect and reputation. But 


1 will not fail to be watchful upon any ſuch proceeding, and to divert the ſame, as 


much as I may, by your majeſty's authority; which notwithſtanding (in that I find of

are likewiſe put by ſolemn act upon the protocole (a regiſter uſed in that province 
and Overyſſel, wherein all public offenders for treaſon, mutiny, and other ſuch heinous 
crunes, are notified to poſterity) of which Brxintus deſired, in conſideration of his 
houſe (being an antient gentleman) and his many years ſervice, to be freed, ſubmitting 


himſelf to the reſt of the cenſure : but his requeſt took no place. 


The count of Cutemburg, a principal man of that province, who hath been for 


the ſpace of four months of the aſſembly of the ſtates general, and, though he be allied 


to the prince of 2 by marriage, was in this time ſo gained by the Arminians, 
that he ran a courſe with Brin and Biss MAN, finding himſelf to run the fame fortune

You have heard, aud, I am ſure, are very 
well acquainted with the practices, that have been here for many years followed by our 
Treat advocate, BARNEVELT, and his aſſociates of the league; as alſo what credit and 
authority he hath had here and abroad, All this greatneſs is ſuddenly fallen, and with 
it the bittereſt enemy, and the moſt dangerous to our ſtate, beſides a contemner of his 


majeſty's perſon and actions. Yeſterday as he was coming to the council-houſe in his 


carroche, being now ſomething near approached to the court, his excellency ſent his 


chamberlain to let him underſtand, that he would ſpeak with him. At his entrance into 


his bed-chamber, the lieutenant of the guards told him, that he had order from the 
general ſtates to arreſt him; which at firſt amazed him, anſwering only, who? me? 


the other replying yes, and that he would ſhew him the chamber where he was appointed 


to abide, he obeyed. Preſently after GR Orr and HoozkBerTs, two other main heads 
of the league, were ſerved in the like manner, and remain as yet all in ſeveral cham- 
bers: but we look this day to have them removed to the priſon ; as alſo divers others, 
as magiſtates of towns and governors. F 27 


This day there is a proclamation publiſhed by the general ſtates againſt thoſe three 
perſons by name, ſhewing, that the diſcovery of dangerous and bloody plots hath given 


them juſt occaſion to lay hold of theſe men for the ſettling of the public quiet, and de- 


claring their meaning to examine them, and to bring them to account. I make no 
Il ſhortly underſtand of many important and perillous correſpondences 

and practices concerning both this ſtate and ours. This is certain, Gop hath given a 
reat deliverance to his church, the truth whereof theſe men, even with the ſubtilties of 


the devils, have ſought to undermine and overthrow. As occaſion ſhall give me leave and 


means to ſalute you, I will intreat your leave, that I may trouble you with my letters; as

< ] do therein ſhew the reaſon of the delay of my audience with the ſtates general, 

which was that I might firſt ſpeak with the prince of Orange and count WIILLIAU, 

whereby to direct my ſpeech for the beſt advantage of the affairs. Two days follow- 

ing I went into their aſſembly, where what I ſaid in conformity to his majeſty's letters 

of credence and inſtruct ions, your honour will receive in a copy apart. De 
The 
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The anſwer, which was wont to be given by monſ. BaRNEveELT, as the mouth 
of that aſſembly, was now made by the preſident (as in right it ſhould be) and that in 
few but good words; that the ſtates general, in the name of their provinces, did 
acknowledge their great obligations to his majeſty for his continual favours, and par- 
ticularly for his good advice and counſel in this troubleſome time; which was ac- 
companied with help and aſſiſtance, they being as ready to prevail themſelves of the 
one, as reſolved to follow the other, and to 2 majeſty the fruits of their beſt ſervice 


in recompence. 


That afternoon I went to his excellency and count WII. LIAM, and accompanied the 


delivery of his majeſty's letters with language in conformity to the contents of them; 
which they both anſwered with much thankfulneſs and manifeſtation of a zealous 
_ devotion. to his majeſty's ſervice. | 


I ] renewed at that time to the prince of Orange the remembrance of the ſatiſ- 
faction his majeſty doth require touching GERSON 3 us; and the day following 
ſpoke to the deputies of Zealand to the ſame purpoſe, who came unto me to my 
houſe, being ſix in number, and in quality the beſt of that province. Both they and the 
prince have written ſeriouſly to the ſtates of Zealand, who hold their aſſembly the goth 

of this preſent at Middleburgh ; and I hope from thence his majeſty ſhall receive ſuch 
anſwer, as will be to his contentment. _ | 


The prince of Orange hath put me in mind to call upon the publication of the 
| ſtates placart againſt the Balance, a book, which was here printed againſt me, and 

therein his majeſty's honour much intereſſed. The ſtates general wrote immediately to 
thoſe of Utrecht, who now hold their aſſembly of the ſtates, to put the ſame'in execu- 
tion; which they did the more willingly to have their authority acknowledged in all the 
provinces, as likewiſe in regard of Tavsinus, the ſuppoſed author thereof, a factious 
and ſeditious miniſter, who being fled for fear of being laid hold of, this placart being 
publiſhed (as now it will be, by reaſon of the change of the magiſtrates in Utrecht) 
will ſerve as an handle againſt him. 5 | I 


It fell out, that the ſame day this was propoſed, the French embaſſador both ex- 
traordinary and ordinary having formerly made a propoſition (whereof your honour 
hath herewith the copy) againſt monſ. AkRSENSs, requiring in the name of the French 
king to have him puniſhed for certain paſſages in his writings againſt monſ. VAx DER. 
MyLz, prejudicial, as they ſay, to the king their maſter and his council, inſiſted 
earneſtly for anſwer, which was then reſolved to be given them, as it was preſented after- 


wards in writing to monſ. Boisissx, according to the 3 60 of one from the ſtates 
and another from monſ. AERSENS, both which I ſend likewiſe herewith : which being 


brought unto him by certain deputies from the ſtates, he refuſed to accept them, 


and went preſently to audience, where he ſaid, that the king his maſter ſhould not 
enter into proceſs. with AtRSENS, but that the ſtates were to give him a determinate 
_ anſwer, whether Agr$ENs had done well or not; and according to their judgment 
of the cauſe, he required they would proceed with the perſon. At that inſtant he 
took leave, uling large diſcourſe, which he preſented not in writing, but was to this 
effect; that in their differences they ſhould come to ſome ſettled agreement, that

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the king his maſter might know with whom he held alliance; and then he would em- 
brace them with his wonted affection : that they would, as they had given him an ac- 
count of the reſtraint of monſ. BarntveLT, and the other priſoners, exprels to the king 
his maſter the true cauſe of their retention: that they give ſatisfaction for certain ſub- 
jects of theſe provinces naturaliſed in France, which were taken by their men out of 
the French ſhips by force in the Eaſt-Indies. . | 


* Touching AERSE Ns, ſince monſ. DE BoisissE refuſeth to accept his anſwer, the 
ſtates refer the examination of the whole matter to certain committees, who ſhall 
hereafter treat concerning him, more particularly with monf. pu MauRIER. For 
their bringing themſelves to a ſettled eſtate, they ſay they omit no care nor diligence, 
as may appear by the impriſoning of theſe perſons, which 1s done to that end; and 
hereof they promiſe to ſend the king a more particular relation hereafter. Concerning 
thoſe of theſe provinces, whom they took out of the French ſhips in the Eaſt-Indies, 
they inſiſt upon the anſwer they have formerly given by their embaſſador in France. 

And thus with a preſent of a chain of 400 J. value for himſelf, and 60 apiece for each 
of his two ſons, is this extraordinary embaſſador diſmiſſeeec. 


* His charge (as I am informed) conſiſted of theſe three heads: the firſt to ſup- 
port monſ. BARNEVELT as the ſeu] bon Frangois in theſe provinces. The ſecond to ſup- 
preſs monſ. AERSENS as an enemy to monſ. BARNXEVELIT. The third to conteſt with 
the prince of Orange touching the principality of Orange ; in which he was to pre- 
vail himſelf of ſuch documents he brought with him for the French king's right 
thereunto, and to uſe them as a bridle to rule and govern the prince: and after he 
had held a hard hand upon him, to looſen the reins, whereby, in conſideration of fa- 
vour, ſhewed him in this buſineſs, to make him run a courſe with BARNEVELT; and 
| betwixt them both to overthrow AERSE NS, partly for their own quarrels, and now 
laſtly for the rough handling of BARNEVELT's ſon-in-law VanDtr-MyLe, who, next 
to BARNEVELT himſelf, was in this place the chief friend to the French.

BARNEVELT as the motive of all the late proceedings in that province.

© BaRNEVELT was much dejected at his firſt coming into that place, crying out with 
tears, my fins, my ſins, my fins.

© The prince of Orange, whilſt BazwneveLT is in hold (who being at liberty made 


his proceedings Penelopis telam) for fear of the mutability of theſe men's minds, who 


have taken this reſolution, loſeth no time in ſettling the affairs of this province; and 
for this purpoſe went yeſterday to Sconehoven, to put out the Arminian magiſtrates, 
and place others in their rooms; which is the only way to diſſolve the league of Ar- 
minian towns, and give the well- affected the advantage of voices in their public aſ- 
ſembly. But this will be a thing of hard digeſtion, and ſubject to more noiſe in 
dealing with towns than with provinces; becauſe what the prince did before by his 
journies into Guelderland and Overyſſel, and now laſtly into Utrecht, was done in the 
name of the ſtates general, and with their aſſiſtance. What he now doth is by his own 
authority, as governor of the provinces, which will raiſe much clamour, that he doth 
preſs upon the liberty of their towns.

WILLIAu DiIksrox the 4th of this preſent, very opportunely to ſatisfy the prince of 
Orange, and ſuch of the ſtates as reſted with great and earneſt deſire to know how 
his majeſty underſtood the apprehenſion of BarneveLT, with the reſt of their proceed- 
ings; wherein though they wanted before no comfort or encouragement I could give 
them in private, yet I thought it not fit, in preſence of their public deputies, to pre- 
judge what ſhould come from his majeſty... — FEES Dae = 
Io the ſame deputies (who, upon my deſire to ſpeak with them, came unto me by 
order of the ſtates) I delivered, the ſame day of the receit of your honour's letters, what 
I had in commandment from his majeſty in approbation of their doings ;; and did let 
fall unto them by way of diſcourſe upon what point in particular his majeſty, having 
yet ſeen no more than their ſhort declaration, which was publiſhed in print, did ground 
his judgment, in. that 1t, was apparent to his. majeſty, by that which was preſented to 
his own view in the demand of aſſiſtance to the national ſynod, the ſtates requiring 
one thing, and BARNEVELT another quite oppoſite to their deſire, that he ran a courſe 
by himſelf contrary to the public ſervice: Whereupon they, confeſſing to have the 
like advertiſements from Paris and Heydelberg, laid hold immediately as a fit crime to 
charge him with amongſt others of like nature.

The nobleſſe of Holland (which hath a voice in the aſſembly of the ſtates of that 
province) of which the advocate is the mouth, having been from the beginning of 
theſe troubles combined by means of the advocate with the Arminian towns, doth ill 
perſiſt in their opiniatrity, notwithſtanding that the prince of Orange hath often dealt 
with them by way of perſuaſion to reform themſelves : which not prevailing, he now 
lends ear to a remonſtrance of four other chief families of Holland, Buckhurtt, Sweten, 
Raphurſt, and Cronenburgh, who have been long kept out of the rank of nobleſſe, 
and may by authority of the governor of the province, with conſent of the ſtates, be 
admitted; and they, with ſome of the antient nobleſſe, who are well- affected, and the 
aſſiſtance of the prince of Orange (who both by example of his father, and right as 
governor, may have ſeance in their meetings, though he hath hitherto not uſed it), will 
over. rule the reſt. | 


The people of Alcmaer have ſent deputies to the prince of Orange expreſsly to de- 

ſire him to change their magiſtrates, thoſe they have being Arminians thruſt upon 
them heretofore, by violence. VENATOR, a miniſter of that town, who ſet down a new 
form of divinity in a book which he ſtiled, Theologia vera & mera, is fled into France 
in the diſguiſe of a ſoldier. 'Tavrinus (who, as I advertiſed in my laſt, fled from 
Utrecht) is gone to the archduke's ſide. He is diſcovered by confeſſion of the printer 
to be author of the Balance; and the ſtates proceed againſt him according to his merit, 
UrEN BOARD, who was ſaid to be gone to Weſel, lies ſecretly (as is now informed) 
in the Arminian towns, betwixt which he travels to and fro by night, to animate them 
againſt the ſynod. , It appears, the new levies, againſt, which the ſtates general do moſt 
formaliſe, were projected by BarneveLT, but taken on by the towns chiefly at the ſolici- 
tation and urging of theſe men; by which, though churchmen, they are ſubject to the 
temporal cenſure, and therefore ſhift for themſelves. Episcopius, GREvincovivs, and 
the reſt of that faction, have their private meetings, in which they reſolve to ſtand it 
out, and not appear at the ſynod. F 6 


* Vanrer-MyLE hath much incenſed the ſtates by his flight into France, for which 
they have written unto, their embaſſador, to have a diligent eye over him and his 
doings : and he being one of the nobleſſe of his province, a curator of their univerſity of 
Leyden, and one of the council of ſtate, hath by going into another dominion without 
licenſe brought himſelf into much trouble, though there were nothing more to be laid 
to his charge.

4 The intent of his going is ſaid. to be chiefly to ſuppreſs thoſe informations, which 
may be recovered from thence againſt his father-in-law and himſelf, for ſuch things,

knowledge of this ſtate; and to procure the French king's interceſſion in behalf of his

With the prince of Orange, who met him on the way betwixt this and Delft, 
and with whom he had private conference before his audience, he ufed fair language, 
no way blaming any thing which hath been done, or ſeeming to intermeddle in what 1s 
intended; ſo as the external appearance of his employment is hitherto very pleaſing:

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© Theſe things I gather out of Mavrizr's diſcourſe in Borsrssz's abſence (upon 
whoſe informations Bors rssE's employment hath been grounded) he wiſhing the prince 
of Orange, now he is gone ſo far, to lay by the thought of ecclefiaſtical aſſemblies, 
and to finiſh his work by authority (a ſound not unpleaſing to great men's ears); but 
withal ſo to uſe his authority, as may be without diſcontentment of the towns in 
general, and free him from reproof of ſeeking particular revenge. 


« Touching BAR NEVELT, they yet ſay nothing; and indeed it is no time to 
ſpeak. In the ſecond point at their conference with the prince of Orange, though 
BolsissE was ſilent, Mauritr did preſs to have the proceedings in the towns paſs 
rather by way of accommodation than reformation, offering themſelves as inſtru- 
ments to go from town to town, and fo ſhew fome fruit of their endeavours in ſome 
ſmall place at firſt : to which the prince of Orange anſwered, it was not for the dig- 
nity of a great prince to be a ſtickler amongft burghers in a ſmall town.

Divers of the churchmen here have ſpoken unto me to procure, that his majeſty 
would ſend ſome Scottiſn men to their ſynod, leſt thoſe of that nation ſnould take it ill 
they were not thought of in it; as Geneva hath much ſtomached, that they were ſo long 
forgotten; and the ſtrangers in England have expoſtulated with their friends here, that 
they were not written for, In anſwer I have let them know, that if the ſtates ſhould 
require me to write for more or others than are nominated, I would readily do it: but 
this the ſtates forbear, becauſe they will not preſcribe to his majeſty, whom he ſhould 
ſend, but refer all to his pleaſure. Yet I find, if his majeſty ſhould be content to ſend 
any Scotſmen, though they were added to the number of thoſe his ſubjects who are 
already named, it would be very agreeable unto them here, and avoid 'the"difliks;. 
which they ſuſpe& may be conceived in Scotland. But this being more than T hade

* The provincial ſynods, which are held in this province and Utrecht, meet with 
many difficulties ; moſt of the Arminian party refuſing to appear at them, and thoſe, 
which do appear, ſome of them, tying themſelves to the five articles; others admitting 
of no limitation: by which it is evident, that UTENBOGARD was their director, in 
that, whilſt he was here, they governed themſelves, and their proceedings, by intel - 
ligence one with another.

« This day his excellency goeth to Rotterdam, and from thence on Wedneſday to

being both preſent : © to which end I deferred demanding audience for a day or two 
after their arrival (which was on the 23d) during the abſence of the prinee, becauſe 
he might aſſiſt, as the uſe is, when the ſtates require him: and finding fo fit an op- 
portunity of the preſence of all the deputies of the province, both ordinary and extra- 
ordinary, and his excellency, whoſe advice they commonly take in all affairs which ap- 
pertain to ſea, as, before the entrance of the theologians, I delivered his majeſty's mind 
concerning them, the ſynod, and matters of that nature; ſo after their departure I 
thought it neceſſary for his majeſty's ſervice to renew the remembrance to the ſtates.

excellency, to the end nothing may paſs, which is diſagreeable to their minds) 
they do all reſt infinitely ſatisfied, aſcribing to his majeſty his due commenda-

the ſtates of Friſeland, who, reſolving to be no longer excluded out of that commerce, 


will give them liberty to-conclude nothing with our men for more than four years, 
which is the time of expiration of their octroy. But they conceiving this, reſtraint will 
be an impediment to the buſineſs of the conjunction of the companies, deſire to have 
power to treat with our men as may be beſt for the common cauſe, and afterwards to 
compoſe the matter amongſt themſelves by way of arbitrement ; which courſe is ſo ge- 
nerally approyed by the ſtates and the prince of Orange, that thoſe of Friſeland will be 
over-ruled.

© It is now no ſmall queſtion, whether their good ſacceſs and proſperity will 
help or hinder the buſineſs of the conjunction of the companies: for as, on the 
one ſide, it may puff them up with pride, and make them leſs tractable, ſo v0 
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the other, the ſweet, of which they have ſo amply taſted, may make them the more 
deſire the continuance thereof; which cannot well be without joining with our men. 
For to monopoliſe that trade, and maintain it by ſtrong hand both againſt enemies 
and friends, will in ſhort time conſume all they have gained; and any misfortune either 
by ſea or ſword (to both which they will be ſubject, when they are at wars with all 
the world) will be their utter ruin. Of this the company being ſenſible, do give 
theſe deputies (as I am well informed) full power, not only to treat, but likewiſe to 
conclude: whereas GRroT1vs and the reſt (who went into England ſome few years 
ſince upon the ſame errand) had only commiſſion to talk and diſpute.

ſame divines of Scotland, as well as of England, to the national ſynod, his majeſty 
did readily eoncur in their deſire, and accordingly reſolved upon one, about his courtz

© On Friday laſt T was viſited by both the French embaſſadors, which they had 
long forborne ; on Saturday by count Henry; and on Sunday by the preſident 
VANHUSEN, who married BARNEVELT's daughcer; and BARNEVELT's two ſons, 
GRANDEVILLE, the premier veneur of Holland, and CRanninceoLDER, the late go- 
vernor of Bergen. The firſt viſits were complimental only ; but the laſt ſupplicatory, 
to give a favourable advice, when their father's cauſe came in queſtion, in caſe the

lt was upon Monday laſt injoined the remonſtrants to provide their conſiderations. 
upon the confeſſion. and catechiſm, and exhibit them to the ſynod, on Friday the 2. 
of this preſent. The time being come, and the ſynod fat, the remonſtrants were 
called in, and were required to give up their conſiderations. With that they brought 
forth a writing, and began to read. The præſes, conſidering to what purpoſe their 
prefaces and narrations had heretofore tended, interrupted them, and told them, that 
they were willed to give them up. Whether or no they ſhould be read, that the - 
ſynod would think of. They urged to have it read, but in vain; and ſo the 
prologue married. Theſe conſiderations now exhibited were only on the confeſſſonꝰ 
For the catechiſm, they pretended. the time was too ſhort. They were divided in 
their conſiderations; for one part of them was ſubſcribed by thoſe of Holland only, 
Eeiscopius, ARNOLDI, DuinGLONIus, and Poppius. Another part was ſubſcribed 
with the names of the reſt. The præſes, requiring the remonſtrants a while to with- 
draw, commended unto the ſynod: the conſideration of this their fact: firſt, whether 
It was according to the decree of the ſtates and the ſynod. Secondly, whether or 
no they would have their preface to be read. In the firſt the præſes thought they 
had not given that ſatisfaction which was looked for; firſt, in that they gave up: 
their ae conjundtim, which they ought to have done one by one, every 
one for himſelf.

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kick they tirideftook to do; Thirdly, it ſeemed a marvel to the ſynod how it came 


to paſs, that ſome of them upon Monday laſt openly affirmed, that they had but few; 


others, that they had none at all; yet now, upon fo ſhort a warning, they bring ſo 
large a bill ſubſcribed with all their names. For their preface, which they would have 
read, it was delivered to the ſecular delegates to conſider of. They having per- 
uſed it, thought it might be read; and fo forthwith it was. Ir ſounded to this 
purpoſe ; that whereas by their citatory letters they were firſt to deal only concerning 
the five articles, and after that concerning the confeſſion and catechiſm; yet ſince it 


had pleaſed the delegates to invert this order, ut probare poſſint obedientiam ſuam, they 


were ready to give up their conſiderations. That the occaſion of theſe conſiderations 
was this; whereas, Ann. 1597, ſome controverſies had ariſen concerning the confeſ- 
ſton and catechiſm, which troubled the church, this gave occaſion to the ſtates to 
think of a national ſynod to be called, for the ſettling of theſe broils. Many meet- 
ings there had been, and conſultations concerning this ſynod, which ſtill were croſt by 


ſome, who would by no means endure, that there ſhould be any reviſion of thoſe 


writings. That at a ſynod in Delft, Ann. 1607, commandment was given, that 


inquiſition ſhould be made into the confeſſion and catechiſm, and at that time ſome 


of the remonſtrants had gathered certain points together to be adviſed of, not to 
uarrel, withal, This their endeavour they thought did deſerve thanks, but they 
ound, that for their pains they gained only the reputation of men ready to unjoint 
and unſettle all things, and ſet up an arbitrary religion. That theſe their conſidera- 
tions were called for by the ſtates, and ſo exhibited to them, and left in their cuſtody. 
Beſides theſe, they had no other, neither yet copy of thoſe; yet upon command had 
they gathered others together, in which they did not call any doctrinal point into con- 
troverſy, but only propoſed certain phraſes and forms of ſpeech, or ſome things con- 
cerning order and method, which they thought deſerved to be conſidered of. Their 


enemies, they know, thought, that there did /atere. nonnulla borribilia dogmata & peſti- 
leutia; but confundet illos Deus, they doubted not, in good time. That they never 


were guilty of any hereſies; and thus much would their public writings witneſs in 
their behalf. That theſe conſiderations they exhibited with no ill intent, but only 
for the eaſe of the national ſynod, that they might have an inventory, in which they 
might find what things they were, which had bred ſcruple in ſome men's minds. That 


their conſiderations upon the catechiſm they now gave not up, becauſe the ſhortneſs of 


the time limited would not give them leave. This was the ſum of their preface. The 
conſiderations themſelves were not read, only there was order given, that the next day 
at nine o'clock, one of each company ſhould be deputed to come to the ſynod-houſe, 


and tranſcribe them. 


© After this the ſynod began to paſs their judgment; where FesTus Hommivs 
having firſt taken the ſame exceptions which the Præſes had formerly done, he added 
a long narration by way of anſwer to that hiſtorical. part of the remonſtrants preface;

* 1 he foreign divines went on to deliver their opinions, when old -GooLanzuy 
could nat. let che remonſtrants paſs without a jeſt, ſuch à one as it was; for being 
aſked his judgment, he put off his hat, and told us, that the remonſtrantz were ga- 
nonici irregulares, regular irregulars, and put on his hat again.

with them. Eprscop1vs replied, he gave none up at all. Others anſwered, that 
they were the ſame conſiderations, and more beſides. Corvinus replied, that theſe 
conſiderations were given to the ſtates, not to any particular man. Another replied, 
that the conſiderations were left in the houſe of UTENBOOARD, to be by him exhibited, 
but what became of them, he knew not. Then was the decree of the ſtates read to 
the remonſtrants; and Ep1scoeivs required a copy of it. The præſes politicus aſked 
him, why? Ut pareamus, ſaid Episcorius. No, ſaid the ſame præſes, it is only, that 
you may find ſome words to cavil at ; and therefore they ſhould have none. It was ſufficient, 
that they knew the meaning of it. This at firſt ſeemed to me ſomewhat hard: but when 
I conſidered, that theſe were the men, which heretofore had; in prejudice of the church, 
ſo extremely flattered the civil magiſtrate, I could not but think this uſage a fit reward 
for ſuch a ſervice; and that, by a juſt judgment of Gop, themſelves had the firſt ex- 
perience of thoſe inconveniences, which naturally ariſe out of their doctrine in that 
behalf.

Some anſwered, that they 
doubted only in ſome of them, and not in others; ſome, that they had not yer ſufficiently 
conſidered of them. The moſt general anſwer, that was given, was this, that though 
in many of theſe conſiderations themſelves made no ſcruple ; yet when they ſaw them, 
they thought the ſynod might well adviſe of them. To which was anſwered, that the 
ſynod required their own conſiderations, not their judgment upon the conſiderations 
of others. The præſes then further inquired, whether they had any more conſidera- 
tions? Some anſwered, that peradventure they might have more, if they had time to 
bethink themſelves. Some, that more came not yet into their minds. The moſt re- 
plied, they had none; only Hol LIxORRUs replied, that he had one, which he preſently 
gave up in writing.

every one of their buſſes (which was not ſo much as diſputed by any other nation what- 
ſoever) ſuch was his majeſty's 'well-wiſhing to this ſtare, that he preſumed of his per- 
miſſion to ſuffer them to continue their courſe of fiſhing, which» they might uſe thereby 
with. more freedom and leſs apprehenſion of let and moleſtation than before, and like-

= Having had the like diſcourſe with count WiLLiam, who viſited him the next 


day after his excellency's departure, in regard I find much to be attributed by the

Concerning the place I have in the council of ſtate,” your honour may pleaſe to 
underſtand, that I have ſmall advantage thereby to know what is done by the ſtates 
general, which is an aſſembly or college apart, to which, in deliberation of matters of 
ſtate, thoſe of the council never come but vocati; one of the chief works of mon, 
BARNEVELT's authority and oppoſition to the prince. of Orange (who hath ordinary 
ſeance likewiſe in that council) having been to draw all affairs of fate, Which were at 
the firſt inſtitution of the council only managed there, to the ſtates general, where 
he did predominate: whereupon their,uſe hath been of late years to meet daily, and to 
embrace and diſpatch all buſineſs, which they were wont to do but monthly, or accord-

© The prince of Orange's journey to Utrecht is to make a new reformation of the 
magiſtrates, by ſifting them ſomewhat more narrowly than was fit to be done at firſt.

GobrREVY Boor, mentioned in this letter, is particularly taken notice of in another 


letter of Sir DupLEy CARTE TON to the ſecretary of the 10th of December, havin 


brought to him the ſecretary's letter of the 18th of September, on the Sunday before. 
He obſerves, that every body admired at his new. dreſs (having been impriſoned in 
the common jail as an intelligencer of the archduke), and that before his arrival he 
made himſelf be expected by the vanity of his letters as a knight, a penſioner, a ſworn 
ſervant, and an agent to his majeſty to be aſſiſtant to his embaſſador; all which quali- 


| ties he now takes to himſelf: but making himſelf ſo publicly known, how he will 


acquit himſelf in his ſecret undertakings, is to me a great myſtery.” 


Thus he had an office in the cuſtoms at Gorcum, and was deprived of it for his ill 
conduct in.it. That being ſeized as an intelligencer of the archduke, and his papers 
examined, it was found how he had abuſed the archduke under pretext of drawing 
money from him to diſtribute in theſe parts; and would have loſt his head, but in regard 
of his friends, and -BaRNEvELT's making it appear to the ſtates, that he was no dan- 
gerous man. By the elector of Brandenburgh's council (where he had inſinuated him- 
ſelf by large undertakings) he was caſt off, when he was better known, as a man nullius 
pretii. Now he, that he hath deceived ſo many, if he can do his majeſty any ſervice,

Though I have written two letters yeſterday to your lordſhip, yet I could not omit 
the occaſion of our worthy hoſt Sir Joan BEROR his coming to the Hague, a man, that 
| hath ſomewhat favoured the ſide now falling, but of a moderate diſpoſition, and free in 

his judgment of both ſides, cenſuring and perhaps cenſured, condemning the judg- 
ment and proceedings of the remonſtrants. In a kingdom ſuch a man might be more 
eſteemed than in a free eſtate : for in a free eſtate a man muſt be engaged in the one 
lide, or diſpleaſe the other. .

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The thing, when opportunity ſerveth, may be done without much difficulty; for though 

I have no leiſure to the buſineſs, yet I think how it may be done. We will firſt draw a 

confeſſion out of the Engliſh confeſſion, which is allowed; and that we will preſent 

to the Palatines, and the reſt here. They may add what they think fir, and after thus 

far proceeding it may be ſent to. his majeſty, It may be, that ſome few things may 

be added to the Engliſh confeſſion ; or taking any thing out of the Engliſh confeſſion, 

there is no doubt to be made of any thing, ſave one, which before-hand I would com- 

municate to your lordſhip, that it may not be a rub in our way in time of doing it.

« Theſe things being known before-hand might ſet the work in ſome forwardneſs. 
And now by thinking of theſe things more difficulties do ariſe, which are to be an- 
ſwered before we can proceed. In doctrinal matters there will be no great difficulty; 
and this was the thing, which I intended, when I wrote before, that the thing may be 
done without much difficulty. But in the articles of faith and religion, which con- 
tain the confeſſion of the Engliſn church, there are two things, which muſt be con- 
ſidered in this buſineſs: the firſt of Homilies to be read in the church; the other is 
de epiſcoporum & miniſtrorum conſecratione.

The ſynod matters proceed now in good faſhion ; and, we hope, will do better and 
better. They are deſirous to have many ſeſſions, though little be done in a ſeſſion; I 


mean the deputies deſire it. We think, that we might more forward the ſynod with 
fewer ſeſſions, by preparing the work. | 


« Yeſterday I took upon me a kind of epiſcopal authority, J ſent for one chief of 
every company of the exteri ; and here we hold a little ſynod. I propoſed to them the

I have had (upon occaſion of theſe delays about the buſineſſes which concern 
his majeſty) ſome ſpeech with the prince of Oraoge, adviſing him to take upon him 
the managing of public buſineſſes in that manner as the prince his father did 
(wherein I was ſeconded by count WILLIAM, who was preſent) or elſe, that he would 
make election of ſome well affected and able men of the body of the ſtates, to whom 

ublic miniſters might addreſs themſelves. For the confuſion of affairs (whilſt they 
are handled, as now, in common) will impoſe a neceſſity in the ſtates to intruſt 
ſome men with them, in time, above others : and therefore the prince cannot do bet- 
ter than in time to bethink himſelf, who are the fitteſt perſons far this - purpoſe ; and 
thereby oblige them by his choice. For himſelf, I find no diſpoſition in him to un- 
dertake more, than, according to occaſions of extraordinary importance, to have ad- 
vice heard; which is now done more frequently, and with much more-reſpe&, than 
of late years. And for the nomination or recommendation of any, he doth not yet 
think the time proper, until the ſtates, who do now (to uſe his own words) ſertir hors 
de page, finding themſelves in a labyrinth (which muſt needs fall out in multiplicity 
of affairs, and ſlowneſs of diſpatch) do of themſelves conſult with him of this buſi- 
neſs: which though they ſhould not think of, of their own accord, yet the ſynod 
being ended, the priſoners one way or other diſpatcht, and the renewing and reviving 
of the union of the provinces (which'is now likewiſe in ſpeech) finiſhed, he doth then 
judge it a fit time to recommend it unto them. I write this at greater length, to the 
end his majeſty, ſeeing in what ſtate we ſtand, may be pleaſed to uſe his accuſtomed 
wiſdom in continuing his good treatment of their commiſſioners, though the diſpatch 
of ſuch affairs, as concern his majeſty, be not for celerity, or in all reſpects, for ſub- 
| ſtance, anſwerable to his mind. And though I find yet much of the old leaven 

amongſt theſe men, I doubt not, en les laifſant faire, but his majeſty will ſee them | 
before long thoroughly reformed. For this concluſion I make, that when they have 
gone through with their priſoners, ſettled their affairs of the church, and explained 
their articles of the union of Utrecht in the points which concern religion, though 
they will be then in better Rate than ever, of continuance, yet of themſelves ſubſiſt 
they cannot.

In the proceedings 
againſt BoorE it will not lie in my power to keep him from being queſtioned for 
his old offences, the whole proceſs of which is in the hands of the provincial court; 
and his friends think (at leaſt ſo they have ſaid unto me) that ſo he be not charged 
with his undertakings in England, he can ſhift well enough. And for that point, 1 
have taken good order; as likewiſe they have my beſt help in all things elle, which 
concern him. For though either for. wit or honeſty. he be not conſiderable, yet be- 
cauſe he hath the title of his majeſty's ſervice, I do no ways fail bim. But bis deli- 


very mult be, as before, out of compaſſion of his weakneſs, as a man half Giftrateo; 
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or elſe he will run hazard of his life. For his renouncing of his religion, and prac- 
tiſing with the Spaniard, are very groſs and palpable : and for the monies he received 
in recompence (of which he very unwiſely kept a regiſter) they have an account un- 
der his hand. This, which is now ſpoken of, concerning his dealing with HocgRBETS 


and UTENBOGARD, will not (as I wrote formerly) much hurt him: for though it ap- 
pears he was tampering that way, yet theſe men have too good heads to truſt ſuch a 


one as his. |

That he had little to add to his letters ſent by his ſervant on the Saturday before; at 
which time the ſtates ſent an expreſs meſſenger to their commiſſioners in England, with 
a new commiſſion and inſtructions, in conformity to the anſwer they gave him to his 
propoſition, which was the chief ſubject of his diſpatch, NT = 5 

The day following I ſpake with the prince of Orange concerning the aſſiſtance of 
the prince Palatine; which he did not think fit to have mentioned to the ſtates, until 
the return of the baron DHona, who came to this town on Wedneſday night late, and 
this day he hath audience of the ſtates general. His buſineſs is in ſome good manner 
prepared for him, in that the provinces have been already moved for the aſſiſtance of the 
Bohemians, towards which they are well inclined to make a contribution in that manner 
as they did to the duke of Savoy by a monthly payment. And becauſe the affairs of 
the prince Palatine and the Bohemians have ſome conjunction one with another, it 
will be the leſs difficulty to procure, that the money may be employed by the prince 
Palatine, as may be beſt for the common good of thoſe parte. | 


The ſtates have granted liberty to the Venetian reſident to buy or hire four ſhips 
of war for the ſervice of his maſters: which will be every one betwixt ſix and eight 
hundred tuns.

The ſtates ſhips newly returned from the coaſt of Spain confirm the news of the 
great preparations in thoſe parts, both by ſea and land, as well in the ports towards 
the Ocean, as in thoſe towards the Mediterranean. Some merchants, which are come 
in them from Seville and Liſbon, ſay, that in Seville there is a proviſion made of 
' 200,000 pair of ſhoes, and ſo many rials of eight paid for them out of the king's 
purſe. That at Liſbon there are made 30,000 knapſacks of leather for the carriage 
of victuals at men's backs; and that there were imbarked at St. Lucar 30, ooo muſkets. 
1 give your honour thele particulars as they were related to the prince of Orange; of 
which this judgement is made, that their proviſion is deſigned for ſome place, where 
the Spaniard doth expect the aſſiſtance of the natives of the country, where they intend _ 
to land, which cannot be on the coaſt of Afric, where they have no intelligence or 
friendſhip, nor like to gain any with the people. If his majeſty be ſecure in thoſe 
parts of Scotland, into which the earl of Argyle and fir. James MAcpox Alp, by their 
contracting friendſhip, are thought to practiſe the bringing in of an enemy, and the 
coaſt of Ireland, which doth border upon their country, and is full of diſaffected people 
in religion, the place of the greateſt likelihood, and moſt agreeable to the Spaniſh pre- 
parations, is la Morea and the coaſt of Dalmatia adjoining ; where there are infinite 
numbers of poor Greeks, which are deſirous to be free of the Turkiſh ſervitude; and 
by a deſcent into thoſe parts the Venetians will be much incommodated in their ſeignory 
of the gulf and liberty of trade with the ſubjects of the grand Signor; which is all in 
effect that is left them. Theſe are the gloſſes, that are made here of the Spaniſh pre- 
ry z which theſe people cannot comprehend to be really deſigned, as is pretended,

© I find, that the ſtates have been written unto by their commiſſioners in the name 
of his majeſty, as moved by my lord Dicsy, to join their ſhips with his majeſty's, 
to aſſiſt the Spaniard, in caſe he doth really intend to beſiege Algier: or, if his de- 
ſign ſhould be againſt the Venetians, then to follow the fleet, and aſſiſt that com- 
monwealth: in both which they find much difficulty ;. firſt, in the ſiege of Algier, 
which would expoſe their merchants to a danger of confiſcation of all their goods in, 
Turky ; and the taking of that town by the Spaniard would make him too abſolute a 
maſter in the Mediterranean.

I am afreſh to advertiſe your lordſhip of new alterations and dangers in this king- 
dom. Some days paſt it was deliberated in the king's council, that the king and 
queen with the princeſs of Savoy, together with his majeſty's ſiſter, would have gone 
to Blois, to have viſited the queen mother. Moreover his majeſty had friendly and in 
royal mildneſs written anſwer unto the letter of the duke d' Eſpernon, which he wrote 
to his majeſty from Angouleſme in excuſe of his departure from Metz; ſo as his ma- 
jeſty admitted thereof, and not fo much as moved at five or fix journies made by the 
ſaid duke one upon another into Lorrain. Since it happened, that upon the 22d hereof, 
between twelve and one o'clock at night, the queen mother, accompanied with two 
of her confidenteſt chamber-women, got out (by a ladder, which her majeſty had 
cauſed to be prepared for that purpoſe) at a window looking in the garden, where the 
maſter of the horſe, called the earl of Marck, with two of her fideleſt guard or 
archers, attended and conveyed her into the ſtreet of the ſaid ſuburb, where a coach 
ſtood ready with eight horles, whereinto ſhe with her two chamber-women went. 
Her two chamber-women had with them two ſmall cheſts, the one full of her ma- 
jeſty's coſtlieſt jewels, to the value of about two or three hundred thouſand crowns ; | 
and the other was full of money to the like value more or leſs. And being gone about 
a mile and a half from the town, there met her the archbiſhop of Thoulouſe, the 
youngeſt ſon of the aforeſaid duke, with 200 horſe or more, who accompanied her 
majeſty unto Loches, a caſtle about three hours riding diſtant from Blois, belonging 
unto the ſaid duke, where he received her majeſty with great joy; and after ſhe had 
reſted herſelf three or four hours, he accompanied her with two or three hundred horſe 
more unto the town of Angouleſme in his own government, where they are at this pre- 
ſent together. phat ID ns 


The king being at St. Germain's in Laye, hearing of this, returned to Paris Sunday 
the 23d, and that day ſat twice in council, and reſolved with great courage to prevent 
theſe unexpected and dangerous defigns, and that perfonally. And firſt ro ſend to the 
queen mother to inquire roundly her intent, whoſe anſwer in writing is here expected. 
In the mean time it is here affirmed, that the king hath in council declared never to 
pardon the cauſe in the aforeſaid duke, but with kingly power to revenge it, and more

to maintain his royal authority than ever yet it hath been. 


The duke of Montmorency, admiral of France (being much diſcontented with 
the king about the long detention of the prince of Conde his brother-in-law, as alſo 
for the diſreſpect, as he ſuggeſts, done unto madame the conſtable his mother-in-law, 
in court) hath joined himſelf with the aforeſaid duke d'Eſpernon, with other great 
lords, which are diſcontent, of whom there are ag yet ſome obſcure. But the duke of 
Boüillon (notwithſtanding he hath been unjuſtly taxed by ſome ill tongues) is for cer-

tain held free of any intermeddling herewith.

© ] wrote to your honour on Monday laſt by enſign Havman, and on Friday by 
captain SANDELEN. Since we have had ſome ſmall ſtirring in ſome of theſe towns of 
Holland, who ſeeing things draw to ripeneſs both in the ſynod, and likewiſe in the 
proceſs of the priſoners, ſeek (as far as in them lies) to extinguiſh. incendium ruind. 
In Sconoven the Arminians have had of late private meetings, which being diſcovered 
by one of our Engliſh captains, and advertiſed to his excellency, order is taken to 
prevent the like hereafter. At Alcmaer an Arminian preacher ſuſpecting he ſhould 
be ſuſpended, as all of that faction are, went this laſt week from houſe to houſe to ir 
up thoſe of his party to protect him; which they endeavoured to do by committing 
outrage upon the place where the aſſembly is uſually held for church affairs: which 
being reſiſted by one of the magiſtrates, he was taken by the people, and dragged in 
a wheel-barrow round about the church-yard, and afterwards through ſome principal 
{treets of the town : which being complained of to the ſtates of Holland, who are 
now aſſembled, there are certain companies of ſoldiers ſent thither, with ſome of the 
- provincial council, to puniſh the chief offenders. In Horn yeſterday they came to 
blood, ſome of the burghers, to the number of two or three hundred of the Arminian 
party, aſſailing the people, who came out of the church, after the morning ſermon ; 
and they being relieved by the garriſon, the burghers ſet upon the ſoldiers, who, in their 
defence, firſt ſhot powder only, thinking with falſe fire to terrify the burghers ; but 
| ſeeing that would not prevail, they were forced in concluſion to uſe their arms; and 
four of the burghers being killed upon the place, and ſome hurt, the reſt fled. It is 
like we ſhall ſee more diſorders of this kind in other places: but the ſtate being (as 
it is) well united, and all the troops, with the greateſt part of the people, well- 
affected, they will be overcome without much difficulty. This tumult of Horn was 
| bred by one Sarma, an Arminian preacher, who ſtole ſecretly from Dort, where he was 
one of the citatli. 


The fynod is now gone through the examination of the five articles; and on 
Wedneſday laſt they began to read the ſeveral ſuffrages concerning the firſt, wherein, 
amongſt the exteri theologi, there was one uniform and orthodox conſent, With the 
provincials it will ſucceed otherwiſe ; for in the judgment of the Belgic profeſſors 
(which was all that was read, when I heard laſt from thence) appeared the difference 
of their opinions, there being but five of that college, which were divided into three 
diſtin& and ſeveral judgments touching the firſt article : which ſhews in effect, though 


they are confident enough of themſelves, the uſe they will now have of the exteri, 
Yy | without 
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without whoſe help they would part in much greater diſunion than they met. The 
heat, which was lately ſtruck by GoMarvs and SIBRANDUs, is qualified, as may appear 
to your honour by a letter, which I have received from the preſident in anſwer of one I 
wrote unto him upon that fubject. 


All the priſoners here have now appeared before the judges ſeverally. Barnx- 
VELT ſpent two days examining the commiſſion and quality of his judges : but this 
morning he hath ſubmitted himſelf, and anſwereth to all interrogatories, The judges 
fill three ſquares of the room, where they aſſemble. At the fourth 1s the entrance 
and in the midſt a table for the priſoner, a ſecretary, and three fiſcals. The priſoner 
fits bare upon a ſtool without a back; which is their manner for criminals. Bagne- 
VELT hath a ſtool with a back; which is all the favour ſhewed him in regard of his 
age. Their confeſſions are ſtill kept ſecret under oath ; and it will be Eaſter, at the 
ſooneſt, before we come to an iſſue of this buſineſs. 


* Your honour will ſee herewith certain pictures, which are ſet out by the priſoners 
friends ad faciendum populum. They are called in by public orders, and the publiſkers 
of them inquired into as offenders againſt the placart lately publiſhed concerning libels 
and ſeditious counterfeits. Since the publiſhing the placart about monies, the ſtates 
have reſolved to ſend one of their generaulx des monnoyes to their commiſſioners into 
England, with inſtructions to inform them how they ſhall treat in that ſubject, they 
being deſirous to give his majeſty ſatisfaction, and to reduce their monies here to the 
rates of England.

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month. They hear at the ſame time of a ſuccour prepared for the emperor at the 
coſt of Spain; but provided by the archduke, of 12,000 foot, and 2000 horſe 
which makes ther here deſpair very much of the affairs of the Bohemians, in that their 
ſuſpenſion of arms will ſeparate their troops, and breed a ſlackneſs in thoſe whom they 
have moved to aſſiſt them; whilſt in the mean time their enemies will have leiſure to 
prepare themſelves, and bring their forces from remote parts. The ſuccours of this

We underſtand, that the caſtle of Elſineur is reſtored by the king of Denmark 
to the king of Sweden; by which petra ſcandali is removed betwixt thoſe two 
crowns, Here is likewiſe news of a ſtrange accident befallen the king of Swede, who 
being ſurprized by fire in one of his caſtles, where he was lodged, which had gained 
all the ordinary iſſues of his houſe, he was forced with his chancellor to make his eſcape 
out of a window, in which he ran another hazard of water, by reaſon of a. moat, which 
invironed the caſtle : but in the end eſcaped with ſome ſmall hurt, his chancellor ſuffer- 

ing much more by that he received in his fall out of the window. | 


Here is expected within few days the count of Eaſt-Frieſland, who, not ſatisfied 
with the proceedings of the ſtates commiſſioners at Embden, doth remove the treaty to 
this place betwixt him and his ſubjects, whereby to be aſſiſted with his majeſty's au- 
thority; of which he hath not failed in his abſence, as much as lies in me to perform 
in his favour.

The Venetian reſident having been at Amſterdam for proviſion of four ſhips for 
his maſters, can find but one of that burden which they require ; for which he hath 
agreed, but forbears dealing for others until he hears again from Venice. — 


© At Amſterdam were certain companies drawn down to reinforce the garriſon of 
Alcmaer, if need ſhould be: but all things paſs now quietly there; and this blow 
given the unruly people, whereby now ſix of them are buried, and eleven remain 


hurt, is plaga ſalutis, whereby the reſt are kept in awe. An Engliſh lieutenant, who | 
led theſe men, was ſhot in the leg out of a window, which was all the hurt received 


by the ſoldiers. The occaſion hereof was the conducting of Sarma, an Arminian 
preacher, out of the town by order of the magiſtrates; which was reſiſted by the 
people; bur in vain, being carried out the ſame day in an open waggon with his wife 
through a guard of ſoldiers. At Alcmaer the Arminian preacher, who raiſed the 
tumult there, is likewiſe baniſhed ; and now inquiſition is made into the ring-leaders of 
the people of both thoſe towns, by the public officers employed thither by the ſtates, 
who execute their functions without moleſtation” & 5 N

That he had received on the 12th the ſecretary's letters of the 4th concerning the 
ueen's deceaſe, and having put his family into mourning, had that morning an au- 
dience of the ſtates general, whom he acquainted with that ſad accident. 5 


That the prince of Orange, count WILLIAM and count HENRV ſeverally in perſon 
had condoled with him in perſon, and count ** by letters upon this occaſion, as like- 
wiſe the French embaſſadors and other public miniſters reſident with the ſtates. Count 
WILLIAM 1s ſince departed into Frieſland, to be preſent at the aſſemble of the ſtates 
of that province and Groningen, which are both under his government. 


< Monſ. pE Boirstsst ſurpriſed the ſlates on Saturday laſt with an audience, wherein 
_ unexpectedly he preſented letters of revocation, which he accompanied vith a propo- 
ſition ;z of both which I ſend your honour the copies. In the propoſition, your honour 
will obſerve, he ſpeaks in behalf of the priſoners only par maniere d'acquit; and fo it is 
interpreted by the ſtates, fo as they are not much troubled about the anſwer, conceiving, 
that whatſoever they do or ſay in that point (as the world now goeth in France) will 
not be ill taken. The demand of the French troops, and aſſiſtance of others, in con- 
formity to the treaty betwixt France and this ſtate, being conditional, is like to draw 
on a conſent, in hope they may thereby oblige that crown; and yet no further engage 
themſelves than their own affairs will at all times permit. In other points of the pro- 
poſition touching the reſtraint of ſuch as ſnould go to ſerve the king's enemies, and a 
promiſe of ready juſtice to the king's ſubjects, a good anſwer will be given; but in 
effect for ſome particular cauſes, and eſpecially for two French ſhips taken by the 
Eaſt-Indian company about Bantam, and the goods confiſcated; of which monſ. vs 
Bols issE complained on Monday in another expreſs audience, I do not find, that he 
15 like to carry with him the contentment he deſires, if his departure be as ſpeedy, as 
he pretends, on Monday next. | 7 


At his leave- taking of the prince of Orange he uſed this ſpeech, that he would 
be glad the affairs of this country were ſo well ſettled, that at his return to the king, 
his maſter, he might aſſure him they were free from any dangerous tumults: to which 
the prince anſwered, that it is not to be expected in fo ſhort a time to ſettle that, 
which hath been ſo long and fo much out of order: but that he might aſſure the king, 
bis maſter, if here be.any tumultuous or ſeditious perſons, be they great or ſmall, the 
ſtates general have both power and will to ſuppreſs and chaſtiſe them.

Here is a troubleſome diſpute betwixt two towns, Dort and Rotterdam, touching 
the ſtaple of wines, which Dort doth challenge by antient privilege of the emperor 
CHARLES V. and Rotterdam diſputes the ſame, in regard of the French wines, 
which come now more frequently into theſe provinces, than when that privilege was 
granted. Hereupon thoſe of Rotterdam ſome weeks fince took an armed boat from 
thoſe of Dort, which lay upon the rivers to guard the paſſages. Thoſe of Dort in 
revenge hereof have within theſe two days ſhot a paſſage-boat of Rotterdam, which 
refuſed to ſtrike ſail to one of their ſhips with a piece charged with muſket bullets, 
and therein killed one, and hurt five or fix. Betwixt unruly multitudes (as the 
people of theſe towns are) of ſmall beginnings many times follow greater conſe- 
quences: which makes me give your honour ſo particular an account of this ac- 
cident, 8

Our 
uſual preacher here mr. Au E is ſuſpended by order of ſir Hox ACR VERE, and is now 
gone to L.EYDEN, where he ſues to be received as profeſſor, in caſe Episcopius be re- 
moved. He hath a good reputation for learning, having well acquitted himſelf in theſe 
Jate controverſies. But unleſs he can as well clear himſelf of that which is now laid 
to his charge, I have laid a block in his way, having defired one of the new curators of 
that univerſity not to admit any of his majeſty's ſubjects to thoſe public places, with- 
out foreknowledge of his majeſty's pleaſure. | ft |

innocency out of the delay of their proceſs, the ſtates ſhew themſelves to be ſomewhat 
kindled; and amongſt other things (which I will omit till J ſend your honour the copy 
of their anſwer) ſay, that their manner is, to begin with examination before they go 
to execution : which alludes to their proceedings in France, which are not altogether 
ſo juſtifiable.

In humble anſwer of your honour's letter of the 20th of this preſent, received by 
D1zsToN the 27th, for as much as concerns the French embaſſadors here, I can aſſure 
your honour, they have nothing of mine, which give them any diſtaſte; that propo- 
ſition, of which his majefty doth take note, being only made in the afſembly of the ſtates 
general by way of diſcourſe, without preſenting the ſame in writing: and monſ. DE 
Bots1ssE at his departure did acknowledge in pu MAURIER's hearing the ſatisfaction he 
received in the correſpondence I held with him fince his laſt return to this place. 


My lord of Doncaſter will find a houſe prepared for him and his followers by the 
ſtates; and mine likewiſe put in the beſt readineſs I ſhall be able for his lordſhip's 
better commodity ; to which effect I write this preſent unto him upon the notice I 
take from your honour of his lordſhip's coming. 5 . 


The two agents for the Bohemians (of whoſe coming I advertiſed your honour in 
my laſt of the 26th * of this preſent, and likewiſe of their propoſition to the ſtates) as 
yet have no anſwer, the conſent of this province of Holland touching a ſupply of money 
being conditional, that the like be performed by his majefty and the princes of the 
union; which hath ſpurred on theſe agents to ſollicit my recommendation to his majeſty 
in their maſter's favour : which as on the fide I cannot deny them (and therefore beſeech 
your honour to make their humble ſuit known to his majeſty) ſo, on the other, I have 
done them this good office to perſuade his excellency and the ſtates, to do that of 
themſelves, as they think fit to perform for their prefervation ; as his majeſty will not 
be wanting in that which ſhall depend upon him. For if they will attend the time of 
2 common conſent, their aid will be leſs beneficial than now, when'the Bohemians are 
in moſt need.

Rt. Hons, 


I never had leſs cauſe to complain of the contrariety of the winds (though of late 
days all paſſages have. been ſtopt out of England) than now at this preſent, becauſe in 
that regard the advertiſement of his majeſty's recovery did accompany that of his ſick- 
neſs. Yet the joy of the one doth not ſo fully take away the apprehenſion of the other 
in theſe parts, as not to give ſubject of much diſcourſe what an irreparable loſs not 
only his majeſty's kingdoms, but the whole Chriſtian world had ſuffered, if the beſt of 
princes, which reign at this day, had been taken away by the tyrant of diſeaſes ; for 
fo, non. ignarus mali, I may well ſtile that, with which his majeſty was afflicted. His 
majeſty is humbly beſeeched from hence, that he would be pleaſed meſnager ſa ſantt 
by a good reglement in diet; which is an approved lenitive, if not a perfect cure, of 

that ſickneſs. The ſtates by their expreſs letters (which they have recommended to 
my conveyance) congratulate his majeſty's good recovery, and the prince of Orange 
hath deſired me to perform the like office in his behalf, both, upon knowledge 1 
gave them thereof, in conformity to your honour's maſt comfortable letters of the iſt 
of this preſent, which I received the 20th: at which time thoſe they had from their 
commiſſioners, written upon fir NoꝝI Caron's return from his majeſty, did not give

Here hath been a report current for many days of the death of the duke of Saxz ; 
which would much have augmented the preſent alterations in Germany, by reaſon of 
the diſpute about the adminiſtration of that electorate. But I underſtand by the agent 
of the duke of Brunſwick (who hath the freſheſt letters fram the place next adjoining 
to Saxe) that the duke indeed hath had a dangerous ſickneſs, having been taken with 
an apoplexy ; but that he was in a way of recovery. 


The aſſembly of electors for the naming a king of the Romans is appointed at 
' Francfort by the elector of Mayence the 45. of July next. King FrRDIxAxp is called 
ene | | | | to 
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to that aſſembly by letters from the elector of Mayence as king of Bohemia, and he 


takes thereupon the title of co-elector; which notwithſtanding will be diſputed by the 
Bohemians, who ſay he is not capable thereof, until he be as well poſſeſſed as titulary 
king; and poſſeſſion he cannot have until at the entrance of the confines of their king- 
dom he take his oath to the ſtates of the country for maintenance of their privileges, and 
be afterwards put in full poſſeſſion in the caſtle of Prague. 8 


Of the levies made on the archduke's ſide againſt the Bohemians your honour is 


advertiſed from mr. TRuMBaLt. Here is ſomewhat done for the Bohemians, an im- 
preſt being made to capt. Franc, who doth raiſe 1000 muſketeers until the reſolution 


of the provinces for a monthly aid of 50,000 florins be fully accorded; which will be 
within theſe few days. 5 ee 


Four troops of horſe, each of 120, are raiſed likewife with conſent of the ſtates at 
the coſt of the princes of the Union, by the marquis of Dourlack, to wait upon the 


paſſage of the troops raiſed by the Spaniards; which is impar congreſſus, unleſs the 


princes be in greater readineſs at home, than as yet we hear: only they have written 
hither for ſome officers of cavalry, by which it appears they make other levies; and if 


they do it roundly and really, it is no whit the worſe for being without noiſe. The 


Bohemians (as we hear) want no men; but they have neither money nor good con- 
ductors; ſo as they reſemble a great body without head or ſinews, 


One of our great buſineſſes (which is the ſynod) is in effect brought to coneluſion, 
the canons concerning the five articles being fully refolved, and generally ſubſcribed 


without contradiction: concerning which here are deputies come this morning from 
Dort, to know the ſtates pleaſure when and in what manner they ſhall be publiſhed, 


© The other concerning the priſoners draws to an iſſue likewiſe; and for that I can 


gather upon all circumſtances (the main proceedings being ſtill kept ſub /igillo) what-

ſoever becomes of the reſt, 159 hath not many days to live. It hath much been de- 
bated of late days, whether it were fitteſt to proceed with him and the reſt by ſentence of 
death or perpetual impriſonment, it being taken for granted, that in juſtice the cauſe 


will bear either. For the whole time of their procels, till now of late, there was no. 


ſpeech of death: but now the conſideration of the opiniatrity of the remonſtrants at. 
the ſynod, of the tumults at Alcmaer and Horn, of the diſaffection ſhewed in Leyden 
and Rotterdam in publiſhing the ſtates letters by which their faſt day of the 17th of 

the preſent was commanded, of danger to the prince of Orange's perſon amongſt ſo 
many malecontents, which would breed a preſent revolution, hath much altered the 
ſtate of the buſineſs; and the moſt voices run upon making all ſure. 


© Some propoſe a courſe between both ; that is, to give ſentence of death, but to. 


ſuſpend the execution thereof until ſome new occaſion offered by them or their parti- 
ſans; and in the mean time to keep them in the caſtle of Woerden, or ſome ſuch like 
place, with a ſtrong guard, in priſon. But then the queſtion is aſked, How can this 


provide for the danger of practice againſt the prince of Orange? And theſe judges 


being changed, who have poteſtatem vitæ & necis (as the nature of this government 
| doth 
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doth neceſſarily require) upon any new occaſion, who ſhall put their old ſentence in 
execution? Yet how variable theſe judges are in their temper, his majeſty may ſee

by two ſmall circumſtances. One, that 159 riſing from his ſeat in the chamber of 
judgment to warm himſelf by the fire, where ſome of his judges ſtood, he was com- 
manded from thence, as being a criminal not fit for their company. Another, that 
encountering at the entrance of that chamber with two of his judges, they ſtrained 
courteſy with him for the door, as if he had been in his wonted greatneſs. To theſe 
petty obſervations I will add this one, though of another nature, that the day of the 
faſt the priſoners being ſeverally aſked, whether they would celebrate the ſame with. 
out knowledge given them of the particular occaſion, they all willingly conſented, 
and, without correſpondence or intelligence one with the other, each of them with his 
ſervant and keeper ſung the 7th Pſalm; which was the ſtranger, in that there are ſo 
many of the Pſalms upon the ſame argument. Monſ. BARNEVELT's ſervant was two 
days fince taken from him, and threatened with the torture, until knowledge was 
had of him touching the conveyance of certain letters through a hole made in the roof 
of his chamber. His two ſons with his ſon-in-law VannvyssEN have jointly pur 

up a petition to the ſtates general to this effect; that ſince they find their father cri- 
minally proceeded with (the event whereof will light upon them and their eſtates) 
they require to be made acquainted with the proceſs; which 1s laid aſide as an undue 
demand, when there is queſtion de crimine læſæ majeſtatis. His proceſs is perfected, 
and the reſt want little, The opining by the judges will be begun and ended in a 
day ; and if execution follow, it will be diſpatched the morning after, whereby to 
avoid concourſe of people. It is made a matter of deliberation, whether it 1s better to 
proceed firſt with denouncing the canons in the ſynod, or ſentencing the priſoners. On 
the one ſide it is ſaid, that the bringing in a change of religion being one of their 
crimes, it is fit that change ſhould be known by the reſolution of the ſynod before they 
come to ſentence. On the other, if the canons ſhould be firſt pronounced, and then 
an execution follow, they would be made by the Arminians martyrs for religion. 


Here is a miniſter brought priſoner to this town from a village betwixt Leyden 
and Harlem, and committed to the common gaol, for reading the ſtates letter in his 
church, by which the day of faſt was commanded, and then preaching againſt it. 
Upon examination, whether he was ſet on by any, nothing can be drawn from him, 
but that what he did was of his own head. 


I find that there is a reſolution taken by the ſtates not to cite Voxsr ius to the 
ſynod, becauſe they much apprehend his entertaining that aſſembly with artificial inter- 
pretations and delays, and in the end deluding them with a counterfeit ſubmiſſion. 
But order is taken for the cenſuring his books in the ſynod, with intention afterwards 
(as they pretend) to proceed with his perſon by way of exile; for which I cannot un- 
dertake any thing, though it wants not my bett endeavours, ſince MaTaenesss (who 
was one of his protectors) had the boldneſs to ſay, when this matter was laſt in 
queſtion with the ſtates of Holland, that it was tyranny ſo to proceed with him.“ 


That he had two days fince advertiſed the lords of the council by letters of the reſti 
tution of the ſhip of London, lately taken by the ſtates men of war on the coaſt of 
Barbary. 6 "© Pot

That he had received the happy news of the continuance of his majeſty's amend- 
ment by the ſecretary's letter of the 14th, and late the night before thoſe of the 2oth 
from fir JaMzs SEMPLE under the ſecretary's cover. 


Herewith goeth a letter to his majeſty from the ſtates, written in favour of the 
Bohemians; which is recommended to my conveyance by the Bohemian agent: and 
Jam likewiſe much and often ſolicited by him to farther his maſter's affairs with his 
majeſty, according to the hope given by the baron Daoxa, in his paſſage this way, 
of an intention to help them by a loan of the city of London : which not ſucceeding, 
the ſtates begin to retract their grant of a monthly entertainment, having ſent for him 
two days ſince into their aſſembly, to let him know how little their aſſiſtance could ſerve 
his maſter's turns, unleſs they were likewiſe aided by his majeſty and the princes of the 
Union. Yet to capt. FRANCKE they have given credit for ſome money for the raiſing 


and arming 1000 muſketeers. 


The prince Palatine hath written to the prince of Orange for liberty to raiſe in 
theſe parts a troop of cuiraſſes of 100, and 40 carabins for his guard, which is 
granted unto him. The count of Solms raiſeth in thoſe confines four troops of horſe 
for the ſervice of the princes. The marquis of Anſpach and the count of Stiren, 
each of them one; which with thoſe of the marquis of Dourlach will arrive to 1300 
horſe. But whilſt theſe are raiſing, the Spaniſh troops (as we are advertiſed) paſs 
through Germany without reſiſtance, and they are like to be in the field united before 
the Bohemians (who are buſy, as will appear to your honour by our laſt advices from 
Prague, about their treaties and aſſociations) are ready to receive them. It is im- 
puted here to a /a/chete of the Almains, that thoſe, who were wont to be ſo ready on 
horſeback in other men's quarrels, do now ſo eaſily give way to this inundation of 
ſtrangers; which they much apprehend here will in time deſcend the Rhine upon this ſtate 

with greater fury than ever, when they have firſt oppreſſed the liberty of Germany. 


They are here again aſſaulted by the French in favour of the priſoners, the em- 
baſſador reſident du Maur1tr having on Wedneſday laſt made an earneſt inftance 
to the ſtates general in the king his maſter's name, and in conformity to monſ. pk 
 Boars1ssg's propoſitions ; which was little expected at this time, both in regard of the 
Preſent conſtitution of the affairs of France, which give them enough to do at home, 
as likewiſe of divers advertiſements from the ſtates embaſſador pv LANOGERACE, that 
monſ. pz Boistssz ſhould be diſavowed. Yet I do not ſee, that much way is given 
to this earneſt purſuit, but rather that a purpoſe continueth (of which I advertiſed

come this ſpring from Brandenburgh to Cleve, to the end his excellency (who is curious 
enough) may make his choice with his own eyes; and ſhe is ſaid to be non ingrata. If 
this proceed, count HEN RAVY will much repent his breaking off with the Landgrave of 
Heſſen, for if that match had taken place, it is believed his excelleney had never 
thought of marriage.

I am at this preſent viſited by one , who hath newly received commiſſion of agent 
for the king of Denmark with the ſtates, to whom he hath yeſterday delivered letters 
from that King in anſwer of thoſe they wrote touching the Hans towns; and thoſe 


which go herewith (one to his majeſty, and another to Dr. Jonas CARISTUS) he hath 
recommended to my conveyance. . 


The deputies for the Eaſt Indian company of theſe provinces arrived here out of 
England yeſterday; and to-day they make their report, of which by my next I will give 
your honour an account; as likewiſe I hope I ſhall ſend your honour the copy of the 
French embaſſador's propoſition, though by common conſent of the ſtates it be hitherto 
luppreſſed ; whereby to make an experiment, whether he will publiſh-it himſelf or not; 
which I doubt not but he will, in that I know of one copy he hath given already. 


He did in a private conference the laſt day expoſtulate with his excellency the 
ſtates ſending their anſwer into France, which was refuſed by monſ. DE Bols!ssz, 
ſaying it was no good manner of proceeding to inform againſt public miniſters. His 
excellency anſwered, that he muſt not find it more ſtrange, that the ſtates took it ill 
to have their anſwer refuſed, than he would do, if, when he came into their afſembly 


to make a propoſition, which he had well ſtudied, they ſhould all ſtop their ears.

We have at this preſent the public fair of this town; which cauſeth a vacation 
in all aſſemblies, and therefore prolongation of all buſineſſes for a few days here at the 
Hague. At Dort the canons touching the five points ih controverſy were publiſhed 
yeſterday in the forenoon in the great church, where the ſynod was held, by reaſon 
of the great concourſe of people, which came from all parts, and were admitted of 
all ſexes and all qualities; ſo as the buſineſs did not paſs without ſome confuſion 
cauſed by the multitude, but was otherwiſe concluded and ſubſcribed univerſally by 
all the fyndd, and approved likewiſe by the ſtate delegates : the catechiſm and con- 
feſſion allowed: the - doctrine of the Arminians in general declared Pelagianiſm : the 
remonftrants condemned as uncapable of executing any longer their functions in church 
of in ſchools, with an order not to admit any hereafter into either, which profeſs that 
doctrine. There will be moderation uſed by the ſtates in the execution of the ſen- 
tence againſt the remonſtrants, in as much as concerns their entertainment for the 
ſpace of a year, whereby to give them time to bethink themſelves, And this is all I 
have yet from thence by report of thoſe who were preſent ; whereof ſome, being 
Judges of the priſoners, returned the ſame night, whereby to loſe no time in their

II ſend your honour herewith a copy of monſ. pu MAURIER's ſpeech, whereof 
I made mention in my lat, He required of the ſtates, the prince of Orange might

© The perfon of BAR NRVELT having been of ſo great conſideration both at home 
and abroad for the ſpace of 33 years, that he hath had the chief managing of the af- 
fairs of this ſtate, I conceive his majeſty may be pleaſed to underſtand more particu-. 
larities of his end; than thoſe I advertiſed your honour in my diſpatch. by MarxTzex the 
poſt, whom I ſent expreſsly on Monday laſt, the 3d of this preſent, which was. the 
day of his execution. And I muſt beſeech your honour to hold me excuſed in. fuch 
circumſtances, as you may obſerve in this relation, to differ from what I wrote then. 
For a jealouſy, that thoſe, who laboured for his life, would. ſeek. to caſt the envy of 
his death (as they have ſince done) upon ſuch, as did not run the ſame courſe, made 
me reſtrain thoſe of my family from being preſent, either at the reading of his ſen- 
tence, or at the execution, fo. as what I then wrote was raptim, and as I could catch 
it, Now upon better information (and yet more will be learned when at the end of the 
whole buſineſs the judges ſhall be freed of their oath of ſecrecy) I underſtand, that his 
death was made known unto him upon Sunday night about ſix of the clock by two. of 
three-fiſcals, one of the Guelderland, and the other of Utrecht. = 


At the firſt hearing thereof he ſtood ſomewhat amazed; then aſked them, Since: 
you ſo reſolve, why have you held me all this while? That, ſaid one of them, proceeded 
f the- length of the cauſe, and of your anſwers. After ſome pauſe, and biting of his 
lip: And is it, ſaid he, your manner to condemn a man unheard? The other fiſcal re- 
plied, You have been ſufficiently heard, and the ſentence is grounded upon your confeſſions. 
if (faid BARNEVELT in anger to the fiſcal) your father could have known his ſon ſhould 


have brought me this meſſage, he would wiſhed he had never begot. you. Whereupon they 


departed, and. he demanded ink and paper to write to his wife. It. was preſently 


brought him, Whilſt he was writing, WaLzvs, a miniſter of Middleburgh, one 


of the profeſſors. in the ſynod; a diſcreet and learned man, was ſent unto him by 
the judges to prepare him to his end; which when he had ſignified unto them, he 
anſwered, that he was old, and long ſince ſufficiently prepared; wherefore he might 
ſpare his pains. Wal Æus replied, that he was to diſcharge himſelf of the duty 
and though he were never ſo well prepared; a man in his caſe might have need of ſpi- 
ritual comfort. Then fit, ſaid BARNEVELT, until I have ended my letters; and this. 
dialogue betwixt him and War vs. he added in a poſtſcript. Having ended his. 
writing, he demanded of WaLzvs (who was unknown to him) his name and qua- 
lity, and in particular, whether he had been preſent at the ſynod. Then fell into long 
diſcourſe, not without heat and paſſion, concerning the ſentence, condemning the 
ſame of injuſtice, both far the matter. and manner. of. proceeding ; which when Wa- 
LAUsS would not take upon to diſpute (as being unacquainted therewith) but wiſhed 
him to think of his ſoul, and to clear his conſcience, both towards Gop and the. 
world, he was not ſparing in his confeſſion of his offences towards God z but Re 
the 


— — l — — — 
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the world he ſtood ſtiff upon is innocence; and all he could be drawn unto in that 


paint, was to aſk Gop forgiveneſs, as well for his unknown offences towards the 
world, as his known towards Gop. WaLæus preſt him thus far as to let him 
know, he was not to be his own judge, but to ſubmit himſelf unto thoſe who were 


aſſigned his judges by the ſtate; and having given their ſentence upon oath, he was 


not to imagine, that they would bring themſelves in reatu both before Gop and the 
world, in paſſing an unjuſt ſentence againſt him. This drove him into a diſpute 
touching the lawfulneſs of his judges, which he would not acknowledge. And 
touching the points upon which his ſentence was grounded, I governed, ſaid he, 


when I was in authority, according to the maxims of that time; and now 1 am condemned 
to die according to the maxims of this, He ſupped well with WarLzvs at the table, 
and entertained the time with diſcourſe of the ſynod, of which both then, and after in 


the night, he inquired many particularities ; as likewiſe of the ſtate of the church in 
the ſeveral provinces ; and when he underſtood, that the canons concerning the five 
points in controverſy were concluded and publiſhed with an uniform conſent, I thought 


10 leſs (ſaid he) of the provincials, when I knew how they were compoſed ; but I was de- 


ceived in my judgment of the exteri; for I thought they could never have agreed, To- 


wards nine of the clock he deſired WaLzvs to go from him to the prince of 


Orange, and to beſeech him in particular to pardon him, if he had offended him, and 


to be good and gracious to his children, offering to give him ſatisfaction whilſt he 
yet lived, if he would let him know wherein he took diſpleaſure againſt him. Whilſt 
WalAkus went to the prince, two other miniſters of that town were ſent unto him, 


who remained with him all night, and accompanied him afterwards to his execution. 
The prince returned anſwer, that he forgave him willingly; and for his children, he 
would uſe them well, if they deſerved well. The particularities, in which he accounted 

himſelf wronged by BARNEVELT, he bid WALAEus tell him, were, that he both in 
writing and ſpeech ſought to caſt an aſperſion upon him, as if he did aſpire to the ſo- 


vereignty of theſe provinces: That he wrote to Utrecht, when his excelleney went 


thither as employed by the ſtates, to have the gates ſhut againſt him. A third matter 
there was, which his excellency leaving to WALAkus's diſcretion to acquaint BAR- 
NEVELT With, and he forbearing the ſame, I cannot yet get knowledge thereof. 


To theſe two points BarRNEveLT anſwered ; touching the firſt, that true it was, 


that to ſome confident friends he had written and ſpoken ; and having entertained ſuch 
a jealouſy, being in the place he was, he thought it his duty to prevent it. The ſe- 


cond he denied, ſaying, there could be no fuch writing of his ſhewed ; but it was proved 


unto him, that ſuch a letter was written by his order. 


The whole night was paſſed by him, as I advertiſed in my former. When he 


was brought the next morning ſoon after eight of the clock into the chamber d audi- 
ence, which belongs to the provincial court, to hear his ſentence pronounced, his 
| Judges fat only there in authority, ſuch of the ſtates general, as were preſent ſtanding 
only as ſpectators. The ſentence contained many particularities tending to the change 
of religion, diſunion of the provinces, abrogating the authority of the high court of 
juſtice, confuſion of the finances, diſgracing his excellency, croſſing the ſtates public 
orders and diſpatches to their ambaſſadors and miniſters abroad by his private letters 
and directions, abuſing ſome of the beſt friends and allies of this ſtate, and * 
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large preſents and ſums of money of other princes and potentates : all which he heard 
wel, oh interpoſing any word, but uſed many ſcornful looks and grimices, The ſentence 
being ended (which was loſs of life and confiſcation of goods) I Hh ſerved, ſaid he, the 
generality thirty three years as advocate of Holland, and the town of Rotterdam ten years be- 
fore as penſionary; and for my fidelity and diligence deſerved better recompence. If you will 
have my blood, yet methinks you may ſpare my goods, without ruining, for my ſake, my wife - 
and children, Theſe Jaſt words he uttered with a faint voice and dejected countenance , 
and the preſident telling him, he had heard his ſentence, to which he was to ſubmit 
himſelf, he recolle&ted himſelf, and roſe preſently from his feat, and was conducted 
immediately through the great hall to the ſcaffold; which being full of people, as he 
paſſed, and many of, his friends, and acquaintance, he took knowledge of none, car- 
rying the ſame high countenance as he always uſed, both there and on the ſcaffold, 
where things paſſed as I advertiſed in my laſt; only I underſtand ſince, that his ſer- 
vant, when the preacher had ended praying by bi, was overheard to ſay this word 
in his car, No grace comes. Then, aid he, let us iſpatch; and from that time for- 
ward in diſ-arraying himſelf (wherein he was only helped by his ſervant) and covering 
his eyes with his night-cap (which he did with his own hands, and with that haſte and 
fury, that he wounded his face with his nails) he was obſerved to tremble and look 
pale ; which by the beholders was aſcribed rather to indignation and rage than fear 
or faintneſs. While his body lay on the ſcaffold, many of the people dipped their 
handkerchiefs in his blood, ſome for love and ſome for hatred, to the extremity of 
both which paſſions he was ſubject. His body was after coffined and removed into 
the chapel of the court, where it was buried that night in a vault belonging to his 
ſon-in law VAN PDER-MyLE. It is believed (and fo his ſervant doth report) that 
until the very laſt inſtant he did not think he ſhould die; which made him never let fall 
any word tending to grace, for doubt of prejudicing his cauſe in reparation of honour 
and damage, with which bath he and his friends did vainly flatter themſelves, inſomuch 
that he having conveyed ſecretly out of priſon the chief points of his examination unto 
his friends, and they conſulting with certain advocates of this town, whilft monſ. 
Bols iss E was here, whether they could bear a ſentence of death, refolved they could 
_ not, but only, on the contrary, that he was to have ſome great ſatisfattion:made him. 
Hereupon proceeded the continuance of the French embaſſador's endeavours unto the 
| very laſt, out of a perſuaſion, that the ſtates would in the end ferve themſelves of that 
| mediation to be rid of the buſineſs; and his friends were fo confident and indiſcreet, 
| that even when they received his laſt letters, all of his own hand-writing, ſignifying 
his death (which came to them like the hand in BELTESsHAZZAR's banquzt, as they 
| were aſſ-mbled together in his ſon's houſe that night at ſupper) they uſed many di- 
| dainful and arrogant words of the judges, faying they were baſe and unworthy, and 
| durſt not execute their ſentence. In BARXEVELT's writing before mentioned, which 
i was conſulted upon by the advocates, he condemned himſelf. only in going beſide the 
ſtates orders with their foreign miniſters ; wherein notwithſtanding having curam 
reipublice, he thought he might be excuſed : and I hear he complained the night 
before he ſuffered unto War. us, particularly of Sir Nozr Caron (of whom he had 
well deſerved) for diſcovering his letters concerning the affairs of England, which, he 
ſaid, turned moſt to his crime. In the confeſſion of his faith to WaLe@vus, he de- 
clared himſelf to be of the orthodox opinion in the diſputes here in controverſy in theſe 
proviuces, excepting only the poiut of reprobation, wherein he was content to receive 
A 3 inſtruction. 
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inſtruction. WaLatus demanded of him, why then he protected a doctrine contrary to 
his conſcience? To which he anſwered, that he judged it good for the ſtate, though 
one doctrine was profeſſed, the other ſhould be tolerated. 


© By a writing, which goeth herewith, which is a copy. of two examinations taken 
of two remonſtrant miniſters of Alcmaer, his majeſty will ſee what impieties were 
crept in by this toleration; and withal I. ſend your honour. the ſentence of the ſynod 


againſt Vorſtius. 


« Yeſterday, in the ſame place, and the ſame preſence, where BARNEVELT had his 
ſentence, there was a ſentence pronounced againſt LEVYDENBEROEH's body to be hung 
up in a public place of execution; which carries likewiſe confiſcation of goods. His 
body was drawn the ſame day towards evening upon a ſledge by the common officers of - 

juſtice and executioners, to a meadow near the highway betwixt this and Delft, where

it is hung up in a coffin. | 


© What will become of the other priſoners is yet doubtful, in that both they and 
their friends remain ſtiff and obſtinate not to demand grace: Only GroTivs doth 
humble himſelf. HoczrBEeT's opimatrety brings him to danger; and MusBERGHEN 
is in the ſame ſtate, and ſo deſperate withal, that when out of one of his windows he 
diſcovered ſome ſigns of BakNEveLT's- execution by the people, which were climbed 
up to the-top: of i houſes, to view the ſame, he much preſſed and urged his ſervant to 
ſtrangle him. His friends have liberty to go to him, to bring him to a better mind; 
and though he be ſtill in worſe condition than the two others, yet by that I now com- 
prehend of the inclination of the ſtates, both he and the reſt will eſcape with life, 
unleſs: they wilfully caſt away themſelves; for he was LEVYDENBEROH“s inſtrument, 
as the other two were BARNEVSL T's. LEYDENBERGH (as it appears in both their 
ſentences) was ſet onrby BARNRVELT; fo as in true underſtanding. MusBERGHEN is 
in a degree. more remote than the reſt from the firſt author of theſe troubles; and yet 
his heat in the proſecution of them, and the diligence was uſed by the ſtates in fetch- 
ing him in, when he was in another territory, as on the one ſide it miniſters matter 
ſutficient againſt him, ſo on the other it argues a reſolution not to ſpare him. 


The ſentences are not yet publiſhed, though they are in they preſs, in Latin, Frenchs 
and Dutch; and I think I ſhall ſend them your honour within theſe two days. Mean

© This day I preſented my lord biſhop of Landaff, and the reſt of your majeſty's 
commiſſioners, who have aſſiſted at the ſynod, to the ſtates and the prince of Orange, 
to take their leaves: by both which I was deſired to acknowledge to your majeſty 
the full ſatisfaction they have had in theſe reverend perſons, and their great obligation 
for the favour, they ſparing not to publiſh in their open aſſembly, that this ſynod 
(which hath given, as it were, a new ſoul and life to this ſtate) is your majeſty's 
work; and thereupon to profeſs to owe your majeſty the fruits of their beſt abilities 
in all occaſions for the ſervice of your perſon and kingdoms : which I do now under- 
take in their behalf, to be as really meant, as freely tendered ; in that the bleſſing of 
Gor, your majeſty's authority, and the benefit of time, hath bred that revolution in 
this ſtate, that whereas it hath been of long ſpace overſwayed by diſaffected perſons, 
both in church and commonwealth, they have felt by due and lawful proceedings the 
ſmart of their malice; and theſe, which are now in place, if for nothing elſe, will 
learn to be wiſe by their example. . | 


© It appears in the whole courſe of BarneveLT's proceſs, his practice of change 
of religion at home was accompanied with a deſign of tranſporting the chief depend- 
ence of this ſtate from your majeſty to France; which is conceived he would have 
made as a bridge to paſs further into Spain. From hence proceeded his ſweetning 
from time to time all differences with that crown ; and, on the contrary, nouriſhing 
alienation betwixt your majeſty's kingdoms and theſe provinces. And though theſe 
men have naturally many harſh imperfections, yet your majeſty ſupporting them with 
your accuſtomed wiſdom and patience, may in all important occaſions ſerve your 
crown and kingdoms effectually by them; for which they have both power and will; 
and theſe two qualities concur very rarely in princes correſpondence. The reaſons I 
have for this diſcourſe I have communicated at large to my lord of Landaff, whom I 
am required particularly both by the ſtates and his excellency to recommend to your 
majeſty ; and other advertiſements your majeſty may pleaſe to receive, as uſually, 
through the hands of mr. ſecretary NauNx ro.

I have ſince my laſt of the gth of this preſent recovered a copy of the ſtates letters 
to the French king upon occaſion of his miniſters intereſſing themſelves and their 
maſter's reputation ſo far in the affairs of theſe provinces at this time of faction and 
diviſion, and in a point of judicial proceeding with priſoners : which I find very 

worthy of his majeſty's view, and therefore ſend the ſame in company of certain co- 


pics of BARXEVELT's ſentence, as likewiſe a tranſlate of the ſtates letters to their 4 
vera 
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veral provinces, which ſay ſomewhat more than the fentence doth mention. The 

proof the judges have for BarwevzLrT's intelligence with the enemy is (as I under- 

ſtand) a certain bundle of letters and other papers in cypher ; whereby, before the 

truce, he entertained private correſpondence with a certain merchant of good account; 

who lived on that fide, whoſe widow hath, ſince her huſband's: death, produced 

thoſe letters and writings; and in them is contained the whole courſe of projecting 

and framing the truce, with many probable appearances, that, by means of the alter= 

ations BARNEVELT hath cauſed in this government ſince the. truce, he had then a 
deſign to bring theſe provinces back to the Spaniſh ſubjection. This the judges 

thought a ſufficient cauſe. for torture, without which nothing could be drawn from 

him: but he was ſpared in regard of his age. Amongft all the particularities 
ſpecified in the ſentence, I underſtand the buſineſs of Utrecht (wherein he being of 

another province could not meddle without offence of the generality, and yet he was 

the-plotter and contriver of. the appoſition was made there to the ſtates and his excel- 

lency) was the grain, which turned the balance to his ruin with the judges,. when 

they, were. in chief deliberation about his cauſe ; wherein he wanted not friends 

amongſt them, who would willingly have ſaved him; and Juxius, one of the four 
counſellors, a juſt and upright man, ſtuck. cloſeſt unto. him. But when this-point of 

Utrecht was urged and ſtood upon, he concluded with this word reſpublica poſcit exem- 

plum, and ſo gave his voice. with the reſt for his death. 


© MUusBERGHEN remains ſtill upon trial. His friends have drawn from him a con- 
feſſion, that he hath been ſeduced, with a petition to the ſtates and the judges for 
grace. None of the reſt took this courſe (though GroTivs did humble himſelf more 
than the reſt) and therefore (running before the greateſt hazard) he is now likely to 
ſpeed beſt, if he do not hurt himſelf; of which there is yet ſome doubt, beeauſe he 
oth vacillare, ſometimes ſtanding upon juſtice, and otherwhiles demanding grace. 
His kindred and friends have been with. me and earneſtly ſolicited me to do good 
offices in his favour ; I have. been formerly fent and written to by the count of Emb- 
den to the ſame purpoſe. He is a gentleman well allied in Utrecht, Friſeland, and 
Overyſſel; in which regard (judging it to tend to his majeſty's ſervice to oblige ſo 
many as have part in his well or ill doing) I have laid hold of. his ſubmiſſion, both 
with his excellency and the judges, as an argument to induce them to compaſſion in 
his behalf; wherein notwithſtanding Jam careful not to ſpend his majeſty's name, 
or to intereſt his reputation, whatſoever ſhall ſucceed. I believe he will eſcape both. 
with life and goods; though the ſcaffold remains only in his regard ad terrorem; but 
he is like to undergo a ſentence. either of confining, or baniſhment 


© The princeſs of Orange came. expreſsly to my houſe the other day to move me. 
to intercede for GRorius, that he might change his priſon into exile ; which I ex- 
cuſed, as having no order from his majeſty. And the truth is, it would prove a 
fruitleſs inſtance, becauſe. they here: apprehend the ſharpneſs both: of his tongue 
and pen, which he might uſe. with liberty, being abroad; but whilſt he is in their 
hands, he will be kept in obedience for fear of the ſword. She likewiſe deſired me 
to endeavour for UTENB0GARD, one whom ſhe: hath always much favoured : and ſhe. 
had entertained a fear he ſhould have been hanged in effigy; but that courſe of juſtice | 
is without example in theſe countries, and they will not begin with a man of his 
profeſſion. | e $-I ec 
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The ſtates have Jupum auribus in regard of the remonſtrants, which are yet at 
Dort, as confined to place; for whilſt they are as now, in a college together, 
they animate each other; and when they are ſeparated, there is danger of their breed- 
ing tumults amongſt the people. Baniſhment is not yet talked of as a courſe too 
rigorous; yet the principals may haply undergo that ſentence. The reſt will be 
tranſplanted from their wonted places of reſidence, but not ſuffered to preach or teach 
in private or public. | | 


The letters, which BARNEVELT wrote after he had knowledge given him of his 
death, I could not recover till this very inſtant, they being kept cloſe, in regard he 
ſtood upon his innocence until the very laſt. Your honour will receive the tranſlate 
of them both: So I humbly take leave.

I am upon a very ſhort warning advertiſed of a paſſage made expreſsly hereby at 
Scheveling by the chiefs of the Eaſt-Indian company, who are here at preſent in their 
whole number of ſeventeen, to reſolve with the ſtates, touching the points in differ- 
ence betwixt them and our merchants, which they have done this day, in conformity 
to that, which, in the laſt audience of the ſtates generals commiſſioners at Greenwich 
on Whitſun-monday, was ſet down (according as they advertiſe) by his majeſty as 
an indifferent courſe betwixt them: And upon anſwer of theſe letters ſome of theſe 
merchants are to go over again to conclude the buſineſs : The honour and thanks 
whereof is by the ſtates aſcribed wholly to his majeſty. 


I was viſited this laſt week by two of the ſtates in the name of the reſt, to deli- 
berate how to repair the omiſſion, in the preface of the canons, of his majeſty's 
name; which they thought to do by ſome prologue made by HEIxsIus the ſtates ſe- 
cretary, or ſome ſuch other expedient ; doubting leſt any change in the acts of the 
{ynod, now the ſtrangers were departed, would give advantage to ſuch, as ſeek nodum 

itt 
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in ſcirpo to quarrel at their doings. But when I ſhewed them, that his majeſty could 
not receive ſatisfaction by a private hand for a public omiſſion, they gave preſent 
order to Dort, that the Dutch copies of the canons ſhould be reprinted, and his ma- 
jeſty's name inſerted, according as his majeſty required ; which even now I have ſeen in 
a copy ſent me by the ſtates. The Latin copies will not be printed till theſe be approved

The prince of Orange is gone to the aſſembly of the ſtates of Guelderland, where 
and at Utrecht, going and coming, he will provide by his preſence, that the actions 
both at Dort and this town, as well concerning church as ſtate, will be approved; 
which otherwiſe amongſt unſettled heads might be more queſtioned than may ftand 
with good policy at this time. He will likewiſe prepare theſe two provinces for the 
deſign intended in expreſſing more amply the union of Utrecht in the points touching 
religion, At his return he will find about the end of next week the ſtates of Holland 
aſſembled to give perfection to all affairs; and then we ſhall ſee what they will do with 
VoxsT1us and the ring-leaders of the remonſtrants.

Now this bearer 
having no order for diſcourſing of any money, his preſence here may be very well 
ſpared; for when I ſhall get BoorzE's liberty (which I doubt not but to obtain) it will 
be expected, if he be preſent, that he ſhould diſcharge his debts, and pay the charges 
of his impriſonment. Withal, his being there as a ſuitor for him nouriſheth a jealouſy, 
as if there were more uſe to be made of BoOTE, than I conceive, now he is ſo well 
known, will be any more thought of ; for there cannot be a more decried compa- 
nion than he is, bothfor wit and honeſty: and therefore I account it my ill hap, that 
he coſts me as much pains as if he were a better man: But he hath good and honeſt 
friends, and it is his majeſty's ſervice: Wherefore my endeavours fail not, and J hope

The deputies of the Eaſt-Indian company being now returned into England to 
give concluſion to the buſineſs of their conjunction with our merchants, I would not 
omit the commodity of advertiſing your honour in what ſtate we ſtand here at this pre- 
ſent; not unlike to the ſea, which remains ſomewhat unquiet after a ſtorm be paſt. 


© At Horne, Schonoven, and ſome other towns of Holland, the Arminians in conſi- 
derable numbers have had, theſe laſt Sundays paſt, their meetings and preachings, with 
public profeſſion ſo to continue, though it be with hazard of life and goods; and at 
Alcmaer on Sunday laſt an aſſembly of them being gathering together in a wood ad- 
jeining to the town, and colonel HyNDERSO (Who doth there command over the 
extraordinary troops ſent thither expreſsly to ſuppreſs theſe tumults) going thither to 
accompany the ſtates deputies, who went to forbid the meeting, was aſſailed by the 
people with their knives, not without ſome danger to himſelf and the deputies, until 
a troop of ſoldiers came up, by whom they were beaten away, but without blood. 
Theſe occaſions do make the ſtates of Holland bethink themſelves, and to reſolve of 
a ſtrict placart againſt ſuch aſſemblies; which they have now im hand, and will be 
roundly put in execution. For howſoever the Arminians alledge, that the liberty of 
this country in matters of religion ſhould be no more ſtraitned unto them than unto 
the Lutherans and Anabaptiſts, who have their meetings and preachings by public 
permiſſion ; yet it is not ſo underſtood by the ſtate ; firſt, in regard that the Luthe- 
rans and Anabaptiſts are no innovators, but began and continued with the beginning 
and increaſe of this ſtate. Next, becauſe they have been always content to live peace- 
ably and under protection of this ſtate : Whereas the Arminians by a factious conſpi- 
racy did aim at the ſovereignty. Laſtly, becauſe it appears by the new levies of men 
here in Holland and Utrecht made by the Arminians, and their rigorous proceedings 

| = again! 
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againſt thoſe who were well-affected in religion, their end was to breed a mutation 


both in church and ſtate, which was never attempted either by Lutherans or Ana- 


baptiſts. It was yelterday reſolved by the ſtates of Holland, that VorsTius ſhould 


be baniſhed this province within the ſpace of five weeks : and now the ſtates general 


are in hand to take the like reſolution for the reſt of the United Provinces. 


The remonſtrants, which are at Dort, are like to be dealt with in the fame man- 


ner, if they perſiſt in their opiniatrety (which hitherto they do very obſtinately) of 


preaching their Arminian doctrine whereſoever they ſhall abide: and to this pur- 


poſe they have made a petition unto the ſtates, that they may go to their ſeveral 
churches, to exceute their functions; alledging, that it is againſt the liberty of a free 


council (as the ſtates will have that of Dort underſtood to be, to which they came, as 
they pretend, under ſafe conduct) to be thus long reſtrained, as they have been, in 
that town. Three of them are more moderate than the reſt ; ſo as all will not be pro- 
ceeded with alike; but the chief, I believe, will be baniſhed. LEVYDENBEROH's body 
was once more buried at Vurburgh, and digged up again; ſo as there was no reſt for 
him, until his friends bought him a burying- place in a poor lazar-houſe near this 


town; and no marvel, if he, that had no compaſſion over his own carcaſs, found ſo 


little in others. 


We have been here long in expectation how the proceedings in this ſtate about 
BARNEVELT would be underſtood in France. In concluſion here are come letters 


from the ſtates embaſſador, monſ. LAN ERA K, which ſay, that he having acquainted: 


the king and council with BARNEVELT's ſentence and execution, at firſt they ſeemed 
to find it ſtrange, that no greater reſpect ſhould be borne that king's recommendation 


in the behalf of one, who had always done ſo good offices betwixt that crown and this 


ſtate : but afterwards: upon better weighing the matters they declared themſelves to 


be well ſatisfied :- and for monſ. pu MAuRIER, that ſuch order ſhould be ſent him, 
as ſhould give this ſtate. better contentment; On the other ſide, here is a writing 


ſpread in this town by monſ. vu MAuRIER of a contrary kind; as your honour will: 


fee by the copy thereof which goeth herewith : but this the ſtates are content to per- 


ſuade themſelves to be dropt from his neu pen. Count HENRY parted yeſterday upon 
a ſudden reſolution towards France by poſt, with a train of four-and-twenty gentlemen 
and others, as ſent by his brother the prince of Orange to ſettle his nephew Dow 
EMANUEL eldeſt ſon to the prince of Portugal, in the government of Orange, in place 


of one captain CRovsst, who was there left governor to the late prince; he being 


willing to leave the government, and to reſume his charge at Dieſt in Brabant, of 


Which he is droſſart or bailiff, under the prince. I do not find, that count HENRY 


hath any commiſſion from the ſtates, in his paſſage by the archduke, or the French 
king's court, to treat any thing; only he hath permiſſion from them, if he find it 


expected, to perform viſits and compliments in both places. From the prince of 
Orange he hath expreſs letters to the French king, and order to negotiate a more fa- 


vourable proceeding in that which belongs to his ſovereignty of Orange, than he hath 
hitherto found ſince his brother's death, and a better interpretation of his actions here in 


this ſtate, than hath been made of late days in that court.

by means of one of the generals themſelves; and he will receive much reproof, if it

The ſtates placart of the 13th of February laſt, N. S. by which there was a regle- 
ment of coins ordained until the laſt of May next following, with promiſe at that time to 
make another abaſſement more proportionable to the ſtates of his majeſty's coins, and

Againſt the reſt the ſentence of baniſhment was put in execution this morning, 
they being ſent away in waggons provided by the ſtates, with their wives and chil- 
dren, attended by public meſſengers, towards ſuch place out of the ſtate, as they re- 
quired to be rendered in; every one of them having fifty florins of the ſtate by way of 
viaticum. Eleven of them go to the barony of Baldwick in Lang-ſtraet, near Hueſ- 
den in Brabant, from whence they will quickly meet with UTenBocarD and GRE.“ 
VINCHOVIUS, who have taken a houſe together at Antwerp. Goswinvus and Mar rni- 
sius of Campen go to the county of Benthem, whither Voxsrius intends likewiſe to 
return. BERN ERUSs VESEK1VUsS of Tiel goeth to Cleve, The reſt of their names your 
honour will find in the ſentence; and that they intend to beſiege this ſtate, as the 
Jeſuits do Venice at Ferrara, and other places adjoining, ever ſince their baniſnment 
from thence. And indeed the manner of theſe men doth little differ from the Jeſuits; 
for the miniſters of their party go in ſecular habit with coloured clokes and cloaths, 
and weapons by their ſides, from place to place, where they find any people at their 
devotion. And at Horne, Schonoven, and ſome other places, they preach as yet in 
gardens and woods adjoining to thoſe towns: but, as J advertiſed your honour in my 
laſt, there is a placart made and printed by the ſtates of Holland againſt theſe aſſem- 
blies, the publication and execution whereof is ſuſpended until the canons of the 
ſynod be in readineſs, which have ſtaid the approbation of the ſeveral provinces; and 
that being now come with-a-full agreation, we ſhall have all in perfect form by Tueſ- 
day. or Wedneſday next at the fartheſt, Mean time the order of the church ſet down 
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by the provincials after the departure of the exteri from the ſynod 1s accepted and 
ratified by the ſtates of Holland; but in other provinces it meets with many

The defeat of the count MaxsF1ELD's regiment near Budweys (of which I made 


mention in my laſt) is ſo much magnified by the Auſtriaci, and extenuated by the 


Bohemians, that we have no greater certainty betwixt both, than to make this judg- 
ment, that it is neither ſo great as the one, nor ſo little as the other will make it, 
The Bohemians require of this ſtate a new ſupply of money to the value of 300,000 
or 400,000 florins; which will not be granted, but the monthly contribution (of 
which I have formerly written) is like to be continued. They likewiſe deſire the 
ſtates would ſend ſome deputies, to meet ſuch of Auſtria, Moravia, Hungary, and 
other places, as they now expect at Prague; to which no ear is here given. | 


We hear, that count HEN going poſt from Bruſſels received a hurt near that 


town with a fall of his horſe, ſo as he continues his journey in coach. Here was ſo hot a 


ſpeech, that the prince of Orange, at his laſt being in Guelderland, would bring a wife 
from Cleve (the .daughter of the marquis of Brandenburgh) that I believe the noiſe 
thereof is gone over the ſeas: but there was no ground for that rumour, ſave only, 


that formerly there had been ſome ſpeech to that purpoſe amongſt friends. The lady 


was not at Cleve, neither did the prince her brother nor his excellency ſee each other. 


I ſend your honour the Latin tranſlations of the ſentences of Hoctrszrs and 
GRorius, added to thoſe you had formerly of BARNEVELT and LEYDENBERGH. So

I ſent your honour, the 29th of the laſt, a tranſlate of the ſtates placart againſt the 


Arminian aſſemblies, which was publiſhed in moſt of the towns of Holland on Thaw 
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day, Friday and Saturday laſt; and obeyed the Sunday following in moſt places: 
But at Alcmaer the Arminians met as formerly, without the town, where they had a 
ſermon. At Schonoven they aſſembled likewiſe at a place called Nieuport in the 
barony of Lichfield on the other ſide of the water, but were hindered from preaching 
by the magiſtrates. At Rotterdam they aſſembled in the morning in a retired corner 
of the town, where the magiſtrates coming, and only taking note of thoſe which 
were preſent, without further interrupting them, they took the boldneſs in the after- 
noon to meet in one of the chief ſtreets, where a preacher attired in colours, with a 
broad gold-hatband, and other accoutrements like a mountebank, was raiſed up upon 
a board ſet betwixt a barrel and a ſhop-window, and of each ſide of him an elder of 
their church, like two zanies; where he beginning to preach, and being interrupted 
by the magiſtrates, accompanied with the governor of the garriſon and ſome ſoldiers 
in arms, there was ſome ſmall confuſion by the people, men and women, who pre- 
ſented their naked breaſts to the ſoldiers, as if they had been ambitious of a conceited 
martyrdom. Mean while the preacher and his two companions eſcaped, having quickly 
ſlipt off their diſguiſe : and it is ſaid, that he in burghers apparel was one of thoſe, 
though as then unknown, who ſtood reaſoning and diſcourling with the magiſtrates, 
This boldneſs in that town is much nouriſhed by the admiralty, whereof the under- 
officers and dependents are moſt Arminians; in which regard the ſtates have now 
written their expreſs letters to have all ſuch as do receive ſtipend from the ſtate, 
and are noted Arminians, to be deported from their charges, unleſs they preſently 
ſubmit themſelves, with order to receive none hereafter into thoſe places, but ſuch 
as are known to be well affected perſons. The like letters are in hand to be ſent to 
the other admiralties, in regard theſe ſeamen are moſt outrageous, and ſooneſt moved 

by the Arminian preachers, whoſe ſermons tend only to ſedition. EE | 


On Monday laſt enquiry being made at Schonoven after thoſe who met the day 
before at Nieuport, by the magiſtrates of the town, and one man laid hold of as a 
ring-leader, the reſt of the Arminians endeavoured by force to releaſe him; and they 
being reſiſted by the gariſon of the town, one of them was in that tumult ſlain with a 
ſhot, and two others hurt. This raiſeth great noiſe amongſt theſe people, always ac- 
cuſtomed to an unbridled liberty; but the ſtates and the prince of Orange are ſenſible 
of the danger in putting at this time and in this occaſion ramores ante ſalutem; ſo as 
they go roundly and reſolutely through the buſineſs, having this laſt week baniſhed 
ſeven of thoſe Arminian miniſters, who made the anti-ſynod at Rotterdam, according 
as your honour will ſee by the tranſlate of the ſentence, which was put in execution 
Saturday laſt, when they were ſent away by four of the clock in the morning, where- 
by to avoid confuſion of the people. They are gone to the lame place at Langſtraet 
in Brabant, where the fourteen citati remonſtrants do remain, of whom, we hear, 
that ſome of them in the name of the reſt preſenting themſelves to the biſhop of Boiſle- 
duc, who hath juriſdiction over Langſtraet, they deſired licenſe to live in that place 
with freedom of conſcience, and to give entertainment to ſuch of their faction, as 
ſhould have recourſe unto them out of theſe parts; to which anſwer was made, that 
ſo they would live there as private perſons, without preaching or teaching, or giving 
any ſcandal, they ſhould not be moleſted : wherewith they ſeemed to part ſatisfied, 
though this was no more than here was offered by the ſtates ; which if they had ac- 


cepted, they might here have remained like ſo many fire-brands in this country, But

another reſolution taken, which 1s to ſend the firſt, who ſhall be lighted upon, to the 
Tucht-houſe at Amſterdam, which is like Bridewell; or if he be convicted of any 


farther conſpiracy, to hang him up in his maſcura as perturbateur du repos publique. 


The biſhop of Boiſleduc inquired particularly after Ep1scoP1us, who was one of 
thoſe who was preſent with him; and for his ſake, who, he ſaid, was known to him 


by his writings, 1nvited them all to dinner, 


I have been deſired by the magiſtrates of Rotterdam, who employed one of their 
number expreſsly to, me, to move the ſtates of Holland, that there may be a preacher 
entertained by public ſtipend for the Engliſh and Scottiſh inhabitants in that town, 


which are many families. This was a thing much ſued for by Mr. ſecretary Win- 


woobp, when he was in their charge; and once moved by myſelf at my coming 
hither, but was then always croſt by BARNEVELT's brother and GroT1vs, penſionaries 
of that town, and by the reſt of the magiſtrates. Now to have this matter ſued for 
by the magittrates themſelves, and by my means, as his majeſty's miniſter, 1s one 


good effect, amongſt many others, of theſe mutations. 


The ſtates have this laſt week deprived abſolutely BaRNEVvELT's younger ſon of the 
government of Bergen-op-zoom ; from which he remained hitherto only as ſuſpended; 
and have given the ſame by commiſſion to Monſ. Rioven, who was placed there by 
proviſion, His troop of horſe is likewiſe taken from him, and given to his lieutenant. 


Here is a gentleman come from the prince Palatine to deſire of the ſtates liberty 


to raiſe a company of 200 foot for his highneſs's guard, requiring for this purpoſe two 
out of every company in theſe provinces, or ſo far as may arrive to this number. The 


levy is not denied him; but the taking men out of the ſtates companies is ſtuck upon as 


prejudicial to their own ſervice. 


Here are letters come this week from the princes of the union, which advertiſe 
their intention to put themſelves generally in arms upon occaſion of the preſent trou- 
bles of Germany and Bohemia; which they judge tend to the prejudice of their religion 
and hberties: and therewithal they ſummon the ſtates to the furniſhing of ſuch ſuc- 
cours, as they are obliged unto by the treaty of the union; requiring them to have 
their men in readineſs at Rees [Reyſe] and Emerick, whereby to be nearer at hand 
againſt ſuch time as they ſhall be ſent for. What reſolution ſhall be taken hereupon, I 
will ſpeedily advertiſe his majeſty. And thus for the preſent I humbly take leave, &c.

© By letters of the 14th and 17th of this preſent by MaRTEN the poſt, of which I 
ſent the duplicates by my lord Lifle the 18th, I advertiſed your honour of all we had 
worth his majeſty's knowledge; and withal I ſent your honour a book intitled Perth 
Aſſembly, of which finding many copies diſperſed at Leyden, and from thence ſome 
ſent into England, I had reaſon to ſuſpect it was printed in that town: but upon 


more particular enquiry do reſt ſomewhat doubtful, yet in ſearch after that book. 1 
believe I have diſcourſed the printer of another De Regimine Eccle/ie Stoticane, which 


his majeſty was informed to be done in Middleburgh; and that is one WILLIAU 


BREwSTER, a Browniſt, who hath been for ſome years an inhabitant and printer at 


Leyden, but is now within theſe three weeks removed from thence, and gone back to 
dwell in London, where he may be found out and examined, not only of this book De 


Regimine Ecclefiz Scoticane, but likewiſe of Perth Aſſembly, of which if he was not the 


printer himſelf, he aſſuredly knows both the printer and author: for, as I am in- 


formed, he hath had, whilſt he remained here, his hand in all ſuch books as have 


been ſent over into England and Scotland; as particularly a book in folio, intitled, 


A Confutation of the Rhemiſts Tranſlation, Gloſſes and Annotations on the New Teſtament, 


anno 1618, was printed by him: ſo was another in decimo ſexto, De verd & penuind 
Tzsv ChRIsTI Domini & Salvatoris neſtri Religione, of which I ſend your honour 
herewith the title-page : and if you will compare that, which is underlined therein, 
with the other De Regimine Eccleſiu Scoticanæ (of which I fend your honour the title- 


page likewiſe) you will find it is the ſame character; and the one being confeſſed (as 


that De verd & genuind JEsU CHRISTI, &c. Religione, BREWSTER doth openly avow) 
the other cannot well be denied. This I thought fit, for his majeſty's ſervice, to ad-

© It falls out in theſe towns of Holland that Sunday, which is elſewhere the day of 
reſt, proves the day, as always of labour (for they never knew yet how to obſerve 
the ſabbath) ſo now of trouble and confuſion: for on Sunday laſt at Alcmaer the 
Arminians being aſſembled in the afternoon in the market-place, and there beginning 
to fing pſalms, the magiſtrates, with the help of the ſoldiers there in garriſon, went to 
Giſmils the aſſembly, but were entertained with throwing of ſtones, which the people 
had provided for that purpoſe, until the ſoldiers were forced to let fly ſome few ſhot 
amongſt them: and to aſſail them with pikes; whereby one of them was ſlain, and 
divers hurt; who after they were dreſſed in the next houſes, were carried in bar- 
rows by the Arminians croſs the market-place, and there ſet down for a while; 
where ſome of them made ſpeeches over the hurt bodies, to move the people to ſedi- 


tion; but a contrary effect did follow, which was a fear to expole themſelves to the 
like danger. 


« At 
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At the Brill the whole party of the Arminians went out of the town to a ſermon on 
Sunday laſt; againſt which no reſiſtance was made by the magiſtrates: but when the 
ſought to return, they were not permitted to enter into the town without ſatisfying the 
penalty ſet down by the ſtates placart; which hath been performed by many; and ſome 
not able or not willing to do the like are as yet kept out of the gates. 


There is a great good effect followed upon the ſtates letters to the admiralties, of 
which my laſt made mention: divers men and women having ſubmitted themſelves, 
and craved pardon. The letters extend ſo far, that no one, either officer of the ad- 
miralties, or ſuch as make deliverances (that is, which furniſh the ſhipping with victual, 
munition, cordage, or other equipage) ſhall be any longer entertained in the ſervice of 
the ſtate, if they be noted diſobedient to the ſtates decrees in theſe church-cauſes; in 
which all, which belong to the Eaſt-Indian company, are likewiſe compriſed, 


At the provincial ſynod, now held at Leyden, there are ten miniſters of thoſe of 
South-Holland ſilenced and deported for Arminianiſm, and thirty. others called, who 


will be in the ſame condition, unleſs they ſhew themſelves more moderate. The 
whole college of divines in the univerſity of Leyden, which received ſtipend of this 


province of Holland, is diſmiſſed, as well regent and ſubregent as ſtudents. For re- 
gent and ſubregent FesTus and SINAPAIR are Choſen, both learned and well- affected 
perſons; and for ſtudents, none hereafter are to be admitted but ſuch as bring at- 
teſtation of their life and doctrine from orthodox paſtors and teachers, under whom 
they have had their education. The profeſſors have time to bethink themſelves of 


giving the ſtates ſatisfaction, or ſeeking another condition, until the 29th of this 


preſent. 


3 There is hitherto no anſwer made by the ſtates unto the letters of the princes of 
the union, of which I ſent your honour a tranſlate by my laſt ; and I believe the delay 


proceeds out of a deſire, firſt ro underſtand how his majeſty is diſpoſed in the ſame | 


buſineſs ; the ſtates preſuppoſing, that the princes of the union have written to his 
majeſty to the ſame effect, 


© There hath been a treaty long entertained betwixt the captains of the ſtates ſhips 


of war in the Mediterranean, and the pirates at Algier; of which a project is now at 
length fent hither to the ſtates, and thereby is contracted, that the ſtates ſhips are 
not to moleſt the pirates, nor the pirates the merchants of theſe provinces, but obſerve 


with them the ſame agreement in all points, which is contracted betwixt this ſtate 


and the grand ſignor. There is a queſtion ſtil] remains concerning hoſtages on the 
Pirates ſide, as likewiſe reſtitution of ſuch priſoners, ſubjects of theſe provinces, as 
the pirates have taken ſince their laſt treaty; which (with other ſuch accidents as 
arrive daily) is ſufficient to interrupt this treaty, though it were in greater for- 
wardneſs.

The Venetian refident hath been ſince my laſt often in audience with the lates 
general touching the treaty betwixt them and his maſters; which grows now to that 
ripeneſs, that they are digeiting certain articles to ſend to Venice; which will be ready

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to take place, than if the buſineſs ſhould be negotiated by any public miniſter trom 
hence, which could raiſe much oppoſition, 


© There are at this preſent at Sluce in Flanders three commiſſaries for this ſtate, 
who expect as many either there or at Ardenbergh from the archduke, to treat con- 
cerning the ſtaying of certain rents by way of repriſal, which have been for ſome 
months paſt detained on both ſides. This matter hath been artificially managed on 
the archduke's ſide, whoſe delire was (as it is here ſuſpected) to draw ſome men of 
quality in employment from hence about their buſineſs, and to make this as an entry 
into further treaty about renewing the truce ; which the ſtates could not be drawn 
unto, and therefore have ſent men of mean condition, and with very ſtrict and limited 
commiſſion. _ N 


The reaſons of not hearkening haſtily to any overture of renewing the truce are 
firſt a deſire to gain time, whereby to ſettle their affairs in theſe provinces; and next 
a hope, that the French king with years may gain experience, and embrace the pro- 
tection of this ſtate, in oppoſition of the Spaniſh greatneſs, upon thoſe grounds and 
maxims the king his father did. . 


© There is now upon the Rhine a ſubject of ſome difference betwixt the ſtates and 
the duke of Newburgh, as well in the quarrel of Brandenburgh, as for their own in- 
tereſt; the duke of Newburgh having begun a novelty in taking a certain toll of ſuch 
ſhips as paſs upon the Rhine at Welel and Burick, which in the time, and ſince the 
death, of the laſt duke of Cleves, hath been always paid at Rees: and this is not only 
prejudicial to the duke of Brandenburgh, but likewile to the ſtates, by incommodating 
the traffic betwixt Germany and theſe provinces: whereupon they have written ſharp 
letters to the duke of Newburgh, or his council at Duſſeldorp, by which they require, 
either to have this inconvenience ſpeedily remedied, or elſe threaten to take reparation 
by land of ſuch wrong, as is there done upon the water. 


© Here hath been this week paſt certain deputies both from the count and county 
of Ealt-Frieſland, to complain of the rigour of the ſtates deputies, who are now in 
theſe parts treating agreement betwixt the count and the town of Embden, they hav- 
ing ſummoned the country by a printed placart publiſhed by two of the ſtates trum- 
pets to the payment of certain contributions, upon penalty, in caſe of refuſal, of being 
over-run by the ſtates troops both horſe and foot; the execution whereof is ſtayed, 
aud ſuch order given by the ſtates in the points in difference betwixt the count and 
the town, that his deputies and thoſe of the country are returned very well ſatisfied. 
1 had expreſs letters from the count to further his affairs, wherein his deputies will ac- 
knowledge to have been well aſſiſted by his majeſty's authority, Thus I humbly

© The ſtates commiſſioners and the deputies of the Eaſt-Indian merchants returned 
into theſe parts out of England the 24th of the laſt. The merchants, after their 
I | | landing, 
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landing, went every man to their ſeveral homes without appearing in this place. 
LIExs, one of the commiſſioners, took Zealand in his way hither, under pretence of 
whoſe abſence the report of their negotiation was deferred until Saturday laſt, when 
he being come, it was performed in the aſſembly of the ſtates general, where the 
prince of Orange and count WILLIAu were preſent; and therein they acquitted them- 
ſelves well and thankfully towards his majeſty in the relation of his princely uſage of 
them during the whole time of their abode in England, and of his care in conſerving 
the amity betwixt the crowns and thoſe provinces, by ſuppreſſing by his authority the 
diſputes and difficulties, which have been long nouriſhed betwixt us; wherein they 
ſaid they found in concluſion a good correſpondence both with the lords of the council 
in general and thoſe in particular with whom they have to treat; though in the begin- 
ning and progreſs of the buſineſs, they were encountered with many oppoſitions. In 
a word, that, which they delivered at much length (the relation holding from eight of 
the clock in the morning till two in the afternoon) tended only to the expreſſing of 
their full ſatisfaction, and the aſſurance this ſtate may make of his majeſty's favour 
and friendſhip ; which with what thankfulneſs it is accepted by this ſtate his majeſty 
will within theſe few days fee by their own letters, they having taken a reſolution to 
write expreſsly to this purpoſe. Somewhat they ſaid they left unperfect in the bulineſs 
of Greenland, in the point of reparation of damages; and of this they coming toge- 
ther to viſit me made ſome ſmall mention; but finding that I was ignorant of their 
proceedings (as but from themſelves I have underſtood nothing) they only toucht it at 
large.

I The contentment the ſtates receive in the good ſucceſs of this embaſſage with his 

majeſty makes them bethink themſelves of the like means to ſettle their affairs with 
France, which are grown to thoſe extremities, that there are four letters of repriſal 
granted againſt the merchants of theſe provinces, upon occaſion of certain ſubjects of 
theſe countries taken out of two French ſhips in the Eaſt- Indies by thoſe of this Eaſt- 


Indian company, whereby their voyage was overthrown; and of certain cheſts of 


ſugar arreſted long ſince at Amſterdam; to which one ForesTIER, a merchant of 
Rouen, doth pretend: and hereby is grown a queſtion of juriſdiction betwixt this 
court of Holland, and the parliament of Paris. Beſides theſe preſent differences, and 
the diſtaſte riſen in France, by reaſon of the late mutations in this ſtate, the embaſ- 
ſador ſhall have charge to renew the treaty of alliance betwixt that crown and this 


ſtate; which as well with France, as with his majeſty, doth expire with the end of 


the truce; which hath now only twenty months continuance: and therefore they 


are likewiſe in deliberation of ſending again to his majeſty for the ſame purpoſe :. but 


both theſe buſineſſes will be put off until the next meeting of the ſtates of Holland, 
which will be towards the end of the next month. Mean while they are much 
troubled to find out fit men to employ in France, in that they are not willing to uſe 
any of the Arminian faction, which have been countenanced by that crown; and to 
thoſe which have been their oppoſites, and are now in authority, they can pro- 


miſe themſelves no good welcome. They are likewiſe in deliberation to take a new 


courſe in their embaſſages in general, by regulating the expences of them in propor- 
tion to their train; which ſhall be likewiſe preſcribed; and for this purpoſe one of. 
every province is named, which ſhall frame the inſtructions for the embaſſage of F ys 
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and theſe things being prepared, they will then reſolve of the perſons, that ſhall be

We expect here daily count HENRY out of France, who doth haſten his teturn 


the ſooner upon letters written to him from hence of likelihood of ſome employment 


with troops into Germany; of which before bis departure from hence he deſired to 
have the command, if any ſhould be ſent. | 


* Yeſterday, and not before, the ſtates made their anſwer to the letters of the princes 
of the union, whereby they are ſuramoned to the performance of the ſuccours, to 


which they are bound by treaty. They ſay, that the monthly aid of money, which 


they give the Bohemians, was done partly at the inſtance of the princes ; and there- 
fore they thought it would be taken as part of the performance of the treaty : that 


the army they hold here continually in pay doth keep the Spaniſh army in theſe pro- 
vinces, which would otherwiſe upon theſe occaſions march into Germany: that their 


domeſtic diſtractions do buſy a great part of their men in garriſons here within the 
land, whereby to keep their people in obedience. Yet, notwithſtanding theſe difficul- 
ties, if the princes be aſſailed, or enter actually into arms upon theſe preſent occaſion 


of Germany, they promiſe to give them aſſiſtance either in men or money, according to 


the treaty : and if the archduke's troops do march that way in any conſiderable number, 


they offer likewiſe to accoſt them with their horſe, which they cannot ſpare at this time

By the ſame meſſage the ſtates have written other letters to their embaſſador 
BREDERODE, reſident at Heidelberg, commanding him to go to Francfort, and 
there to complain to the princes electors of Germany of ſuch new impoſitions, as have 


been raiſed upon the Rhine ſince the truce ; for which purpoſe he hath letters of cre- 
_ dence to thoſe princes in general, but is more particularly to addreſs himſelf to the 


three biſhops, as thoſe which are chiefly intereſſed by reaſon of the ſituation of their 
countries; and with them he is to ule round language in caſe they give him no hope 
of redreſs, | 55 


After much merchandize betwixt the Venetian reſident and the ſtates touching 
the treaty of alliance, of which I have formerly advertiſed, the reſident having given 


them an extract out of his letters, by which his maſters declare their willingneſs to 


enter into alliance with this ſtate; the ſtates have given him a writing in exchange 
to this effect, that they are tres portès (which is their word) to the alliance with the 
ſtates of Venice; offering to aſſiſt the ſtate with ſhipping or money, according as ſhall 
be required by the Venetians; and referring themſelves for further particularities to a 
treaty, when the Venetians ſhall reſolve to enter into it. This writing is ſent unſigned, 
becauſe the Venetian reſident did not ſubſcribe that which he preſented : but the 


reſolution of this alliance is here ſo firmly taken, that if it fail not on the Venetians 


ſide, it will proceed without difficulty: and this manner of handling the ſame (as 1 
ſaid in my laſt to your honour) without noiſe gives cauſe to judge their intention is

© I have at length, after many delays and difficulties, with which it is needleſs to 
trouble your honour, gained a reſolution concerning Goprxty Boore, which is, that 
he ſhall be pardoned his offences againſt the ſtate, and delivered out of priſon, condi- 
tionally, that he pay the coſt of his impriſonment before, and go out of the United 
Provinces within three days after his delivery, into which he is not to return again 
without licence of the ſtates general. This grace, the ſtates did let me know by 
two of their deputies, they do this man in contemplation of his majeſty, though 
they have ſubject (as they ſay, and fo I eaſily believe) more than ſufficient to proceed 
otherwiſe with him. Hereof your honour may pleaſe to advertiſe his majeſty, as of any 
thing elſe in this diſpatch, which your honour may judge worth his knowledge. 
P. S. GoprRxY Boore's friends have deſired me to procure. a fortnight's ſtay in 
this land after his delivery; which is granted unto him; and then your honour is

© Your honour's letters of the 3d of this preſent came to my hands the 13th in the 
morning very opportunely for one our touching the treaty betwixt the ſtates and the 
pirates of Algier, which that very day was by appointment to be handled and refolved 
of by the ſtates general; of which having knowfedge 1 did preſently demand audi- 
ence in their aſſembly, where the ſpeech I afed de re nal wo qu 
and thereof I ſend your honour a copy. The anſwer made unto me for the preſent 
was, that they were even then in detiberation of that buſinefs; but that it was yet res 
integra; and that they would well adviſe upon it before they would conclude any 
thing, and therein have particular regard to his majeſty's ſatisfaction; confeſſing, 
that many of their principal merchants did oppofe the treaty. To which I replied 
| that ſince there was ſuch concurrence betwixt his majeſty's advice and the opinion of 
thoſe whom it chiefly concerned, I made no doubt but their reſolutions would be 
according; and going immediately to the prince of Orange, I ſpake with him to the 
ſame purpoſe ; whoſe anſwer unto me was, that this was no new treaty, but a renew- 
ing of one long ſince concluded, but broken again by the pirates of Algier; and that 
was only the obſervance of the capitulation they have with the grand ſignor. He 
added further, that the ſtates did think of it now more than at another time, in regard 


of the expiration of their truce with Spain; which if it ſhould nor be renewed, it did 


import the ſtates much to have a port in the Mediterranean, to which their ſhips 
might ſafely retire; and withal he declared unto me, that if he ſaw appearance of 


_ renewing of the truce, he ſhould not then think fit to proceed with this treaty. To 
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which T replied, that the ſtates had not need tali auxilio aut defenſoribus, but might 
rely on their old friends; and that, proceeding as they have done hitherto by maintainin 
ſhips of war againſt the pirates, they need not anticipate time, becauſe it would be in 
their power to make the fame conditions then as now, and things might ſa fall out, 
that they need not be driven to ſuch an exigent. 


I have ſince that time ſpoken with divers of the ſtates apart in this ſubject, and 
made it appear unto them how great a ſcandal they will expoſe themſelves unto with 
out any fruit to their ſubjects, becauſe the pirates in ſearching for Spaniſh goods 
would always quarrel with their merchants and ſeamen, and make prize of them upon 
ſome pretence or other, either of attempt or reſiſtance; which they do very well ap- 
prehend ; as likewiſe the other reaſons ſet down in my propoſition ; and thereupon are 
much troubled what anſwer to make to a letter from the baſha of Algier, of which I 
fend your honour a tranſlate : but I believe they will propoſe ſuch hard conditions in 
their anſwer, as can no ways be admitted by the pirates; and thereby the treaty will be 

held in ſuſpenſe without excluſion or. concluſion, Mean while they do here arm thir- 
teen good ſhips and a pinnace to ſend into thoſe ſeas. for the ſecurity of their merchants, . 
which they intend to maintain there, whether the treaty proceed or not; of the ſucceſs

All our affairs here at home are in ſtate as I advertiſed your honour in my laſt 
of the 7th of this preſent ; and from abroad we have little of moment, ſave only by a 
ſhip newly arrived here at Goree in the Brill Iſland, which brings marks in her ſides 
of a fight in the midſt of January laſt about. Bantam betwixt eleven of our ſhips, of 
which Sir THomas DaLE was admiral, and ſeven Hollanders, of which this was one; 
the end whereof we do not yet know (though for the preſent they parted without 
much hurt done on either ſide, fave only ſome exchange of cannon ſhot for the ſpace of 
three hours) becauſe the Hollanders retired themſelves. to Amboyna to fetch more 
ſtrength, whereby to take their revenge of a ſhip of theirs laden with pepper to the 
value of 30, ooo J. which Sir THOMAS DALE had taken before under colour of friend- 
ſhip. And it is thought here, that about the end of March laſt they had another 
encounter, which, left it ſhould have fallen out to ſome notable damage on both 
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parts, whereby they ſhould be both weakened and unable to reſiſt thoſe which will 


not loſe the opportunity of their difference for their own advantage, this company 


here hath reſolved to ſend an extraordinary ſupply; and by their ſecretary BoxkEL, 
who goeth now into England, will endeavour to perſuade our men to do the like. 
They conjecture, that Sir THOMAS DALE, after the retreat of their ſhips, did beſiege 
Jacatra, in which they have 300 men; but, for aught I hear, neither victual nor muni- 


tion to hold out the ſiege. This ſhip now come hither being richly laden ran a for- 


tune in the return by a mutiny in the ſhip of ſome, which would have carried her to 
Algier, whereof two principals, one of Delft, another of Rotterdam, being diſco- 


vered in time, and flung over board, and a pardon pronounced to the reſt, with a 


new oath taken of the whole company, prevented the miſchief.

Since my laſt of the 18th of this preſent the ſtates have advertiſement, that thoſe 
companies on the archduke's ſide, which were drawn out of Boifleduc and Antwerp 
upon the buſineſs of Bruſſels, are returned to their wonted garriſons: whereupon they 
have licenſed the waggons, which were prepared for their muſketeers, their m_ for

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artillery, and all other things of extraordinary charge; but for the captains and of- 
ficers, they have ſtill commandment to have their companies in readineſs. Yet now 
we ſee the preſent preparations are diſſolved, and withal conſider how other towns of 
Brabant, beſides Bruſſels, have their particular diſcontentments, and muſt be kept in 
devotion by the reputation of an army ; how Weſel and ſuch places as the archduke 
holds in thoſe parts (out of which no companies could be ſpared upon this occaſion) 
do buſy ſo many of his beſt men; how the reſolutions of Spain are ſlow; how 

winter comes on apace; and how the preparations on this ſide ſerve both for defence 
by the troops count HENRY ſhould have led, and for amuſement and diverſion by 
thaſe whom the prince of Orange would have drawn together in the frontiers ; we con- 
clude here, that for this ſeaſon the princes of the union ſhall not be moleſted out af 
thoſe parts. N 


«The Venetian reſident hath received by this laſt ordinary commiſſion from his 
maſters, with expreſs letters of credence to the ſtates, to enter into treaty of confede- 
ration betwixt theſe two commonwealths : which reſolution was taken (as I am ad- 
vertiſed from a private friend at Venice) in that ſenate r of this preſent ; but with 
fo ſtrong an oppoſition of the Papalini, that there is yet much danger of excluſion of 
the buſineſs, if any advantage be given from hence to the oppoſite faction. Wherefore, 
knowing his: majeſty's mind by the former commandments I have had upon this oo- 
caſion, and conceiving how much his majeſty doth oblige bath theſe commonwealths 
by ſuch good offices as are done them by his miniſters herein, yeſterday being in the 
aſſembly of the ſtates general to. preſent his majeſty's letters, and recommend the buſi- 

_ neſs of my lord of Bucleugh (of which I- will give his majeſty an account in due time) 
having had information the day before of the Venetian. reſident, that he had then pre- 
ſented his letters of credence ; I put the ſtates in remembrance, firſt of the time, 
which if they did preſently lay hold of, they would in an Italian buſineſs find the effect 
of an Italian ſaying, Chi tempo ha, e tempo eſpetto, perde tempo: and then of the matter 
itſelf, wherein underſtanding, that ſome of their admiralties imagine upon this occaſion 
to capitulate for ſome particular privilege in the gulf, I put them in mind, how the 
doge and the ſenate do once a year with much ſolemnity eſpoſar il mare; and how 
Jealous a Venetian is of his wife. Wherefore I adviſed them not to touch upon this 
ftring, if they thought to make any good harmony with that ſtate : for this, I aſſured 
them, would be no other than a rock upon which their. treaty would ſuffer ſhipwreck. 
They took my advice in very good part; and as they did then in public, ſo ſame of 
them in particular, who wiſh well to the buſineſs, have been ſince with me to thank me 

for it, as that, which they had need to be remembered of. by: 


© The ſtates having, now. the opinion of all the towns, with the admiralties of Hol- 
land and Zealand, touching the treaty of accord with the pirates of Algier (which, 
upon the ſtep was made in it by my propoſition and the petition of many merchants, 
was referred to a new deliberation) do this day conſult of an anſwer to give me in that 
ſubje& ; which will be (as I can gather by all circumſtances) fully to his majeſty's ſatiſ- 
faction, by rejecting the accord, and continuing their former courſe of hoſtility.

three pirate ſhips into the river of Bourdeaux, and there forced the men to run them- 
lelves on ground, and fired their ſhips (for which he was afterwards thanked and gra- 
tified by thoſe of Nantes and Rochelle, and much commended by the French king's 
lieutenant and officers in thoſe parts) the embaſſador doth now demand the ſaid captain 
to be ſent priſoner into France; there to anſwer this fact as a breach of peace. He doth 
further declare, upon knowledge of the ſtates purpoſe to fend an extraordinary embaſſage

© Touching the third, which concerned the merchant ſtrangers I did at large 
relate unto them the falſhood of their informations, the juſtice of his majeſty's pro- 
ceedings, and the undue practices of the ſaid merchants in diſguiſing and concealing 
of truth, To which they had little to reply. And for the fourth, I declared unto 
them in confidence his majeſty's order to Mr. TxumBuLL, in cafe the archchuke's 
troops had marched towards the Palatinate, as was then imagined ; which they were 
very glad to underſtand; But I obſerved them to reſt arretis auribus for what I had 
farther to ſay to them touching the main buſineſs of the acceptation of the crown of 
Bohemia; in which they inlarged themſelves ſo far in their former conference with 
me: wherein when they found me ſilent, one of them in plain terms put the queſtion 
unto me, What was his majeſty's mind therein?

I obſerved, 
that they could likewiſe have been contented to have heard. from me, that their readi- 
neſs to anſwer the great alarm given by the archduke's troops, when they were on foot 
about Maeſtricht, and when their deſign was doubtful, was agreeable to his ma- 
jeſty ; the rather becauſe, as it coſt them ſome care and crowns by the ee e 
of waggons and other extra ordinary proviſions, ſo it appears by the effect of their quiet 
neſs, when the occaſion ceaizd, that their end was only defenſive, without ſerving them- 
ſelves of this pretence to ſend any troops abroad: and if the like providence had been 
uſed in Spinola's laſt march to Weſel, that good town had been ſaved from that ſub- 
jection into which it is fallen.

Upon the diſpatch of baron Drona, fir Nozr Caron, in anſwer of thoſe letters, 
which he preſented to his majeſty from his maſters touching his negotiation and their 
preparation, hath written hither ſo coldly, that whereas the uſe 1s for the ſtates general 
to communicate all ſuch diſpatches to their principals in their ſeveral provinces, they 
ſuppreſſed this by common conſent, leſt they ſhould make an ill impreſſion of his ma- 
Jeſty's affection in the preſent occaſions. | 


The princes of the Union in general, and the prince Palatine in particular, having 
- written letters of much thankfulneſs to the ſtates for their readineſs upon the ſtirring 
of the archduke's troops, bave further recommended unto them three points : the 
firſt, that though this ſtorm be fallen upon Bruſſels, yet that they will not be 3 
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but remain watchful and willing to perform what they now intended, in caſe any 
forces ſnould ſuddenly be ſent on the other ſide towards the lower Palatinate. The 
ſecond, that they would continue their monthly aid of money to the Bohemians, 
whereof their former grant (which was only for four months) was now expired. The 
third, that they would write to the elector of Colen, and to the ſtates of Munſter, 
Padderborn, and other eccleſiaſtical principalities adjoining upon theſe provinces, con- 
cerning levies of men, both horſe and foot, now making in thoſe parts, with round 
language, that if thoſe men go againſt the allies of this ſtate, they muſt do the part 
of friends here, in taking a revenge upon them as common enemies: in all which they 
have given here full ſatisfaction; only in that which concerns the Bohemians, they 
have limited their preſent grant at two months, giving hope notwithſtanding of two 
more: which, I believe, will be confirmed at the next meeting of the ſtates of Holland, 
and fo continued as occaſion: ſhall require.

The prince Palatine hath ſent a gentleman hither expreſsly with other letters to 
the ſtates and the prince of Orange, whereby he requires to have 40,0004. which re- 
main in their hands at intereſt, of that money he had in dowry. from his majeſty with. 
her highneſs, to be preſently paid and made over to him by exchange; which will be 
done without difficulty. * ties 


© The French embaſſador with thoſe of this ſtate he can ſpeak with in private (not 
having had fince the late change in this government any public audience) doth uſe 
both his king's name, and his own beſt endeavours, to diſpoſe the ſtates to a reſo- 
lution of diſſuading the prince Palatine from accepting the erown of Bohemia, as 
that which will kindle a fire in Germany, and may put other parts of Europe in com- 
buſtion: but they here conceive, that the fire is there already kindled by the Catholic 
league, and their boutefeux the Jeſuits: and the queſtion (as they take it here) is now, 
Whether it ſhall burn their friends houſes or their enemies? This general obſervation 
I muſt make to your honour upon this occaſion, that the well- affected here in religion 
remain all warm in the buſineſs for the acceptation of the crown. The Papiſts trem- 
ble at it, as if they heard a word, which is uſed in the Venetian ſenate, fuori Papalini. 
And the Arminians ſpeak openly againſt it, in opinion it will be an advancement of 
religion, and by conſequence the ruin of their hopes. he 


On Sunday laſt there was a formal ſkirmiſh with the Arminians in the fields by 
Rotterdam, where they were aſſembled betwixt five or ſix hundred at a preaching ; 
and in confidence of their number, having ſome few ſmall ſhot and other arms amongſt 
them, ſet upon a ſquadron of fifty or ſixty ſoldiers, which were ſent by the magiſtrates 
under the command of an Engliſh officer to apprehend ſome of them, and ſeparate 
the reſt. But the loſs fell to thewielves by the death of two, which were killed in the 
place, and divers of them hurt, In all other places of Holland things paſs with 
much quietneſs. | 


As yet I can give his majeſty no further account of the ſtates reſolution touching 
the pirates of Algier than your honour hath in my laſt of the 22d of September; that 
buſineſs ſuffering, as all others do, in this place, wherein merchants are chiefly intereſſed, 
of the incommodity of paſſing many hands, which (contrary to our uſual proverb) rer 
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heavy work. And to fay the truth, ſince BaknzveLT's death, who had the whole direc-

BrRooxnoven; having ſpoken likewiſe with the prince of Orange to the 
ſame effect. The curators are now at this preſent at Leyden. upon the admiſſion of

I have at length an anſwer from the ſtates to my propoſition concerning the pirates, 


which was brought me this laſt night late by two of them; one of Holland, another of 
Friſeland, who in the name of the whole aſſembly firſt made their excuſes for their 
long delay, which they imputed partly to the conſtitution of their government in ge- 
neral, and partly to the nature of this buſineſs in particular; which requires, that a 
preparation ſhould accompany their declaration; and that did aſk ſome time. But they 
are now ready to put to ſea with a fleet of fourteen ſhips, of which Moy LAuBERT of 
Rotterdam is admiral. Secondly, they inſiſted upon the impoſſibility of the pirates 
performing thoſe conditions which they now preſcribe them; which are, to ſuffer all the 


ſhips of this ſtate to paſs and traffic, without ſearch or moleſtation, according to their 


treaty with the grand ſignor; to ſet at liberty all priſoners both men and boys; and to 
make reſtitution of all ſhips and merchandizes, which have been taken from this ſtate 
by the pirates ſince the month of May 1617. Laſtly, they deſired me to expreſs unto 
his majeſty the great charge of their preparations againſt the pirates, which they 
alone have maintained hitherto, and will continue as long as they are able; but 
without his majeſty's powerful hand, they ſee ſmall appearance of utterly ſuppreſſing 

them. Wherefore they humbly beſeech his majeſty to ſhew himſelf therein as well 
by good effects in arming againſt the pirates, as he hath done by his advice and 
council to this ſtate; which they have both readily and really followed, Of all

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which I promiſed them to make due report unto his majeſty; and as on the one fide 
the conditions they propoſe to the 1 e are indeed (as they ſay) impoſſible to be per- 
formed, becauſe without ſearch of ſhips they cannot look after Spaniſh goods; which 
is the pretence of their prizes; ſuch captives, as have been often bought and ſold, 
eſpecially boys (whereof ſome of them have been made Turks) cannot be rendered ; 
neither can reſtitution be made of ſhips, whereof many are periſhed, and goods, 
whereof a great part is embezzled, and the reſt hath often changed property; ſo, on 
the other, the ſtates have taken this good order, that finding the ſhips, they have 
formerly ſent againſt the pirates, have often loſt the opportunity of ſervice, and given 
liberty to the pirates to put fleets to ſea, by reaſon of their returning home commonly 
at the end of ſix months to victual themſelves; the ſhips, which are now to go out, 
have charge to remain in thoſe ſeas, until they are relieved by ſo many more in March 


or April next; and ſo from fix months to ſix months here will be continual preparation 
made to- this number, | 1 


Here is advertiſement from the ſtates embaſſador at Conſtantinople, that the Turks 
general himſelf, now he was this laſt Auguſt with his armada at Saida, and upon the 
coaſt of the Levant, hath made prize of a Holland ſhip of good burthen belonging to 
Medenblick, and put all the men into the gallies ; for which the embaſſador requires of 
the ſtates expreſs letters to the grand ſignor, with commiſſion to make a particular com- 


plaint thereof ; otherwiſe (as he writes) he expects no other redreſs than the Engliſh 
and French embaſſadors have had of late days on the like occaſions, | 


© The ſame letters, which bear date the laſt of Auguſt, ſay, that there were then ar- 
rived at Conſtantinople new deputies, the one ſent in the name of the king, the other of 
the kingdom, of Hungary, whoſe commiſſions were kept ſecret ;. but the embaſſador 
judgeth, that the baſſa of Buda was ſuſpected to have a purpoſe to fall upon Hungary 
upon occaſion of the troubles of Bohemia; in which he makes this obſervation, that all 
the baſhas and principal perſons about the grand ſignor were more favourable to the 
Bohemians than to FERDINAND. We have here a letter from BzeTLEM GaBor to the 
count DE LA ToRRE, one of the Bohemian generals, which (as all things which come 


out of thoſe. parts) was ſooner in the preſs than it could be tranſcribed; and thereof I 
ſend your honour a printed copy.. 7 5 


The meſſenger ſent hither by the prince Palatine for the 40, ooo J. which I adver- 
tiſed your honour in my laſt, hath his diſpatch from the ſtates, and is gone to Amſter- 
dam to make over his monies to Nuremberg by exchange to his maſter's beſt advantage, 
ſince he could not have it paid him here in ready coin, which he deſired; but thereto 
the ſtates were not bound, neither could they do it without loſs, 


© I have in former diſpatches made mention to your honour of certain new impoſts ſet 
by the duke of Newburgh's officers upon ſuch ſhips, which paſs to and fro upon the 
Rhine; of which the ſtates having made complaint by BREDEROPDE their embaſſador, 
who reſides at Heydelbergh, and made an expreſs journey to Francfort; anſwer was made 
by the electors to his contentment ; and the new emperor being required by the duke 
of Newburgh to have his impoſts (of which complaint is now made) authoriſed by his 
public act, hath been refuſed; yet nothing hath followed hereupon : and now things are

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down the Rhine, ſtop near unto Weſel without paſſing the place where the impoſt is 


expected. Hereupon the ſtates ſent on Saturday laſt three commiſſioners out of their 


own aſſembly (one of Guelderland, another of Holland, the third of Utrecht) to Duſſel- 
dorp ; and the night before they departed, here arrived a ſecretary of the duke of New- 
burgh's, to treat of an accommodation of this buſineſs ; in which nothing will be done 
here until the ſtates receive advice from their deputies, which are gone to Duſſeldorp. 


© The difference betwixt the count of Eaſt-Friſeland-and the town of Embden with 
the nobleſſe and his ſubjects (about which the ſtates. have had ſeven commiſſioners at 


Embden, of every province one, for theſe ſeven or eight months) is finally at the count's 
purſuit recalled hither ; and becauſe the count held ſome of thoſe former commiſſioners 
for ſuſpect, as too partial to the town, ſeven others are added to them, of the body of 
the ſtates general: and here is now the chancellor, with another deputy of the count's 
and a great many for the nobleſſe and the town; and though they meet and fit daily 
about it, and time, if nothing elſe, ſhould make them weary of wrangling, yet are their 
animoſities ſo great, that I ſee no appearance of any good reconcilement betwixt 
them; their quarrels being infinite, and rather multiplied - than - diminiſhed by the 
interpoſition hath been uſed hitherto. Yet if nothing had been done, but the count 
and his ſubjects left to themſelves, they could not but have grown to far greater ex- 
tremities.

Concerning the affair of BREWER. 


That he had been ſpoken with ſince his laſt of the 13th, firſt by two of the curd- 


tors of the univerſity of Leyden, and afterwards by one of them, the rector, his two 


aſſeſſors, and a deputy from the town, who came to him all in one company, and, | 
after large profeſſions of due reſpect to his majeſty, and a deſire to give his-majeſty 


all poſſible ſatisfaction, urged theſe difficulties ; 1. The privileges of the univerſity, in 
which BREwWER was matriculated, that he might inſiſt upon his trial in the plea, with- 


out having his cauſe or perſon removed: 2. The nature of their univerſity, conſiſting 
_ chiefly of ſtrangers; . to whom if they ſhould not carefully preſerve their privilege, 


eſpecially in a matter of this conſequence, they would all fly their univerſity: 3. The 
condition of the time, there being now newly a general reformation made; and if 
they ſhould neglect the preſervation of their privileges, they ſhould expoſe themſelves 


unto the ſcandal. of ſuch as are departed. Laſtly, The example of one CLuvzrvus, a. 


German, who having printed a book againſt the emperor RopoLpn, and thereupon 
being required of the ſtates to be ſent to Prague, there to be puniſhed, the univerſity 
made an abſolute refuſal, as that, which could not be granted. without breach of their 
privileges. To all which points, ſays Sir DupLEy CarLEToNn, I anſwered, firſt, 
concerning their privileges in general, it was an argument, that 1 ſought to maintain, 


not to infringe them, in that I addreſſed myſelf, firſt, to them, who were the chief of 


the univerſity, before J would move the ſtates to uſe authority in this buſineſs : 
and for BREWER in particular, though he were a matriculated man, his printing- 


houſe (where he for the ſpace of theſe three years hath printed prohibited books and 


pamphlets,

grown to that extremity, that the ſhips, as well thoſe which go up, as thoſe which come 
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pamphlets, not for the uſe of the univerſity of Leyden or thoſe provinces, but for his 
majeſty's diſſervice, and the trouble of his kingdoms) was in the town; and in the 
like caſe 1 aſked them, if ſome buſy or factious Arminian, a ſubject of theſe pro- 
vinces, ſhould matriculate himſelf. in one of the univerſities of Oxford or Cambridge, 
and there print and ſend over hither books of that argument, of which their embaſſa- 
dor ſhould complain, and deſire to have him remanded ; how they would take it, if 
they ſhould be anſwered by a plea of privilege? Touching the nature of the univer- 
ſity, which conſiſts of ſtangers, I ſaid they muſt have in that regard the greater con- 
ſideration of giving contentment to ſtranger princes; otherwiſe they would and might 
very well forbid their ſubje&s from frequenting their univerſity, Concerning the 
time of their preſent reformation, I deſired them to remember, to whom they might 
chiefly aſcribe this reformation (which they have often acknowledged unto me to pro- 
ceed from his majeſty), and then to conſider, whether it was fit to alledge this reforma- 
tion againſt his majeſty's ſatisfaction. As for CLuvervs, I told them the caſe was 
different, in that he was required to receive both trial and puniſhment at Prague: 
but his majeſty demands BAEWER, without intention to touch him either in body or 
oods, or to puniſh him further than with a free confeſſion of his own miſdemeanors, 
and thoſe of his complices, with purpoſe to return him back again, after he ſhall have 
informed himſelf from him of ſuch things which concern his ſervice, if they ſhall fo 
require it. And, for concluſion, I wiſhed them to put difference between the ſatiſ- 
faction of that emperor, with whom they had little or no correſpondence, and the 
king my maſter, whom this ſtate in general, and that univerſity in particular, could 
not but acknowledge their beſt friend. I found them well apprehenſive of theſe rea- 
ſons, and to continue in as much depended on them (for ſo they profeſſed) in their de- 
fire of giving his majeſty ſatisfaction: but becauſe their univerſity acknowledgeth 
for founders the ſtates of Holland, whoſe aſſembly is near at hand, within a fort- 
night or three weeks at the furtheſt, they deſired me to forbear preſſing this matter 
any farther until that time; wherein I made no difficulty, knowing it would be fruit- 
leſs: only I told them, that if they had readily conſented, I made no doubt but that 
BRREWER might be in England, and returned again, before the meeting of the ſtates of 
Holland. The curators aſked me, when they alone were with me, whether I would 
give them an act in writing in manner of a ſafe conduct for BREWER's return, in caſe 
they ſhould ſend him into England: wherein having no expreſs order, I prayed them 
to weigh, whether that were any way needful, in regard, by what had paſſed in former 
occaſions, they might be well aſſured, that his majeſty's word given by any of his 
miniſters will never be infringed. | 


© I underſtand they have privately appointed Pol VAN DER and WaLzvs to deal 
with BREWER of his own accord to deſire to go into England; whereby to ſatisfy his 
majeſty, and preſerve their privileges; which I do not miſlike : for if he yield there- 
unto, his majeſty hath what he requires: if he make difficulty, I have the more juſt 
ſubject to preſs his remanding; which, at the time of the aſſembly of the ſtates of 
Holland, I will not fail to do; and before, in regard the univerſity belongs only to 
this province, it will be to no purpoſe to move any thing to the ſtates general. Of this 
I beicech your honour to advertiſe his majeſty. So I humbly take leave, &c.

] am often viſited by the beſt here, out of a deſire they have to know his majeſty's 


mind in this occaſion; wherein I am much to ſeek to make ſatisfactory anſwers. It 


may well be a diſpatch Sir Francis NETHERSOLE hath here about him to my lord 


of Doncaſter contains ſomewhat to this purpoſe ; which I mention to your honour, not 


to take any buſineſs from his lordſhip at his coming hither (when I will endeavour - 


to do him all honour and ſervice), but by way of proviſion, that his majeſty's ſervice 
may not ſuffer by ſending lettres cloſes to the place where he hath a public miniſter ; - 
opportunity of his majeſty's ſervice omitted.

* Amongſt the Turks there is diſcovered a new ſect, called by fome Movrcnr- 
TON, and by others RArASINTEx, having had their beginning many years ſince out 
of Perſia: credentes æternitatem mundi, animam cum corpore perire, & omnes faminas 
communes eſſe debere. Of which there are found in the principaleſt towns and coun- 
tries of Aſia a great number of Turks of all qualities, as Janiſaries, Spahyen, Sianſen, 
Capitſis, Azumoglaenen, and other burghers. Their chief teacher (or ſpeich) is lately 
diſcovered here, and apprehended; as alſo many of his diſciples; and daily diligent 


inquiry is made after the complices. The goods, as well of them that fly, as of them

T bis week's letters out of Germany do chiefly quicken our expectations againſt 
the next, whereby we are promiſed the news of the coronation of the new king of 
Bohemia, which by appointment ſhould be performed the 2 zth of the laſt, 


© BETLEM GABOR hath made a great progreſs in Hungary, having cut in pieces 
1000 foot and 500 horſe, which were ſent by the count of Bucquoy to Preſburg 
under the command of TIErE MOH, taken the town, and poſſeſſed himſelf of the 
crown of Hungary: which whether he will put upon his own head, or make other 
uſe of it, according to the advertiſements I have yet ſeen, is very doubtful; ſome ſay- 
ing, that he will make preſentation thereof to the new king of Bohemia (for, I think, 
I may now ſtile him); others, that he doth temporiſe until he may have his doings ap- 
proved by the grand ſignor, under whoſe protection he is. Mean time he hath taken 
the town of Altenburgh likewiſe ; which brings Rabb and Comar into great neceſſity, 
by reaſon the ſuccours are cut off, and the garriſons of thoſe places ill ſatisfied for

* The emperor in his paſſage towards Gratz by Monacho, where he ſtaid eight 
days, diſpatched to Rome Monſ. pz TRUMESTORT, and into France Monſ. BE Fus- 
STENBURGH, having ſent from thence to all the princes of the empire to give them 
an account of the ſtate of Hungary; about which kingdom, as well by theſe diſ- 
patches, as by the count of Bucquoy's marching that way with his army out of Boe 
mia, it appeared he is more ſollicitous than about Bohemia, making that his chief 
care, and leaving the recovery of Bohemia to the King of Spain. For under pretence 
of reſiſting the Turk (for whom he would make the world believe BETLEM GABOR 
is in arms) he promiſeth himſelf, as emperor, the aid of the pope and other princes, 
and accounts the king of Spain by a title of ſucceſſion to the crown of Bohemia (which 
in the late emperor's days paſt by way of contract amongſt themſelves) bound in 
honour, as well as in his private intereſt, to recover that kingdom ; in which it is here 
judged he will ſet up his reſt, and therefore wiſhed a fit defence may be provided 
in time, as it hath pleaſed Gop ſo to order, that with the occaſion, there is (by 
reaſon of the winter now approaching) time and leiſure ſufficient for preparation, ſo it 
be well managed. But it is not to be neglected or foreflowed ; for commonly he, that 
is firſt in the field, hath the advantage of that year; and the firſt year, though the ö 
quarrel may laſt longer, will in all reaſonable conjecture either ſettle the crown for 
ever on the new king's head, or bring that kingdom, as a kingdom of conqueſt, into 
_ Perpetual ſubjection unto the houſe of Auſtria, How the princes of Germany incline 
in their affections, your honour may hear more exactly from his majeſty's miniſters in 
thoſe parts. Here we are informed they all arm, both little and great, eccleſiaſtical and 
temporal: but the opinion is, many of them will not declare themſelves but as they 
ſhall be ſwayed by their belief of the ſtrength of each party : which the Spaniard 
knowing, doth already uſe his accuſtomed artifices, firſt by bruit ſpread abroad of his 
correſpondency and friendſhip with his majeſty, which he doubts not ſtill to entertain 
by his wonted overture of a match: next, by the truce with theſe provinces, which, 
he gives out, ſhall be renewed within a few days; and the Spaniſh embaſſador, newly 
arrived at Bruſſels, hath (as is advertiſed hither from Milan, from whence he laſt 
Fff2 came) 
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king of Spain's dominions; and on the other, the Spaniards 
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came) particular orders for this purpoſe. Laſtly, by the reputation of his forces, 
having already ſent by the way of Swiſſerland towards Germany, the Neapolitan 
troops lately arrived at Vado by ſeveral parties of 53500 together; and they ſpeak at 
Milan, as I have ſeen by a letter from a good hand of the 23d of the laſt, of a pur. 
poſe to demand liberty of the princes of Italy to make a levy againſt the next ſpring 
in their ſeveral dominions (whereby not to disfurniſh Naples and Milan in a time of 

ſo much ſuſpicion) of 12000 foot, and a proportionable number of horſe; and to 
ſend them under the command of ſome man of principal quality as general, to the 
war of Bohemia, They ſpeak largely likewiſe * their. monies, having remitted (as 


they write) 800,000 crowns ta Nuremberg, and made a. partito of a million more

The Spaniſh embaſſador newly arrived at Bruſſels (whom I have now mentioned) 


Don ALoNnzo DEL LA QuEvA, marquis de Bedmar, is one of whom I had particular 
knowledge at Venice, where I both found and left him. He is a man of fair conver- 


ſation, but of haughty and violent counſels; of which I ſaw many experiences in the 
buſineſs of Savoy. He hath never been in England ; but by the converſation he hath 
had with our Engliſh fugitives, particularly with CresweLL the Jeſuit, he hath the 
moſt exact knowledge of the chief families and remarkable places of our country of any 
ſtranger I know; in which reſpect he having been before named, now, after his remove 


from Venice, for France, Rome, and the emperar's court, it may be thought he is 
ſent to this employment. 


In that part of his buſineſs concerning the renewing of the truce with theſe pro- 
vinces, he will find a deaf ear on this fide, becauſe they conceive here, that too great 
facility will animate the Spaniards to preſcribe unto them harder conditions than the 
former; and partly, becauſe the Bohemians may be the better aided in their af- 
fairs, by holding this buſineſs in ſuſpenſe : and when time ſerves, I believe, the world 
will ſee a public act made by this ſtate, whereby notice will be given, that on ſuch a 
day preciſely the truce will be expired, to the end, on the one ſide, their merchants

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* There grew ſome. ſmall difficulties, after the writing of my laſt (wherein J gave 
your honour an account of the treaty of Venice) betwixt the ſtates commiſſioners and 
the Venetian reſident; the ſtates commiſſioners requiring, that if the Venetians ſhould 
make uſe of their ſhips, they ſhould ſtand to the loſs of any, that ſhould periſh in 
their ſervice, either by fight or caſualty ; and the Venetian reſident demanding to have 
men (if his maſters ſnould have need) as well as money or ſhipping : both which 
were well reconciled ; the firſt, upon conſideration, that they may here aſſure their ſhips 
by the merchants of Amſterdam, without putting an article of fo harſh ſound to the 
ſenate of Venice : the ſecond, upon promiſe, that, when their affairs here will permit, 
they will as willingly furniſh men as money or ſhipping.

Holland, expreſsly to acquaint me in the name of their aſſembly with the treaty be- 


twixt the commonwealth of Venice and this ſtate ; which they related unto me to con- 
ſiſt of thoſe points, whereof I gave your honour advertiſement by my diſpatch of the 


25th of the laſt, And though there be nothing yet concluded, nor can be until the 


approbation of what was here conceived and ſet down in articles, between the reſident 
of Venice and their deputies, come from the ſenate of Venice (which 1s expected about 
three weeks or a month hence, and then they are here to paſs their public aſſent like- 
wiſe) yet they eſteemed it (as they ſaid) a due reſpect to his majeſty to give him an ac- 
count how far they were gone in this buſineſs ; and therefore deſired me in their names 


to advertiſe his majeſty thereof. I told them I would not fail to do it with diligence, 


and withal aſſured them it would be very agreeable unto. his majeſty, for the love he 
bore to both theſe ſtates; of which none could give better teſtimony than myſelf, hav- 
ing had at my going to Venice, now ten years ſince, a particular charge from his ma- 
| Jeſty to procure ſome ſettled correſpondence betwixt them both: which ſince his ma- 
jeſty being conſtant in his affections hath always continued unto me according to oc- 
caſions: and now ſince time (with thoſe endeavours which have been uſed) hath 
wrought this good inclination on both ſides, I made no doubt but his majeſty would 
receive much contentment to ſee their alliance brought to perfection.

Guelderland by count ERNEST, as the prince of Orange's deputy, who had charge

But his excellency doth theſe things by degrees, 
and at leiſure; whereby to avoid the imputation of animoſity or ſpleen, which he is 
loth to undergo ; though indeed I know nothing more odious unto him than the 
name of an Arminian; and now his authority is ſuch, as to make. theſe changes by 
commiſſion (whereas heretofore he had enough to do, though he were preſent in per- 
fon) he will keep them in mueh awe :. for though in many towns they are all ſo 
corrupted, that it is hard to change for the better; yet now finding themſelves ſubject to 
this correction, according to their demeanors, they will be kept in more devotion. 


Two Arminian miniſters, one of Leyden, the other of Nieuport by Schonoven, 
who had lately ſubſcribed publicly before the ſtates to an act of ſubmiſſion, with pro- 
miſe to live peaceably and quietly as private inhabitants, without preaching or teach- 
ing, have by letters to the ſtates reclaimed their ſubſcription, thereby accounting 
themſelves freed of their promiſe ; for which they will be both baniſhed the country ;

of divers parts of Germany, though on the archduke's ſide, they ſpread reports, as 
if the victory were doubtful. The ſecond I have not ſeen advertiſed by any other 
letter than that of the 4th of this preſent N. S. from Prague, written to one here, 
who doth the affairs of the Bohemians, whereof I ſent your honour the tranſlate, and 
do now reiterate the ſame, leſt that ſhould miſcarry, which was committed to a 
ſtranger: but of the 3d of this preſent I have ſeen many letters, promiſing, that 
ſhould be effected the next day touching the coronation, which this doth advertiſe to 
be already done. The taking of Preſburg by BzTLEM GABOR poſſeſſing himſelf of 
the crown of Hungary, and purpoſe to be crowned therewith on St. Martin's day, 
is confirmed likewiſe from many hands : and if he be not diverted by the Polac, who 
threatens an invaſion of Tranſylvania, it is likely his troops will winter in Stiria 
and Carinthia, which are open countries belonging to the emperor, and eaſily rayaged 
by him that is maſter of the field. 9 


The ſtates are moved out of Germany by letters from their embaſſador BRED E/ 
RODE to deal with the king of Swede to keep the king of Poland in awe, by threat. 
ning an invaſion in his country, in caſe he moleſts Tranſilyania ; which they do not 
here give ear unto, in regard, if the king of Swede ſhould enter into war by their per- 
ſuaſion, they were then bound to furniſh him either with men or money, according to 
the capitulation betwixt that king and this ſtate. bo 


© LANGERACKE, their embaſſador in France, hath written unto them in an expoſtu- 
lating ſtile, as fo deſired by that king's council, for their forwardneſs in this buſineſs 
of Bohemia; wiſhing them to proceed with more moderation, and to follow therein 
the example of the French king and his majeſty, who, the French would have this 
ſtate believe, will not intereſt himſelf in his ſon's cauſe, unleſs it be by way of accom- 
modation ; which ſeems very ſtrange here, as if in ſuch cauſes there were any medium 
betwixt Cæſar & nibil. And therefore it is judged an office procured by the Spaniſh 
miniſters in that court, whereby to amuſe the world with terms of reconcilement, 
whilſt both in Rome and Spain, 1t is moſt apparent by all advertiſements from both 
places, they ſeek to put all Europe in combuſtion by a war of religion; which to pre- 
vent, as, on the one ſide, they here judge no better way than to make the king of 
Bohemia appear fo well fortified with friends and forces in all parts, that his crown 
cannot be reacht at without danger; ſo, on the other, they think it very expedient 
(and of this advice was both the prince of Orange and the count WILLIA, when I 
ſpoke with them yeſterday) that the king now, at his firſt entry into government, 
ſhould carry a moderate hand towards the papiſts in that kingdom, whereby to free 
them from the jealouſy of being perſecuted for their religion. 1 


© Touching the ſending of ſuccours againſt the next ſpring (in which point the 
French cannot make them here doubt of his majeſty's intention), which fell then like- 
wiſe into diſeourſe, his excellency and count WILLIAM were of different minds, whe- 
ther it were beſt to be in men or money; his excellency being of opinion, that it 
were beſt to be done in money, whereby the natives of the country, which are already 
practiſed ſoldiers, and are accuſtomed to their own climate, ſhould be paid and main- 


tained ; whereas ſtrangers are ſoon conſumed ; by example of a regiment of Wallons, 
Ggg 2 conducted 
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conducted hither the laſt ſpring by the count of BarneviLLE, who being now returned 
to Bruſſels, of 3000 men, reports he left but 300 living: and the ſervice of thoſe 
parts conſiſting chiefly of horſe, thoſe are not to be ſent out of England. Count 
W1LLIAM, on the other ſide, conceiving, that the buſineſs will come to the trial of days 
of battle, judgeth, as well for reputation, as for fight, a body of men compoſed of his 
majeſty's ſubjects to be neceſſary; upon the experience they have had of them in ſuch 
occaſions in theſe countries, and thinks, that the natives of that country being left to 
themſelves may be overborn by ſtrangers, as his countrymen the Germans were, 
though in far greater number, by CHarLes V. and his troops. In caſe the Lower 
Palatinate ſhould be aſſailed, they both concluded, becauſe men are there wanting, 
the country is to be defended by the help of ſtrangers. But concerning Bohemia, the 
perſiſted in their ſeveral opinions; which I did not think amiſs to advertiſe his 
' majeſty of, as that which may give ſome light to his- judgment in a deliberation of 
this conſequence, . f . 


What negotiation is uſed by the emperor in the Imperial towns, his majeſty will 
ſee by a tranſlated extract out of the laſt letters from the ſtates embaſſador at Heydel- 
bergh, which 1 ſend herewith. The Bohemians good ſucceſs before Vienna will do 
much good in keeping thoſe towns'in terms of neutrality at leaſt, if they cannot be 


induced to an overt declaration in favour of the king of Bohemia and princes of the 
Union. EY

The emperor hath ſent the baron of Rapelſteyn as his embaſſador unto Straſburg 
very lately, who, beſides the accompliſhing of all courtly compliments, hath re- 
quired of the council there three points: Firſt, the borrowing of 50,000 florins to 
aſſiſt him in this his neceſſity, Secondly, he informed the council there of the ſtate 
of Bohemia, terming the Bohemians rebels; and thereupon prayed them not to af- 
ford them any aſſiſtance. Thirdly, for as much as the former accord between them 
and thoſe of Savern was expired, in regard of the good affection his Imperial majeſty 
carried unto the peace and welfare of that town and the country thereabouts, as alſo 
towards the evangelical capitulations of the great charter, he doth proffer to appoint 
ſome princes and lords, as well of the one as the other religion, for the making a new

VU pon the firſt point nothing was done. Upon the ſecond, for as much as the em- 
baſſador's deduction was utterly contrary unto the Bohemians apology, they were both 


laid aſide to be valued at their worth. 
To the third, the council gave thanks unto his Imperial majeſty for his preſentation 

and good will, adding thereunto, that the buſineſs ſtood in very good terms; in which 

regard they would let it ſtand in the ſame ſtate, that now it is in, for ſome certain years

Ihe ſecond of this preſent five of the king of Denmark's ſhips being come into 
the Elbe two days before, and anchoring at a place called the Swing, unſhipped 640 
men, all Danes, which: in the morning about five o'clock had one of the ports of 
Stade given them by three of the burgomaſters, with whom the king had former in- 
telligence, and immediately they poſſeſſed themſelves of the whole town. At eight 


of the clock the common council of the town being called together nomine regis, a 


ſpeech was made unto them in the king's name by ſome of the council prepared for 
that purpoſe, declaring, that the king had ſent hither to pacify a difference betwixt 
the council and commonalty z and that with conſent of the council theſe troops-were 
received into the town, whereby to keep all in good order, whilſt this difference was 
treated. But the council (ſome few of them only excepted) faying they knew of no 
ſuch difference as was pretended, and proteſting againſt this manner of proceeding, 
left the ſtadthouſe, and joined themſelves to the commonalty, but without any fur- 
ther ſtirring at that time. Neither do we hear of any thing being ſince happened in 
the town. But the king's deputies publiſhed immediately abroad the cauſe of 
their coming and poſleſſing themſelves of the town, ſuch as is before mentioned, of 
which they ſent word particularly to the archbiſhop and ſenate of Bremen, aſſuring 


them (as thoſe who have juriſdiction over Stade) the king's end to be only the pa- 


cifying of differences within the town, without any further deſign, which might turn 
to their prejudice. Whereupon the archbiſhop ſent his chancellor with another of- 
ficer to the king's deputies, to demand reaſon of them for the taking of the town, 
and to require them to depart with their troops, and to leave the ſame to the wonted

This laſt ordinary of Colen hath brought new letters to this ſtate from the king 


of Bohemia, both of the 25th of the laſt. In the one of which he gives account of 


his coronation, with the reaſons in general by which he was induced to accept the 

crown, referring himſelf for farther particularities to a manifeſt he intended to publiſh 

to the world.

Of both which letters, becauſe they are the firſt from 
that king's hand to this ſtate, I ſend your honour the tranſlate, 


With them came divers relations, as well in print as otherwiſe, of the ceremonies

| becauſe 1 hear of an expreſs meſſenger, which about the date of theſe laſt letters paſſed 


from Prague by Heidelberg to his majeſty. Yet I cannot forbear two obſervations, 


which are made by all that write from thence; one concerning the king, at whoſe 
coronation there was much more ceremony than ordinary, and no leſs demonſtration 


of joy and gladneſs, becauſe his election was free, according to the right and privi- 


lege of the country; whereas all their late kings were preſſed and enforced upon them 
by ſtrong hand and violence, The other concerning the queen, whoſe free and gra- 
_ demeanor doth win as much love as was loſt by the Auſtrian /go and re- 
tiredneſs. _ e f 


On Saturday laſt ſignor LAxpo, the Venetian embaſſador, who is to reſide with 


his majeſty, arrived at this place, being met on the way by the prince of Orange, 
count WILLIAu, and prince HENRY, a ceremony more than uſual to ſuch of his qua- 
lity, as are only in tranſitu. On Monday he had audience, which conſiſted only of 
complement; for the main matter of the league betwixt this ſtate and his maſters he 
touched not; but to me in private he took knowledge of the good offices his majeſty 
hath done therein; as likewiſe in Spain and other princes courts, during their Jate 
troubles. The day following he went to Rotterdam, where he now waits for his paſſage; 
the ſtates having provided him of a ſhip. He hath in his company three of the young 
Nobili of Venice, and is otherwiſe well attended. In his paſſage through Holland he 
was not defrayed in any town, as the uſe hath been to public miniſters ; the reaſon 
whereof was told him alla buona by one, who after the High Dutch manner preſented 
him with the town-pots and a ſpeech, ſaying, that the ſtates had taken very lately an 
order to defray no embaſſadors whatſoever z and if he had come ſooner, he might 
have fared better. So it is, that the ſtates do now ſtudy all ways poſſible of thriving ; 
amongſt which this ſaving the charges of the embaſſadors is one; and now in this aſ- 
ſembly of Holland the reglement of their finances is the chiefeſt buſineſs, 


© Yeſterday a petition was preſented unto them by the Arminians of Leyden for

| © The caſe is at length gone ſo far, that not only the three ſtates of the kingdom of 
Bohemia, but the reſt of the incorporated countries, as namely the earldom of Mo-

as diverted the enemy from their project, by the ſtates putting in readineſs a body of 
horſe and foot. For which ſervices he thanks the ſtates general, and hopes the conti- 


nuance of the ſame. | | 


arm only for defence; and ſo the baron Foucxzs, embaſſador for the duke of Bavier, 
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Nov. 13. Letter in French, from Prague. 


It gives an account of the arrival on the Sunday evening before of two embaſſadors, 
one from Hungary, and the other from Tranſylvania, on the part of BETHLE GABOR, 
to whom the king of Bohemia gave audience the next day. They congratulated him 
in the name of that prince of Tranſylvania and ſtates of Hungary aſſembled at Preſ- 
burg; and after the audience were conducted to the chamber of the united ſtates, 
where they gave in writing ten articles for a perpetual alliance between the ſtates of 
Hungary and Tranſylvania, and their prince BETHLEM GaBoR and the kingdom of 


Bohemia and the incorporated provinces, for mutual defence.

That, which I ſuſpected of the contrariety of the winds, I find by your honour's 
letters of the 20th of this preſent ; at which time your honour taking knowledge only 
of my diſpatches of the 22d and 25th of the laſt, it ſeems thoſe of the 3d, 11th, and 
19th of this preſent (of ſome of which I ſent duplicates by other conveyances) were 
then on this ſide the ſeas. The 24th I wrote to your honour by fir AL BERT MorTon, 


who took his way through Brabant and Flanders: and now we have confirmation of 


that which he heard in his paſſage through Bremen, that the king of Denmark hath 
withdrawn his men out of Stade, leaving the town at liberty without garriſon ; but 
having firſt changed all the magiſtrates, which were not at his devotion. Here is 
much jealouſy conceived of his intent in thoſe parts; that by means of that town he 
will bridle Hamburg, and make way for a further deſign upon Bremen : which if he 
can accompliſh, he will be maſter of the two rivers of Elbe and Weſer, through which 
in time of war all the traffic doth paſs betwixt theſe parts and Germany. But this is 


only a ſuſpected inconvenience; whereas the holding garriſon in Stade was a preſent 
| miſchief; and therefore they are here as well pleaſed with the retreat, as they were 
ſtartled with the ſurprize; both being ſudden and unexpected. 


© This laſt week's letters out of Germany bring nothing but what your honour will 
have by fir ALBERT MoRrox's relation. All of them, as well as thoſe out of Italy 
and other parts, mention the ſedulous care there is of raiſing of men by the Catholic 
king and Catholic league againſt the next ſpring. But the German princes ſay, they 


hath 
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hath proteſted. in the preſent aſſembly at Nuremberg. Which profeſſions and pro- 
teſtations they judge here will hold according as they ſee the new king of Bohemia 
ſtrengthened by himſelf, and ſupported by his friends. For if he bein ſtate to main- 
' tain the dignity he hath taken upon him, they will, in all appearance, fit fill : but 
if they find him faint in himſelf, or forſaken by his friends, they will then ſtrive who 
ſhall ſhew himſelf firſt for the houſe of Auſtria, And then it will be a harder taſk to 
defend him from ſo many enemies. This is the judgment they make here of theſe 
affairs, wherein agitur de ſummd. rerum; and in conformity thereunto they retain their 
vonted readineſs of ſuccouring him to the uttermoſt of their powers. But they will 
not enter into the dance alone; and the danger is, that, before they can underſtand 
his majeſty's mind, and thereupon a common reſolution be framed, the houſe of 
Auſtria will be in ſtate to appear with men, money, and credit, whilſt the king of 
Bohemia and his friends will be taken (as we ſay) tardy in the midſt of their nego · 
tiations.

* This treaty muſt tend, either in renewing of the old truce, which was made by 
the intervention of your majeſty and the French king, or propoſal of a new. If it 
were only a renewing of the old, it is not here conceived ſuch eſpecial choice would 
be made of the men, which are to be employed out of, France ; nor that two extraor- 
dinaries ſhould be uſed to renew that which was -framed by one : and therefore they 
here ſuſpect the intention is to propoſe a new treaty, by couverting the truce into 
a peace, and changing certain articles, as that of the trade of the Indies, and the 


the other, doth much offend the Spaniard, . To this or any other overture of this 
kind (for aught I can yet judge) no ear will be here given; for they well underſtand 
their advantages, and that in this preſent conjuncture they may have la carte blanche. 
But if the renewing of their former truce be propoſed, and that your majeſty concur 
therein, it will in all likehhood take effect: for notwithſlanding two of the chief 
provinces, Holland and Zealand, thrive. beſt by war, and profit is the rule -of theſe 
men's affections, yet the other five having different intereſts do likewiſe differ in 
their inclination ; yet they will all concur in ſome points, which will engender much 
difficulty, as particularly in a demand of reparation and reſtitution, before they enter

£ Here will be likewiſe a ſerious conſideration had of the preſent conftitution of the 
affairs of Germany, and thoſe upper countries, in regard of the judgment they make 
here, that the ſucceſs of thoſe parts will in the end reflect upon theſe provinces, It 
it be proſperous, and that the king of Bohemia be well maintained in the * 
. Rs 
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of that crown and kingdom, the affairs of Europe will thereby be ſo well balanced. 
that the greatneſs of the king of Spain and the houſe of Auſtria will be no more ſo 
fearful as it hath been of many years. If the Spaniard ſhould diſpoſſeſs the new 
king, and make a prey of that kingdom, “appetit vient en mengeant, and they expect 
here no greater courteſy than PoLypnEMus promiſed ULysses, he ſhould be the laſt 
eaten of his companions. Wherefore concluding, that as the Spaniard doth propoſe 
to himſelf much benefit by being freed from this diverſion ; fa it will equally import 
the king of Bohemia and his friends in thoſe parts to have the Spaniard ſtill held in 
ſuſpenſe, until the king be better ſettled in his new dignities ; there be many 
amongſt them here will counſel (and of this advice the prince of Orange himſelf is) 

this treaty may be protracted for all this new year: and this they think they may well 
and wiſely do upon this reaſon : if their friends in Germany and Bohemia proſper, 
they may then renew their truce upon as good terms as now. If they ſhould be over- 
born by the power of Spain, any truce they ſhould now make would be then upon any 
light quarrel broken by Spain; as that of Cleves and Juliers is a fit ſubject at all 
times for ſuch a purpoſe. Now how it will advantage the Spaniard, to the prejudice of 
the king of Bohemia, to be ſecure off this ſide, by renewing of the truce, will fall into 
every man's conſideration, when the difference of the conſtitution of the Spaniſh go- 
vernment and this 1s rightly weighed, in that a new truce being concluded, the Spa- 
niard, without fear of his frontier- towns (which theſe men cannot always attempt, 
when by conſent of all the provinces they have tied their own hands), may withdraw 
all or the greateſt pa of his veterani, and employ them againſt the king of Bohemia; 
and the ſtream of his treaſure would wholly run that way; which cannot be encoun- 
tered in thoſe parts by the like aſſiſtance from hence, in regard, on the one ſide, of 
the diffidence they have of the Spaniard (who, if he ſhould find them unprovided, 
can in few days raiſe an army in the archduke's provinces), and on the other, of the 
late diſtraction of this ſtate, which is not yet ſo fully fettled, as to permit them to 
ſend their troops far from their limits. Beſides, the nature of their government is ſuch, 
that if the ſettled courſe of their contribution ſhould ceaſe, they cannot then raiſe an 
army, whatſoever need they ſhould have: and thoſe cannot be continued without the 
reputation of an army. PRE . 

The monthly aid of money they gave the Bohemians of 50, ooo florins they ſtill 
continue to the king, and ſo will do as long as affairs remain in the ſtate as they are. 
But here is ſome apprehenſion, that theſe embaſſadors have a farther purpoſe to divert 
them from giving that ſmall ſucoour, which in effect is all the aid of money the Bo- 
hemians have hitherto drawn from abroad; and that they will practiſe ſome other 
diſtractions, to the prejudice of this ſtate, For whilſt the king of France diſputed

© Here are letters from all parts, particularly from. Colen, Mentz, Triers, and 
thoſe lower quarters of Germany, of the great diligence is uſed by. the emperor's 
friends, in collections of monies, and levies of men, by way of proviſion againſt the 
next ſpring; which being contrary to the profeſſion, which was newly made by thoſe 
Biſhops and their ſubjects unto this ſtate (whereof I gave your honour advertiſement by 
my letters of the 19th of the laſt), the ſtates having been formerly requeſted by the 
princes of the union, as' much as in them lies, -to hinder 'thoſe preparations, have 
written expreſs letters to let thoſe people underſtand, that in caſe they continue this 
courſe of contributions for the offence of the friends of this ſtate, they will force *

That, which I underſtood of his majeſty's mind by your lordſhip? s letters of the 
22d of October, was ſufficient to give them here diem ad deliberandum touching the 
embaſſage which was then in ſpeech to his majeſty. And now they were in con- 
ſultation about that into F rance, they have advertiſement from thence by letter from 
their embaſſador, LAxoERAck, to the prince of Orange, that they ſhall be prevented 
by an extraordinary embaſſage from the French king; which is procured at the in- 
| ſtance of the pope's nuncio and the Spaniſh embaſſador reſidents in that court; and to 
be performed by monſ. px MopENRE and monſ. pe BuLLion. I cannot conceive this 
will proceed without communication thereof to his majeſty ; or that, ſeeing the ſmall 
contentment monſ. pz Bots1ssE received here ſo lately, they can flatter themſelves 
with any hope to effect any thing about the renewing of the truce (which is ſaid to be 
the chief ſubje& of their embaſſage) without his majeſty join therein. Sure I am, 
that, if they ſhould proceed ſingle by themſelves, they would fail of their reckoning. 
And therefore his majeſty hath this advantage, that he may further or protract the 
buſineſs, as may ſeem beſt to his own wiſdom. For by this mediation the work will be 


ſoon Finiſhed, if it be no more than actum agere in renewing the truce upon the former 
conditions; 
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conditions; and without him nothing will be done. Wherefore his majeſty may, if 
he pleaſe, expect to be deſired from hence in that, which France doth u proprio, 
or at the inſtance of thoſe who render the embaſſage full of ſuſpicion: wherein I have 
repreſented to his majeſty, thoſe conſiderations, which move the prince of Orange, 
and ſome others of the beſt ſort here, to deſire this treaty may not be precipitated; 
they judging the king of Bohemia and the princes of the union to be much intereſſed 


therein; and that the holding the king of Spain in ſuſpence for all this next year will 
exceedingly advantage their affairs. 


His excellency within theſe few days acquainted me with a meſſage he received 
from his or cd touching the preſervation of the EleQorate and Palatinate to the 
king of Bohemia; and with his anſwer, that the only expedient is by a deſcent into 
Flanders, in caſe the emperor ſhould attempt the Palatinate, or any in his behalf. 
I have obſerved the like ſpeeches to fall from many of the ſtates ; and took them to 
be rather uttered à la volte than ſeriouſly meant: wherefore entering into diſcourſe with 
one of no leſs authority than underſtanding amongſt them, I aſſed him, how they 
had laid by their jealouſy of his majeſty's greatneſs by the union of his kingdoms, 
and of the progreſs he might make in theſe parts by having a foot on this ſide the ſea, 
which coſt them the redemption of the cautionary towns, when they were not in caſe 
for ſuch a purchaſe ; for to this day they pay intereſt for the money. His anſwer was, 
tempora mutantur, & nos mutamur; and that, now the bond of religion is ſtrengthened 
anew by the late mutations in this ſtate, they entertain new affections towards his ma-

© In BARNEVETLT's papers (which he hath preſerved all to his friends ruin) are 
found many practices of alienating this ſtate from his majeſty, and joining it to 
France. Withal his inſtruments for his deſigns within the ſtate are wholly diſcovered 
which falls heavy upon many bailiffs, eſcoutets, penſioners, and ſecretaries, (which 
are the moſt active officers of theſe towns) of which many are deported in this preſens 
aſſembly of Holland; and BARNEVRTT's eldeſt fon, Mon.

LanGERACK, the ſtates embaſſador in that court; out of which extracts 
being made and read to the ſtates of Holland towards the end of their aſſembly, mat - 
ters appeared ſo foul againſt VanDer-MyLE in his private practices in that court 
againſt the public ſervice of this ſtate, that they were all diſpoſed to caſt him into pri- 
ſon, he lying then (as he yet doth) covertly here in his houſe.

ledging the help he hath out of Italy to be weak; that of Germany uncertain, and 
that Spain is much exhauſted ; and therefore concluding the French king muſt aid 
his maſter for four reaſons: 1. The intereſt of religion. 2. Nearneſs of alliance with 
the houſe of Auſtria. 3. Ill example of rebellion. 4. The advantage the Turk will 
have againſt Chriſtendom, Wherein he is favoured by three parts of the king's coun- 
cil and. of the court, and. hath the two Cardinals, Rocutrovcavp and ReTz, and 
ARNAvD the Jeſuit, open ſollicitors for him. Only the financiers, who find the 
king's coffers empty, and ſome good patriots, . enemies to the Spaniard, are his oppo- 
ſites; who, he judgeth, notwithſtanding, will overſway the balance; and that the 
embaſſador will part from thence without ſatisfaction. Yet here are private letters, 
which ſay the cabinet council is wholly bent to the emperor's aſſiſtance ; and that the 
_ levies of Lorrain will be for the moſt part made with French money. They write 
farther, that the duke of Nevers undertakes a levy for the emperor, for which he 
ſhall have by conſent of the pope what can be collected of the clergy in France. 


From Vienna the freſheſt advertiſements ſay, that the prolongation of BzTLEeM 
SGaABOR's coronation. depends on the baſſa of Buda, who requires to be preſent either 
in perſon or by deputation. Mean time the Hungarian and Bohemian army lodgeth 

about Preſburg, to countenance that action; wherein many difficulties were ſtirred 
amongſt the ſtates of Hungary by the emperor's partiſans and Jeſuits diſciples, 


Out of Germany here come continual advertiſements of the collections of moneys 
and levies of men made by. the catholic league, chiefly by the duke of Bavariaz whilſt - 
hitherto there. is no more than ordinary. proviſion heard of by the princes of the union 
or their friends in Germany; notwithſtanding that we underſtand the aſſembly of 

Nuremberg is diſſolved, and the king of Bohemia returned to Prague. 


The ſtates wrote a letter to that aſſembly, to quicken them in their reſolution 
for the aſſiſtance of the king of Bohemia, who, as is here judged, will be affailed this 
next ſpring in all quarters; in the Lower Palatinate by the eccleſiaſtical electors, 
thoſe of Lorrain, and the archduke's troops; and in Bohemia by Bucquoy and Ba- 
vIER.. The ſecurity of the Palatinate, they think, depends on his majeſty, who ſhew- 
ing himſelf and his power in time will keep them all in obedience, . And iu this opi- 
nion I am daily. aſſailed with interrogatories, what his majeſty doih reſolve ? and 
what his majeſty will do? To which the anſwer I make is, that the king of Bohemia 
Having hitherto remitted his majeſty for declaration of his affairs to an COLD be

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doth intend to ſend, until his arrival with his majeſty it is not to be expected his majeſty 
ſhould take any reſolution. But in the mean time they are to preſume, that his ma- 
jeſty in a time of ſuch imminent danger will not abandon the protection of his neareſt 
friends; and they need not fear, becauſe the time for preparation doth yet well ſerve: 
which they do confeſs, ſo as it be well managed; but withal remember unto me, that 
conſultation and reſolution muſt precede preparation; both which will aſk time amongſt 


confederates; and we now advance rather towards ſummer than winter. 


The Venetian reſident hath received from his maſters a commiſſion in authentical 
form to conclude the treaty betwixt that commonwealth and this ſtate, but with 
change of articles ſent from hence in that fort, that did little agree with moſt of theſe 


men's minds; as in the title of the ſtates, wherein haults & puiſſants ſeigneurs is only 


expreſſed with illu and ec, The quality of the ſuccours, the Venetian requiring 


this ſtate to make the levies of men, when that commonwealth hath need, which 


here they did decline, thinking it enough to furniſh the money : the occaſion of the 


ſuccours, which the Venetian will have, when either ſtate is afſalto, which here they 


would have faid zirato in guerra : and the explication of this afſakto, which the Vene- 
tian will have ſpecified on their part quando vaſſelli entrano il Golfo; whereas of this ſide 
at my inſtance the mention of the Gulph was avoided, in which theſe admiralties would 
have conditioned upon this occaſion extraordinary liberty. Upon theſe changes, 
with others leſs conſiderable (whereof the repetition were too long to trouble your ho- 


nour) here was upon the firſt reading of them much unwillingneſs ſhewed to proceed 


any farther, until the articles were better digeſted betwixt them; for which this re- 
fident hath no authority, being tied precifely to his terms. I have therefore again 
interpoſed myſelf with his excellency and fome of the deputies for this buſineſs, per- 
ſuading them in no caſe to remit the treaty again to Venice; which if they ſhould do, 
without queſtion, it would be there excluded, becauſe they always govern their 
affairs by the rule of neceſſity ; and though neceſſity hung over that ſtate at the begin- 
ning of this treaty, when * Gulph was moleſted by the duke d' Oſſuna, paſſato il 


Periculo, gabbato il ſanto: and now the neceſſity is like to ſway more on this ſide, in 


this regard it is likely thoſe changes in the firſt concept were made by ſome oppoſites 
to the treaty (as many there are in Venice) whereby to diſturb it: and of this I have 
made them here ſenſible, as likewiſe I have put them in mind of the time within my 
remembrance, when a letter from this ſtate could ſcarcely be received by that ſenate, 
nor their embaſſador admitted until his way was made by his majeſty and the French 
king; and therefore embracing the treaty, which is now offered, though it concur 
not in all things with their deſire, yet is it a great ſtep to a perfect confederation. 
And the ſame being cultivated by reciprocal embaſſadors, will be foon brought to 
effect; at leaſt the point of reputation will be maintained, which in the preſent con- 


juncture is of ſingular importance, in that the Spaniard will never be free from ſuſpi- 


cion, but that there are ſome ſecret articles betwixt theſe two ſtates. Hereupon they 
have this evening ſent for the Venetian reſident, who hath been long with them, and 1s 
come to me now at four hours in the night, to let me know the refolution ; which is,

(as the voice goeth) ſhould be crowned king of Hungary on St. Stephen's day. He 
is ſaid to have received ſome diſcontentment at the ſlackneſs of the Bohemians in enter- 
ing into confederation with him and the Hungarians; which being advertiſed by the 
account of Hollock, the baron of Torne, with ſome others, are diſpatched by the king 


of Bohemia, with expedition, to treat of that buſineſs. 


Here is arrived from the king of Bohemia one Francis Ros ET, one of the king's 
council, diſpatched by the duke of Deuxponts from Heidelberg, in place of one 
CnaRkLES Pavr, of the king's council likewiſe, who coming immediately from the 
king ſickened by the way. He faith, the baron AchArrus pe Dona parted from 
Heidelberg towards his majeſty this day fortnight; and that he took the way of- 
Lorrain and Picardy to Calais. What he is to deliver to the ſtates, with whom he is 
to have audience this day, I ſhall be able to ſend your honour hereafter more authen- 
tically by the copy of his propoſition, than now by conjecture out of the ſmall diſcourſe 


I have had with him. 


Tour honour will receive herewith a copy of the French embaſſador monſ. pu 
Mavrizx's laſt propolition, which I have received ſince my lord of DoncasTeR's de- 
parture ; and this being the firſt audience he hath had ſince BAxxEVETT's death, it

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ſeems by his language his paſſion is ſtill ſtirred as well towards the public, as monſ, 
AERSSENS in particular, though he names him not; for which he hath new occaſion 
by the courſe is taken with his old friend Vanver-MyLE, who this day is to receive 
a ſentence of confining into a ſolitary iſland betwixt this and Zealand; which once 
was reſolved to be Goree, but ſince is changed upon his friends ſuit to another over 
againſt Williamſtadt, where he hath ſome lands of his own. The merchants com- 
plaints contained in the embaſſador's propoſition are drawn 1nto negotiation, and de- 
puties ſent to him to treat of them; but the determinate anſwer will be reſerved for 
the ſtates own embaſſadors, which they have long thought to ſend into France; and 
upon this occaſion they are framing the inſtructions, and making choice of the 
perſons. | | 


Here is after a long debate a reſolution taken between the count of Eaſt-Friſcland 


and his ſubjects in ſuch points as were in difference betwixt them; which ſhall be ſent 
about the midſt of the next month to Embden by the ſame commiſſioners, which have 


been there employed for the molt part of this year paſt. Mean while ſome of them are 
upon the place, to keep things in quiet; and. the reſolution, until they all meet at the 


appointed time, is kept ſecret. 


Here is news of a meſſenger from the biſhop of Bremen intercepted by the count 
of Oldenburg in his way to this place; which is believed, becauſe of the animoſity 
| betwixt theſe two princes: and though the king of Denmark's ſoldiers are retired out 


of Stade, yet here is much jealouſy of ſome trouble he intends in thoſe parts this next 


ſpring. - 


© Tt was advertiſed for certain out of Italy, that the duke of Parma ſhall have the 
pope's ſtandard, and the command likewiſe of the king of Spain's forces, which are to 


come out of thoſe parts this next ſpring into Germany. 


© Monſ. Lanctrack doth advertiſe the ſtates from Paris, that the emperor's embaſ- 
ſador in that court hath changed his language, which he firſt uſed by way of compaſſion, 
finding no man haſty to run ad opes amiſſas; and therefore he doth now magnify the 
emperor's greatneſs and power in Germany; for which he hath cauſe, if all be true as 
we hear of the catholic league, of which every prince (according to the weekly adver- 
tiſement of Colen) doth raiſe a competent army. 


Of the concluſion of the defenſive league for the ſpace of fifteen years betwixt the 
commonwealth of Venice and this ſtate, my lord of DovcAsTER will have acquainted 
your honour, to whom the ſtates did by their deputies communicate the ſame. They 
have likewiſe acquainted the French embaſſador therewith, but with this difference, 
that to my lord and myſelf they read the treaty; of which to him they made only a 
verbal relation in general terms: and this was the firſt news he had thereof by this 
ſtate; at which he takes much diſlike, pretending, that the late French king gave the 
firſt introduction of correſpondence betwixt theſe two commonwealths; and therefore 
looked to have been from time to time made acquainted with their treaty : howſoever 
for the matter itſelf, he ſeems to approve thereof, 7 


Since 
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Since my lord's departure, I have been often ſpoken unto concerning the merchant 
ſtrangers now in trouble in England, who having moſt of them their partners in theſe 
provinces, here is much noiſe about their buſineſs. What the ſtates in general beſeech 
bis majeſty in their behalf, I leave to my lord of Docs r ER, whoſe intervention they 
uſed; but, in particular being requeſted, I cannot but remember to your honour PaiLie 
BURLAMACHI, and MATTHEUS DE „ el the one of which for ſupplying his ma- 
jeſty's ſervants abroad with monies, the other for careful conveyance of letters, hath 
contributed very much to his majeſty's ſervice; of which I can give good teſtimony 
for the ſpace of many years; and I ſhould be very glad it might any ways avail them. 
So I humbly take leave, & c. e . : 


P. S. Whilſt I am writing, I have ſeen letters from Brederode, the ſtates embaſſador 
at Heidelberg, of the 23d of the laſt ; who, doubting his ſafety in that place, which 
lies open to invaſion, deſires leave of his maſters to go to Nuremberg.

We have been here ſince my diſpatch of DizsTon the 3d of this preſent, with letters 
likewiſe of the 1ſt, beſieged on every ſide with ice, and our news are according, all cold 
as the weather: yet it agrees not with the cuſtom of returns to ſuffer honeſt mr. 
 BrETToON, who brought me letters from your honour about a year ſince, and hath made 
ſince that time a miraculous journey for a man of his years, to go back empty-handed. 
The incloſed, from Pol VAN DER, will ſhew your honour, that Brewer's letters and 
Papers are in ſafe cuſtody. That, which he inlargeth further, concerns Mr. Amys, who 
ſeeking for a profeſſor's place, if not in divinity, yet in logic and ſome of the ſciences, 
finds friends amongſt the curators, particularly Paw of Amſterdam, whoſe ſons he hath 
under his tutelage : upon knowledge whereof I recommended to PoLYANnDER the care

to give your honour more particular account. He is much diſpleaſed with a letter 


printed yeſterday in this place concerning monſ. Gere, the French embaſſador with 


the GR1s0Ns, as if, mutato nomine, it had been publiſhed againſt him. 


The king of Bohemia's embaſſador is now at Amſterdam upon a buſineſs of ex- 
change of monies, and tranſport of munition to the king his maſter. | 


We have here an embaſſador from the elector of Colen, whoſe propoſition to the 
ſtates general contains three points :: firſt, an-expoſtulation about a letter written lately 
by the ſtates to that elector's ſubjefts of Colen, Liege, Munſter, and Paderborn 
(whereof I ſent your honour a tranſlate} as an undue manner of proceeding to write 


to any prince's ſubjef&ts. Secondly, an excuſe of the levies made in his dominion, as 


if they ſerved only for the duke of Bavier, and that for the defenſive, without further 
deſign. Laſtly, a complaint againſt the horſe of theſe provinces, for lying upon the 


open countries of the biſhop, and extorting from the ſubjects ſums of money to a great 


proportion. The proof of this laſt point holds him here for a while. Otherwiſe, for 
the two firſt, he would have a quick and reſolute anfwer. By 


„ Monf. Lanctrack writes hither out of France, that the emperor's embaſſador 
hath obtained a private conſent of ſuccours from that king, the apprehenſion whereof 
doth cauſe BREDFEROPDR, the ftates embaſſador, to write very fearful letters from Hei- 
delberg, as if the Lower Palatinate would be a prey this next ſpring to the French, 
Lorrain, and the archduke's troops: to which he adds, that the French agent there, 
having his means augmented, prepares himſelf to follow the king to Prague; but in 
his letters from the French king and commiſſion goeth no farther in title than what he

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This cold weather hath carried away the count of Egmont, who hath laid bere 
theſe three years under colour of ſale and diſpoſing of lands, but hath been ſtill ſuſpected 
for a Spaniſh agent. He died miſerably, without comfort of wife, child, or ſervants, 
who all left him (ſome few of the meaneſt fort only excepted) about a month ſince: 
and now his body remains under arreſt for debt.

* Your honour's letters of the 14th of this preſent came to my hands by the way of 
Antwerp the 23d; fince which time I have acquainted the curators of the univerſity of 
Eeyden with the good treatment, which hath been given unto Brewer far beyond his 
deſerving, and with his deltvery ; for which they render his majeſty their humble thanks, 
and at his return hither, unlefs he undertake to them to do his uttermoſt in finding 
out of BxewsTER (wherein I will not fail likewiſe of all other endeavours), he is not like 
to be at liberty, the ſuſpicion whereof, I belteve, keeps him from hence, for as yet he 
appears not in theſe parts. . pF 


That which his majeſty requires of the ſtates, that, now their affairs are better 
ſettled at home, they will obſerve their promiſe in ſending embaſſadors inſtructed to 
treat of the queſtion of their fiſhing upon his majeſty's coaſts of all his kingdom, I 
have remembered unto them by the ſelf-ſame perſons by whom the promiſe was 
made, monſ. Goc and monſ. VAN DERDUSsEN (who were two of the laſt commiſ- 
ſioners with his majeſty, and are both ſtill of the body of the ſtates general) being 
both preſent in this town, whom I ſpake with expreſsly on Wedneſday laſt, and de- 
fired them to put the ſtates in mind of the promiſe they had paſſed by them, They 
anſwered unto me, that they did very well remember what had paſſed in that ſubject ; 
and how they had undertaken to his majeſty, when the conſtitution of their domeſtic 
affairs would better ſuffer, not only to treat with his majeſty concerning the faid fiſh- 
ing, but likewiſe of other matters in commerce betwixt his majeſty's kingdoms and 
theſe provinces, which, by reſumption of the antient treaties and intercourſes, did re- 
quire to be determined: but as yet, they ſaid, they were not in that ſettled ſtate here 
at home, as were to be wiſhed ; monſ. Goch having been but then newly at Campen 
in commiſſion with count ErnzsT to put a ſtrong garriſon in that town, and change 
that magiſtrate: the like whereunto they have now in hand at 'Fergow: by: reaſon of 
tumult and miſgovernment in thoſe two towns. Withal they ſaid, that they were 
here much amuſed with the affairs of Germany and Bohemia; where employing all: 
their thoughts and endeavours in aſſiſting a prince ſo near his majeſty, their hope was, 
his majeſty would not at this time preſs them to a thing ſo unwillingly heard of by all

that to be true, which was ſaid of Campen and Tergow : but withal I deſired them to 
remember, that thoſe were but particular places; and that the general (by that help 
and aſſiſtance, which they have often acknowledged to have received of his majeſt 
in thoſe occaſions) was reduced at this day unto that good ſtate of ſettledneſs and 
tranquillity, that it is more than they could poſſibly promiſe themſelves at the time 
when they paſt this promiſe. And for other matters, I ſaid, the world would never be 
without affairs; but for thoſe of Germany and Bohemia, I ſaw no community they had 
with the fiſhing upon the coaſts of England, Scotland, and Ireland. W herefore I de- 
fired them to make his majeſty's mind known to the ſtates in this ſubject; and in con- 
formity thereunto to procure their reſolution; which without farther diſpute they very

© Monſ. Goch was with me privately the day before; and, moved (as he would 
have it ſeem) with zeal to his majeſty's ſervice, he ſhewed me certain letters written 
from theſe country-merchants in London to their correſpondents here in Holland, full 
of complaint of their hard eſtate and deſpair of redreſs ; wherein he being of Guelder- 
land hath little intereſt, and therefore what he ſaid could be no other end but good; 
and it tended chiefly to this purpole, to ſhew an extreme alienation bred in the minds 
of the chiefeſt here (who are moſt of them merchants, and moſt of them have part 
with thoſe in England) for the ſuffering of their aſſociates, as well in regard of the 
ſums in which they are condemned, which exceed the whole faculties of thoſe they 
account here rich men (for of great wealths here are few, though of competency very 
many), as likewiſe in reſpect of ſome circumſtances of the ſentence; which, they 
write, was paſt upon preſumptions and probabilities, not upon pregnant proofs; and 
that it was publicly delivered by my lord chief juſtice in the ſtar- chamber, that the law 
of England would bear ſuch manner of proceeding in capital crimes, much more in 
other caſes, which monſ. Goo faid ſeemed very ſtrange in theſe parts, and bred ve 
i blood amongſt thoſe whoſe life-blood lies chiefly in their purſes. Now this diſcon- 
tent paſſing through the beſt ſort, and the queſtion of fiſhing concerning. all of meaner 
condition; and this province of Holland (which conſiſts altogether of merchants and 
fiſhers) having a more powerful voice than all the reſt of the United Provinces, and a 
larger part in what belongs to all manner of contributions, they being ſo nearly re- 
covered of a French faction, in which they were ſo deeply engaged; and the preſent 
occurrences of Europe requiring ſo neceſſarily their concurrence with his majeſty, and 
continual aſſiſtance to his majeſty's neareſt friends and allies ; I humbly refer it to his 
majeſty's accuſtomed wiſdom, for the one (which is the merchants cauſe) how much 
he can be pleaſed to give ear to that mitigation, which was recommended by the ſtates 
to his majeſty by my lord of DoncasTER : and for the other, concerning the fiſhing, 
how much further I ſhall preſs the ſame; which at this time, upon the aforeſaid con- 
ſiderations, I have choſen rather to do by private conference than by public propoſi-

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« I ſend your honour herewith a tranſlate of the propoſition of the Bohemian em- 
baſſador, to which as yet the anſwer is not delivered, though it be in readineſs; and 
it is ſatisfactory in moſt points, chiefly in the moſt ſubſtantial concerning money; 
wherein the ſtates conſent to a continuance of the monthly proviſion for three months 
longer, ſince the laſt grant, which ended with December laſt ; and ſo are like to con- 
tinue as long as thoſe occaſions require, and theirs here can ſuffer, | 


The princes of the union have written hither by one STockx1ncBuRGH, a captain of 

horſe of the marquis d'Anſpach (who hath been here formerly captain of the prince 
of Orange's guard, and hath ſtill a command of horſe in theſe troops), for ſuccours 
in conformity to the treaty of the union; which hath ſuffered ſome diſputes in the 
_ aſſembly of the ſtates, ſame weighing the matter according to the letter of the treaty, 
which requires only they ſhould give aid when the princes are aſſailed; and others 
according to the intention, that they ſhould have a mutual regard of each other's 
conſervation. Some would ſee firſt what his majeſty will do, whom they preſume to 
be ſummoned for his ſuccours at the ſame time; judging it better to follow than lead 
the way. Others ſay, they find no ſuch thing in the treaty, that one confederate 
ſhould ſtay till it be ſeen what another will do. In concluſion, they judge it better to 
prevent a miſchief than to attend it; and therefore have this day reſolved to deſire the 
prince of Orange to write to the princes in their names, that they may rely upon their 
ſuccours; which ſhall be really performed according to the treaty. But it is like to 
be rather in money than men, as well in regard of the uſe of men they have at home, 
as in conſideration, that when greater need-is of ſending a ſupply of men, they ſhall.

© I advertiſed your honour in my laſt of the 14th of this preſent by mr. 'BxzTToN of 
the chief points of the elector of Colen's embaſſador's propoſition ; the copy whereof 
being ſince come to my hands, with the anſwer thereunto, I have cauſed tranſlates 
to be made of them both; which I ſend your honour, as worth the peruſing, becauſe 
the affairs betwixt that prince and this ſtate are therein well diſputed. This embaſſa- 
dor had a particular addreſs to the French embaſſador, pu MAuRIER, for the counte- 
nance of his affairs, with an expreſs letter from the French king to that purpoſe; and 
thereunto is aſcribed the tartneſs of his ſpeech, very unuſual for the miniſter of that 
prince, whoſe territories lie all open to this ſtate. There paſſed a round dialogue be- 
twixt him and the prince of Orange at his firſt audience ; when, after ſome communt- 
cation concerning the affairs of his embaſſage in conformity to his propoſition, and 
the ſtates anſwer, the prince adviſed him to counſel his maſter to beware of a pape- 
crike, which is a war of the religion. The fear thereof (ſaid the embaſſador) may well 
excuſe my maſter s arming. It is often ſeen (quoth his excellency) that a man draws his 
ſword for fear, which draws a danger upon himſelf. That falls not out in all places, as 
ts ſeen by the king of Spain and archduke, who, though they affiſt the emperor with men and 
money, yet the ftates obſerve their truce without ſtirring. Have not you read (quorh his 
excellency) tbe tale in Rsop of the aſs and the dog ? Yes (faid the embaſſador ſudden- 
ly for fear of the application) you mean, that is permitted to one, which is not to another : 
and thereupon fell into profeſſions of his well-wiſhing to this ſtate, becauſe ſome of 
his anceſtors had borne arms under the prince of Orange, his excellency's father, Puts 
donc (ſaid his excellency) vous eſtes q demy Huguenot ; nous ſommes bons amis. e 
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The ſtay of this embaſſador here ſo long hath chiefly proceeded out of his endea- 
vour, he being a Liegois, to procure a declaration of the ſtates, that they did reſt 
ſatisfied in the matter of the late executions and proſcriptions of certain poor men of the 
religion in Liege, for which the ſtates name was borrowed, as if they had had intelli- 
gence with them to put the town in tumult and combuſtion : and I have ſeen, in the

Monſ. LanctRAck hath written hither to the prince of Orange from the prince of 


Conde, that the French king, conſidering that the crown of Bohemia upon the prince

In my laſt to your honour of the 29th of January, I advertiſed what I had ſaid and 
received in anſwer touching the ſtates ſending to his majeſty about the fiſhing upon 
his majeſty's coaſts; what the ſtates deſired me to communicate to his majeſty con- 
cerning their reſolution in the aſſiſtance of the princes of the union; and what monſ. 
Goca in private conference did acquaint me with touching the buſineſs of the mer- 
chant-ſtrangers in England, beſides ſuch occurrences as were then of moſt conſidera- 
tion in this place: in the firſt of which I attended with much devotion, either to hear 
that his majeſty is content to let that matter yet reſt for a while upon the reaſons I al-

The anſwer made to the Bohemian agent is after the ſame manner; that which he 
hath in writing (according as your honour will ſee by the tranſlate thereof) being in the 
point of ſuccours ambiguous with reference to the provinces z but he hath a verbal 
promiſe and ſufficient aſſurance from the chiefeſt here, that the monthly aid of 50,000 
florins (which is 5000 J. ſterl.) ſhall be continued as long as that war doth laſt, and 
their affairs here will ſuffer. To both which payments, as well that to the princes, 
as this to the king of Bohemia, I find the prince of Orange and the greateſt part of 
the ſtates ſufficiently reſolved.

BENICKHEUsEN hath ſhewed, in this ſhort time of his nepotiation with tlie 
ſtates, homo homini quid præſtat: for not content with the diverſity of anſwers given to 
RosELLIius and STOCKINBURGH (of which I advertiſed your honour in my laſt diſ- 
patches), he, diſtinguiſhing the affairs of the princes of the union from thoſe of the king 
of Bohemia, and. preſſing a firm reſolution in conformity to the treaty of the union, 
hath obtained .an augmentation. of. the money, which was deſigned for a levy for the 

rinces ſervice, from 43, ooo to go, ooo florins by the month; the payment of which 
is to begin with the firſt of this next month of March.

much known unto them by an expreſs audience, adding unto the meſſage, which I 
had in commandment from his majeſty a deduction of what hath formerly paſt in that 
buſineſs, if not #/que ab ouo, yet ſince it began to take life; according as his majeſty 
may pleaſe to fee by the copy of my propoſition. To which the anfwer made unto me. 
for the preſent was (according to cuſtom) in civil but general terms, with promiſe to 
take the matter into deliberation. With thoſe of their aſſembly to whom 1 have ſince 
ſpoken in private, I have not failed likewiſe in the roundeſt manner to deal, as well by 
making appear in what degree of ſcorn his majeſty took their anſwer; as by preſſing 
better ſatisfaction in the reply.

© There is a new trouble riſen in Germany betwixt the duke of Lunenburg and the 
town of Hamburg; which are both in arms about a certain dyke called Gammer- 
dyke made by thoſe of Hamburg upon the Elbe, whereby to inforce all navigation to 
paſs by that town; whereas the duke would make the river free. And this hath been 
an antient proceſs betwixt them in the chamber of Spire, where the duke having 
lately had a ſentence in his favour, but with a clauſe of the ſuſpenſion of the execution, 
proceeds de fallo in the demolition of the dyke; and the town puts itſelf in arms for 
the defence thereof, having by their ſyndic, Dr. Vincent MuLLer (who is ſent ex- 
preſsly, and had audience in the aſſembly of the ſtates on Friday laſt), demanded 
their ſuccours by virtue of their confederation with the Hans-towns.

The ſtates agent with the Hans towns doth advertiſe his maſters, that there is ar- 
rived an embaſſador from the archduke ALBERT, one BERNARD PuTTs, counſellor 
to the late duke of Gulick, and now in ſervice of the elector of Colen, and duke of 
Newburgh, an old and well-experienced man in the affairs of the empire, whoſe en- 
deavours tend to difpoſe the Hans-towns either to the aſſiſtance of the emperor, or to 
neutrahty at leaſt ; uſing to this purpoſe, as principal motives, the merits and good turns 
of the emperors and princes of the houſe of Auſtria to thoſe towns, promiſes of com. 
merce with extraordinary freedom in the king of Spain's dominions, and threats of. 
the inconveniencies, which will follow, if they ſhould take any contrary courſe. 


What paſſeth in Germany and Bohemia, from whence of late days we have no good 
neus, your honour underſtandeth particularly by the embaſſadors of thoſe parts. Since 
monſ. BenickHEvsEN's departure a reſolution hath been here taken to permit the Saxon: 
duke of Weymar to make his levy of 2000 men; for which he hath his rendezvous 
in the land of Marc; and he is furniſhed by the ſtates with 20,000 florins upon ac- 

count of the aſſiſtance which is given to the king of Bohemia. But withal a reſolu- 
tion 1s taken, in regard the troops here in ſervice are much weakened by ſuch levies, to 


ſuffer no more to be made in theſe parts; as on the archdukes ſide they are no leſs 
ſtrict in preſervation of their old troops. 4a 


Ihe ſtates are advertiſed of a fort intended by the archduke to be built within a 
muſket-ſhot of Sluee in Flanders; which they except much againſt, as contrary to the 


articles of the truce; and the fleet preparing at Oſtend and thoſe other parts gives 
them no ſmall alarm. 


The French king arms (as the merchants here have news) diligently at ſea in all 
the ports of Normandy and Bretagne. His embaſſador hath procured here licenſe to 
buy ſix ſhips of war in the name of the dukes of Guiſe and Nevers (whereof, as I re- 
member, I wrote formerly to your honour) ; and they are thus contracted for. For one 
of 700 tuns is paid 60,000 florins ; for the five other (two of 400 tun apiece, two 
of 300 tun apiece, and one of 250) 145,000 florins; all with double equipage 
(artillery only excepted), and to be delivered at the price, without further coſt, in

After long deliberation, firſt by the ſtates of Holland (to whom my propoſition 
concerning the fiſhing, which I ſent your honour with my diſpatch of the 6th of this 


preſent, was referred), and after by the ſtates general; and as ſerious ſollicitation ue, 
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by myſelf, the anſwer, which I ſend your honour herewith, was brought unto me 
yeſterday by the two deputies of the ſtates general, one of Holland, another of Zealand, 
who to other difficulties, in which they are intangled both at home and abroad, which

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Here are preſent letters from many hands of the king of Denmark's arming very 
ſtrong both horſe and foot; at which, though much alarm be taken in doubt of that 
prince's ſtirring ſpirit, yet it is thought his intention for the preſent goeth no farther 
than the building his fort upon the Elbe, whereof in my laſt I advertiſed your honour :: 
and yet labourers being of greater uſe for that ſervice than ſoldiers (for reſiſtance he 
can have none, he building only upon his own ground) and his ſtrength riſing (as is 
advertiſed) to 12000 foot and 2000 horſe, beſides artillery and ſhipping, which he 
hath ordained to come to the Elbe, no man knoweth firmly what to judge of this 
preparation. 


The extraordinary embaſſage to Venice from this ſtate for. ratification of the late 
contracted alliance betwixt theſe two commonwealths, after ſome marchanding about 
entertainment, was accepted by monſ. AERsSEXs ; and he is now poſted away with 
much haſte, this being the day of his ſetting forward, with a regular train of twenty 
perſons only allowed him by the ſtate, but many commiſſions and large inſtructions, 
referring all to his diſcretion when he comes upon the places. The firſt whereof is 
Germany, where he hath particular letters of credence to the two dukes of Wittem- 
berg and Deux-ponts, and two marquiſes, Anſpach and Dourlach, with whom he is 
to paſs offices ſeverally and jointly (if he find it convenient) touching their correſpon- 
dence with this ſtate, union amongſt themſelves, and ſupport of the king of Bohe- 
mia.. With the Swiſs he hath letters to the two cantons of Zurich and Berne, which 
he will viſit going or coming. Through the Griſons he is to paſs inſalutato boſpite, 
for fear of offending France; of which how careful this ſtate is grown may appear by 
their ſending an expreſs deputy to this French embaſſador, pu Mavis, to ac- 
quaint him with their purpoſe of employing monſ. Azrsstns to Venice, there reſt- 
ing ſuch particular animoſity betwixt them two, as could not give way to a viſit at 
his leave-taking. He takes the duke of Savoy in his way back; and at Venice in- 
tends three weeks or a month's ſtay at moſt : in all which places he is to govern him- 
ſelf by the rule of his own judgment, as may beſt tend to the ſervice of the ſtate and 
the king of Bohemia; in whoſe preſervation they here account their own to conſiſt 
very much.

Hexxy BRUCE) who hath preſented him- 
ſelf unto me, and deſired me to make known in his behalf to his majeſty, that he hath 
voluntarily retired himſelf with good leave of the emperor, becauſe he would not bear 
arms againſt his majeſty's ſon-in-law. e hath ſerved the emperor formerly, when he was 


duke of Gratz in his wars aganiſt the Venetians, when they lay before Gradiſca, and 


was now lately governor of Niclarburg in the confines of Auſtria and Moravia ;

he rendered the caſtle by compoſition, it is thought his coming away is not altogether 
voluntary. He was once in ſervice of this ſtate, and well eſteemed of; but here he 
will be no more trufted : for he is a hot papiſt, and Parsons the Enghſh Jeſuit's 
books are his chief ftudy. From hence he intends to go directly into Scotland as ſoon 
as he can feceive certain monies at Amſterdam, which he hath exchanged to a good

© Long ſickneſs, which hath held me of my wonted gravellous indiſpoſition ſince 
my laſt to your honour of the 15th of April, hath been the cauſe of my long ſilence, 


but now being reſtored again (I thank Gop) to better ſtate of health, I would not fail 5 


to advertiſe your honour of the ſtate of theſe parts. 


6 The prince of Orange went on Thurſday laſt towards Guelderland, to aſſiſt at the 


aſſembly of the ſtates of that province, now held at Nimeguen, and to viſit thoſe fran- 


tiers. There was ſome queſtion before _ departure, who ſhould ſupply his place * 
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in his abſence; count WILLIAM (who during the late troubles, whilſt the prince was 
abroad, always remained here at the Hague) being till in Frieſland; and for this 
purpoſe count ExxngsT came two days before the prince's departure hither from 
Utrecht. But the prince, perceiving count Hixxy to take unkindneſs thereat, took 
a reſolution to leave none, ſo as count ERNESH went immediately back to. Utrecht, 
and count Henry hath accompanied the prince in his journey, who is otherwiſe gone 
with much greater court than ordinary, being to viſit his ſeigneuries in thoſe parts, 
which he hath not ſeen ſince they came to his poſſeſſion by the death of his brother. 


In the ſtate we here now remain, without any man of princely quality to com- 
mand, we are cleared of a doubt, which was bred by the bravados of the Arminian 
faction, who threatened, that whenſoever occaſions ſhould draw the prince of Orange 
and his. ſubſtitutes. from. hence, we ſhould fee much confuſion : but all is in great 
quietneſs without any ſtirring, notwithſtanding that here are at the preſent three of the- 
exiled Arminian miniſters in the common priſon, PRINcE, GR Evius, and WEzkentus; 
and one GERARDUS ARSEN1US is now bringing hither from Campen; ſome of which 
for the opiniatrety and impudency of their anſwers are in great likelihood to be ſent 
to the ergaſterium (which they call the tuchthuys) a place of correction, after the nature 
of Bridewell, at Amſterdam. I have ſeen certain letters intercepted from UrEN BOARD 
to theſe. priſoners, whereby he doth encourage them in their ſtiffneſs ; yet by ſome of 
them a diſcovery is made of a late aſſembly they, with ſome others of their faction out 
of theſe provinces, held at Antwerp, where a propoſition being made amongſt them 
for the better ſatisfaction of the world, to frame a common confeſſion after their doc- 
trine, it was laid aſide upon this reaſon, that when they came to ſetting down of articles, 

they found as many men, ſo many minds; and therefore thought beſt to leave all 
as before, ad libertatem prophetandi, leſt their. diſagreement being once manifeſted, they 
ſhould loſe their friends in theſe parts: which having written to ſore of the faction 
here, as an excuſe for not framing a confeſſion, and thoſe letters being intercepted, they 
will be within few days publiſhed in print, whereby to make it appear to the world the.

The laſt: advertiſement out of Bohemia of the concluſion of the general diet, 
wherein the confederation betwixt that kingdom and Hungary with the reſt of theſe 
United Provinces is ſolemnly ratified, gives here much comfort of the ſucceſs of 
thoſe affairs, which they account here better aſſured by the election of the young 
prince, as ſucceſſor to the king of Bohemia: which ſhews their affections not to be 
perſonal, but tied to the houſe of the electoral Palatinate; and that now they muſt 
endow a perpetual fortune together: wherein I cannot but with much comfort adver- 
tiſe, that this ſtate doth hold on a conſtant courſe for that king's ſervice, Thus I hum- 
bly take leave, &c.“ f PFF.

The time of the prince of Orange's return from his journey into Guelderland being 
uncertain, by reaſon that he hath taken a reſolution to viſit Breda, where he will have a+ 
very ſolemn reception, as being his chief ſeat, and few of the ſtates being here preſent, 
all the deputies of four of the provinces being retired to their particular aſſemblies, I 
cannot make your honour any direct anſwer to that point of your honour's letter of the 
th of this preſent, which concerns the duke of Savoy. But I have theſe reaſons to 
believe, that his motion to be allied to this ſtare, if it be really meant, will be readily. 
embraced; firſt, becauſe in general they do here gladly adhere to thoſe that profeſs op- 
poſition unto Spain; yea though they be of a contrary religion: and of this their new 
confederation with Venice is a proof, which is chiefly built upon that ground: and 
next, by reaſon of the particular aſſiſtance this ſtate gave the duke of Savoy in the time 
of his late wars with the governor of Milan; firſt, by permitting and furthering a levy 
of horſe for the duke's ſervice under the command of count JohN DE Nass Au: and 
laſtly, ' by giving him a monthly aid of money to the ſame proportion they do at this 
preſent allow the princes of the union; of which; before the concluſion of the peace, 
and rendering of Vercelli, part was received here by his agent the ſenator DE MonTovu, 
Theſe I hold as infallible proofs of the inclination of this ſtate to that prince; the ſame 
reaſons of ſtate being ſtill in force, and ſo much more, by how much that prince is 
amended in his condition; for he, that finds a friend, as he did of this ſtate, in re 
incertd, need not doubt of the like affections being in proſperity. 


© Touching the reforming of monies, and reducing their true valuations to his 
majeſty's, wherein your honour deſires to know how far they are gone, I can adver- 
tiſe nothing to give his majeſty contentment, here being in that point great diſorder 
and confufion ; for the placart, which was publiſhed in February 1619 at his ma- 
jeſty's inſtance, whereby a double abatement was to be made of moſt coins both 
gold and ſilver; the. firſt- preſently after the publiſhing of the ſaid placart, and the 
ſecond the laſt of May following, hath been from two months to two months ſtill 
ſuſpended by the ſtates : and ſo is now again this preſent month of May, with tolera- 
tion of the monies after the rate of the firſt abatement.

Here is newly diſcovered a notable cabal of coiners, who practiſed that trade for 
almoſt three years ſpace, and ſent their monies (which are chiefly Dutch dollars) to all 
Parts of the world; ſome of which were ſent back in veſſels from Frankfort to Amſter- 
dam, by which the falſhood was firſt found out. The chief workman was one 
BaLTHASAR GERARD (a name well known by him who killed the late prince of 
Orange) who is eſcaped; but his ſon and a ſervant are taken in this town, where their 
coining inſtruments are found. They confeſſed, one Ba RON a bankrupt merchant. of 
Amſterdam; and he being taken and put upon torture hath accuſed STrick, reſident

$ parts ſince my laſt of the 19th of this preſent. 


© Monſ. Arrgsens hath advertiſed his maſters by letters from Stutgard of the 19th 
of this preſent, ſilo novo, that having ſpoken with the duke of Deux ponts, the 
marquis of Anſpach, and the duke of Wirtemberg, according to his inſtructions, of 
ſtrengthening them in their union amongſt themſelves, and good affection to the king 
of Bohemia, and received from them all good contentment in their anſwer, he was to 
be ſet forward the day following on his journey through Swiſſerland. That thoſe 
princes do expect the French embaſſador, with a firm belief, that the king their maſter 
would not change his father's maxims in ſeeking to break the union, the framing of 
which coſt him much money and care; but on the contrary, that he would ſeek the 
confirmation thereof for the better ſafety of his own perſon and kingdoms. That 
the marquis of Anſpach did then aſſemble all the troops of the union, with intention 
ſpeedily to march towards Bavier, to obſerve the motion of that prince and the catholic 
league, now they have their greateſt ſtrength . aſſembled together. That the paſſage 
of Briſack is open, and 1500 horſe lodged in the town, the marquis of Baden being 
too weak to make reſiſtance, and the princes of the union not finding it good to raiſe 
any Fort in the territory belonging to the houſe of Auſtria whereby to hinder the 
paſſage ; which might give ſubject of complaint, as if they were the firſt aggreſſors. 
That the 21ſt of this month, O. S. there ſhould be an aſſembly of the union held at 
Heidelberg, there to reſolve of the direction of their affairs, of the authoriſation of a 
general, of means for the maintaining of the war, and of the reception of the French 
embaſſadors. He concluded, that the ſtrength of the union is ſmall, their means 
very ſcant, their towns unuſed to lodge ſoldiers, and ſcarcity enough of every thing 
before the war begins. He was intreated by the princes to further their affairs with 
the Venetians, and to endeavour to hinder the paſſage of the Spaniſh forces through 


Swiſſerland: which is to ſmall purpoſe, ſince we hear the duke of Savoy hath given 
them paſſage through his country. Ls 


II have ſeen an advertiſement from a good hand from Zurich, that the marquis 
f Baden having preſt the proteſtant cantons for a ſuccour of 2000 Swiſs, according 
to the confederation betwixt them, for the defence of his country, the ſame was 
| hindered by the joint endeavours of the French and Spaniſh embaſſadors reſident with 
the cantons : which ſhews what judgment to make of the proceeding of France, con- 
trary to that which monſ. AzrssEns doth advertiſe of the hopes of the princes of

count of Hollock are both gone to the army, with intention to aſſail the Imperialiſts 
before new forces can be there arrived. That there is advertiſement from Leipſic, that 
the duke of Saxe hath taken advice in that univerſity, whether it be not lawful for 
the evangelical princes and towns to aſſiſt the emperor againſt the Bohemians; and 


that negative was there concluded : whereupon the duke was much troubled, doubt- 


ing ſome alteration in. his ſtate upon his declaration of himſelf for the emperor, That

© By the extracts of letters out of Italy, which I ſend herewith, your honour will 
| ſee the proviſions of money and other preparations made for the tranſport of the Spaniſh 
forces, which are to come into Burgundy ; as likewiſe the reſolution of the ſenate of 
Venice for the extraordinary good treatment of monſ.

I have obtained a ſight of his ſecret inſtructions, how he is to govern himſelf with 
the duke of Savoy; wherein, in few words, he hath order, firſt to endeavour to 


quicken his affections towards the king. of Bohemia; and then to found how his in- 
tention lies to this ſtate; whether, according to occaſions, they may promiſe them- 
ſelves any aſſiſtance of him, as in his neceſſity they were ready to ſuccour him by an 
aid of money, which they let him know they would not have ceaſed, in caſe he had 


continued his wars. By this his majeſty may plainly ſee how this ſtate ſtands affected 


to that prince, and how opportunely any encouragement his majeſty will be pleaſed to 
give bim, if it be ſent in time, will meet with monſ. ArRSsSENS's negotiation, 


Here is a ſervant from the duke of Feria, governor of Milan, who is a ſuitor to 


the ſtates to tranſport for his maſter's uſe out of theſe provinces twenty-five horſe and 


mares; in which difficulty is made, hut licence will be granted upon caution, that 
they are for no other purpoſe but the duke's private ſervice. This meſſenger ſeems 
a man of better obſervation than would be expected of one of his condition; and being 
familiar in the two marquis's houſes at Bruſſels, Spinola, and Bedmar, he hath here re- 
lated to ſome of his countrymen, that the intent of the new levies on the erolpie $ 
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ſide is to lodge about Colen, and in thoſe parts, whereby to have commodity towards 
the end of the ſummer to caſt themſelves into the Palatinate; and in the mean time to 
bridle this ſtate from ſending ſucconrs into Germany; as well by lying on their paſſage, 
as likewiſe by the apprehenſion they will have of the ſiege of Juliers, for which thoſe 
forces will lie no leſs opportunely: which being added to the old troops, and thoſe that 
are expected now out of Italy, he doth calculate the whole army of the archduke to 
amount to 40,000 foot and 6000 horſe. This notwithſtanding, he faith they deſire 


nothing more on that fide than to have news of the renewing the truce. 


The ſtates of Holland have by promiſe. of impunity gotten back BALTHASAR 
GERRARD (the coiner, of whom I advertiſed your honour in my laſt) from Antwerp, 
whither he was fled ; and here he is. ſecretly in this town. Bur now here is a queſtion 
between the ſtates and the town of Amſterdam in the proceeding with the priſoners, 
whom the ſtates require to have ſent from Amfterdam hither : but thoſe of Amſterdam 
ſtand upon their privilege to have the trial of the cauſe in that town; which makes a 
great rumour, that ſome of the chief there do it with an intention to ſuppreſs the ac- 
cuſations, which were thought will touch in the end ſome men of quality. Ele could 
not ſo great a quantity of money be coined and diſperſed through all the world for fo 
long time together as is reported. Amongſt other coins they have made a great quan- 
tity of groſſes (a ſmall money bearing the ſtamp of the elector of Brandenburg, and 
diftributed to the eaſtern countries; which is imputed to his agent STRICK, as a double 
falſhood ; and it is now come to light, that his father (who died not long fince after 
his return from his embaſſage into Pruſſia) was the firſt inſtrument of bringing Vors- 
T1vS into this country, to coin a new religion, for which Gon doth now puniſh him in 
his poſterity. . 


The count WILLIAM hath recovered his ſpeech, and ſome ſenſe on that ſide 
which was chiefly taken; ſo as his phyſicians make good judgment of his life; though 
on doubt of his being ever reſtored again to ſtrength.

ruin their affairs. But he is a man very paſſionate and wedded to antient jealouſies; 
and therefore his opinion of the duke will little hinder the acceptation of his offer, in 
caſe he proceed roundly. wow .

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I haye written to ſir Roxrar AnsTRUTHER, and given him ſufficient ſubject to 
diſabuſe the king of Denmark in the jealouſy he conceives againſt this ſtate : whereupon 
he excuſed his furniſhing of money to his majeſty's friends, as if he ſhould have need 
of all his ſtrength for his own defence, here being no imaginable preparations, nor ſo 
much as an intention to hinder him in fortifying the town which he hath now in hand 
upon the Elbe. But hereof at the return of the ſtates, which are now abſent, I hope to 
be able to give the king himſelf more certain aſſurance. Mean while I find his agent 
hath with the prince of Orange under great ſecrecy made the like overture, as now 
comes from the duke of Savoy, of entering into alliance with this ſtate; the managing 
whereof he referreth to the prince, to have it done with the king's reputation, as being 
fought firſt by the ſtates.

NMoſt of the ſtates being returned from their ſeveral provinces, and the prince of 
Orange having ſpoken with the chief of them touching the overture made by the 
duke of Savoy, and the jealouſy conceived by the king of Denmark, he lets me un- 
derſtand his opinion of the firſt, that if the duke hath a mind. to proceed therein, it 
will be here willingly embraced; and his knowledge of the latter, that it is without 
any cauſe or ground, in that the ſtates are ſo far from preparation, that they never 
had it ſo. much as, in, diſcourſe to moleſt the king in his building upon the Elbe: 
whereupon he hath deſired me to beſeech his majeſty to quicken the duke of Savoy 
in his good intention, as that which doth much import the common good; and to 
free the king of Denmark from any ſuch ſuſpicion, as may divert him from concurring 
with his majeſty in protection of both their majeſties friends and allies in Germany: 
which accordingly I have done yeſterday. by letters both to the king himſelf and to 
| fir RokERT ANSTRUTHER, and by his agent have farther let him know. what I find 
of the inclination of this ſtate, that it is ſo far from uſing hoſtility with his majeſty, 
that they will readily lend an ear to ſome ſtrict terms of amity; concerning which I do

Upon large diſcourſe I have had with his excellency this morning, firſt' of the 
deſign of the enemy, and next of the effectual means to aſſiſt. our friends, I find him 
very unſettled in his judgment of the one, and his reſolution of the other: but his con- 
ceit is of the firſt (wherein he concurs: with the opinion of ſome others of the chief 
here), that becauſe the Spaniards will not ſuddenly irritate his majeſty in aſſailing the.

The prince of Orange did inſiſt much, if he could attain to a royal army, upon 
the point of diverſion ; which muſt be either in the archdukes countries, or upon the 
churchmen's eſtate in Germany.

that the paſſage of Briſac (which was again diſputed by the marquis Dourlach) is 

finally ſet open, and part of the Leopold's army already paſt without moleſtation. 


By an extract of letters from Zurich and Milan your, honour will perceive here 
the French and Spaniards draw in one line ſtill amongſt the Griſons; by which judg- 
ment may be made of their doings elſewhere; and how preparations being chiefly 
made by Spain: for theſe parts, this (whatſoever it prove) which is conducted by

May it pleaſe your majeſty, 


As long as the great levies made jointly by the emperor, the king of Spain, the 
pope, and the catholic league of Germany (which have for ſome months paſt given a 
tearful alarm to all your majeſty's friends and allies in theſe parts) were only in prepa- 
ration, I have advertiſed your majeſty by other hands what from time to time hath 
come to my knowledge, without giving your majeſty the trouble of my uſual diſ- 
patches. But now they are ready to enter into action, I take the boldneſs to preſent 
to your majeſty's own view what hath paſſed theſe three days paſt in this ſubject betwixt 
thoſe of the ſtates deputies and myſelt. 


On Monday night late, having been the whole day in council and in communi- 
cation with the prince of Orange, they came unto me in the name of their afſembly, 
to put a queſtion unto me what I could inform them of your majeſty's intention in 
ſuccouring your majeſty's allies and theirs in Germany, particularly the Palatinate, 
now moſt in danger; to the end they might govern themſelves accordingly, I had 
not much to anſwer, ſave only what I had underſtood of your majeſty's former inten- 
tion to ſend embaſſadors into Germany to join with the French in pacification of thoſe 
| troubles ; and now newly of your majeſty's purpoſe of ſending firſt to thoſe princes, 
which ſeem to threaten the Palatinate with their extraordinary levies. This they approved, 
ſo as the embaſſage might be countenanced with an army: otherwiſe they doubted | 
of the effect; and thereupon deſired me to advertiſe your majeſty of the ſtrength of 
the two Spaniſh armies, one of about 20,000 foot and 4,000 horſe, which is to be 
at the rendezvous in Luxemberg at the end of this month, and ſo march towards 
Germany under the conduct of the marquis Spix ou A before the midſt of the next: 


the other under the command of Don Lewis DPR VELAsco (the ſtrength whereof is not 


known, but by conjecture of the number of the old troops) which is to wait upon 
the ſtates army, in caſe it ſhould draw to a head upon SpixorA's marching. Their 
intention, they ſaid, was good, and their reſolution ready to aſſiſt the princes, and 
OT Ppp particu- 
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particularly the Palatinate, according as in your majeſty's name I had formerly de. 
fired them, for the preſervation of your majeſty's ſon-in-law in his patrimonial inheri- 
tance and countries; to the end your majeſty might the more eaſily procure the paci- 
fication you intend. But the princes in Germany being too weak of themſelves to 
make reſiſtance, and their ſtrength here too little to be hazarded betwixt two armies, 
one of which would cut betwixt them and home, while they followed the other, and, 
upon any diſaſter which might befall their men, would follow their victory even into 
the heart of theſe countries, which are yet much unſettled by reaſon of their late di- 
ſtractions, and much of the ſtrength thereby diverted, they know not what ſatisfaction 
to give your majeſty in defence of the Palatinate, unleſs your majeſty's more powerfy] 
hand ſhould concur therein; and therefore they doubted a fearful event of this ſum- 
mer's work; that the Spaniards would not only make themſelves, without much 
reſiſtance, maſters of the Palatinate, but bring all the united princes and the free 
towns to their ſubjection; of which danger they likewiſe deſired me to advertiſe your 
tnajeſty; and withal to beſeech you, as the chief protector under Gop of the common 
cauſe of religion, and a prince particularly intereſſed in your ſon-in-law's fortune, to 
contribute ſome part of your great power to the ſafety of both; wherein your majeſty 
ſhould find them ready to employ the uttermoſt of their abilities. 


The day following, which was yeſterday, I deſired to ſpeak with the ſame depu- 
ties, to put the like queſtion to them, as they had done the day before to me, what 
they in all event pretended to do, to the end your majeſty, without ſending to and 
fro (which the neceſſity of affairs and ſtraitneſs of time would not ſuffer) might do 
as might ſeem beſt to your wiſdom, This I thought neceſſary for the common ſervice, 
and your majeſty's, to move unto them ; finding by their former diſcourſe, and what 1 
had underſtood otherwiſe, that now they come to the iſſue, having held the world for 
a long ſpace in expectation of their drawing into the field, they ſtick at the point of 
charge and expence for neceſſary preparations, and prepare an excuſe of the ſtrength 


of the enemy, and the failing of friends, CN 


Their anſwer unto me was, that they were ready for any thing, which is feaſible 
for their ſmall ſtrength : but how of themſelves to ſtop or divert the progreſs of the 
enemy, they ſaw no poſſibility ; and therefore gave me plainly to underſtand, that un- 
leſs they find your majeſty actually to embrace the cauſe, their intent was not to riſe 
with their troops out of garriſon, conceiving, that they might ſit till with more 
reputation, than draw to the frontiers with a ſmall army, and effect nothing of 
confequence.

II prayed them thereupon better to bethink themſelves before I wrote to your ma- 
jeſty, to the end their own example might not be a hinderance to their own deſires. 
For if they, having diſciplined troops both of horſe and foot, and who are nearer the 
danger of the progreſs which the enemy might make after his conqueſt in Germany, 
ſhould think fit to fit ſtill, what ſhould they then expect of your majeſty, not ſo well 
provided for the preſent, nor ſo ſubject as they to the future danger? I wiſhed them 
withal to call to mind the encouragements they gave the Bohemians from time to time 
in the reſolution they took of the election of a new king, of which the trouble of Ger- 
many is a conſequence ; and the promiſe they have given in writing to the ns” -

aſſiſt them with troops. Now though your majeſty had no part in the firſt motives of

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I will now add, with your majeſty's good leave, what. I have farther obſerved. 
Some chief of the ſtates, by the advice of the prince of Orange, have ſent yeſterday 
(with much diligence, and ſuch ſecreſy, that they have not ſo much as communicated 
the ſame to their own aſſembly) monſ. RAN Dwick, a gentleman of Guelderland, 
one of the council of ſtate, of beſt ſufficiency amongſt them, and particularly 
practiſed in the affairs of Germany, to the princes of the union, to take information 
of their reſolution, of their ſtrength, of what is there judged of the enemy's proceedings, 
of what they promiſe themſelves of your majeſty's aſſiſtance (hearing, that an expreſs. 
meſſenger of the princes is lately returned with good hopes from your; majeſty); and 
finally whatſoever alſo concerns the ſervice. Withal he is particularly to inform 
them (as concurrents in a common cauſe) of the ſtate of theſe provinces, the prepara- 
tions of the enemy, and the full ſtrength of this army; and to adviſe with them 
what uſe may be made of their army abroad, without endangering their ruin at home. 
Their uttermoſt ſtrength, which (leaving ſufficient garriſon in their Arminian and

In conformity to his majeſty's commandment, received by your honour's letters 
of the 29th of the laſt, I took the firſt fit opportunity of the ſtates aſſembling in com- 
petent number, with a preſident proper for my buſineſs (a circumſtance always conſi- 
derable in negotiating with this ſtate) to make complaint in his majeſty's name of the 
late outrage committed upon his ſubjects in the Eaſt-Indies by thoſe of theſe pro- 
vinces, and to demand reſtitution of loſs ſuſtained by our merchants, with due repa- 
ration of honour to his majeſty, according to the copy here incloſed of my propoſition, 
which I preſented unto them in writing, with the informations I received from your 
honour ; which I cauſed to be tranſlated into the Dutch language, to. the end they 


might be the better underſtood by the whole aſſembly. 


* The preſident, upon ſmall conſultation with the reſt, made me anſwer, that, 
they were greatly ſorry for the accident, but could not conceive the time did 
| ſuffer the knowledge of the accord betwixt the two companies could be in the 
Eaſt-Indies before this fell out: wherein 1 told him, by the way, he might ſoon 
be ſatisfied; when he conſidered, that the Bear, which was one of the ſhips taken by

For the affairs of Germany, I refer your honour to ſuch writings as go herewith, 
part of which I had of the ſtates by three of their deputies, which came unto me yeſter- 
day expreſsly, and part of his excellency. Of all I have cauſed tranſlates to be made, 
to the end, without your honour's farther trouble, his majeſty may be ſatisfied in the 
deſign of marquis SPINOLA to march with his army into Germany: which appears by 

the emperor's intercepted commiſſion, whereof I ſend the ier as well as the tranſ- 
late. At the ſame time, and by the ſame courier, divers letters were likewiſe intercepted 
and ſent hither, all written in cypher ; which the ſtates, having no man ſkillful in de- 
cyphering, deſired me to ſend to England; and his excellency ſhewing me the letters, 
which I obſerved to be written by the emperor's and the king of Spain's chief miniſters, 
IJ wiſhed rather they would ſend them to their own embaſſador, Sir NokL Caron: 
which accordingly is done at this time by this meſſenger. And though herein I was 
| ſcrupulous to touch theſe writings, conſidering the good terms of amity, in which his 
majeſty doth hitherto ſtand with thoſe princes, yet it is a reſpect I leaſt owe to any of 
his majeſty's miniſters, in that I am well aſſured my diſpatch of the 2d of the laſt, directed 
to your honour, and ſuperſcribed for his majeſty's ſpecial ſervice, ſent by JoansoNn, the 
ordinary of the Hague, who was drowned in his paſſage near Oſtend, was found about 
him, when he was caſt upon the ſtrand, and ſent to Bruſſels; of which I have this 
proof, that his wife having been at Oſtend within few days to recover what was found 
about her huſband, had all his ordinary letters delivered unto her, and was plainly 
told, that the reſt were ſent to Bruſſels, whither they might ſoon ſee that to his majeſty. 
was directed; and if it be not from thence ſent unopened to your honour, the wrong 
is ſuch, as his majeſty will, I doubt not, be ſenſible of.

I advertiſed your honour the ſecond of this preſent of courteous letters from the kin 
of Denmark to this ſtate, and of others to myſelf, to do good offices of friendſhip betwixt 
them, by removing ſuch jealouſies as might be entertained upon the king's building 
near the Elbe: to which they have made an anſwer full of reſpect, mentioning only 

the king's ſhips (which lie upon the Elbe, and, by viſiting and ſearching ſuch as paſs to 
and fro, do much incommodate the freedom of commerce) as a grievance; and yet 
imputing the ſame rather to the captains, as exceeding. their commiſſion, than to the 
king himſelf ; and deſiring in full terms of civility to have order taken therein. 1 
have likewiſe written unto the king in anſwer of his letters, and made known unto him 
how agreeable it will be to the king my maſter, not only to have good amity enter- 
tained betwixt him and this ſtate, but likewiſe to have the fire, now Kkindled betwixt

© Don Lewis DE VELASco hath no formal camp aſſembled, as was threatened, 
but remains about Venlo with ſome few troops; which yields better commodity than 
was expected for general VERE's paſſage with his men into the Palatinate, who, by 
reaſon of the contrariety of winds, which hindered their paſſage up the Rhine, came 
late to his excellency's camp, but according to appointment (when two of the ſtates 
deputies came from thence hither, and are now here for ſupplies of money for the 
camp) they were to march forward towards the Palatinate by the way of Gulick on 
Saturday or Monday laſt, being convoyed with the whole body of the ſtates horſe com- 
manded by count Henry and about 2000 muſketeers, in the ſame manner as count 
Hzenxy made his journey to Brunſwick ; ſo as they are ſtrong enough, being joined 
by the Engliſh, to make their way in going, and in their return well fitted by means 
of their waggons to take what way they like beſt ; which, as 1 underſtand, they pur- 
poſe ſhall be on the other ſide of the Rhine through the biſhopric of Paderborn and 
Munſter, but will firſt offer their ſervice, as directed, to the princes, and if, need Bey

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for the defence of their countries; or, if their hearts will ſerve them, for waiting upon 
SpINOLA's army, and providing (as they may well do with ſuch a ſtrength, if they can 
arrive in time) that the king of Bohemia ſhall receive no hurt on that fide.

© In SpinoLa's marching by Gulick, he was very careful not to give any offence, 
nor to touch any of the villages which belong to the ſtates, more than he was forced 
by neceflity of paſſage. The prince of Orange, on the other fide, at bis firſt ſitting 
down where he now is, made proclamation, that no man, upon pain of death, ſhould 
approach nearer than the limits of the camp to the town of Weſel; ſo as howſoever 
they are willing and forward to aid their friends abroad on each- ſide, yet they are very 
7paring-in theſe parts to hurt one another. 5 
e Here are certain ſecret inſtruments, which come upon borrowed occaſion from 
the other ſide, to ſound men's affections, and prepare the way for renewing the truce 
after the fame manner as it was firſt ſet on foot by the frier, NEYExN; and amongſt 
others here hath been within theſe few days one TEMPLE, ſerjeant major of Louvain, 
brother to a known Jeſuit of that name, who hath long lived at Leyden. His chief 
buſineſs hath been to procure a mutual releaſe. of repriſals, which for theſe two years 
paſt have been made betwixt the archduke and theſe provinces upon all the rents and 
revenues on both ſides; but now reſtitution is to be made reciprocally, a ſmall ſum 
only excepted of about 3500 J. ſterl. on each fide, which is to remain, as it were, 
im depgſito, until the right of the firſt differences, which grew about a certain convent 
at Ghent, be adjudged. And for this purpoſe certain commiſſioners are appointed to 
meet in Flanders near to Sluce, which this TEMPLE would have had men of quality, 
and of the body of the ſtates general, or of the council of ſtate, who might be authori- 
Zed to treat of other matters concerning the common good of theſe Low Countries. 
But.no ear would be given thereunto; and therefore men of mean condition are choſen 
for this purpoſe. out of Zealand, with order only to attend the buſineſs for which they 
are employed.

To advertiſe any thing of the Upper Countries were immittere falcem in alienam 
meſſem; and now there is indeed mers maxima, and the labourers his majeſty hath in thoſe 
parts, are not few. Yet underſtanding of a private conference, which paſt at a day 
of hunting, whilſt the princes army lay at Oppenheim, betwixt the marquis of An- 
ſpach and the landgrave Lopovic of Darmſtat, I have thought it worthy his ma- 
jeſty's knowledge. 'The landgrave demanded of the marquis, whether no way were 
to be found out for the accommodating the buſineſs of Bohemia, and thereby re-eſta- 
bliſhing the affairs of the empire: to which the marquis anſwered, he thought it not 
impoſſible ; but as yet no overture was made for the king of Bohemia to lay hold of. 
Whereupon the landgrave demanded, whether it might not be brought to paſs, that 
the king of Bohemia with his ſon ſhould ſtand affured of the ſucceſhon of the crown 
of Bohemia, and BETHLEM GABOR of the crown of Hungary; and that the emperor 
might poſſeſs for his life-time both thoſe kingdoms ; and for ſecuring thereof, the ſtates 
Jhould be ſworn and continued in the preſent government.

© Concerning the new fire, which is kindled at the foot of the mountains towards 
Italy, here are letters of the 12th of the laſt from Milan, and of the 14th from Venice, 
how the banditti, amongſt the Griſons, are openly proteded and aſſiſted with men, 
money, artillery, and munition, by the governor of Milan ; and the Griſons favoured, 
but faintly aided, by the Venetians, for fear of drawing a war upon themſelves ; 
which the Spaniards perceiving. have drawn their troops both horſe and foot back 
again towards Crema, from whence they were lately retired, and ſend that way pro- 
viſions for war only to intimidate the Venetians ; who, notwithſtanding, have choſen a 
proveditor of the houſe of Baſadona upon that occaſion, and ſent him away upon three 
days warning, with all ſuch troops as they can well'make upon ſuch a ſudden; and 
they were in ſpeech of raiſing new men. Mean time Clavenna (as is advertiſed from 
la Piatza by letters of the 11th of the laſt) holds good for the Griſons, and all other 
places in the Valtolina as far as Ponte del Ganda, which is the fartheſt place they 
have that way. At Sondrio, which they have recovered from the banditti, they are 
ſtrong, and have fortified themſelves, and have let the inhabitants, which were re- 
tired in Albroſagia, underſtand, that they may come ſafely to their homes, the heads 
of the rebellion only excepted. They on the other fide ſtand upon theſe conditions 
that their pardon muſt be ratified by all the commonalties of the Griſons: that in the 
Valtolina no inhabitant nor miniſter of the reformed religion ſhall be permitted: that 


all decrees prejudicial to the popiſh religion ſhall be annulled : and that pardon be 


general, as well for the heads of the rebellion, as the reft. I write to your honour 
_ theſe particularities, though of. a place far remote, becauſe the conſequence of thoſe 
bloody beginnings, though amongſt poor people, may prove very great: and if the 
Spaniards engage themſelves far in thoſe parts, either their ſucceſs muſt be very ſudden 


and proſperous elſewhere, or they may repent their parting from their antient maxim, 


which is, never to have war at one time in more places of Europe than one, 


| © The ſtates of Holland are ſeparated for the ſpace of ten days, in which time they 
are to go to their ſeveral towns about ſetting order in their finances, which ſtill remain 
in great confuſion ; and it is now the chief defe of the government ; for the quietneſs 


of the country, in his excellency's abſence with the army, ſhews, that no inteſtine 


trouble is farther to be feared ; and this is no ſmall benefit, for their reputation, of 
their drawing into the field ; becauſe, on the other fide, it was preſumed their affairs 


continued ſtill in ſo deſperate an eſtate at home, that they durſt not look abroad with 


their ay. 1 

They have fully reſolved at this laſt meeting of their extraordinary embaſſages to 
his majeſty and to the French king, but as yet have not named the perſons which ſhall 
be employed; neither will, for aught I ſee, until the return of his excellency.

ſuch news as I underſtood from the camp near Weſel by the ſtates deputies, who came 
hither for money, and are ſufficiently provided. Since I underſtand, that upon ad- 
vertiſement of ſome change in SyinoLA's proceeding there is a change followed in the 
rince of Orange's reſolution, or a delay at leaſt in ſending the new Engliſh troops 
into the Palatinate ; which on Wedneſday laſt were not parted from his excellency's 
camp, upon news, that SPINOLA, in place of marching directly forward, as he made 
| appearance, towards Bohemia, being gone as high into Germany as Limpurg, is 
turned towards Mentz, making demonſtration, as if he would repaſs the Rhine with 
3 his whole army that way into the Palatinate, the princes being hereupon repaſſed the 
Maine with theirs near Francfort, where they continue their bridge, whereby to re- 
turn with commodity to the place where they were lodged before, in. caſe SpINOLA 
ſhould again change his courſe, and rurn back upon that town : but if he go over 
the Rhine at Mentz (for which purpoſe he makes a bridge with boats he carries with 
| him, and ſuch commodity he finds there) the princes will then be much diſadvantaged 
for want of a bridge over the Rhine, of which they are unprovided ; and all that part 
of the Palatinate betwixt the Rhine and the Moſelle will be without difficulty poſſeſſed 
by him, in that there are no places of ſtrength, nor no army to reſiſt him: and

| haying 
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having heretofore by commandment from his majeſty ſpoken to the ſtates in favour of 
the king of Denmark, and haying received at that time a good anſwer, the appre- 
henſion they have of that greatneſs, to which he doth aſpire by having the abſolute 
authority in the two rivers of the Elbe and Weſel, as he hath of the paſlage of the 
Sound, and thereby making himſelf maſter of all paſſages by ſea into Germany, hath 
made them run another courſe by way of perſuading the chapter of Bremen to ſuſpend 
their reſolution of the coadjutory, whereby in this troubleſome time not to diſcontent

C Immediately upon the receit of your honour's letters of the 27th of the laſt by 


Mr. KILLICREW, I did let the ſtates know I had anſwer from his majeſty to the 
meſſage they ſent through my hands touching their deſire of conjunction of his ma- 


jeſty's fleet and their's againſt the pirates; which I was ready to to communicate unto 


them, either in their aſſembly, or by their deputies, as they liked beſt, Whereupon 
they ſent two deputies unto me (one of thoſe who had been with me before, and ano- 
ther in place of the other who was abſent); to whom I ſaid, that whereas they taking 


knowledge of his majeſty's preparation by ſea againſt the pirates, had advertiſed his 
majeſty of their purpoſe to do the like, with a deſire to have the two fleets join in the 


ſervice, whereby to perform the ſame more effectually with an united ſtrength ; his 


majeſty had commanded me to let them know, that, preſuming they have the ſame 


ends with his majeſty, to extirpate that wicked generation, and ſecure the common 


trade, his majeſty was in that reſpe& very willing to take them into the affociation, 


there being hope of better ſucceſs in the enterprize by ſuch an increaſe of ſtrength : 
whereupon his majeſty did heretofore invite them to aſſiſt in this expedition; when 


their anſwer was ſuch, as betrayed an averſeneſs. Now his majeſty having proceeded

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proſecuting the pirates, they defired.me to recommend to his majeſty a prohibition for 
any of his ſubjects to trade with the pirates, and particularly to furniſh them with 
powder and munition: which remembrance of their's, I told them, did carry with it 


a kind of tacit accuſation, which did more properly belong to thoſe of theſe provinces, 


and particularly to-their town of Amſterdam, from whence the pirates have been per-

That, which I advertiſed your honour on Monday laſt, the 11th of this preſent, of 
hoſtility begun betwixt the marquis SPINoLA and the princes of the union, by the 
marquis's taking of Creutzenach, and burning certain villages in the Palatinate, is 


ſince confirmed: and we hear farther, that the 11th of the preſent, filo novo, he took 
in Altzey, the principal granary and magazine for wines of all the Palatinate, from 
whence making appearance as if he would go to Worms, three leagues diſtant from 
Altzey, the princes ſent thither firſt 1000 men, and after roſe with their whole camp 
the 12th of this preſent, marching to Worms, and leaving in Oppenheim 1200 only 
of the trained bands of the country; of which the marquis having knowledge, he 
turned towards Oppenheim, and the 14th of this preſent took the town without any 


reſiſtance, and immediately upon his entry uſed the ſame courſe as he did at Creutze- 


nach and Altzey, by making the inhabitants take an oath of obedience to the emperor. 
In all theſe places he found great quantities of corn, wine, and other proviſions, to re- 
freſh his army; from which if the princes had kept him, either by making good the 
places, or by carrying away their ſtore, or waſting the ſame, he would have been 
forced to have retired ; whereas now being in a plentiful country, and fully furniſhed, 


it is like he will winter where he is: and thus it always falls out betwixt thoſe, who 


proceed one part with a reſolution, and the other with formalities... 


The princes have hereupon declared the marquis for enemy; but that they le- 


cond their declarations with any action of importance, we do not hear, more than the 


beating 
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beating of certain horſe, where the news ſtill holds, that the prince of Eſpenoy was

They do hitherto excuſe their forbearance in expectation of the Engliſh foot with 
the convoy of the ſtates horſe now on the way towards them; which, by reaſon of thoſe. 
places which the marquis hath taken, will be forced either to paſs the Moſelle above 
Triers, or to find ſome way over the Rhine. The laſt news we have of them is, 
| that the 17th of this preſent, ,/fzlo nova, they were at a place called Friſum, from

© Whilſt I am now writing, two of the ſtates deputies, one of Guelderland, ano- 
ther of Holland, are come unto me to acquaint me with this ill news, which I had 
underſtood before by letters from the camp; and withal to defire me to give his ma- 
jeſty an account thereof, as a thing, which (as they ſay) puts the marquis SpIxOLAs 
intention out of all doubt, he having in effect by the taking of Oppenheim made him- 
ſelf maſter of the whole Palatinate, in that there he doth now make a bridge: and if 
he goes towards Francfort (as it is ſuppoſed he will) the princes have not commodity 
to croſs the Rhine, whereby to ſuccour the town; that, which they had, being taken 
at Oppenheim : and though Worms be a greater rown, to the defence whereof they 
now went with their camp, theſe men do judge, that Oppenheim did much more im- 
port them; and that if they had there remained, the marquis would never have paſſed 
by them, leaving ſuch an army as their's is behind him.

© Having gone thus far in the relation, they ſhewed me their deputies letters from 
the camp, wherein was this paſſage; that a diverſion on his majeſty's part in Flanders 
would yet remedy all affairs, howſoever reduced to ſomewhat a deſperate eſtate ; 
which they did likewiſe recommend. But howſoever I could give them herein no 
comfort, yet I promiſed to advertiſe both their relation and defire : and howſoever, 
though his majeſty's mind and all things elſe were ſo diſpoſed, this is no ſeaſon of 
the year to begin ſuch a buſineſs; yet I muſt humbly. refer it to his majeſty's wiſdom, 
whether he will not think it fit to give both the princes and the ſtates fome good en-

That he is a proteſtant in 
religion. The ſtares, by reaſon of the fhortneſs of the time, excuſe their embaſſage, 
but write a letter with theſe anſwers in the elector's favour : 1. That though he went 
into the province, he did exerciſe no juriſdiction, nor doth at this day. 2. That 
the match of his ſiſter is not his work, but his mother's, the electrix dowager, in 
whoſe government ſhe is. 3. That his religion is the ſame it was in his father's 
time, and not changed fince his death, as the king of Poland is induced to believe. 
'This embaſſador hath moved them to write likewiſe to the king of Swede to ſuſpend his 
proceedings in the marriage till the elector's buſineſs of Pruſſe ſhould be better ſettled : 
to which effect a letter was promiſed him by the ſtates at the camp, whilſt rheſe here

© The Venetian embaſſador is in his progreſs to North-Holland, whilſt we have here 
news, that the Valtolina (which he gave ont to be recovered) is in effect quite loſt to 
the Spaniards, who are now avowed by that king in their undertaking the quarrel, as 
a cauſe of religion, and the duke of Savoy moved in that king's name to do the like. 
Thus do and ſo are their affairs like to proſper in all parts, unleſs Gop ſhew a mira- 
cle, or that his majeſty next under Gop uſe his power for protection of religion, and 
the profeſſors thereof, with the ſame readineſs and aſſurance as the common enemies 
uſe in attempting upon both.

The objections againſt this ſtate for what is happened in the Eaſt. Indies receiye 
this anſwer ; that they are fruits of the ſeeds ſown in the corrupt and confuſed time 
of this ſtate ; for which the diſtance of place hath been an impediment to all other re- 
medy than that, which is expected and promiſed, of reſtitution.

Sir NotL CaRox hath written unto the ſtates here, that his majeſty, having found 
by the intercepted letters ſent not long ſince from hence into England to be decypher- 
ed, as likewiſe by the events in the Palatinate contrary to promiſe and expeRation, 
how he is abuſed by the Imperials and Spaniards, doth reſolve to ſhew his power 
for protection of his friends, when the time ſerves for action. Mean while that his 
purpoſe is to make a fond des finances for that purpoſe ; which is here received with 
much joy.

« All our extraordinaries of late out of Germany have come like Jos's meſſengers, 
every week with worſe news than other ; and now this laſt in conformity to the reſt, 
which brought advertiſements of loſs of towns, doth ſhew how the prince's army hath 
loſt a fair opportunity of fighting with the marquis of Sp1NOLA upon little or no diſad- 
vantage, he being by caſualty rather m_— drawn out of his trenches at Oppen- 


heim

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heim; which place he recovered again without blows, though the princes were nea rer 
unto it with their army than he with his. And this happening ſince the joining of 
count HENnky unto them is a great diſcouragement, as your honour may perceive by 
a particular letter written the day following out of their camp ; which is well worth his 
majeſty's view; and that for ſome reſpects concerning as well the writer as the receiver 
(and by conſequence his majeſty's ſervice) is all the uſe I deſign may be made of it. 
There is a ſaying, al medico & Padvocato non tener il mal celato; and his majeſty, 
being the only phyſician to remedy the weak and almoſt deſperate eſtate of thoſe affairs, 
may be content to be informed of all particularities. My hope is, the princely declara- 
tion he hath made of his royal intention, ſeconded (as we are here informed from Sir 
NokL Caron) with ready preparation, will put life into them again. From hence no 
more is to be expected this ſeaſon than is already performed, here being three of the 
{tates deputies come already from the camp : the reſt will be here the beginning and

© The Venetian embaſſador departed from hence towards Zealand on Monday laſt, 


where he will take ſhipping for Dieppe in Normandy, if he have the winds favourable, 


or otherwiſe paſs through Flanders into France, ſo through Savoy home; but with- 


out commiſſion in any of theſe places, for aught I can learn. His entertainment here 
coſt a month's contribution to the wars, according to the article of the confederation 


betwixt theſe two commonwealths, which is 50, ooo florins ; with which he was fully 


| ſatisfied ; but his preſent came ſhort of his expectation, which exceeded not 3000 
florins; wherein this ſtate imitated the Venetians towards their embaſſador. But that 


ſerves not for excuſe, in that they ſay they are tied by antient laws. The reſident

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Bremen; and being made acquainted with an anſwer given by the ſtates this week 
paſt in the ſame buſineſs to a gentleman that was ſent hither expreſsly from the kin 
of Denmark to ſollicit the ſame (which was, that, in regard of the preſent troubles of 
Germany, and the diſſenſion that may ariſe by the divers pretenders, they deſired 
the king not to preſs the matter any farther at this time; in which reſpect they being 
deſired by other princes, which are likewiſe pretenders, have forborn to intermeddle. 
and fo will do whereby to give diſcontent to none) I took knowledge of this their an- 
ſwer, and wiſhed them, after the hearing of his majeſty's letter (which was publicly 
read) to take into conſideration how the beſt and moſt expedite means to prevent the 
contention of pretenders were to further the admiſſion of the king of Denmark's ſon, 
whereby all pretenſion would ceaſe, and they would oblige two kings their neigh- 
bours: withal they would prevent ſuch inconvenience, as may follow by the biſhop of 
Colen's ſtepping into that buſineſs, who may poſſeſs himſelf upon any accident of 
vacancy of Bremen, as. he did of Padderborn: and beſides that all ſuch danger would 
be prevented by the admiſſion of the king of Denmark's ſon, they would have that 
young prince as it were in their protection, who would ſerve as a nodus amicitie 
| betwixt them and that king, and he would thereby be engaged to run a courſe with 
them in the preſent affairs of Germany. ; e ie 


© The anſwer they gave me was in officious but general terms, promiſing to take 
the matter into deliberation, and to give his majeſty contentment : which, by way of 
reply, I defired them to do in more effectual ſort than when I formerly ſpoke unto 
them about this buſineſs; their proceedings having ſince that time (according as the 
king of Denmark. doth complain) little anſwered their profeſſions, 


lt is here underſtood, that the archbiſhop of Bremen doth diſavow all theſe offers 
and promiſes, whereby the king of Denmark was firſt engaged in his pretenſions for 
his ſon: and I find a rooted jealouſy in this ſtate of that prince's greatneſs, of which 
they are very much apprehenſive, if his defigns take effect of being maſter of the two 
rivers, the Elbe and Weſer; upon the one of which he hath already ſeated himſelf by 
his new fort Geluckſtadt over againſt Stade. His ſeating his ſon at Bremen would 
give him no leſs power over the other; and the example of the Sound makes them 
doubtful, that heavy impoſitions would be ſet in time upon all merchandize tranſported 
by ſea to and fro to Germany; which, the Rhine being incommodated (as it now is), 
hath no other paſſage but by the Sound, and thoſe two other rivers. 


Having had divers advertiſements, that the extraordinary embaſſage now in pre- 
paration to be ſent unto his majeſty ſhould be diſpatched with more limited inſtructions 
than 1 conceive will be agreeable unto his majeſty's mind, I took occaſion of ſome 
diſcourſe we fell into at this audience (they inquiring of me after news out of England) 
to let them know, that the greateſt news I had from thence was, that their embaſſage 
was there diligently expected; and withal to adviſe them not to fall upon the ſame 
rock, as they did the laſt time, of errors in their commiſſion, as well in form as in 
ſubſtance.

© Their anſwer was no other than I expected, declaring a good acceptation of this 
remembrance : but I find they could have been as well content to have had it for- 
gotten, chiefly this laſt point of the fiſhing, which they do moſt unwillingly hear, as 
that which will raiſe much diſcontent amongſt their people.

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not make me to forget my duty to his majeſty, to whom it is fit they ſhould have

They have not yet named all their embaſſadors either for France or England (yet 
1 hear Zealand hath named MAN MAKER for France, and the burgomaſter Scor for 


England); neither are thoſe, which are choſen for Holland and Zealand, authorized as 


yet by the ſtates general; ſome of the Hollanders, which were deputed at the camp, 
ſeeking to renverſe the firſt election, which was made in their abſence, or to be added 


to their number. 80 it is in this, as in all things elſe, wherein there is queſtion of 


honour or profit by way of employment, their private intereſts and emulations do re- 
tard all public reſolutions: and were it not that they have recourſe unto the prince of 
Orange for appeaſing ſuch controverſies, nothing of this kind could be concluded 


amongſt them; whereby they lay open their weakneſs, and he daily grows in ſtrength 


and authority; but that not wirhout envy. 


This day I have ſeen a pernicious pamphlet againſt the prince of Orange, and by 
name monſ. AkRSSENS, DuvENVORD, BREDERODE, and BucknuRsT, all of the 
nobleſſe of Holland, as his inſtruments of tyranny (as is there ſaid in plain terms), in- 


citing the people to commotion for liberty, by which (faith the libel) they ſhall bring 


themſelves in credit with France, where they are grown into contempt ; and England 


{which favours theſe men) will ſoon be made to creep into the ſhell. It is printed 
in the Dutch language, all the copies ſeized on and ſuppreſſed, and the author dili- 


gently inquired into.. 


We have here TEMpLE, the ſerjeant- major of Louvain, once again in treaty 
about the repriſals, of which he hath obtained a conſent of main-lev#e, on both ſides : 


and for the original queſtion, it is referred to be treated by certain commiſſioners, 


| Who are to meet at Waterfleet near Sluce, thoſe which were firſt elected being ex- 
cepted againſt by the archduke for an unreſpective letter, ſtiling him barely their 
loving friend: and in their places will be choſen three counſellors, two out of the petty 
council of this ſtate of Brabant and Flanders, and one out of their high councils. 'Txm- 
PLE hath much infiſted to have the deputies choſen out of the body of the ſtates, and 


the place of meeting to be Antwerp; which is not here thought to be fit, becauſe 


they would not enjealouſy their friends by ſuch circumſtances. 


The king of Bohemia and princes of the union have defired the ſtates not haſtily to 


entertain a treaty of the renewing of the truce, the reputation whereof in this preſent _ 


conjuncture would much advantage the affairs of the Spaniards; and in that reſpect 


the ſtates conceive, that the place of meeting, and the perſons of theſe deputies, is ſo 
much ſtood upon by this major of Louvain; and they are loth to commit an error in 
| ſhadow, not being as yet well aſſured, whether they ſhall enjoy the ſubſtance; which 


when they may have in terms as the truce was firſt made, 1 find it will not be 
refuſed ; though hitherto it is not made a matter of deliberation in any of their coun- 
cils : and theſe deputies, though much ſpeech riſe of their employment, will have (as 
I have reaſon to believe) no commiſſion to make or entertain any luch overture.

© Don LEWIS DE VELAsco lies ſtill in his intrenchments near Berck, expecting 
order for his riſing from Bruſſels. Mean while his men ſicken apace ; and ſo we ſay 


Here is arrived the count Lopovick, brother to the king of Bohemia (a prince 
of much expectation), who, having committed his young nephew to the hands of count 
ERNEST at Zwoll, went no farther, by reaſon of the difficulty of the ways in return- 
ing. And it fell out, that the very next day after he left the young prince, his coach 
overturned in a very ſteer place, wherewith he received a hurt in one of his arms, 
but without breach of any bone. It was a great happineſs, that the tender young 
prince was parted from him before that miſchance. Here he ſtayeth defrayed by his 
excellency, in whoſe houſe both he and his train do daily take their diet, and lodged 
in a houſe provided by the ſtates for embaſſadors. i 


© The French embaſſador hath buried his lady this laſt week in child-bed; and we 
hear his beſt friend, the princeſs of Orange, is dangerouſly ſick in France E. 


Her ſon, prince HENRY, remains ſtill with the princes, and ſo ſhall do until 


the princes can well ſpare his horſe, or the neceſſary ſervice of this ſtate requires them; 


his excellency at his riſing from the camp having written unto him to govern himſelf, 
£ither in his return or longer ſtay, as may be moſt agreeable to the princes. 


We have advertiſements out of Italy of levies already in hand in Sicily, Naples, 
and Milan; which proves a matter of ordinary courſe with the Spaniards to prepare in 
the beginning of winter againſt the firſt entry of the ſpring; wherein it were to be 
wiſhed their example were followed in theſe extraordinary occaſions. But others 


begin commonly to conſult, when the Spaniards have reſolved; to levy, when they 


march; to move, when they are in poſſeſſion; and then commonly they amuſe the

© In the firſt of theſe buſineſſes touching Juliers and Cleves, the ſtates anſwered 
unto me, that they would have his majeſty's recommendation in ſpecial regard, as far 
as the conſtitution of their ſtate would permit. But I found by his excellency they 
have no mind to mingle their affairs with he elector's, in regard of the authority the 


emperor doth aſſume to himſelf over his eſtates more than they will allow him over 


their's. That, which I moved unto them concerning the Venetians, they ſeemed well 
to approve, and promiſed to take the ſame into ſpeedy conſultation. 


II concluded my audience with that, which doth properly concern his majeſty's 
ſervice; having underſtood by Mr. FoxBESs (the miniſter of the Engliſh merchants at 
Middleburg, his majeſty's pleaſure touching the ſtates renewing and inlarging their 
placart concerning printers and publiſhers of unprivileged books and pamphlets,

that were not, yet that, which I demanded of them in his majeſty's name, being juſt 
and equitable, it would be no argument of good affection to hold his majeſty's ſatis- 
faction herein in any longer fuſpence.

© The ill news we have here on Thurſday laſt by the ordinary of Colen, touch- 
ing the affairs of Bohemia, which I diſpatched the ſame day to your honour, 
are ſince confirmed for the main matter of the battle and the defeat, but with differ- 
ence in the (circumſtances, as your honour will fee by the copy of ſuch letters as are 
going herewith ; which are all the particularities are yet here underſtood. 


The princes of the union do recommend the affairs of the Palatinate to his ma- 
jeſty by a diſpatch grounded upon this accident in Bohemia, which they doubt will 
blow up the Spaniards and Imperials with much pride and fury to follow their con- 
queſts in thoſe parts, and their deſigns elſewhere : which ſuſpicion having likewiſe

cure of the ſtates a ſeconding of this their intention, either by letters or meſſage, as 
they ſhall like beſt. The ſtates yielding willingly and readily a conſent hereunto, for 
greater ſervice and expedition, referred the managing hereof abſolutely to his excellency, 
who adviſed this gentleman, who came from the princes, to go immediately for-

His excellency 
acquainting me in confidence with this buſineſs, (which is yet a ſecret to all others,) 
deſired me to accompany Monſ.
